chosen to serve on the Boards will be found below. The 
first meeting of the Council was largely attended, keen inte- 
rest was taken in the proceedings, and many matters of public 
interest in connection with the purposes of the Act were dis- 
cussed. The Vice-President’s address, together with a sum- 
mary of the proceedings, were published in the June number 
of the Department’s Journal .* 

Like the Council of Agriculture, the term of office of the 
Agricultural Board, which was elected in 
The Agricultural April, 1900, terminated on the 31st of 
Board. March. As explained in previous Deports, 

the Board consists of twelve members — 
eight appointed by the Provincial Committees of the Council 
of Agriculture, and four appointed by the Department. The 
Board act as an advisory body to the Department in reference 
to ‘ ‘ all matters and questions submitted to them by the 
Department in connection with the purposes of agriculture 
and other rural industries.” But their most important func- 
tion consists in their control of the expenditure of the larger 
portion of the Department’s Endowment Bund, which is in- 
tended for the purposes of agriculture, rural industries, and 
sea and inland fisheries. This portion of the Endowment 
Fund, with a few specified exceptions, must be administered 
by the Department with the concurrence of the Agricultural 
Board. The appointment of representatives on the Board by 
the Provincial Committees of the Council of Agriculture was 
made, as has been stated, at the meeting held on the 28th of 
May, and the new Agricultural Board, as fully constituted, 
consisted of the following members : —

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4 DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 


It is unnecessary here to refer in detail to the important 
work of the Agricultural Board. The various schemes and 
operations of the Department, to which detailed reference is 
made in the first section of Part II. of this Deport, were all 
undertaken with their advice, and the Department again desire 
to record their . appreciation of the valuable assistance which 
the members of the Board so willingly render. 

The Board of Technical Instruction is constituted under

(a.) Three persons appointed by the County Council of 
each of the County Boroughs of Dublin and Belfast ; 

(b) One person appointed by a Joint Committee of the 
Councils of the several urban county districts in the 
County of Dublin ; such Committee consisting of one 
member chosen out of their body by the Council of each 
such district ; 

(c) One person appointed by the Council of each County 
Borough not above mentioned ; 

(d) One person appointed by each of the Provincial 
Committees of the Council of Agriculture ; 

(e) One person appointed by the Commissioners of 
National Education ; 

(/) One person appointed by the Intermediate Educa- 
tion Board ; and 

( 9 ) Pour persons appointed by the Department.

The Board advise the Department with respect to all matters 
and questions submitted to them by the Department in con- 
nection with technical instruction, and their concurrence is 
necessary as regards the application of grants from the Depart- 
ment’s endowment in aid of schemes of technical instruction 
elsewhere than in County Boroughs. 

By Section 16 of the Act of 1899, an annual sum of f55,000 
is set aside for purposes of Technical Instruction. This sum 
must, in accordance with the statute, be divided into two por- 
tions, to be determined by the Department, with the concur- 
rence of the Board of Technical Instruction. Of these portions 
one must be distributed, in proportion to their respective popu- 
lations, among the six County Boroughs, to be applied by the 
respective Councils of these boroughs in aid of schemes 
approved by the Department for the purposes of Technical 
Instruction. The other portion must be applied, subject to 
the concurrence of the Board, for the purposes of Technical 
Instruction elsewhere than in the County Boroughs, and “ in 
making, or aiding in making, such inquiries, and collecting, 
or aiding in collecting such information as the Department 
may think important for the purposes of Technical Instruc- 
tion.” The determination of the portions into which the sum 
of 1155,000 is to be divided, has effect for a period of three 
years from the commencement of the Act, and at the end of 
that period, and of each subsequent period of three years, a 
new determination must be made by the Department, subject 
to the concurrence of the Board . 

One of the most important matters dealt with at the first 
meeting of the new Board of Technical Instruction, which was 
held on the 1st of July, was to consider the Department’s pro- 
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posals for the second triennial division referred to above. By 
the first triennial division, as explained in previous reports, 
the annual sum of .£55,000 was allocated as follows : — 

For Technical Instruction in the County- 
Boroughs, ..... £25,000; 

For Technical Instruction elsewhere than in 
the County Boroughs, and for central pur- 
poses, &c. , . . ' . . . £30,000. 

The experience gained during the first triennial period 
showed that a slight change in the allocation had become desir- 
able. A considerable area was added to the City of Dublin by 
the Dublin Corporation Act of 1900, and the Department felt 
that regard should be had to that fact when making the second 
triennial division. The Board unanimously concurred in this 
view, and as a result the sum was divided as follows : —

For Technical Instruction elsewhere than in

Agricultural Board. 
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The first meeting of the new Committee was held at the 
Offices of the Department on the 27th of July. In the first 
Annual Eeport of the Department, reference was made to the 
work of the Committee in bringing about the arrangement 
arrived at between the Intermediate Education Board and the 
Department for co-ordinating the course in Science and Draw- 
ing of the two bodies. The work which has since been effected 
with the assistance of the Committee has reference mainly to 
the utilisation of Technical Schools for training National School 
teachers, the co-ordination of the National Education Board’s 
Code for Evening schools with the Department’s Code for 
Evening Science and Art classes ; and arrangements regarding 
the teaching of Cookery, Laundry-work, Domestic Economy, 
and Manual Work in wood and metal for pupils of higher stan- 
dards of National Schools. 

2. FUNDS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

During the year ended 31st March,. 1903, the whole of the 
. Department’s Annual Endowment Eund 

Endowment Fund. 0 f T166,000, provided under the Agricul- 
ture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) 
Act, 1899, was duly received, together with a further annual 
sum of T5,000 under the provisions of the Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, No. 2, 1902. The latter 
sum was previously payable to the Boyal Dublin Society under 
the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 1888, for the 
improvement of the breed of horses and cattle. There was 
also received a final capital sum of T3,129 15s. 2 d. from the 
Local Taxation (Ireland) Account, which brings the total 
amount received as capital under Section 15 (e) and ( g ) of the 
Act of 1899 to T204,908 05. 2 d. The interest received from 
securities held by the Department in Local Loans Stock and 
Exchequer Bonds, and from deposits in the Bank of Ireland, 
amounted to Til ,412 105. 6d. 

Into the Parliamentary Vote for the Department have been 
brought the grant for the payment of the 
Parliamentary salaries and other expenses in connection 

Vote< with the officers and institutions trans- 

• ferred to the Department from other 

Departments under Section 2 of the Act, as well, as the grants 
in aid of the Cattle Pleuro-Pneumonia Account, and the grant 
in aid of T25,000 payable to the Congested Districts Board. 

The Vote for the Department also contains the grant for 
Science and Art Instruction in Ireland , and the grant of 
T3,500 in aid of Technical Instruction in Ireland, as defined 
by the Technical Instruction Act of 1889, the administration 
of which was transferred from the Board of Education, South 
Kensington, to this Department under Section 2 of the Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899. The 
amount of the Science and Art grants has increased from 
£10,900 in 1901-2 to T18,000 in 1902-3, and to T32,500 in 
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1903-4. This large increase is mainly due to the increase in 
the number of schools adopting the Department’s Programme 
for Experimental Science, Drawing, Manual Instruction, and 
Domestic Economy in Day Secondary Schools. Further refer- 
ence to the working of this programme will be made in the 
section of this Eeport which deals with Technical Instruction. 

The sums expended for the institutions maintained by the 
Department from the Parliamentary Vote during the year

The Vote for the Eoyal College of Science for 1903-4 shows 
an increase of 12 ,083 on the previous year, the increased pro- 
vision being made for additional staff, equipment, and prizes 
and scholarships. 

The accounts of the Department for the financial year 1902-3 
will be found in the Appendices (see pp. 134-140). 

3. THE ADMINISTEATION OF THE ENDOWMENT FUND. 

The Department’s Endowment Fund consists of an annual 
income of 1171,000. Of this sum, 155,000 
The Agricultural a year is set aside for the purposes of Tech- 
Board’s Surplus. nical Instruction, and* 110,000 a year is 
allocated for Sea Fisheries. Provision is 
also made for the payment from the Endowment Fund of 
salaries and superannuation allowances of certain persons for- 
merly employed under the Commissioners of National Educa- 
tion, and also for the payment of travelling expenses, &c. , of 
members of the Council of Agriculture and of the two Boards 
established by the Act. When the sums mentioned have been 
provided for, the “Surplus” of the Endowment Fund is, 
approximately, 1105,000 a year. This Surplus is adminis- 
tered by the Department with the concurrence of the Agricul- 
tural Board , and is applicable for “the purposes of Agriculture 
and other rural industries,” and “Sea Fisheries.” “The 
purposes of Agriculture and other rural industries ” include 
the “ aiding, improving, and developing of agriculture, horti- 
culture, forestry, dairying; the breeding of horses, cattle, and 
other live stock and poultry ; home and cottage industries ; the 
cultivation and preparation of flax ; inland fisheries, and any 
industries immediately connected with, or subservient to, any 
of the said matters, and any instruction relating thereto;” 
together with the “ aiding or facilitating of the carriage and 
distribution of produce.” The “ purposes of Sea Fisheries ” 
include ‘ ‘ the construction of piers and harbours ; the supply 
pf fishing boats and- gear; investigation into the habits of fish, 
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and methods of fishing ; instruction in fishing ; thd encourage- 
ment of any industries immediately connected with or subser- 
vient to fishing ; the supervision and protection of fishing 
grounds, and the enforcement of bye-laws relating to fishing.” 

The amount of the Surplus expended by the Department 
during the first three years of their existence is as follows : —

It will be observed that the Department’s expenditure from 
the Surplus ” of the Endowment has been increasing each 
year according as the County Councils have been able to put 
into full operation the various schemes for the improvement of 
agriculture and industries. The expenditure from the “ Sur- 
plus ” for the year 1903-4 will show a further considerable in- 
crease, and it is estimated that the balance unexpended at the 
close of the year will be small. 

The limits of the Department’s available annual income from 
the Endowment Eund, other than the sum of £55,000 for Tech- 
nical Instruction, to which reference will presently be made, 
is thus within sight. Eor the extension of schemes, to which 
this income is applicable, there is temporarily in the hands of 
the Department a further annual sum yielded in the form of 
interest by the capital sums received (accumulated savings in 
respect of abolished Irish Judgeships, hi. 9 ,890 5s., and capital 
sum from Local Taxation Account, £185,015 15s. 2d.), and by 
the unexpended balances of the surplus in the three financial 
years, which the Department have invested as a reserve 
fund in accordance with the intention of the Act (Section 
16 (4)). A careful investment of these moneys, together 
with accumulated interest, has been . made, and a total 
sum, amounting now to £347,840, produces interest at 
the average rate of 3 per cent. This income, how- 
ever, will very soon be subject to diminution, for the time 
is at hand when considerable capital expenditure must be made 
from the reserve fund for the purposes which the Department 
had in view in getting it together. Amongst these purposes, 
as was indicated in previous Deports, one of the most important 
is the provision of equipment, premises, land, stock, Ac., in 
connection with schemes of agricultural education. Hitherto 
the carrying out of the Department’s policy for agricultural 
education, which has been proceeding steadily on the lines 
sketched out in the memorandum on that subject issued in 
1901, has been hampered chiefly by the difficulty of procuring 
a supply of properly qualified agricultural experts and instruc- 
tors. The Department have endeavoured, by means of 
special courses of training at the Eoyal College of Science 
and the Albert Agricultural College, G-lasnevin, as well 
as by enlisting the services of trained men from other 
countries, . to furnish a supply of such instructors. The 
Work of itinerant instruction in the various counties, which is 
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essential part of the Department’s scheme of agricultural 
education, has so far claimed all of those instructors who be- 
came available ; nor have the needs of all the counties yet been 
met in this particular. But a further supply of trained men will 
soon be ready, and the services of some of these can be given 
to the systematic teaching of agriculture, and of science related 
to agriculture, to classes of young men and boys, as distinct 
from the regular functions of the County Itinerant Instructor. 
Until the trained and properly qualified teacher is avail- 
able for this work, the Department have resolutely set 
their face against sanctioning attempts at this branch 
oi agricultural education ; for not only is serious mis- 
chief done by bad teaching to those who are subjected to it, 
but m the district where it is practised it ends by discrediting 
and setting back the cause of agricultural education for many 
years. The Department, as they announced in their First 
Annual Report, “ feeling the weight of their responsibility ” in 
the matter determined to pursue this course “ even at the risk 
of taxing the patience of the local authorities and others,” and 
m doing so they have acted with the strong support of the Agri- 
cultural Board. As the necessary teachers become available, 
expenditure under this head from the reserve fund will in- 
crease. Further, claims from this fund will presently be made 
lor the installation, maintenance, and development of schemes 
m connection with forestry, horticulture, dairying, agricul- 
tural stations, and other matters which the Department have 
m preparation. It is hoped that some portion of the original 
capital sums may be kept permanently on investment, so as to 
yield an increase in the annual income for agriculture and rural 
industries which will become necessary with the development 
of these schemes.

balance of ±8,333 available for special grants to Committees in 
excep lonal circumstances for equipment grants towards cer- 
tain schemes pot yet in operation, and (2) that the annual 
sum lor technical instruction has now been fully allocated for 
approved schemes and purposes, and that in many instances 
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throughout the country these schemes are now in such a posi- 
tion that further desirable developments are called for. These 
developments, however, cannot be undertaken with the present 
endowment available for technical instruction. The need for 
regular and special buildings for technical schools has now, 
moreover, been experienced, as the schemes in many instances 
have, as the result of three years’ preliminary work, settled 
upon lines which can henceforth be regarded as those of per- 
manent development. The only public source from which pro- 
vision for such buildings is available at present is the local rate 
which may be guaranteed as security for a loan. In most in- 
stances this does not afford an adequate provision for the pur- 
pose. (Particulars of the experience gained by the Department 
and the Technical Instruction Committees in this matter will 
be found in Part II. of this Beport, pp. 64-65). 

4. POLICY AND PROCEDURE. 

The various activities of the Department are described in 
detail in Part II., under the respective heads of Agriculture, 
Technical Instruction, Pisheries, Statistics and Intelligence, 
Veterinary, and Transit and Markets. This work has been 
steadily pursued in accordance with the policy described in 
previous Beports, which aims at a combined and harmonious 
system of aiding and developing the different subjects of agri- 
culture and industry by certain direct means of action on the 
one liand, and indirectly, on the other hand, by organising a 
system of practical education, having in view the industrial 
work and the economic interests of the country, and fitting it 
in with the existing educational systems.. As will be seen from 
the operations recorded in Part II. , there has been no departure 
throughout the year from the plan of action thus laid down, the 
Department having seen no reason to modify this policy in any 
important particular. It was planned and resolved upon with 
much deliberation, and what it now requires is a steady and 
persistent trial, carried out with sufficient elasticity in adminis- 
tration to permit of amendments from time to time as experi- 
ence may dictate, and for a sufficient number of years to furnish 
the evidence of results. 

5. RELATIONS WITH LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 

The Department have to record a continuous gratifying im- 
provement, in connection with their schemes, in the adminis- 
trative work of the local authorities. These bodies, with but 
one or two exceptions, are showing much capacity in their 
work ; they have learned to appreciate the importance of order, 
system, and accuracy, as well as of competent special know- 
ledge in their officials ; and, in the case of the Secretaries of the 
County Committees of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, 
the proper discharge of whose functions is so vital to the success 
of the County Schemes, the Committees themselves have some- 
times taken the initiative where it was necessary to make a 
change in the arrangements as to the work of these officers. The 
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comparatively small amount of friction which arose in some in- 
stances through the Department's insistence on proper qualifi- 
cations m these officials, as well as in the expert msfeuctors 
employed under the schemes, has now practically all passed 
away, and the Committees recognise that in this matter they 
have a common point of view with the Department. *

the character of the school, and the special qualifications of the 
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teacher, may suggest. Thus, schools dealing largely with the 
working classes aiming at a trade preparatory course — a type of 
practical instruction in which some progress has been made 
durmg the year— may use the programme so as greatly to serve 
the objects of such a course, giving emphasis to mechanical 
science and manual instruction. Similarly, in an analogous type 
of school for rural districts, dealing with boys of the farming 
class, the third and fourth years of the science programme can 
be given largely an agricultural character. In girls’ schools 
these years of the programme can be made to give special 
service to the subject of Domestic Economy. In the classes 
of the general Secondary School, in which boys are being pre- 
pared for the University or the higher Technical College, the 
two last years of the programme can be so taught as to increase 
the efficiency of the teaching of mathematics— a thorough 
grounding in which, the Department recognise to be the best 
preparation for the study of science which the Secondary 
School can give to a pupil intending to enter an institution of 
higher education.

. . . last Annual Eeport to the scheme of reor- 

ganisation following on the conclusions of the Departmental 
Committee appointed by minute of the Vice-President, to con- 
sider and report on the future position of the Eoyal College oi 
Science Dublin, with reference to the system of agricultural 
and technical instruction about to be established. The scheme 
of reorganisation cannot be completely effected until the new 
College buildings are erected. The first and most important 
step towards the erection of the new premises has, however 
been taken : the Public Offices Bill, containing provision 
m respect of the new College of Science, passed through 
both Houses of Parliament, and has now become law. A 
site and the buildings of the new College are provided for 
by a special Parliamentary Vote. Meanwhile, as far as the 
present accommodation, which is notoriously inadequate, has 
permitted, the scheme of reorganisation has been proceeded 
with The Agricultural Faculty is now complete, and its work 
has been co-ordinated with the Albert Agricultural College, 
fcrlasnevin. The Faculty of Chemistry has been strengthened 
by the appointment of Dr. F. G-. Donnan, m.a. , ph.d., as Lec- 
turer on Organic Chemistry ; and a new and extensive elemen- 
2 laboratory will be ready for the opening of the Session 
iaUd-4. The staff for Physics and for Electro-Technology has 
“® en mcrease <l, and new equipment has been added. The 
Mechanical Engineering staff has also been strengthened, and 
proposals are in hand for a considerable development, though 
necessarily in temporary premises, of the work of that chair. 

1 hrough the close connection between the Department and the 
Secondary Schools, on the one hand, and chiefly by means of 
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Scholarships, and the short summer courses for teachers on the 
other, the Royal College of Science has become much more 
widely known, and its work is, at length, being -appreciated. 
Further references to the College are made under the head of 
Agriculture, on p. 16, and under the head of Technical In- 
struction, on pp. 80 and 81, .and 89. Science and Technological 
Scholarships tenable at the College are referred to on page 89. 
See also Appendices, p. 217. 

The question of the reorganisation of the Dublin Metro- 
politan School of Art is still under con- 
Other Central sideration. The teaching of art crafts, 
Institutions. which was introduced into the School some 
time ago, has been further extended, and 
classes in Enamelling and Mosaic are now being conducted. 
The Departmental Committee appointed to inquire into ques- 
tions affecting the ‘National Library and its staff, have pre- 
sented their report, which is at present being considered. 

The work done throughout the year at the Science and Art 
Museum, the National Library, the School of Art, and the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, is described in the several reports 
relating to these Institutions contained in the Appendices (see 
pp. 371-432). 

As explained in previous Reports, the Department have con- 
tributed a sum of £20 ,000 for the purpose

PART II.— DETAILS OF THE DEPARTMENT’S 
OPERATIONS, 1902-03. 


I.— AGRICULTURE. 

The operations of the Agricultural Branch might be divided 
into — I : — work done in conjunction with County Committees, 
and II. : — that done by the Department itself. It is more con- 
venient, however, to adhere to the plan adopted in the two 
earlier Reports, and to group the work under the following 
heads, viz. : — 

(a.) Agricultural Instruction ; 

(b.) Improvement of Live Stock ; 

(c.) Special investigations ; 

( d .) Miscellaneous. 

The agricultural year has its natural termination about the 
middle of the financial year, and a report, if it is to be compre- 
hensive, cannot be written before that date. The aim in the 
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present instance, therefore, is to deal, as far as possible, with 
the work of the Agricultural Branch down to the 30th Sep- 
tember, 1903 ; but as all expenditure on the scheme of the pre- 
ceding agricultural year does not cease until the 31st Decem- 
ber, a record of the actual payments made to County Com- 
mittees on account of last year’s schemes cannot be presented: 
now. 

The reader will be assisted by the following brief statement 
of the procedure adopted by the Department in its relation 
with County Committees. 

As early as possible in summer the Department prepare in 
outline a number of schemes which are likely to prove of 
advantage to the whole country. These schemes are then 
submitted to the Agricultural Board, and, if this body approves 
ol them and concurs m the application thereto of the necessary 
funds, the schemes are forthwith sent to each of the thirty-three 
County Committees, who are usually invested by the respective 
County Councils with full powers for the expenditure, subject 
to the approval of the Department, of available funds. The 
Committees meet as early as possible in autumn, and, with 
the assistance of an Inspector of the Department, select the 
schemes which are most applicable to their county, and arrange 
details to suit local needs. The schemes, with an estimate of 
their cost, are then returned to the Department, whose ap- 
proval is accompanied by a statement of the proportion of the 
cost which they are prepared to contribute. In non-congested 
counties this proportion has hitherto been one-half, and in 
counties partially congested, five-ninths. The County Com- 
mittees meet, as a rule, once a month, and issue directions to

In the^rt , the Department had two duties to perform. 

In the first place, they had to train teachers of agricultural 
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subjects, and secondly, they had to demonstrate to farmers 
by a system of itinerant instruction some of the advantages of 
technical instruction in order to induce them to make some 
sacrifice to obtain a suitable education for their sons and 
daughters. No time was lost in taking steps to prepare the 
way. The Department have equipped three institutions for 
the training of teachers, and they have already a large number 
of Itinerant Instructors at work. 

In the last Report a description was given of the provision 
which was then being made at the Royal 
Agricultural Instruction College of Science for training agricultural 
at the Royal College experts. The promised Faculty in Agri- 
of Science. culture is now an accomplished fact, and 
a highly trained staff of specialists in agri- 
cultural subjects has been appointed. 

Of the students who received scholarships for this pur- 
pose, nine have already completed a three years’ course of 
training in agricultural subjects, and are now at work on the 
Department’s educational programme. In addition to their 
course of study at the Royal College of Science, and in order 
more fully to equip them for the work of an agricultural 
Instructor, these men were taken on a tour of inspection 
through parts of England, Scotland, Belgium, and Denmark. 

Each year shows an increased demand for the scholarships 
in Agriculture, though, considering the advantages offered, the 
Department are by no means satisfied that the competition is 
as keen as it might be. The fact that the principal subject of 
examination is practical agriculture doubtless prevents some 
of the most brilliant young men in Ireland from competing ; 
for in Ireland the number of young men who have devoted 
themselves enthusiastically to practical farming, and who have 
at the same time received a fair literary and mathematical 
training is limited. The number of students in the agricul- 
tural faculty during last session were — eight in the first year’s 
course, five in the second, and nine in the third. 

A copy of the prospectus, containing full particulars of the 
Scholarships offered for 1903, is printed in the Appendices (see 
p. 197). 

Repeated reference has been made in the Department’s pub- 
lications to the fact that the Albert Agri- 
Albert Agricultural cultural College was being reorganised to 
College, Glasnevin. supply higher agricultural education for 
young men who desire a knowledge of 
technical agriculture, but who have neither the time nor the 
means to attend the highly specialised courses at the Royal Col- 
lege of Science. Some of the contemplated changes referred to 
in the last Annual Report have now been effected, and the 
College is well supplied with laboratories, workshops, and a 
technical staff. A change has also been made in the general 
management of the farm, to meet the new requirements. Cer- 
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tain structural alterations, at present under consideration, are 
still, however, necessary before the College can be said to be 
complete. 

As the Department’s policy with regard to agricultural edu- 
cation develops, the aims of the College must necessarily alter. 
At the present time provision is made for : — 

1. Courses of technical instruction for farmers and for 
creamery managers, extending from October to March. 

2. A course of instruction in technical and practical 
agriculture for farmers, from March to September. 

3. A course of practical and technical instruction in 
horticulture for gardeners, extending over at least one 
whole year, commencing in October. 

4. A short summer course of instruction in poultry- 
keeping, for students of both sexes. 

5. Advanced instruction in agricultural chemistry, agri- 
cultural biology, and agriculture, from October to June, 
for the third year’s students at the Eoyal College of 
Science. 

During the period dealt with in this Eeport, the following

Students attending the winter class for creamery managers 
and the winter and summer classes for farmers are resident ; 
all other students are non-resident. 

Several men who passed through the creamery managers’ 
course' are now engaged in creameries ; while five of those who 
attended the summer session have obtained scholarships at 
the Eoyal College of Science. A number of those who took 
the courses of instruction in poultry -keeping, and all the 
students who passed the third year’s course at the Eoyal Col- 
lege of Science, have qualified as Itinerant Instructors. 

During the period under review increased attention has been 
paid to the utilisation of the farm for educational purposes. The 
herd of shorthorn cattle has been increased, four acres have 
been added to the gardens, extensive poultry runs have been 
provided, and in the arrangements of the crops due regard 
has been paid to providing demonstrations and object lessons. 

As in 1902, the farm served as a centre for the distribution 
of premium bulls. Seventy premium boars and forty-five pedi- 
gree sows were bred and sold in connection with the Depart- 
ment’s live stock schemes. The demand for settings of eggs 
hs” been greatly in excess of what the farm could supply.

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During the summer of 1902 the farm contributed largely 
to the success of the Department’s exhibit at the Cork Exhibi- 
tion. The milk used in the cheese-making demonstrations 
and in the calf -feeding experiments, as well as the cream and 
milk required for butter-making, were supplied by the farm. 
The demonstrations in butter-making and dairying were given 
by the pupils from the Institute. 

Considering the shortness of each session, most excellent 
work has been done by the staff. It is not yet possible to 
differentiate fully between instruction given to pupils in their 
first session and that given to those who have previously at- 
tended the school ; but attention will be devoted to this as soon 
as the extraordinary demand which at present exists for ad- 
mission to the school has decreased. The sequence of 
studies is not yet fully worked out, but it is intended that 
pupils entering for their first term should take a general 
course, while those attending for the second, third, or 
fourth terms may be allowed to specialise in certain subjects. 
Dor those who intend to become teachers the Department 
consider that the minimum time spent in the school should 
be one year, and, save in exceptional cases, no examination 
to test the qualifications of a pupil for a position as teacher 
will be allowed unless the applicant has attended for this period 
at least. 

The session has now been extended from eight weeks to 
twelve. 

All students entering for the first time pay a fee of sG3 3s. ; 
but- a number of free and half -free places are awarded to the 
best students at the end of both the first and second terms, to 
enable them to proceed with their studies for another term. 

The farm attached to the Institute has again proved of very 
considerable assistance to the Department in connection with 
their schemes, particularly those relating to the improvement 
in the breeds of' swine and poultry. Experiments were made 
on the cultivation of early potatoes, and the results are referred 
to in the report on the Early Potato Growing Experiments, 
which appeared in the Journal of the Department for Septem- 
ber, 1903, Vol. 4, No. 1. 

Itinerant instruction is as yet the principal feature in the 
Department’s system of disseminating 

Itinerant Instruction agricultural information. The object of 
in Agriculture. itinerant instruction, and the duties of 
the Itinerant Instructor, have been de- 
scribed in previous Reports. , Briefly, it may be stated that 
the object is to arouse an interest in the application of science 
to agriculture, and to create a demand for agricultural educa- 
tion which it is intended to supply in county Schools of Agri- 
culture. During the winter months the Itinerant Instructor 
delivers a series of lectures, and in the spring and summer 
months conducts field demonstrations and experiments ; while 
at all times he is available to give technical advice when his ser- 

c2 
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vices are requisitioned for this purpose by any farmer in the 
county to which he is attached. During the period under review 
ten Itinerant Instructors were at work, one being stationed in 
each of the following counties, viz., Antrim, Carlow, Cavan, 
Down, Kildare, Kilkenny, Monaghan, Sligo, North Tipperary, 
and Wicklow. There was no increase in the number of coun- 
ties at work in the previous year. This was not due to a want 
of interest, or to any lack of demand for this form of instruc- 
tion. On the contrary, there has been a very great increase in 
the number of applications, which had all to be refused owing 
to the dearth of trained teachers. During the year — mainly in 
winter — a total of 719 lectures was delivered, with an average 
attendance of about 90 persons. 

The success of these lectures and demonstrations depends, 
of course, to a very large extent, upon the personality of the 
Instructor ; but it also depends upon the energy and organising 
capacity of the Secretary to the County Committee, and upon 
the amount of assistance rendered by the County and District 
Councillors and by the clergy. Unless a number of persons 
in each locality can be induced to interest themselves in the 
work, and to see that a good room, suitably warmed and 
lighted, is provided, and that the meetings are well advertised, 
the Instructor, no matter how well qualified he may be, cannot 
succeed in his mission. 

Unfortunately, the time of the Department’s officers has 
been so much occupied in meeting local demands in connection 
with the live stock schemes, that it has not been possible 
hitherto to properly supervise the work of Secretaries to County 
Committees and of Itinerant Instructors. Many complaints 
have been made regarding the want of proper local arrange- 
ments. It would be too much to expect that the local organisa- 
tion could be perfect at this stage of the work. It is, however, 
not too much to expect that very soon there will be a marked 
improvement. 

In the counties referred to demonstration plots of special 
interest to farmers were arranged and supervised by the Agri- 
cultural Instructors. These comprised tests of certain com- 
binations of artificial manures and of new varieties of farm 
crops. In addition, each Instructor carried out a number of 
field experiments on lines laid down by the Department, and 
intended mainly for their information, as well as for the 
guidance of the Instructors themselves. In all, 304 ex- 
periments were started at 195 centres. Experiments on 
the same plan were carried out in 1901 and 1902. Keports 
of the results of these investigations have appeared from 
time to time in the Department’s Journal , and many of them 
have also been published in pamphlet form and widely distri- 
buted. The results of the 1903 experiments will be dealt with 
in a similar manner. 

The direct influence of itinerant instruction is best seen 
in the great increase in the use of artificial manures, and the 
demand for information with regard to the analysis of manures 
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and feeding stuffs. The increased use that is being made 
of the Department’s Seed Testing Station is further direct 
evidence of the good that is being done. There was, indeed, 
much need for an improvement in the quality of seeds and 
manures used in Ireland ; and an undoubted improvement is 
being effected through the instrumentality of the Itinerant 
Instructors. If the attention of these officers was confined to 
this branch of the farmer’s work alone, the cost of the scheme 
would be amply justified. But the work of the Itinerant In- 
structor extends very much beyond the mere supplying of tech- 
nical advice on the use and purchase of farm requisites. No man 
can deliver a series of lectures on agriculture, in a rural dis- 
trict, without creating a great deal of discussion among farmers 
as to the best and most up-to-date mode of carrying on their 
business. Discussion leads to observation ; and a farmer who 
is a careful observer, and who learns to interpret accurately 
what he sees, not only educates himself, but, by good example, 
teaches his neighbours as well. 

Systematic instruction in agriculture was attempted at two 
centres only, viz., Monaghan and Omagh. At the former 
twenty boys attended a twenty weeks’ course, and at the latter 
twenty-four young men a four weeks’ course. 

Two very important results followed the Fruit Show which 
the Department held at the Cork Bxhi- 
Horticulture. bition in 1902. In the first place, the ex- 
cellence of the exhibits convinced every 
one that Ireland is capable of producing fruit, and particularly 
apples, of the very finest quality. Great interest in fruit- 
growing and general gardening was aroused, and, in conse- 
quence, the Department have since been constantly requisi- 
tioned for advice on all subjects relating to fruit culture. A 
demand , too , has sprung up for the services of skilled Itinerant 
Instructors in fruit-growing and general gardening, and to 
meet this demand the Department have added to the Agri- 
cultural College at Glasnevin a School of Horticulture, where a 
number of young men now receive both practical and technical 
training in this subject. 

In 1902 there was only one Instructor in Horticulture at 
work, viz. , in County Kildare ; in 1903 nine Instructors were at 
work in the following counties, viz., Cavan, Cork, Galway, 
Kildare, Louth, Monaghan, Waterford, Wexford, and Wick- 
low. At least three times as many counties would have 
had a horticultural scheme in operation had qualified Instruc- 
tors been available. 

The procedure in the case of itinerant instruction in horti- 
culture is similar to that adopted in the case of agriculture. 
During the wfinter months the Instructor is engaged mainly in 
giving lectures and demonstrations, and in the preparation 
of gardens for' sowfing and planting, while in summer he is 
occupied principally in outdoor demonstrations in the cultiva- 
tion of the garden crops. The main object has been to encou- 
rage the cultivation of fruit and vegetables for home consumj)- 
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tion. In many cases, however, the Itinerant Instructor has 
directed his attention to encouraging fruit and vegetable grow- 
ing on a commercial scale. An effort will be made to assist 
still further in the development of this branch of the industry. 

The commercial side of the question was dealt with princi- 
pally by an expert appointed independently of the County 
Committees, who devoted from a fortnight to a month in 
oertain districts, where there was a reasonable prospect of 
growing fruit on a commercial scale. Reports show that a 
very large number of fruit trees were planted last year, and 
that the interest in fruit cultivation is steadily increasing. 

One of the great drawbacks to obtaining remunerative prices 
is the want of a uniform system of grading and packing fruit. 
To encourage improvement in this respect, the Department 
published ■ a leaflet setting forth the best form and size of 
packages for all kinds of fruit , and the method of grading and 
packing apples. These packages or boxes may now be pur- 
chased from many leading box manufacturers throughout the 
country, and it is hoped that the new system will be largely 
utilised, and eventually become general in Ireland. The 
Department’s experts unhesitatingly affirm that the increase 
in the return from well-graded and carefully-packed fruit, as 
compared with that from the same class of fruit ungraded and 
carelessly packed, is sufficient to change what might otherwise 
be an unprofitable crop into a remunerative one. 

In the autumn of 1903 the Department sent the horticul- 
turists in training at Glasnevin to the South of England, to 
learn what is being done in that district with regard to the 
growing, grading, packing, and marketing of fruit. 

A fruit show subsidised by the Cork County Committee of 
Agriculture and by the Department was held in Cork in 
October, 1903. Notwithstanding the fact that the season has 
been a disastrous one for the fruit crop , the apples exhibited on 
this occasion were of excellent quality — a fact that confirms 
the opinion formed in 1902 that this fruit can be produced in 
perfection in the province of Munster. 

To encourage improvement in the poultry-keeping industry 
in Ireland, the Department recommended 
Poultry Keeping. County Committees to adopt a system of 
itinerant instruction, and to offer pre- 
miums of £5 each to a number of persons in each county who 
would undertake to supply residents in the county with set- 
tings of eggs of pure-bred fowl at a low price. To the small 
farmer and cottager there is no more important industry and 
none more capable of wide extension than poultry-keeping. 
The sale of fresh eggs and of poultry for the table should be 
the main object. The improvements necessary are the selec- 
tion of the best breeds, the introduction of fresh blood, im- 
proved methods of housing, care in feeding, more attention to 
cleanliness in the poultry runs in order to prevent disease, 
careful packing and grading of eggs, the sale of none but 
those of undoubted freshness , and the rearing and fattening of 
poultry for the table. 
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Experience has shown that, in order to achieve the best 
results, those engaged in the industry must become intensely 
interested in their work, and to arouse this interest there is no 
better method than the system of itinerant instruction, supple- 
mented by local shows of birds. Accordingly, the Department 
encourage the appointment in each county of an Itinerant 
Instructor in poultry-keeping. In addition to lectures de- 
livered during the winter months the Instructor inspects the 
poultry runs and advises as to the best methods of manage- 
ment. As already stated, a number of premiums of £5 each 
were offered to persons who engaged to keep one pure breed 
only, the birds being approved by the Instructor or the Depart- 
ment’s Inspector. The eggs from these stations are sold to 
persons in the county at rates of from Is. to 2s. per dozen. 

In 1901 a commencement was made by three counties in 
which Instructors were appointed ; but in 1902 twelve coun- 
ties, and in 1903, twenty-two counties were at work. 

In 1901 only one county awarded premiums for the distri- 
bution of settings of eggs : in 1902 twenty-three stations were 
subsidised, and last year this number had increased to 220. 

The object of the egg distributing centres is not to encourage 
the keeping of pure-bred fowls, but to introduce fresh blood. 
This is necessary, as in many districts the fowl have become 
exceedingly small, owing, it is alleged, to close breeding. 
One of the drawbacks to the success of this work is the lack 
of interest which farmers and their sons take in the industry. 
Of the twenty-three Instructors at work last year twenty were 
women and three young men. Notwithstanding the liberal 
salaries offered, it has been found impossible to induce young 
men to take up the development of poultry-keeping with 
enthusiasm. In this respect Ireland might very well take a 
lesson from other countries, where young men make poultry- 
keeping the serious business of their lives. 

As an additional stimulus to the poultry-keeping industry, 
the Department have made it a condition precedent to the 
giving of a grant to local shows that the Society shall provide 
special classes for poultry. 

In many districts of Ireland butter is still made at home, 
and there has been a considerable demand 

Horae Butter-Making. {or } ns t ruc tion in butter-making. In 1901 
the Department received many requests to supply the services 
of a teacher in this subject. So far as possible they have 
continued to send a teacher from the Albert Agricultural Col- 
lege, Grlasnevin, to give demonstrations in butter-making at 
local shows ; but it has not been found possible to send teachers 
for local classes. This work has, therefore, been properly 
delegated to County Committees, several of whom have adopted 
a. system of itinerant instruction in dairying. The scheme 
usually adopted consists in the appointment of a teacher, who 
is supplied with an outfit sufficient for the teaching of ten or 
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twelve pupils at a time. The school is moved from one 
centre to another as applications are received. The demand 
is increasing, but not to the same extent as in other subjects. 

Twelve teachers were engaged under the scheme in 1902-3. 
In this connection , it may be mentioned that last year a grant 
was made to the County Cork Committee of Agriculture for the 
purpose of giving loans to small farmers for the purchase of 
hand separators. Under this scheme thirty-eight separators 
were purchased. 

During the first two years County Committees found 
that live stock and other schemes for the 
Bee-Keeping. improvement of agriculture, absorbed all 
their time, and it was only last year that 
the Department succeeded in inducing the County Committees 
to include bee-keeping in their programme. The cost of itine- 
rant instruction in bee-keeping is comparatively high, and de- 
terred many Committees from taking up the work. In some 
cases the County Committees make it a condition that the 
person selected for the post of Instructor in horticulture 
should also be capable of giving advice in the management 
of bees, and since it is the duty of the Horticultural Instructor 
to visit gardens, the system of combining in one person the 
duties of adviser on horticulture and bee-keeping undoubtedly 
leads to great economy of time and money. 

Instruction in bee-keeping formed part of the programme 
in ten counties last year, and there is every reason to hope 
that much more attention will be devoted to this industry in 
the immediate future. So far as possible the Department sup- 
plied the services of an expert, with a bee tent, for demonstra- 
tion at agricultural shows. 

As in previous years, the Department have supplied, free 
of charge, the services of Pioneer Lee- 

ploneer Lectures. turers, mainly on agriculture, veterinary 
, _ hygiene, horticulture, and flax-growing, 

m counties where the Committees were unable to secure the 
services of qualified lecturers on these subjects. About 450 
such lectures have been delivered during the year, the average 
attendance at the different lectures being about 120. 
Wherever proper local arrangements were made the attendance 
was always most satisfactory, and the repeated demand for 
these lectures is in itself a testimony to the amount of good 
that they do. 

(6.)— Improvement of Live Stock. 

The principal features of the 1902 live stock schemes were 
retained in those for 1903. In drafting the schemes the De- 
partment were guided by the experience of the two preceding 
years, and by the advice and assistance of expert Committees. 
The schemes as finally approved by the Agricultural Board will 
be found in the Appendices (see pp. 163-176). 
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The main provisions of the horse breeding scheme for 1903 
were the registration of sound and suitable 
Horse Breeding. sires, and the nomination, for service by 
such sires , of mares selected at exhibitions 
held for the purpose during February, March, and April. Begis- 
tration was carried out on the same lines as in the two previous 
years, viz. , in cases where the Department were not fully satis- 
fied as to the qualifications of the sires offered the animals were 
inspected by two officers — one for suitability, and another for 
soundness. This work proved much lighter than formerly, as 
many sires which had been previously rejected were not offered 
for registration in 1903, while many of the stallions offered 
were of known excellence, and it was, therefore, unnecessary 
to have them examined again. 

The provisions of clause 18, which allows the owner of a stal- 
lion in Ireland to lodge an appeal against the decision of the 
Inspectors, has worked satisfactorily. 

'There is still an insufficient number of registered sires in 
certain counties. To assist in remedying this defect the 
Department continued their system of granting loans for the 
purchase of suitable stallions. They also, for the convenience 
of persons desirous of importing sires, sent their Inspectors, 
free of charge, to examine horses in Great Britain. In future, 
however, this privilege will be confined to intending pur- 
chasers , who , before requisitioning the services of the Depart- 
ment’s Inspector, have themselves seen, approved and provi- 
sionally purchased the sire, with a view to registration by. the 
Department. 

To further remedy the want of sires in certain districts, the 
Department gave a few premiums — up to T100 in value, to 
induce owners of suitable stallions to place them for service in 
districts where no registered animal was available. 

Clause 12 (6) contained a new provision, which prevents 
owners of registered stallions selling, or placing their animals 
as registered sires in a new district, without the consent of the 
Department. The experience of previous years had shown 
that registration considerably enhanced the value of an animal , 
and was an inducement to the owner of a sire which was just 
good enough for registration, to sell him to a farmer in some 
district for which the animal might not be suitable, and for 
which he could not be registered.

In the last Report reference was made to the success which 
had attended the Department’s system of registration of sires. 
It is now still more apparent that this part of the scheme, 
rather than the granting of nominations to mares, is destined 
to have the greatest influence in improving the horse breeding 
industry in Ireland. There is a steady increase in the demand 
for good sires, and but for the action of the Department, many 
inferior and unsound animals would be imported. The wisdom 
of adopting a high standard of excellence is now being felt, and 
is fully recognised all over the country. 

Irish farmers derive their chief income from cattle, and it 
is not, therefore, surprising that the cattle 
Cattle Breeding. scheme, the main feature of which is to 
supply premiums for high-class bulls, is 
the most popular of all the live stock schemes. The premium 
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system, which prevailed in the two previous years, was again 
adopted in 1903, the principal modification being that the 
premium for a two-year-old hull, which was .110, was increased 
to 115 in 1903, the latter sum being also the value of the pre- 
mium to yearling bulls in both years. 

There are many difficulties to be overcome in the successful 
administration of funds for the improvement of cattle. To 
encourage the breeding, in Ireland itself, of high-class pure bred 
bulls for mating with the ordinary cows of the country should 
be one of the main purposes of the scheme. But this object 
is, by some, entirely lost sight of. Further, farmers frequently 
purchase premium bulls in the hope that the transaction in 
itself may prove a source of profit. The premium is, however, 
intended to cover the difference between the expense of obtain- 
ing and keeping a high-class animal, and that incurred for simi- 
lar purposes in the case of an inferior animal. The tendency too 
often is for the purchaser to try to obtain an animal which has 
the bare qualifications for a premium, and one that is appa- 
rently cheap. An animal of this description can often be had 
for £30, and sometimes for less. For such an animal the 
owner expects to obtain two premiums of £15 each. From 
this arises the chief difficulty in the working of the system, 
as many of the animals which, as yearlings, were just good 
enough to pass the Inspector are very often wholly unsuited 
for premiums as two-year-olds. Nevertheless, the owner very 
naturally uses all his influence the second year to bring pressure 
to bear on the Department to make an exception in his case. 
The scheme works admirably where the purchaser makes up 
his mind to buy a really first class animal. Those who do so 
rarely fail to secure a second premium, and their own stock, 
as well as their neighbours’ , is improved. 

The whole success of the scheme depends on the Depart- 
ment maintaining a high standard. The scheme would be of 
no effect unless they did so. Moreover, if premiums are given 
for inferior bulls, breeders will rest satisfied if they can produce 
animals which will just reach the standard. 

As a result of the advantages offered, there has been an 
increase in the number of breeders of pure bred cattle in 
Ireland. This is a most important development, as Ireland 
does not, at present, produce a sufficient number of high class 
bulls to meet the demands of the country. In this connection 
the Department desire to take the opportunity of impressing 
upon those who are starting pure bred herds the importance of 
purchasing none but good cows and heifers. The small price 
for which draft cows and heifers from pure bred herds are 
occasionally sold, may prove a temptation to anyone desirous 
of procuring a few pedigree cows. To start a herd with such 
animals is sure to lead to great disappointment. Moreover, 
such a procedure will do incalculable harm to cattle breeding 
in Ireland • for as there is little hope of the male progeny of 
cheap inferior cows being eligible for premiums, the breeder 
will soon find that he has undertaken an unprofitable business, 
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and many who otherwise might be induced to start a herd will 
be deterred from doing so. Those who are prepared to make a 
careful selection of the dams, and who can procure first class 
well bred sires, will find a ready sale for young bulls at remu- 
nerative prices. , . , 

Instead of proving an advantage to those who breed second- 
class pedigree stock, the Department’s cattle scheme may 
prove a disadvantage. That this is so will be evident from the 
fact that there are now many farmers purchasing premium 
bulls who would otherwise have purchased second-rate animals. 

There is much need for improvement m the care and treat- 
ment of premium bulls. The number of cows which the 
animal is allowed to serve as soon as he is brought to his new 
home, often exceeds what is natural. As a consequence the 
bull is unfruitful, his growth is checked, and he has not suffi- 
cient merit as a two-year-old to pass for a premium This 
result is often quite erroneously attributed to the fact that the 
bull has a pedigree, and has the effect of preventing other far- 
mers from purchasing premium bulls. , , . , , 

The Department have now issued a leaflet with the object of 
encouraging the more careful management of bulls, and a 
change for the better is already noticeable. . . 

There is an extraordinary difference of. opinion amongst 
cattle owners as to the number of cows which a yearling bu 
should be allowed to serve. The truth is that a yearling bull 
will serve a much larger number of cows than some people 
will allow, provided the services are not crowded into a tew 
weeks in summer. On the other hand the number of cow 
which some farmers imagine that a yearling bull « capable o 
serving is so great that, even if they were uniformly dist 
buted over the whole year, the bull could not prove fruitfu . 

A serious drawback to the success of the scheme for sub- 
sidising pedigree bulls is that the demand for high-ela s 
animafs far exceeds the supply ; but year by yea, r his de ect i 
being remedied. Several counties, owing to the fact that 
enterprising farmers purchased their bulls early m the season, 
were able to obtain the full number of bulls for which pre- 
miums were offered. On the other hand, a large number of 
counties put off taking action until all the good animals had 
been disposed of, and the Department, therefore, found t 
necessary to purchase and hold over a number of animals as 
had this not been done there would m some counties have been 
few if any, premium bulls. It is natural that breeders should 

adversely criticise this action of the Department ; but they 
should remember that, if these steps had not been taken, the 
chemes would have proved a failure, m certain district 
MorSver, the educational effect of the production of a few 
good animals into backward counties has already greatly stimu 
lated the demand for good bulls. , . Trp _ 

That an improvement is taking place m ive _s ocj- 
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If they are not prepared to make some sacrifice to retain the 
female progeny of their best milking cows, when mated with 
a premium bull, improvement will be much retarded. . The 
desire merely to increase the selling price of store stock is too 
common. The main object of owners of premium bulls should 
be to breed good heifers, which will grow into good milkers. 
The possibility of effecting improvement in the breeds of cattle 
in Ireland in this direction is enormous, but not sufficiently 

realised. . . 

The Department still desire to see a great improvement in 
the class of farmer selected by County Committees to purchase 
and keep premium bulls. In many cases the persons so selected 
have absolutely no means of properly housing and keeping a 
valuable animal, and when this is the case, there is sure to be 
much disappointment. 

The scheme of loans to enable farmers to purchase high class 
bulls was very largely made use of in 1903, and would have been 
more so had the applications been made in time, a,nd direct 
to the Department. Instead, loans are usually applied for on 
the day of the sale at which the applicant intends to purchase. 
At such a time it is impossible for the Department to consider 
applications. The loan scheme is worked entirely by the 
central authority, and the applications should be made direct 
to them, and not to the County Committee.

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Each year a larger number of boars are being kept under 
the conditions of the scheme for encou- 
Swine Breeding. raging improvement in the breeding of 
swine, a copy of which will be found in the 
Appendices (see p. ). The difficulty of procuring an adequate 
supply of suitable animals is still the main cause of the full num- 
ber of available premiums not being taken up. Of the recognised 
pure breeds of pigs the Large Yorkshire is the most popular. 
This applies mainly to the South and West of Ireland. In 
the North the breed does not appear to be appreciated, the 
contention of the feeders there being that the progeny of the 
Large Yorkshire does not grow so rapidly as that of the common 
pig. The Department are making enquiries with regard to 
the accuracy of this statement. It is worthy of note that in 
no county has there been any demand for the Berkshire breed, 
or, indeed, for any other pure breed than the Large Yorkshire. 
The following table shows the operations under this scheme 
since it was begun : —

For reasons stated in the Second Annual Report, the Depart- 
ment made an important change in the 
Subsidies to regulations for 1903, in respect of grants 
Agricultural Shows, to local and county shows. They aban- 
doned the practice, adopted in 1902, of 
awarding prizes in special classes. In 1903 the plan adopted 
was to give, out of the joint fund at the disposal of the County 
Committee, a grant to each Society which was prepared to 
supply the Department with a full statement of liabilities and 
income. At nearly all the shows so subsidised in 1903 an 
Inspector of the Department was present, and reported on 
the class of stock and on the manner in which the show was 
conducted. In cases where the Society made no effort to popu- 
larise the Live Stock schemes, or where, in the opinion of 
the Department, the money was not well spent, or where the 
show was badly organised, the Department will consider the 
question of reducing the grant in 1904. The effect of these 
subsidies has been largely to increase the efficiency of the 
shows, and in many cases the Department have no doubt that 
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the money has been well spent. In some cases, however, con- 
siderable improvement will have to be effected ; more attention 
might be paid to encouraging the Department’s Live Stock 
schemes, and there should also be more inducement offered 
to small farmers to compete. In some cases, too, the expenses 
bear an unnecessarily high proportion to the prize money. 
From the experience of the last three years, the Department 
are of opinion that in many cases the money would be more 
wisely spent on a number of small local shows, rather than on 
one or. two large shows, at which small farmers, owing to the 
comparative inferiority of their stock, or to the distance they 
have to travel, do not exhibit. 

In a few cases where no shows existed, County Committees 
organised local exhibitions , and gave prizes _ themselves ; but 
it is hoped that in these counties small agricultural societies 
will be formed in the near future, which will relieve the 
County Committee of this work. 

The Department rarely make direct grants to agricultural 
societies. In the case, however, of the North-East Agricul- 
tural Association they made an exception, on the grounds that 
this is a provincial, and not a county society, and that the 
spring show held by the Society serves as one of the principal 
centres for the awarding of premiums to bulls.

(c.) Special Investigations. 

One of the duties of each County Instructor in agriculture 
is to conduct a number of field experi- 
Field Experiments, ments mainly on the influence of manures 
and seeds on the yield of crops. The 
reader should be careful to distinguish between what are 
known in Ireland as field experiments and field demonstra- 
tions. In an article which appeared in the Department’s 
Journal, No. 2, Vol. II., page 212, et seq., these terms were 
defined somewhat as follows : — A field experiment, or experi- 
mental plot, consists of a piece of land divided into several 
plots, on which comparative trials are made of different 
methods of cultivation, of different kinds and quantities of 
manures, and of different varieties and quantities of seeds. A 
field demonstration or demonstration plot, on the other hand. 
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consists usually of one plot, and is a simple test, m which part 
of a field is cultivated, manured, or seeded m a chfterent 
manner from the rest of the field which is usually cultivated 
or seeded after the custom of the district. . 

Great care and a thorough knowledge of technical agricul- 
ture, are needed to manage properly a field experiment. Uni- 
form land must be selected , the area of each plot accurately 
determined, and the seeds, manures, and crops carefully 
weighed. The expenditure on such work is necessarily high. 
A demonstration plot, on the other hand, costs but little , less 
accuracy is needed at every stage, and the influence of the 
special treatment to which the plot has been subjected is left 
to farmers who visit it to estimate for themselves. 

Field experiments are conducted on a plan carefully thought 
out and arranged by the Department. The results, while they 
should be of interest and value to all farmers, are intended 
mainly for the guidance of the Instructors themselves, as well 
as of the Department, when dealing with tillage problems. 

Each Instructor usually has under his care a large number 
of demonstrations, but only a few experiments. 

The plan of the experiments was published m the hirst 
Annual Report of the Department (see page 169 of that publi- 
cation) , and no very important changes have since been made. 
The full value of these experiments will not appear until they 
have been repeated for a number of years. Several have now 
been repeated for three years. A report on the results of those 
carried out in 1901 and 1902 has already been published m the 
Department’s Journal. 

As already stated, 304 experiments were arranged tor, but 
owing to accidents which cannot always be avoided some 
of them may have to be discarded. The 1903 experiments 
had reference mainly to the manuring of hay, oats, man- 
golds, turnips, and potatoes, as well as tests of new varieties 
of most of these crops. The results have not yet been all 
received, but as soon as possible a report will duly appear in 


the Journal. 

Messrs. A. Guinness, Sons, & Company, Ltd. , having offered 
to contribute two-thirds of the cost of 
Special Earley experiments on the cultivation of barley. 
Experiments. the Department have carried on a special 
investigation into this crop for the last 
three years, quite apart from the work of the County Instruc- 
tors. The results of the 1901 and 1902 experiments are 
described at pp. 220-229, Vol. II. , and pp. . > Vo j- I- 11 - > 

respectively, of the Department’s Journal. Copies of these 
reports have also been published in pamphlet form and widely 
distributed. The results of the 1903 experiments are now 
being collected, and will be published and distributed m a 


similar manner. n , 

In 1901 the experiments were confined to counties oorx, 
Tipperary, and Queen’s County. In 1902 the experiments 
were carried out in the same counties, and also m Co, Wexford. 
In 1903 Co. Louth was added to the list. 
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The experiments in Early Potato Growing, which the 
Department began in 1901, have met 
Early Potato with a considerable measure of success. 

Growing, Those who tried this crop in 1901 under 

the direction of the Department’s expert 
were induced to undertake operations on a much larger scale 
in 1902, while in 1903 a sufficiently large area was planted to 
warrant the statement that the industry has now got beyond 
the experimental stage. The area grown each year is rapidly 
increasing, and a demand has sprung up in a large number of 
districts for information on the subject. Sheltered situations 
on the southern, south-western, and western coasts of Ireland, 
where the soil is light, are best suited to this industry, but the 
results of two experiments which were made at a considerable 
distance from the 'sea in County Cork, would indicate that in 
the hands of high-class careful farmers the crop may be made 
to pay in inland districts. 

The spring of 1903 was by no means favourable to the culti- 
vation of early potatoes. In April it appeared as if the plants 
had been destroyed by frost. From the effects of this, how- 
ever, most of the crops recovered, though they were later than 
in 1902. The yield was satisfactory, and T40 net per statute 
acre, and even more, was realised in some eases, without con- 
sidering the value of the crop of roots or cabbages which are 
sown or planted the moment the potatoes are lifted. The pro- 
duce of a few fields was purchased on the spot by merchants 
from Great Britain, while in other instances the crop was sold 
by growers in the Glasgow and Liverpool markets. A full 
report of the year’s work will be found on pp. 22 — 32 of Vol. IV. 
of the Department’s J ournal. 

The success of the Department’s experiments will un- 
doubtedly lead to a great increase in the number of centres at 
which this crop will be tried next year. There is a danger, 
however, that some may try the crop without giving it proper 
attention. Ordinary cultivation will not suffice — the land 
must be prepared with great care, none but the best seed being 
used, and this boxed and sprouted; plenty of a suitable blend 
of artificial manures must be used ; the crop must be thoroughly 
cultivated , and the produce carefully packed. The cost and mode 
of transit must be fully arranged before the sales commence, 
and .all the markets have to be carefully watched and studied. 
Only sharp business men can succeed at early potato-growing. 

Beference has already been made to the means that are being 
adopted, through County Committees, to 

Fruit ami Vegetable stimulate an interest in the fruit-growing 
Preserving. industry. It was stated that reports show 
a large increase in the number of trees 
planted during the year, mainly through the instrumentality 
of the County Horticultural Instructors and the Pioneer Lec- 
turer supplied by the Department. A farmer who takes up 
fruit-growing has necessarily to make some sacrifice, since a 
year or two must elapse before a full crop can be looked for. 
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Fruit-growing can only be successful where farmers aim at 
producing the best varieties which command a ready sale for 
immediate consumption. Farmers should not look to jam- 
making, fruit-drying and preserving as the most profitable out- 
let for the produce of their orchards. Nevertheless, wherever 
fruit is grown there must always be some of second-class 
quality which can only be sold for preserving. 

For the last two years the Department have been investigat- 
ing the question of drying and preserving fruit as a means of 
disposing of second-class produce. It will be remembered that 
at the Cork Exhibition, in 1902, they showed a fruit-drying and 
preserving factory. At the close of the Exhibition some of the 
machinery was purchased and transferred to Portadown, around 
which fruit is extensively grown and where there is a reason- 
able expectation of obtaining a fair supply of second-class 
material for preserving and drying. A small experimental fac- 
tory has now been established there, which it is intended to 
run for a few years to determine whether fruit-preserving and 
drying can be profitably undertaken in Ireland. 

The preserving of strawberries was started on July 1st, 1903, 
gooseberries following in their season. Unfortunately, the 
water supply temporarily failed during the dry season, which 
considerably hampered operations. Raspberries, blackberries 
apples, damsons, plums, and pears have since been preserved 
in tins and bottles. Peas of two varieties, carrots, and French 
beans, specially grown for the factory by enterprising local 
farmers, have been tinned, and other vegetables have also been 
successfully dealt with. 

The late spring frosts, the wet summer, and other circum- 
stances combined to render the local crop of fruit short in quan- 
tity, poor in quality, bad in condition, and very high in price. 
The peas, beans, and carrots, too, suffered from the very wet 
weather during the time they were being gathered. 

The season, therefore, has been a very bad one for testing 
the industry, but notwithstanding these drawbacks a large 
quantity of fruit and vegetables has been successfully treated, 
and wholesale buyers have expressed themselves very well 
pleased with the finished article. 

A large drying apparatus is being fitted up, which will be 
shortly in use for drying vegetables. On account of scarcity no 
fruit will be dried this year. 

A number of local fruit and vegetable growers have evinced 
the liveliest interest in the work of the factory. Some have 
offered to grow crops for it, and, with, very few exceptions, all 
those supplying produce have shown a commendable desire to 
deliver it of the quality and in the condition required. 

The present is the third year in which the Department have 
made experiments at Liscarrol, Co. Cork, 
Cheese-making. to ascertain whether good cheese can be 
made in Ireland, and how this method of 
disposing of milk compares with the general one of converting 
it into butter. 
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In 1901 the experiments were begun late in the year ; the 
accommodation for cheese-making was very imperfect, and a 
number of the cows, purchased locally, having been badly fed 
did not milk we]]. The quality of the cheese made, however, 
was pronounced to be good, and the prices which were obtained 
varied from 5f d. to 6}d. per gallon of milk. The chief defect 
that year was the somewhat lower proportion of curd to milk 
as compared with that obtained in the best cheese-making dis- 
tricts of Great Britain. In 1902 the conditions were much more 
favourable to cheese-making. The following figures show the 
results for that year : — 

Milk made into cheese, .... 12,007 gals. 

Curd produced, 12,027 lbs. 

Bipe cheese sold, 10,565 lbs. 

Shrinkage in ripening — 12T6 per cent. 

Gross value — .-£310 13s., or about 7 d. per lb. 

Cost of cartage, and other expenses, :68 10s. 

Net value of cheese per lb., 6'8 d. 

Net price per gallon of milk, 6 d. 

All the milk of the farm was not used for cheese-making, so 
much as was necessary being used for the rearing of thirty-four 
calves. 

In considering the above figures, the value of the whey, 
which was used for pig feeding, must be added. This the 
manager estimates to be equal to about £1 per cow. 

These returns are better than could be obtained by convert- 
ing milk into butter, but it must be remembered that while 
the manager is engaged in making the cheese, a labourer has 
to be employed to take his place on the farm. As a set-off 
against this, however, there is no cartage of milk to and from 
a creamery. The quality of the cheese was good, but prices 
ruled exceptionally high at the close of 1902. The last con- 
signment fetched 70s. per cwt., which must be considered very 
high. At the time of writing this report the work of making has 
been completed for 1903, but as the cheese has yet to ripen, it 
is not possible to state the results yet. 

Notwithstanding the success of these experiments, the 
Department would caution those who may start the industry 
to enter upon the work with great care. Far more skill is 
required to make cheese than to make butter, and carelessness 
or want of cleanliness might result in the complete loss of the 
whole produce. 

The result of this experiment has this year induced the 
owners of two creameries to convert a portion of their milk 
into cheese. If next year there is a further increase in the 
demand for cheese-making, the Department are prepared to 
offer facilities to a limited number of persons for acquiring a 
knowledge of the business. 
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In the spring of 1901 a series of experiments in calf-feeding 
was started in order to ascertain the rela- 
Calf Feeding. tive value of certain cream substitutes fed 
along with separated milk. The first 
year’s experiments, which were carried out at Collooney, 
County Sligo, are now complete, the cattle sold, and a report 
of the results has been published in the Department s Journal, 
Vol. III., page 627, et seq. The foods tested were (1) whole 
milk (as a standard food), (2) one part whole milk with five 
parts separated milk, (3) cod liver oil with separated nnlk, an 
(4) maize meal with separated milk. 

In 1902 a second test was started in the grounds of the Cork 
Exhibition, the foods on trial in that year being the same as 
those used in 1901, with the exception of Lot 4, where instead 
of maize meal, a mixture of oatmeal, maize meal, and flaxseed 
was fed with the separated milk. . . , 

The calves fed in Cork have been kept and their weights 
recorded. It is not intended, however, to fatten them m the 
second winter of their existence, as was done with the calves 
reared in 1901. A report on the 1902 experiments will appear 
in the Department’s Journal for March, 1904. 

In 1903 a third test was started at Collooney, Go. bligo. 
The foods on trial were the same as at Cork in 1902, and, as 
before, there are four lots of calves, which were purchased m 
the neighbourhood of Collooney. 

The investigations into the mortality among calves, which 
were commenced in County Limerick m 
Calf Mortality. 1901, have been described in a previous 
Report. Leaflets summarising the results, 
and placards describing means of prevention, were issued 
early in the spring of 1903. The Department’s own investiga- 
tions this year were confined to calves born at the cheese farm 
at Glenfield, Liscarrol, and at the adjoining farm at Altamira, 
belonging to Mr. J. P. Hannigan, j.p. At both these farms 
the cows and calves were entirely under the Departments 


In previous years the death-rate at both places was excep- 
tionally high. At Glenfield a system of rigid cleanliness has 
been observed in the cow-houses and calf-houses, and the 
late Professor Nocard’s recommendations with regard to the 
treatment of the navel have also been strictly carried out. 
The results have, on the whole, been highly satisfactory. In 
1901 all the calves born under the care of the Department s 
manager lived; in 1902 thirty-four lived, four died from white 
scour , and four from other causes ; while in 1903 thirty 
remained alive, nine died from white scour, and two from other 
causes. Thirty-six calves were dropped at Altamira m 1J03. 
Pour were born prematurely and died. The remaining thirty- 
two were successfully reared beyond the white scour stage, but 
four subsequently died of lung disease. 

At Glenfield considerable alterations were made last year m 
the buildings, to enable the cattleman to keep the animals in a 
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more cleanly condition than was possible in the old houses. 
The floors of the byre and the calf -houses were made of 
concrete. It was hoped that the effect of these measures would 
be a further improvement in the health of the animals. On 
the contrary, however, the death-rate from white scour was 
higher in 1903 than in 1902 or 1901, though very much less 
than in previous years. This result may be due to the fact that 
last spring the Department required more cows to stock the 
farm, and as these were purchased in the neighbourhood where 
disease is prevalent, they may have brought the disease with 
them. Be this as it may, white scour, from its very nature, 
must be extremely difficult of eradication from a farm, as the 
calf paddocks , and even the cattle pasture , are bound to be con- 
taminated, and, therefore, some years of careful disinfection 
may be required to completely stamp it out. 

Deports from other districts in 1903 are similar to those 
received in 1902. In some cases a great improvement has 
resulted from a system of strict cleanliness and close attention 
to the navel of the calves at birth, whereas others have met 
with but indifferent success. The Department, however, have 
no hesitation as to the course that should be adopted. An 
improvement in the floors of the calf and cow-houses , thorough 
and repeated disinfection of the premises, daily disinfection 
and cleansing of the calf -house, combined with care, cleanli- 
ness, and liberality in the feeding of the calves, is the course 
which must be followed and insisted on. 

It is with much regret that the Department record 
the death of Professor Nocard and of Mr. Warwick who 
assisted him in his researches on white scour at Limerick in 
1901. Professor Nocard had a world-wide reputation, and was 
one of the most distinguished of those who have brought fame 
to the veterinary profession. Mr. Warwick was a young man 
just commencing his career, of whom Professor Nocard always 
spoke in the very highest terms, and for whom he predicted 
the attainment of a prominent position in the profession. 

During the period under review, 712 samples of seed have 
been tested at the Department’s Seed-test-

twenty-five samples were tested for the Con- 


gested Districts Board, no special locality being stated. 

No samples for testing were received from the following 
counties : — Armagh, Clare, Fermanagh, Galway, King’s 
County, Leitrim, Limerick, Longford, Queen’s County, and 
Westmeath. 

Sufficient advantage has not yet been taken of the reduction 
to threepence of the fee charged to farmers. The Department 
want more samples, and they want them from the poorest 
parts of Ireland. Samples should also be sent earlier in the 
season and not, as was the case last year, at seed time. Not- 
withstanding the regulation that seeds should be sent sepa- 
rately, no fewer than thirty-four mixtures were received con- 
taining 167 different kinds of seeds. To isolate and test all 
these is a very heavy task, especially at a time when the work 
is naturally congested. In future, the Department cannot 
undertake to test mixtures, and farmers are earnestly requested 
not to send them. 

It was noticed that when Perennial rye grass seed formed 
part of a mixture, it was not always of such good quality as if 
purchased separately ; the average germination of it in mixtures 
was 72, as compared with 78 in unmixed samples. 

The samples of grass seeds sent were about double those of 
last year, and, in the case of Perennial rye, Italian rye, and 
Timothy, the seeds were better as regards purity and germina- 
tion. 

Cocksfoot has still too low a germination, but is generally 
purer than last year’s samples. Pour samples of grass were 
not true to name, i.e., the farmer had apparently asked for one 
kind of grass seed and got another. 

Oats were generally good, 97 being the highest percentage of 
germination. 

The clovers in some sixty cases contained dodder, a para- 
sitic pest which may cause damage in Ireland. One sample of 
clover germinated 3 per cent. only. 

Flaxseed, of which eighty-six samples were tested, was not 
up to the usual standard, the average percentage of germina- 
tion being only 85. 

Mangel seed germinated well. 
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The following Table shows the comparison of the more impor- 
tant seeds between this season, 1903, and the period 
covered by the last report, 1900-02, as regards number of 
samples tested, percentage of purity, and percentage of 
germination : —

In 1902 the Department did not, as in previous years, grow 
tobacco at a number of centres in Ireland, 
Tobacco Growing. but confined their operations to one plot 
at the Munster Institute, Cork.. The 
French expert who superintended the experiments in 1900 
and 1901 was again placed in charge of the work in 190-;. AS 
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the outset it was intended to plant a few acres under this crop, 
but owing to the extreme backwardness of the spring of 1902, 
and to a disease which appeared in the seedlings, the number 
of good plants raised was quite insufficient for more than 1 A 
acres, and even for this area it was found necessary to import 
a number of plants from Prance. Unfortunately,, the summer 
as well as the spring of 1902 proved unfavourable, and much 
damage was done to the crop by rooks. 

In drying the crop an attempt was made to dispense with a 
costly house and heating apparatus. A rough wooden shed 
was, therefore, erected in the field and there the leaves were, 
air-dried. They were then removed to a barn, in which a coke 
stove supplied the necessary heat. _ . 

A special expert is required to superintend the fermentation 
of tobacco, and instead of procuring an officer from abroad for 
this purpose, the leaves were sent to Paris, with the object of 
haying them fermented in the G-overnment factory there. Un- 
fortunately, considerable difficulty arose in having the tobacco 
transferred from the Custom House in Prance to Paris. Delays 
occurred, and when the tobacco eventually arrived at the 
Government factory, it had greatly deteriorated, owing to the 
absorption of moisture. 


Eeports received from Itinerant Instructors, and from other- 
sources, tend to show that spraying to, 
Potato Spraying. prevent blight has in some districts come 
to be recognised as part of the routine work 
in the cultivation of the potato crop, and is now regularly and. 
properly performed. In other localities, unfortunately, spray- 
ing is by no means so general as it should be. It is a part of 
the duty of a County Agricultural Instructor to urge on farmers 
the necessity for spraying. In addition to this the Department 
sent out 20,000 posters, many of which, with the permission of. 
the Inspector-General, were exhibited daily during the spraying 
season outside the several Royal Irish Constabulary barracks. 
The Department also sent out about 250,000 copies of their 
leaflet dealing with the 'same subject. Both the posters and 
leaflets contained a notification of the fact that the Department 
are prepared, for a fee of 3d., to examine a sample of sulphate 
of copper and to report as to whether the material is of -good 
quality. In response to this offer 139 samples were received, 
none of which were adulterated. Of these, 103 reached a very 
high standard of purity, 18 were of fair quality, and 18 rather, 
poor. These results seem to indicate that the materials being 
used for spraying are, on the whole, satisfactory ; but it must 
be remembered that the persons who send in samples are just 
those who are alive to the need of enquiry into the quality ot 
the materials they purchase , and who are not likely to be sup ■ 


plied with inferior kinds. 

The method recommended in the Department s leaflet, ot 
using carbonate of soda or washing soda instead of lime in the 
preparation of the spraying mixture, appears to give satisfac- 
tory results; and is now becoming popular. Farmers find that 
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a mixture of sulphate of copper and washing soda, in the pro- 
portions stated in the leaflet., makes a spraying mixture which 
is much easier of application than one made of lime and sul- 
phate of copper. Three samples of carbonate of soda, used in 
making the mixture, were sent for examination. Of these, 
two were found to contain a very large amount of sulphate of 
soda, a material 'which is of no use in a spraying mixture, while 
the third sample proved to be saltpetre. In these three cases 
the farmers reported that their crops had been destroyed, and 
it is very probable that but for this fact they would not have 
sent up the sample for examination. Eeports from a few 
other districts also go to show that the use of carbonate of soda 
has not been attended with good results, and there is reason to 
fear that materials which could not give satisfactory results 
have been employed instead of washing soda. Next year the 
Department will extend the offer to examine samples to wash- 
ing soda, as well as sulphate of copper ; and they desire to urge 
all those who have influence with farmers to see that this very 
important privilege is fully taken advantage of. 

Complaints have from time to time reached the Department 
regarding the difficulties which farmers 
Manufacture of now experience in the manufacture of 

Peat Fuel, peat. Labour, it is asserted, has become 

very scarce, and turf cutting takes place 
at a time of the year when the crops require a great deal of the 
farmer’s attention. Moreover, in some instances, the bog is 
many miles distant. For these reasons it has become neces- 
sary in some cases to give up the making of peat, and resort 
has been had to more expensive fuel. The Department 
have consulted several persons who have made a careful 
study of the methods adopted in the manufacture of peat 
on the Continent. There certain machinery is employed, 
and it is asserted that this process produces a superior article 
to that usually found in Ireland. To ascertain the value of 
this method of peat-making, as applicable to Irish conditions, 
the Department last year decided to conduct a small experi- 
ment at the Ivillybandrick bog, near Ballyhaise, Co. Cavan, A 
cheap plant, driven by horse power, was purchased, and erected. 
Although the season of 1903 was very unfavourable for the 
Work, good fuel was turned out by the aid of the machine. The 
experiments were, however, on much too small a scale to 
enable. the Department to give a decisive opinion on the ques- 
tion as to whether a wide application of this method of peat- 
making, would be of advantage to Irish farmers. During the 
summer further information on the subject has been collected, 
and it is intended next season to repeat the experiment on a 
much larger scale. 

The period selected as the close of the agricultural year, 
namely, 30th September, occurs- in the 
Flax Growing. middle of what might be called the flax 
year. At the end of September the crop 
is being Scutched, and this work will not be finished before the 
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following spring. Accordingly, in describing what has been 
done to encourage improvement in flax-growing in Ireland, it 
is necessary to refer in this report to the crop of 1902, but this 
need not prevent reference being made to any portion of the 
work of 1903, which at the time of writing has been com- 
pleted The scheme for encouraging Improvement in Flax- 
growing in Ireland for 1902-3 is printed in the Appendices (see 

p 159). 

Experiments on the manuring of flax and the use of dif- 
ferent brands of seed were conducted in 1902 on similar lines 
to those of 1901, additional plots being added to test the influ- 
ence of rape meal, salt, and basic slag. Twenty-one centres, 
comprising sixteen manurial and eleven seed tests, were origi- 
nally selected, four being in County Down, two in Antrim, two 
in Armagh, three in Monaghan, three in Cavan, two in Lon- 
donderry, and five in Tyrone. It was not possible, however, 
to bring all these tests to a successful termination, eleven only 
being completed, the others having to be abandoned as unreli- 
able for one cause or another. A detailed report of the results 
of these experiments has been published in the Journal, 
Yol. III. , page 663, et seq., from which it will be seen that the 
effect of potassium manures on the flax crop, in preventing 
yellowing and in checking the growth of weeds, fully confirmed 
the results of the tests carried out in 1901. The unduly heavy 
rainfall of 1902, which caused the crops in many instances to 
lodge, diminished both the quantity and quality of the fibre, 
and the net results were, unlike those of 1901, unfavourable to 
the manures. ... , 

Owing to the great variations in our seasons, the data col- 
lected cannot yet be taken as conclusive, and the experiments 
were again repeated in 1903. The produce is now being dealt 
with. 

In addition to the manurial and seed trials, the Department 
tested the effect on the fibre of saving the seed. The result 
indicated that a loss occurred in the yield and quality of the 
fibre, and that the value of the seed did not compensate for the 
extra cost of saving it, and for the deterioration in the fibre. 
The experiment was, however, made under, the most unfavour- 
able conditions, rain falling on almost every day when the work 
was being carried out. This experiment was, therefore, 
repeated in 1903, but the results are not yet to hand. 

During the summer of 1902 the Department sent a number 
of scutchmill owners and farmers to the Continent, to study 
the Continental system of treating flax, and their report to- 
gether with that of the three experts who were sent in 1901, 
has been published in the Department’s Journal, Vol. III., 
page 681, et seq. In 1903 another party, twelve in number, 
the majority of whom were farmers, was sent to the Con- 
tinent, and they directed their observations principally to flax 
cultivation. Most of those sent in 1903 were selected by the 
County Committees of Agriculture of the flax-growing coun- 
ties. 
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The Belgian mill, which attracted so much attention in 1901, 
was again exhibited at a number of shows in 1902 , as well as 
at the Cork Exhibition. The object of these demonstrations 
has now been fully accomplished, and the mill has therefore 
been sold. The thanks of the Department are due to the fol- 
lowing railway companies for carrying this mill oyer their lines 
free of charge, viz., Great Northern, Midland Great Western, 
Great Southern and Western, Belfast and County Down, and 
the Belfast and Northern Counties. 

The statistical sheets which were distributed to scutchmill 
owners, to which reference was made in the last Annual 
Beport, have not proved a success, and no attempt has, there- 
fore, been made to collate the figures which were sent in. 

The Department are receiving excellent testimony of the 
good effect arising out of their action in distributing at cost 
price a quantity of first-clags flaxseed. Last year, however, it 
was decided not to sell seed to private individuals, but instead 
to pay the prizes at the flax shows in seed instead of in money. 
In this way the money spent in prizes served a two-fold pur- 
pose, viz., it encouraged careful scutching and also a demand 
for good seed. This system proved so satisfactory in 1902 that, 
on the recommendation of the Advisory Committee on Flax- 
growing, it has again been adopted in paying the prizes at the 
flax shows of the 1903 crop. The Department are assured by 
those who are in close touch with the flax industry that there 
is now a decided improvement in the quality of the seed im- 
ported into Ireland. Growers are beginning to realise more 
and more that inferior seed means a partial, if not total, failure 
of the crop. 

The prize scheme in connection with the 1901 crop was car- 
ried out directly by the Department. In the case of the 1902 
crop, however, the County Committees of Agriculture under- 
took to organise the flax shows, and to pay the prizes in seed 
purchased by the Department. Each County Committee 
appointed a sub-committee of six persons to deal with this 
scheme, and gave them full authority to carry out the details 
of the work. Dour shows were held in Antrim, four in 
Down, four in Londonderry, two in Monaghan, four in 
Tyrone, one in Cavan, five in Donegal, one in Mayo, and 
one in Fermanagh. The judges at each of these shows were 
appointed by the Department. Where possible the shows 
were held in selected towns on the occasion of the flax market. 
Compared with that obtained for flax sold in the open market 
on the same day, the price got for flax entered for exhibition 
was high. This was attributed principally to the careful 
scutching, handling, and general get up of the lots prepared for 
show purposes. This tendency to prepare specially the flax 
for show purposes, while it indicates that the best work is not 
put into the ordinary scutching, constitutes a strong argument 
against continuing these shows. This plan has, however, 
again been adopted for the 1903 crop, after which it may be 
found desirable to adopt some other system. 
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From the reports of the judges at these flax shows, it appears 
that there were some excellent and carefully-scutched lots exhi- 
bited at nearly all the centres, but that many lots were not 
sufficiently well handled, and would have repaid the owners 
for extra pains in preparation. On this point indeed the judges 
were most emphatic, and stated that they often had to pass 
over flax on account of inferior scutching, and to award the 
prizes to lots not so well grown but better handled. Those who 
had exercised care in the preparation of the flax were well 
repaid for their trouble. 

The flax shows in Counties Donegal and Mayo were orga- 
nised and held under considerable difficulties owing to the 
absence of regular flax markets in these counties. In Donegal 
the number of entries in some cases was small, mainly because 
the show was confined to the growers in each show district. 


Dast winter the Department again carried out a series of 
trials in scutching at their mill at Carthall 
Flax Scutching. near Coleraine. The results of the tests 
on the crop of 1901, referred to m the 
last Annual Report, made it desirable to repeat the tests with 
modified blades. A complete set of tests between the modified 
mill and a local Irish mill was carried out, and has been dealt 
with in the report which appeared in the Journal, Vol. 
page 663, et seq. The results of the tests so far may be sum- 
marised as follows : — 


1. With Irish retted straw, Irish mills, m the hands of 
Irish workers, give better returns than those of Court- 
rai mills worked by Courtrai scutchers. 

2 With Belgian retted straw, the reverse holds good, that 
is, the Courtrai mill gives the better returns. 

3. With straw retted in Ireland on the usual method, the 
Courtrai mill, fitted with modified blades and worked 
by Belgians, yields more profitable returns than does 
the Irish mill worked by Irishmen. 


It is intended to repeat these tests on the 1903 crop. 

Thirty-seven pioneer lectures were given last winter on flax- 
arowing. The attendance at these lectures was excellent, and 
important discussions took place at the close of some o" ie 
lectures. 

Leaflets on the result of the 1901 experiments were widely 
distributed throughout the year. 

The experiments on the disposal of creamery sewage which, 
„ , as was stated m the last Annual Report, 

Purification of were . being carried out at Ballyrashane 

Creamery Sewage. Creamery have been continued. 

In the summer of 1902 an attempt was made to Wy the 
sewage in septic tanks. These tanks were at work from July 
to the end of the year. The amount of sewage to be 
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dealt with, however, was found to be practically double 
that anticipated, while analyses showed that the sewage con- 
tained many times more oxidisable matter than ordinary town 
sewage. Notwithstanding this, a purification of from 90 to 
93 per cent, was effected, though even then the effluent was 
not sufficiently purified to meet modern standards. 

Last year the plant was enlarged and modified. The result 
so far has been an increased efficiency of 40 per cent, in one 
section of the plant. The process of purifying the sewage on 
the bacterial system appears to be on right lines. It is now 
merely a question of modifying it to deal with this particular 
class of sewage. 


In the first Annual Deport, reference was made to the fact 
that in the interests of public health the 
Pasteurising Plant. Department had, with the concurrence of 
the Agricultural Board, set aside a sum of 
£5,000 to enable creameries to erect Pasteurising Plant. A 
sum of £4,590 has now been granted in loans to twenty-five 
creameries. The money was lent at 3 per cent, interest, and 
over £1,000 has already been repaid, and this amount is being 
applied to further loans. 


Compared with those of other countries, many of the 
creameries of Ireland are capable of great 
Improvement in improvement. The blame is by no means 
Creamery management, due entirely to the managers, as the build- 
ings and equipment with which they have 
to work are sometimes far from satisfactory, and do not permit 
that high degree of efficiency and management, which the 
managers themselves, as well as the public, desire to see. To 
encourage managers in self-improvement , the Department have 
prepared a scheme, which will be found in the Appendices (see 
p. 185). In accordance with this, the Department propose (1) to 
provide facilities at the Albert Agricultural College , Glasnevin , 
to enable creamery managers to gain a good technical knowledge 
of their work, (2) to award a certificate to those managers 
who can satisfy the Department that they have such a 
knowledge of their subject and can manage a creamery with 
success , (3) to inspect and to register creameries which are well 
equipped and efficiently managed, and (4) to hold annually a 
series of surprise butter competitions. 

A number of young men are now in training at the Albert 
Agricultural College, G-lasnevin, with a view to becoming 
creamery managers, and the first examination for the certificate 
will be held in March, 1904. One hundred and two creameries 
have applied for registration. These have all been inspected, 
several of them on more than one occasion. The Department’s 
decision will be announced early in the year. 
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One hundred and fifteen creameries entered for the surprise 
butter competitions, seven of which have

The judges at all these competitions were representatives of 
the principal buyers of Irish butter in Great Britain, as well 
as in Cork, Limerick, Belfast, and Dublin. Not less than 
three judges, representing different markets, acted on each 
occasion. 

The quality of the butter was, on the whole, considered by 
the judges to be good, but the butter was not, as many main- 
tained it should be, submitted to the severe test of being kept 
for more than seven days. 


( d .) Miscellaneous. 

The close relations which exist between the Department, 
the County Committees of Agriculture, and the farmers of 
Ireland generally, makes it inevitable that, in addition to the 
organised schemes to which reference has been made in this 
Beport, there must always be a vast amount of work of a mis- 
cellaneous character to be performed. The door of the Depart- 
ment is open to all-comers, and its officers have no need to 
complain of the want of visitors seeking advice and guidance 
with regard to public and private schemes in connection with 
the agriculture of the country. Whole days are often devoted 
to interviews and deputations, and the time of some of the 
officers is almost entirely taken up in replying to letters dealing 
with every possible phase of farm life. It is evident that a 
considerable portion of such letters can be very much better an- 
swered by the local Instructor in Agriculture, who knows the 
conditions of the district better than the Department’s officers, 
and it is hoped that in time the giving of advice of this nature 
will come to be recognised in each county as an essential part 
of the county instructor’s duties. 

A number of leaflets have been prepared on subjects of press- 
ing importance, and many thousands distributed. 
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The demand from show societies for the Department's 
experts to act as judges, and to deliver lectures and give demon- 
strations on agricultural subjects, has increased to such an 
extent that it will be necessary next year either to set aside 
men specially for this purpose or to discontinue the privilege. 
During the year the Department’s officers acted as judges at 
46 shows, at which a large number of lectures and demon- 
strations were also provided, free of cost, by the Department. 

Two important minor investigations have engaged the atten- 
tion of a veterinary officer during the year, viz., the prevention 
of blackleg in young cattle, and of abortion in cows. It is 
gratifying to be able to state that the investigations into the 
effect of inoculation to prevent blackleg has given such satis- 
factory results that the Department have officially recom- 
mended its general adoption, and proposed a scheme whereby 
it can be carried into effect at the minimum cost to farmers. 
If the Department’s advice is followed, they feel sure that the 
great loss which occurs annually from blackleg will almost dis- 
appear. 

Abortion in cattle is a disease which appears to be more' diffi- 
cult to combat. Leaflets, describing the cause and the method 
of prevention have been widely distributed, and numerous 
lectures and demonstrations have been given on the results. 
The Department have reason to know that in many instances a 
great reduction in the number of cases has followed the applica- 
tion of the methods they advise. The disease is much more 
difficult to cure than to prevent, and, unfortunately, those who 
have never suffered loss from its effects cannot be induced to 
take means for its prevention, and not until their cattle have be- 
come the victims of the scourge do they apply to the Depart- 
ment for advice. Abortion can undoubtedly be prevented, and 
it is so rife in Ireland that those who are not putting the 
methods of prevention advocated by the Department into opera- 
tion are exposing their herds to great danger and themselves to 
great loss. 

Dor some time past the Department have had under con- 
sideration the question of supplying tech- 

Forestry and Free nical advice on the planting and manage- 
Planting. ment of woods. For a part of the year 

they have employed two experts to make a 
general survey, first of the lands that are already well wooded, 
and secondly of districts where planting might be undertaken. 
The work of inspection is still in progress, but will be discon- 
tinued during the winter months. 
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2. TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION. 

This Report covers the period of the academic year 1st 
August, 1902, to 31st July, 1903 ; and the work of Technical In- 
struction is dealt with under six separate heads : — 

(1.) The organisation of a system of instruction in Experi- 
mental Science, Drawing, Manual Instruction, and 
Domestic Economy in Day Secondary Schools. 

(2.) The organisation of Technical Instruction under Local 
Authorities. 

(3.) The training of Teachers. 

(4.) Central Institutions. 

(5.) Scholarships. 

(6.) Drawing and Manual Instruction in Primary Schools. 
(1.) — The Organisation of a System op Instruction in 
Experimental Science, Drawing, and Manual In- 
struction, and Domestic Economy in Day Secondary 
Schools. 

This section of the Department’s work is entirely maintained 
out of the Science and Art Vote — that is to say, the Annual 
Grants in aid to Secondary Schools are in no way a charge on 
the Department’s endowment. The endowment has, however, 
as is shown later on, contributed a considerable portion of the 
capital expenditure on laboratories and workshops. 

The following table shows the extent to which the Depart- 
ment’s programme in Experimental Science, Drawing, Manual 
Instruction, and Domestic Economy has been taken advantage 
of : —

The adoption of the Department’s programme by the Inter- 
mediate Education Board has very materially assisted in bring- 
ing about this satisfactory result. 

Before narrating the principal facts of the session’s work, it 
may be well to refer once more to the state of things existing 
on the 1st April, 1901, when the administration of the Science 
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and Art Vote was transferred to this Department. The lead- 
ing principle of the Department’s policy being that a struc- 
ture of Technical Education cannot be erected except on a 
solid basis of Primary and Secondary Education, it was inevi- 
table that they should endeavour at the earliest opportunity to 
make use of the Science and Art Vote to improve the practical 
side of Secondary Education. To do so was a matter of such 
high importance that it demanded immediate attention ; and it 
has continued to absorb a very large share of the initial efforts 
of the Technical Instruction Branch. It is hardly necessary to 
point out that the Department do not direct general Secondary 
Education ; they deal only with the Science and Art instruc- 
tion in Secondary Schools. They do not, however, lose sight 
of education as an organic whole, and while they press for 
efficient Science and Art instruction, they do so only to such 
an extent as will not interfere with the development of a system 
of efficient general Secondary Education. 

It has been mentioned in the two previous Annual Beports 
that the Secondary Schools were ill-pre- 

Swondary Schools. p are q f or a sudden change in the methods 
of science teaching ; that in fact — 

I. They were without definite aims in such science and 
art instruction as they tried to give. 

II. They had, as a rule, neither laboratories nor specialised 
art rooms ; and 

III. There was, on the whole, a dearth of science teachers 
with experience of experimental work. 

I. In order to assist in overcoming the first of these 
difficulties the Department published, in April 1901, a 
programme for Day Secondary Schools, including regula- 
tions as to the distribution of the Science and Art grant in a 
new and increased form, suggested Syllabuses of Instruction , 
and a note on the fundamental principles involved in the teach- 
ing of science, and on the application of these principles to 
that work in Secondary Schools. > 

The projected plan of instruction was a four years course. 
Details of the work required for the first two years were fully 
set out ; the third and fourth years’ work was, however, merely 
outlined. The regulations , and the first two years syllabuses 
of instruction, have now been in operation for two academic 
years , and their success may be briefly summed up in the facts 
that the proportion of Secondary School^ pupils in Ireland 
under instruction in experimental science is greater relatively 
than that of any other country in the world ; and that it has not 
been found necessary to modify either the general plan of the 
regulations nor the character of the preliminary syllabuses m 
more than a few details. It is too early yet to say more about 
the quality of the work, than that the nromise is exceedingly 
good The third and fourth year syllabuses were recently 
added, and a Circular Letter (No. 23) has been issued, explain- 
ing the Department’s requirements in respect of the qualifica- 
tions of teachers. The scheme for the teaching of expen- 

" TT. 
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mental science, drawing, manual instruction, and domestic 
economy in Day Secondary Schools is therefore now com- 
pleted. As already mentioned, the scheme may be described 
as a four years’ plan- of instruction — the first two years being 
preliminary, fundamental, and common to all schools; the 
third and fourth years being special and optional. The follow- 
ing extracts from the regulations explain the nature of the 
preliminary and of a special course : — 

“ The preliminary (two years) course may vary according to the char- 
“ acter of the school, but it shall include Experimental Science and 
“ Drawing ; and not less than three hours per week shall be devoted to 
“Experimental Science, and not less than one hour per week to Drawing. 
“ In schools claiming grants for more than six hours’ instruction iii any 
“ week, Manual Instruction or Domestic Economy must form part of the 
“ Preliminary course, and, in such cases, at least one and a half hour’s 
“instruction per week must be devoted to one of those subjects. In : 
“ schools which do not provide instruction in one of the special courses, 
“ or whose special course has not been recognised by the Department for 
“attendance grants, Manual Instruction or Domestic Economy, with 
“ Experimental Science and Drawing, shall constitute the Preliminary 
“ Course, and in order that the Preliminary courses in such schools may 
“■be recognised, the time-table must show that at least six hours’ mstruc- 
“ tion per week are devoted to those three subjects. 

“A Special course must include one, but may not include more than 
“ three, of the subjects, to which Manual Instruction or Domestic 
“Economy may be added. Managers will be allowed much latitude in 
“selecting the subject or subjects most suitable to their own schools. 
“ Managers desiring to have the Special courses of their schools recog- 
“ nised, will be required to show that a fair proportion of the pupils who 
“have worked through the Preliminary course are prepared to attend the 
“ Special course ; that not less than three hours per week, and not more 
“ than six hours per week, are to be devoted to each subject of the Special 
“courses; that at least one-third of that time is to be assigned to theo- 
“retical instruction; and that the syllabuses of the subject or subjects 
“ chosen will be followed in the prescribed order. In schools claiming 
“ grants for more than six hours’ instruction in any week, Manual In. 
“ struction or Domestic Economy must form part of the Special course, 

“ and, in such cases, at least one and a half hours’ instruction per week 
“ must be devoted to one of those subjects,” 

The subjects of the special courses are : — 

Physics : Third Year.— Heat, Light, and Sound. Fourth 
Year. — Magnetism and Electricity. 

Chemistry : Third Year.— Inorganic Chemistry* (A). Fourth 
Year. — Inorganic Chemistry, with some Elementary Or- 
ganic Chemistry. 

Mechanical Science.— Third and Fourth Years’ Syllabuses. 

Natural Science — 

(a.) Botany.— Third and Fourth Year Syllabuses. 

(b.) Physiology and Hygiene* (A).— A Third Year subject.. 
(c.) . Geology.— A Fourth Year subject. 

Drawing.— Third and Fourth Year Syllabuses. 


- * In certain circumstances, and when previous approval has been 
obtained, claims for attendances at instruction for two years in succession 
will be allowed in the case of subjects marked (A). In other' words, these 
syllabuses would in such circumstances count as third and fourth years’ 
syllabuses.' ' r 
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The syllabuses of the special courses (Third and Fourth 
Year subjects) have been issued in separate pamphlets, and an 
endeavour has been made to make each pamphlet a complete, 
though necessarily a brief, guide to managers and teachers, 
both in respect of what to teach and of how to teach it. Ample 
scope has, however, been left within the four corners of any 
syllabus for the initiative and energy of original and enthusi- 
astic teachers. The methods of payment depend on attend- 
ances and inspection, these implying qualified teachers, 
approved accommodation, and approved equipment. On the 
one hand the interest, the mood, and, generally, the self- 
activity of the pupil, and on the other freshness of mind on the 
part of the teacher, are, to a large extent, the objectives of 
the grants offered, the literature published, and the laboratories 
required. A choice of subjects is given in order to leave room 
for specialisation on the part of some schools, the regulations 
making it possible for town schools which choose to specialise 
in the teaching of mechanical science, and for country schools 
to specialise in the teaching of natural science. There is also 
room in the scheme for specialisation on the part of girls 

The syllabuses were actually worked through by the teachers 
during the month of July, 1903. This simple expedient 
'appears to be yet uncommon outside Ireland. In countries 
where there is one common syllabus for all schools, as m Ger- 
many the lines are fairly rigid , and the teacher has only some 
general instructions to aid him in working it out. In some 
others the teacher is allowed to submit his own syllabus tor 
the approval of the central authority. In Ireland there is 
but one syllabus of a subject for all schools and teachers, 
before beginning to teach that particular syllabus m their 
: schools, spend one hundred hours working through it under 
' the guidance of a staff of highly experienced and expert scien- 
tists The gain is invaluable. A fuller appreciation of the 
various problems "is obtained, and inspiration is derived from 
close contact with a master of the subject • 

These in addition to some minor efforts m the -way of pub- 
lication of leaflets of lists of suitable apparatus, and so on , .were 
the means taken to give definiteness of aim and fi reshness of 
treatment to the teaching of science and art subjects in Secon 
dary Schools. 

IX ■ —The material difficulties of provision of laboratories and 
specialised art rooms have been ^very considerable; but with 
the aid of direct grants from the Department out of the Science 
and Art Vote, and of indirect grants out of the Department s 
endowment through Technical Instruction Commit e ® s 18 f 4 
Secondarv School laboratories, involving an expenditure of, 
approximately,' £35,000, have been fitted, 
use within two years. When it is remembered that at the 
date of the. transfer of the Science and Art Vote (on the 1st 
April 1901), there were but some six Science laboratories m 
Secondary Schools in Ireland, and tha there are > now ^ 190 
laboratories, with provision for some 3,500 students^ working 
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simultaneously, the rapidity with which the Department’s 
programme has been adopted, and the work — correspondence, 
planning of laboratories, approving of suitable apparatus, deal- 
ing with qualifications of teachers, advising as to courses — 
thereby involved, will be readily understood. Laboratories 
are now recognised as an essential a part of Secondary School 
provision just as much as desks, blackboards and maps. 

III. The third difficulty— the supply of qualified teachers 
—was the greatest. It is believed, however, that the emergency 
has been met. The rapidity with which so many schools have 
adopted the Department’s programme renders it inevitable that 
some poor work is being done, owing to the deficiencies of 
teachers who have secured the barest minimum requirements. 
The amount of excellent work being done, however, justifies 
the Department’s action, and supports them in their belief that 
they can, in a few years, create from existing teachers a staff 
competent to give efficient science and art instruction in Day 
Secondary Schools. (This subject is dealt with elsewhere. 
See pages 80 and 81.) 

In connection with the work of Secondary Schools, the 
Department endeavoured to understand the actual difficulties 
within each school ; and for this purpose the Department’s 
Inspectors keep the Department closely informed as to existing 
and possible difficulties. Moreover, a small but representative 
Committee of heads of Secondary Schools has been formed to 
confer, as occasion may require, with the principal officers of 
the Department in regard to the operation of the Department’s 
programme for Secondary Schools. It will be remembered that 
before publishing the original programme, in April, 1901, the 
Department took the head teachers of Secondary Schools into 
direct conference on the subject of the programme. There 
w r as no further need for a conference until early in 1903. By 
this time the Committee referred to had been appointed. The 
Committee has met twice ; once to discuss the modified regula- 
tions, and once to discuss in draft form Circular 23 — the Cir- 
cular Letter dealing with the qualifications of teachers. The 
discussions at these conferences have been most helpful in con- 
tributing to a mutual understanding on the part of the 
Department and teachers as to the work to be done, and the 
best way of doing it. 

With regard to the actual work done in the schools during 
the academic session, 1902-3, it may be as well to let the 
Department’s Inspectors report in their own words. Writing 
in regard to the Secondary Schools of Leinster and Connaught. 
Mr. Fletcher, Senior Inspector for Technical Instruction, 
says : — 

“ We have now had two years’ experience of the work done in thpse 
“ schools, and we can say that, on the whole, 

Secondary Schools: 7,! ~“ very real progress has been made. It is 
Leinster and Connaught. “ true that there are many defects to be 
“ remedied, but the work has been taken up 
“ in an excellent spirit, and the rchools are everywhere inclined 
“to act upon advice. The transition from purely theoretical teach- 
“ ing to a system in which practical work is the principal 
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“ consideration, is a violent one ; but there is some advantage in the 
“ suddenness with which the scheme has been adopted in the country, and 
“while there is the difficulty of inexperience in practical laboratory 
“ methods on the part of many teachers, we are happily free from the 
“ difficulty of having to uproot vicious methods. At first sight it appeared 
“that the Second Year’s Course would have offered greater difficulties 
“ to the schools than the First Year ; but the course appears to have been 
« exceedingly popular and, on the whole, has been covered in such a way 
“ as in our opinion, to form an excellent preparation for the Special 
“ Courses prescribed for the Third Year. 

“ During the year sixty-two plans for laboratories in the provinces of 
“ Leinster and Connaught have been prepared by Inspectors, and of these 
“ forty-two have been used for teaching during the session ; of the 
“ remainder, twelve are ready for use during the session 1903-4. 

“ With very few exceptions, instruction in Secondary Schools is given 
“in the laboratories belonging to the schooj. The only exceptions in 
“ Leinster and Connaught are in the cases of Kingstown, Blackrock, and 
“ Wexford. In these towns the laboratories of the local Technical Schools 
“ are used by the Secondary Schools of the locality, under agreements be- 
“ tween the schools and the respective committees. 

“It is to be regretted that neither Manual Instruction nor Domestic 
“Economy has been taken up to any extent in Secondary Schools. In 
“the two provinces there are but six schools giving Manual Instruc- 
ii and three of these are in the city of Dubiin. Only one school in 
“ the two provinces is teaching Domestic Economy, and this is in the city 
ii 0 f Dublin. There is, however, a disposition to take up this work in 
« future, and rooms for the teaching of Domestic Economy are ready for 
“work in the coming session in the following schools : — 

“ Balbriggan : Loreto Convent. Carlow : Convent of Mercy. Tullow : 
<i Brigidine Convent. Bagenalstown : Presentation Convent. Wex- 

“ ford : Loreto Convent ; and others are making provision. 

“ Manual Instruction rooms have been equipped and are ready for in- 
struction in the following 

“ Sandy mount : Academical Institution. Enniscorthy : Christian 
“Brothers’ Schools. Mountrath: Monastery School. Bagenalstown 
“St. Joseph’s Classical School. New Ross: Christian Brothers 

“ Schools. Carlow : Christian Brothers’ Schools. Tullow : St. I at* 
“ rick’s Seminary ; and preparations are being made m a number ot 
“ others. An impetus is given to such teaching by allowing the ser- 
“ vices of itinerant teachers engaged under the County Schemes. 


“ As in previous years, generous assistance has been given to Secondary 
"Schools to enable them to equip science laboratories and workshops. 
“ The general rule now adopted secures that schools may obtain from the 
“Department, and from funds placed at the disposal of County and 
“ Urban Councils, a sum which will cover seven-ninths of the total cost 
“of fittings and apparatus up to a limit approved by the Department. 
“This aid has, in a number of cases, stimulated the schools to erect new 
“ laboratories, but in no case has any grant been made for school buildings. 

“ While there are some exceptions, it may be said that the Secondary 
“ Schools of the country are, on the whole, provided with good laboratories 
“for the giving of preliminary instruction m experimental iMience, 
“though further provision will have to be made for teaching the Special 
“ Courses of the third and fourth years. Most of the laboratories have 
“ been equipped in existing rooms which have been devoted to the use of 
"science teaching, and, in the great majority of cases, very well serve 
“ this end. It is not out of place here to remark, however, that great 
“attention should be paid to: — 

“ (a.) More thorough warming and ventilation of the rooms by the 
means already at hand. 

“ The cleanliness and order of the laboratories. 
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“ It cannot be too strongly insisted on that cleanliness and order in a 
“laboratory constitute an important aspect of the teaching, and In- 
“ .spectors take cognisance of these points when assessing the value of the 
“ instruction. 

“ On the whole, improvement has taken place in the teaching of draw- 
“ ing. With few exceptions, drawing is taught in the ordinary class- 
“ room. One general criticism may be made : the instruction is not suffi- 
“ ciently co-ordinated to the science work, and it sometimes happens that' 
“though the instruction in .freehand drawing is of a satisfactory chair- 1 
“ acter, the diagrams of apparatus in the students’ note-books do not 
“ reflect the fact. The principal desideratum in the teaching of prac- 
“ tical geometry is greater accuracy ; and it may be remarked that one- 
“of the principal obstacles to this is the inferior class of instruments 
“ commonly in use. 

“ It is satisfactory to note that the schemes of scholarships for boys, 

“ which form part of the schemes of County Longford and Queen’s County, 

“ have worked successfully, and are being extended to other counties. The 
“ following county schemes have now provided for such scholarships, 
“namely: — Carlow, Galway, Kilkenny, King’s, Longford, Queen’s, Wex- 
“ ford. These scholarships will enable boys who are leaving the Primary. 
“ School to continue their education at an approved Secondary School, 

“ and, in many cases, render it possible for boys living at some distance 
“ from such schools to attend them.” 

With reference to the work done in Ulster, Mr. Dixon 
says : — 

“ The number of schools working in connection with the Department 
“ has increased from 42 in 1901-2, to 50 in 1902-3, 

Secondary Schools : “ and the number of permanently equipped labora- 

Uj s t er “ tories from 31 to 45. Seven schools now have two 

“laboratories — one for physics and one for chemis- 
“ try. 

“ The courses in physics and chemistry were, on the whole, very satis- 
“ factorily carried on, and the work in drawing shows improvement over 
“ that of the previous session. 

“ As yet only one school has adopted the Department’s programme of 
“ manual instruction, but it is expected that at least three others will do 
“ so next session, as they have already equipped workshops for this pur- 
“ pose. 

“ The domestic economy programme has not yet been touched. This 
“ is no doubt due to the difficulties girls’ schools experience in providing 
“ the necessary accommodation.” 

With reference to Munster, Mr. Rich says : — 

“ Of the thirty-nine schools which adopted the Department’s Day 
“ Secondary School programme last year, all except 

Secondary Schools: “ two went on this year to the Introductory Chemis-' 

Munster. “ try Course. The remaining two were unable to do 

“ so on account of not having a qualified teacher. 
“Fifteen new schools took up the first year’s course, so that in all 
“ fifty- two schools were included. The number of pupils in Munster 
“ receiving instruction in science and drawing was, in round numbers, 

“ about 2,500, of whom 1,500 were first year and 1,000 second year pupils. 

“ The quality of the work done is a little disappointing ; the pupils doing 
“ physics were, of course, on the whole, younger than those last year, 

“ and naturally did not reach so high a standard, but the practical 
“chemistry left much room for improvement. In many cases this could 
“ be accounted for by teachers not having sufficient time for adequate pre- 
“ paration of experiments ; in others, by no one teacher having entire 
“ control of the laboratory. In the case of the larger schools, it -is much 
“ to be hoped that teachers will be allowed to specialise. As regards 
“laboratories, considerable improvement has taken place, and good per- 
“ manent laboratories have now been provided in all the above schools 
“ except four. 
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“In drawing, the work as a whole, shows progress. This is in part 
“ attributable to the fact that in no less than nineteen schools visits are 
« p a id by expert teachers possessing the Art Master’s Certificate. In 
“many cases this is due to private arrangement, but in others it is done 
“ with the assistance of County and Urban Authorities. Manual in- 
struction has been taken up to a very marked degree; eighteen schools 
“now having well-equipped workshops. This development has been m 
“ most cases rendered possible by Technical Instruction Committees giving 
“ equipment grants and providing teachers. It is to be regretted that 
“ domestic economy in girls’ schools has not spread in a like manner. 

Before leaving this subject it may be mentioned that a system 
of scholarships, leading from the Primary to the Secondary 
Schools, is being gradually established (see page 88). 


(2.)— The Organisation of Technical Instruction under 
L b cal Authorities. 

The funds available for this section of the Department’s 
work are : — 


A : — The annual sum of <£55 ,000 allocated by the Act for the 
purposes of technical instruction, and which must be divided 
into two portions— one to be distributed, in proportion to their 
respective populations, among the county boroughs, in aid of 
approved schemes of technical instruction ; the other toi 
schemes of technical instruction elsewhere than in the county 
boroughs, and for certain other purposes mentioned m the 
Act, generally called central purposes. 

B . : _The Science and Art Vote, out of which, exclusive of 
the £9,575 10s. 8d. paid in grants for attendances at instruc- 
tion in Secondary Schools during the financial year ending 
31st March, 1903, there was paid, in the same financial year, m 
grants to Science and Art and Technical Schools and classes, a 
sum of £6,810 12s. 9d. (This sum includes £3,557 2s. la. 
amount of Equivalent Grant.) 

o. A grant of £5,000 for the session 1902-3, from the funds 
administered by the Agricultural Board. This grant was made 
for the purposes of instruction in manual work and m domestic 
economy in rural districts. 


The annual sum of £55,000 may be re-divided at the begin- 
ning of each triennial period. Tor the first triennial period, 
1st April, 1900, to 31st March, 1903, the sum was divided thus 
—£25,000 for the county boroughs, and £30,000 for technical 
instruction elsewhere than in the county boroughs, and tor 
central purposes. For the second triennial period practically 
the same division has been made— £26,000 for the county 
boroughs, and £29,000 for technical instruction elsewhere than 
in the county boroughs and for central purposes The appa- 
rent difference in the division is due to the fact that, since 
April 1900, certain metropolitan urban districts have become 
a part of the county borough of Dublin, and. have, so to say, 
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carried in with them their possible annual share £952 Is. 2d. 
of the sum allocated for technical instruction purposes other 
than those in county boroughs.

It will be observed that expenditure under the sub-heads (1), 
,2), and (5) appears to have decreased. That is not actually 
so. The apparent decrease in (5) is explained by the fact that 
some grants due in 1900-01 were not paid until 1901-02, tor 
which year the expenditure seems therefore to be greater 
than it really was. As to (1) and (2), grants for work done 
in Secondary Schools were m 1901-2 charged to these 
two sub-heads ; and the grants payable to Secondary 
Schools under the new system of administration are 
chargeable to a separate subhead (6). The grants for scienc 
and art instruction in schools other than Secondary (».«■, m 
Municipal Technical Schools mainly) have, however, remained 
practically stationary, and that during a period when a great 
stimulus has been giVen to technical instruction. Such a 
result is largely due to the present low standard of attainment 
on the part of pupils attending. ,

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per student under instruction in art subjects, and Is. 3d. per 
student under instruction in science subjects. The Inspectors’ 
reports confirm the view that this is not so much due to in- 
efficient teaching as to formation of classes of ill-prepared can- 
didates whose attendance immediately begins to fall off rapidly. 
Such cases are too common. Towards the middle of the session 
the classes become mere skeletons. There is thus great waste 
of teaching power. 

Each of the last two sessions has, however, seen much 
preparatory work done and in a session or two more the 
Department’s endowment on which the main portion of the 
expenditure now falls will have enabled the schools to take 
full advantage of the Science and Art grant, and thus relieve 
the endowment for other purposes. 

In order to realise fully what work has been carried on for 
this expenditure of Endowment and Science and Art grant, 
reference should be made to table VII., p. 307. This table 
is not complete : some of the counties not being able to make 
the required returns. It will be of use, in this place, to give 
a summary of the table

The 
urban schemes were much more easy to formulate than 
county schemes. As a rule, the Urban Committee was much 
smaller than the County Committee, and successive meetings 
were attended by the same persons ; the urban district is usually 
homogeneous, and has one definite aim — the provision of an 
efficient Technical School ; and the early appointment of a 
Principal, who as an expert was competent to advise the Com- 
mittee, greatly reduced the organising work of the Depart- 
ment’s officers. The county problem was difficult, not only 
to solve, but even to define ; the County Committees were, at 
first, in many cases, very large, and consequently varied con- 
siderably from meeting to meeting : they had difficulty in 
sympathising with technical instruction in non-agricultural 
subjects. 

To a large extent these difficulties have diminished : County 
Committees have come to recognise that 
County Schemes. the Department’s funds are intended to be 
applied in aid of schemes and courses of 
instruction, of the efficiency of which, and the need for which, 
the Department have to be satisfied ; that they are not in- 
tended to be allocated amongst rural districts as in any sense 
a species of monetary relief, distributed on a principle of local 
contributions, the effect of which would be that the poorer 
the district the smaller the amount of help it would receive ; 
and that by a proper system of co-ordination the benefits of 
approved schemes can be made available for each district in a 
county. 

The Department’s Inspectors report most hopefully on the 
county work, and of the way in which the Committees (now 
small) discuss and sympathise with problems in technical in- 
struction outside the range of agricultural subjects. Some 
counties have, indeed, done excellent work; and one has suc- 
cessfully put into operation a very large scheme, for which they 
employed during the first session (1902-3) thirteen whole-time 
county teachers and twelve part-time local teachers. 

The Urban Technical Schools are all Evening Schools. 

They provide technical instruction for 
UrbaiTSchemss. that large class of students who, having 
had to go directly into the workshop or 
the office from the Primary or Secondary School or from 
the College, find it necessary to supplement their daily 
practical work by a course of instruction in the prin- 
ciples of science and art which underlie or govern the 
processes they are engaged in. The Evening Technical 
Schools are, therefore, due to the demands of industry and com- 
merce ; but they have also a solid educational basis , and fill an 
important educational gap. It is a commonly observed fact 
that there are some occupations which tend to make ‘ ‘ hand- 
less ’ ’ men ; and that others tend to convert men into mere 
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machines. In both these cases the hand and eye and brain 
become dissociated ; and after a certain time it becomes im- 
possible to bring the thinking organism and the visual and 
working instruments again into active co-operation. -Now the 
Evening Technical Schools are designed to prevent the atrophy 
of thought : in other words, they are intended to c °rrerf the 
unintelligent mechanical expertness of the workshop, which 
is all that commercial conditions demand, through a course 
of study which will open the _ student s mind to th 
underlying principles involved m industrial and co 
mercial processes, and give him an interest and a plea- 
sure in his work which the constant repetition of 
workshop and business exercises would otherwise kill. e 
Evening Technical Schools try to convert ; nsition 
better workman : and also, by placing the student “ a Positio 
to suggest and to execute improvements and to develop new 
ideasf they open out possibilities of rising to the higher post 
in the industrial and commercial world. This is the ma 
reason why they are attended by the young, able, 

an The°go S verning ideas of the Evening Technical Schools are 
therefore, educational and industrial ; and these are not only 
not mutually exclusive, but they are inseparably bound 

t0 The e movement is yet far too young to show more 
nromise of industrial results. But it is gradually becoming 
evident that the influence of the Technical School is essentiaUy 
positive and productive. Reference to table VII., page 601 , 
will show generally that, while there is yet room for improve- 
ment, the proper classes of students are taking advantage of the 
Technical Schools. A summary of this table is given below .

Attention is directed to the large number of trade students 
in attendance; the schools might, in fact, 
Influence of the Schools and with some appropriateness, be de- 
on Trades. scribed as Trade Schools. Of the 8,570 
.young men in attendance at Urban Tech- 
nical Schools 69 per cent, are actually engaged in industrial dr 
commercial pursuits ; of the 7,511 young women in attendance 
at the- same schools 25 per cent, are engaged in industrial, 
commercial, or domestic work. 

From the number and kind of students in attendance at 
the Urban Technical Schools, it will be seen that the influence 
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on trades, industries, or commerce cannot be but far-reaching. 

To this effect deputations have frequently testified. One or 
two examples will be sufficient. 

The staple industries of Belfast are shipbuilding and textiles, . 
and the students in attendance at mechanical engineering sub- 
jects were 751, and at textiles 127. 

In Cork, 87 building trades students, 67 metal workers or 
engineers, 56 clerks, 36 house painters and decorators , and 39 
bootmakers were in attendance. The art industries in Cor i 
have in the past, centred round the manufacture of glass the 
making of furniture, the carving of marble and stone, silver- 
smith work, and plaster work. Seventy-one students m at- 
tendance at the modelling class, and 48 students at the wood- 
carving class, must considerably influence the industries of the 
plaster work, carving, and furniture type. 

Illustrations of this kind might be drawn from every urban 
district. At Passage West, not an urban district, there was a 
class in mechanical drawing; 36 students were enrolled, the 
average attendance being 22 ; and the Inspector reports : — 

“ The attendance at this class was remarkably good ; progress was 
“ naturally slow at the commencement, owing to the pupils never Before 
“ being taught the use of the various drawing instruments. When this 
“ difficulty was overcome, some of them did very accurate and neat work 
“ The majority obtained an elementary knowledge of the projection of 
“solids, which should prove of great value to to m 
“ciallv those who were engineers and shipwrights, for, without a Know 
“ledge of geometry, they would be unable to read even the simplest o 
“mechanical drawings. The whole of the students displayed great seal 
“and diligence in all that was connected with the work m any way. 

Cork County Technical Instruction Commttee s lteport. 

The Technical Schools have had great difficulties to con- 
tend with. These may be mainly grouped 

Municipal Technical under two heads — (1) ill-prepared students, 
Schools. and (2) inadequacy of funds ; the second in- 

volving inability to pay for , or secure , a 
sufficient or highly qualified staff, or to provide sufficient and 
suitable accommodation and equipment. 

With regard to the preparedness of students, the complaint 
in the United Kingdom is universal that the majority of stu- 
dents who enter Technical Schools are not suitably prepared 
to take advantage of the classes they join. The want of pre- 
paration is usually described as failure to make the most elemen- 
tary calculations, and lack of power to set out m simple but clear 
language what the students know. This means that much of 
the Technical School time is devoted to preparatory work an 
unfortunate but inevitable circumstance and one which 
greatly delays the proper work of the school, and tends v to 
diminish its credit in the eyes of the public, who are looking 
for immediate results. 

In Ireland things are, in this respect, worse than in Great 
Britain. If a moment’s reflection be given to the large 
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amount of funds spent by School Boards and Voluntary Asso- 
ciations, and to the State-aid in Great Britain to Evening Con- 
tinuation Schools, it will be seen that the almost complete 
absence hitherto of such schools in Ireland has placed Ireland 
in a very backward condition, and has given the Department s 
endowment and the “penny rate’’ a task which, elsewhere, 
has, in a great measure, fallen on funds belonging to a different 
category. Eurther, there is, in some localities, a disposition to 
provide technical instruction entirely free, and this helps to 
accentuate the difficulty under consideration. There may be, 
frequently, circumstances which justify free technical in- 
struction ; and free admission to classes (even with free books 
and stationery added) might be offered as the result of a com- 
petition in elementary subjects to promising students, but as a 
rule a fee, not necessarily large, makes for the efficiency of the 
school. In a locality where 63 per cent, of the students were 
admitted to the Technical School free, on the simple recom- 
mendation of members of the Technical Instruction Com- 
mittee ; in others , where admission to all classes is purchased 
by payment for the class-tickets of two, the classes, which 
became overcrowded with unsuitable students , if not with mere 
curiosity seekers, soon showed the unwisdom of such action. 
It is not quantity that is wanted in Technical Schools, but 
quality/both in regard to students and staff. 

As already pointed out, the general absence of a previous or 
concurrent system of Evening Continuation Schools has laid a 
heavy burden of preparatory and non-technical work on the 
shoulders of the Technical Instruction Committee, and much 
of the funds which are used in Great Britain for this pur- 
pose are not at their disposal. They are, therefore, handi- 
capped in having more to do than Technical Instruction 
Committees elsewhere, with less means of doing it. More 
funds would have provided them with better staff, and would 
have allowed them to set about building suitable schools. 
These facts have come out prominently in connection with 
schemes under consideration for 1903-4, many of which have 
had to be referred to the Committees to bring proposed expen- 
diture within the limits of probable income. Some of the pro- 
posals referred to had not been too carefully considered, and 
their elimination from the scheme was no great hardship ; but 
many involved sound educational and businesslike ideas, and 
their withdrawal from the scheme was a decided loss — a matter 
of sincere regret to the Department, as well as to the Technical 
Instruction Committees concerned. _ 

The question of buildings is reaching a very important stage. 
All Committees engaged at first only temporary premises. 
Such premises involved , in all cases , structural alterations , 
which absorbed a large portion of the first year s funds. The 
wisdom of obtaining only temporary premises at first has never 
been in doubt : the Committees have had time to determine 
whether the movement was permanent or temporary, and to 
learn by experience what was really required. Now that the 
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need pf permanent schools has been established, Committees 
are at a standstill for want of funds. They cannot find 
“generous donors,” and they cannot offer the penny rate as 
the guarantee for a lean, because, small as it is, it is required 
for annual maintenance of classes now existing. As a matter of 
fact, the penny rate is inadequate for the purposes of a guaran- 
tee for payment of interest and principal on a loan large enough 
to provide a site and suitable accommodation. Examples are 
numerous; a few only need be cited. The A. Committee 
will not agree to any scheme until they see funds sufficient 
to provide a suitable building. B. can borrow only £1,400 on 
the security of the penny rate ; a suitable school would cost 
£3,000. The penny rate in C. enables the Committee to borrow 
but £3,500; the site they have in view is valued at £1,200, 
and the premises should cost at least £6,000. D. has had to 
forego an excellent opportunity of combining a Technical 
School with a Tree Library. 

There have been other difficulties — less prominent, how- 
ever, but real and substantial. Of these only one need be 
referred to — the apathetic, if not unsympathetic, attitude of 
many workmen and of not a few foremen and employers. (In 
striking contrast, there are many cases where employers press 
their apprentices to join the Technical School.) Time will wear 
down such difficulties ; and much may be done to contribute 
to this result, if the majority of Principals will follow the lead 
of the few who, by visits to works, interviews with masters, 
and conferences with men, have secured trade-students for the 
schools, the whole-hearted sympathy and, sometimes, the 
financial support of masters, foremen, and managers, and have 
done something to bring about that close relationship between 
industry and commerce, on the one hand, and technical in- 
struction on the other, which experience has shown to be 
essential to the success of both. 

In addition to the work of technical instruction proper 
efforts towards the direct promotion of industries have been 
found possible in connection with some schemes. “ But,” 
as was said in the first Annual Report , ‘ 1 the conditions of in- 
" dustry, especially in the rural districts of Ireland, will, for a 
“time, necessitate some departures from these forms in this 
“ country. The funds of the Department, to a certain extent, 
“ and, at first, tentatively, will have to be employed in assisting 
“ local effort in inquiries designed, on the one hand, to spread 
' ‘ a knowledge of markets for existing industries , and of the 
“ readiest means of reaching them, and, on the other hand, to 
“ discover whether, say, the nature of certain soils, the natural 
“ products of a locality, the accessibility of power, or the con- 
ditions and amount of labour available would favour the in- 
‘ traduction of new and profitable industries.” 

With such ends in view inquiries have been made, and infor- 
mation has been collected which has had considerable influ- 
ence on industrial undertakings. The report on cement manu- 
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facture, as an Irish industry, which was first published in the 
Department’s Journal, and afterwards as a separate pamphlet, 
is a good example of this kind of work. 

Deports have also been made on the woollen industry , on 
machine knitting, on the possible use of accessible power for 
specific purposes, on basket-making, on comb and button manu- 
facture, on brush manufacture, on glove-making, and so on- 
most of which could not, for obvious reasons, be made public, 
but which were communicated to the parties interested. . 

Direct efforts were also made to improve the quality of 
the output of the lace and crochet industry (see page. 86), 
efforts frequently neutralised by the cheap markets ; aid. to 
practical instruction was given to develop the shirt-making 
industry at Dundalk and Sligo ; and experiments were made 
in the formation of classes intended to lead to the establishment 
of new industries. Three schools belonging to this last cate- 
gory deserve special mention. A school of straw-hat manu- 
facture was established at Wexford by the Wexford Urban 
District Technical Instruction Committee, and out of this 
school, as the period of instruction drew to a close, the Wex- 
ford Hat Company, Limited, grew. This Company is now 
doing a very considerable and, apparently, very successful 
business, not only in Ireland, but across the Channel. 
Another school is the Ballina Boot and Shoe Manufacturing 
School, established by the Ballina Technical Instruction Com- 
mittee. This school has not yet passed beyond the period of 
instruction and probation. The third school is the Athlone 
Wood-working School. Much experience has been gained by 
these tentative efforts, which will be utilised elsewhere. It 
may not, however, be out of place to mention that there appears 
to be no possibility of developing new industries by the estab- 
lishment of such schools unless the management is advised by 
alert and capable business men. 

The details of county and urban work 
Urban can be best dealt with by extracts from 
Wor ' the Inspectors’ reports. 

Mr. Fletcher, writing on Leinster and Connaught, says 

“ Considerable progress has been made in the working of County and 
“ Urban Schemes. It is hardly necessary to remark that the difficulties 
“ are far greater in the counties than in the urban districts ; but the 
“ Committees are settling down to their duties, and counties which have 
“ hitherto made little progress, are getting into line with the others. The 
“ principal difficulty is the lack of experience of such educational work ; 
“ but the difficulty is being slowly but surely overcome, and in this con- 
“ nection the frequent visits of Inspectors are of importance. All the 
“ County Committees have been met during the year — some of them a 
“ number of times — and these visits always serve the purpose of removing 
“ misunderstandings and' misimpressions, as well as of affording oppor- 
“ tunities for the discussion of difficulties in working the scheme. The 
“ principal difficulty may be said to be ‘ parochialism ’ ; it is not un- 
“ natural that members representing different districts of a county, should 
“ seek to secure advantages for the ratepayers they represent ; but such 
“ an aim is not always consistent with the work of a County Scheme, 
“which aims at securing the greatest good for the greatest number, with- 
“ out strict reference to the boundaries of rural districts. This difficulty 
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“is being gradually overcome, but it is not desired to limit the useful 
“local interest that may be taken by members of a Committee in the 
“ working of the scheme in their own district. The County Schemes of 
“technical instruction are, in general, concerned with the following 
“objects: — 

“ (a.) Instruction in Manual Work in Wood and Iron, and instruc- 
“ tion in Domestic Economy, by means of specially trained 
“ itinerant teachers. 

“(&.) District schemes of instruction. 

“ (c.) Scholarship schemes for boys in Primary Schools tenable in 
“ Secondary Schools. 

“ ( d .) Residential schools of Domestic Training for girls. 

“(e.) Equipment grants to Day Secondary Schools. 

“ (/.) Capitation grants to Technical Schools for girls, and to Even- 
“ ing classes in technical subjects. 

“ (a.) Itinerant Instruction. 

“ This branch of the work is becoming better understood, and there are 
“extremely few cases of failure. The success or non-success of the work 
“ depends very largely upon the teacher. Most of the Manual Instruc- 
“ tors have received, a course of training conducted by the Department at 
“ the City of Dublin Technical Schools, and their work appears to be 
“ appreciated in the various centres where courses of instruction have been 
“given. Attention may be drawn to the success that has attended this 
“work. in Kilkenny and Longford. 

“ It is hoped that these courses of instruction will not only increase the 
‘‘skill, and manual dexterity of the students, but that the advantage of 
“ the instruction will be seen in the encouragement of local industries. 
“In County Kilkenny it is proposed during the coming session to bring 
(( ‘ together, for a special course of instruction, a selected number of young 
“ tradesmen, who have proved themselves skilful workers in the courses of 
“instruction, held in the localities in which they live. 

“ The courses of instruction in domestic economy continue to make 
“ progress. In general, the courses of instruction are well attended ; 

“ indeed, in many cases, the number of persons wishing to attend consti- 
“ tutes a difficulty in the way of serious teaching, for while many wish to 
“ attend occasionally, and to see demonstrations, solid advantage can 
only be secured by regular attendance and practical work. It is very 
“ desirable that the work of regular students should not be hindered by 
“those who are merely curious, but not sufficiently interested to work 
(i bard, and the best way to obviate this seems to be to charge a fee, pay- 
a ble in advance, which, while large enough to keep out the curious, is 
1( not too large to prevent the daughters of working-class people from 
^attending. There are many earnest students attending these six-week 
(( courses, and in many cases they come long distances ; indeed in on* 
l( county the parents of pupils who live a considerable distance, took lodg- 
f( m g s for them in the town, that they might be able to attend. Cookery 
(( and dressmaking are the most popular subjects; laundry-work is less 
(( popular. There is still a tendency for students, whose main object 
„ °ugbt to be to make the most of a small income, and cook and serve up 
„ Sln ]ple food in a wholesome manner, to secure instruction in ‘ high-class ’ 

,, cookery. Students of needlework show a preference for dressmaking, 

„ w bile ignorant of plain sewing ; but these tendencies, which are very 
u ® asil y understood, should not be encouraged, and every effort is made 
,, . deprecate such departures from the real objects of itinerant teaching 
" +L * ura ^ districts. The teachers are, in general, getting into touch with 
« v 1611 Pupils. This is clearly necessary to success, and where it has been 
„ 5 0ne > pupils have been found responsive and enthusiastic, and relations 
Rave been established which assist in supplementing the work of the 
( class. The need of suitable rooms, in which to conduct these short 
„ c °uises, is constantly felt. In many places local Committees have, in a 
(( P rai seworthy manner, tackled the difficulty and provided suitable room*. 

J-n other cases it has been necessary to make use of National School

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" premises. 'This course, in most cases, has not been successful ; the 
“rooms are usually unsuitable for this class of instruction, owing to the 
f‘ difficulty of cleaning and ventilation. The difficulty lias been experi- 
“ enced in County Longford, where an interesting experiment will be 
made in the coming session. A small portable building will be pro- 
• ‘ vided and erected in each centre as occasion occurs. 

“ (6.) District Courses. 

“In towns of sufficient size, it is found convenient to have separate 
“ schemes in operation. Instruction is given either by county teachers 
“ or bv local teachers whose qualifications have been approved of by the 
« Department. This is a characteristic of the scheme of County Galway. 

“ (c.) Scholarships for Boys. 

" Reference has already been made to these under the head of Secondary 
‘ Schools. (See page 54.) 

“ (d.) Residential Schools for Girls. 

“The object of these schools is to enable suitable girls to obtain a 
“ regular course of instruction and training such as will cultivate mtelli- 
“ oence and resourcefulness, and render them more practical m the per- 
“ formance of home duties of all kinds. The teaching includes practical 
“ instruction in cookery and needlework (with repairing and dress- 
“ making), laundry-work, management of the house, hygiene, . sick- 
“ nursing. There are six schools of this type in the provinces of Leinstei 
■“ and Connaught, namely : — ...... , , , 

“ Leinster.— Stradbally Convent of Mercy, with fifteen scholars from 
“ Queen’s County, and three from County Kilkenny. Moate Convent of 
“Mercy, with thirteen scholars from County Westmeath. ISiavan Con- 
i' V ent of Mercy, with twenty scholars from County Meath. 

“ Connaught. — 3? ortunma Convent of Mercy, with fifteen scholars from 
“ County Galway. Sligo Convent of Mercy, with thirteen scholars from 
“ the County of Sligo. Sligo Ursuline Convent, with twelve scholars 

“ from the County of Sligo. , „ . ., „f 

“ In accordance with the revision of the scheme for the County oi 

“ Meath, the Convent of Mercy at Navan will cease to receive county 
“ scholar’s in domestic training. . , , .. ^ 

“ On the whole, good work has been done m these schools, but it must 
“be insisted upon that their primary object is to train housewives, ana 
“ not domestic servants nor future teachers of domestic economy. 1 
“ very desirable that further attention should be paid m these schools to 
“ the teaching of hygiene and care of the sick ; it is highly desirab , , 

“ that where possible the teacher should be resident. 

“ (e.) Equipment Grants to Secondary Schools. 

“ Reference has already been made to these grants under the head of 
“ Secondary Schools. 

" (/.) Capitation Grants to Technical Schools for Girls, and to Evening 
“ Glasses in Technical Subjects. 

“ Seventeen schools in the Provinces ofTLeinster and Connaught have 
“been working under the terms of Appendix C, which provide for the 
“ payment of capitation grants on account of girls who fulfil certai 
“ conditions in regard to attendance at instruction given by qualified 
“ teachers.” 

Remarks on the several County and Urban Schemes. 

Leinster County Schemes. 

“ Carlow —The scheme consisted mainly of courses of mstouction 
“ given by Itinerant Teachers, there being one Instactor m J 

“work, two Instructresses of domestic economy, and one Teacher 
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“lace-making. These Teachers gave courses of instruction in three per- 
“ manent centres and several temporary centres. Girls who received a 
“ training in machine knitting in the Technical School at Carlow, have 
“ now been drafted into the hosiery factory, where twenty-six are success- 
“ fully at work. Grants were made in respect of equipment for labora- 
tories, &c., in Secondary Schools. Six laboratories were equipped, 
“ and also three rooms for instruction in domestic economy, and three 
“ for manual instruction. 

“Dublin. — An Itinerant Manual Instructor and two teachers of 
“domestic economy have been at work, and have conducted twenty-one 
“ courses in seventeen centres. Grants have been made to the lace classes 
“ at Cruagh and Baldoyle. 

“ Kilclare. — Two Teachers of domestic economy, and two of manual 
“work were appointed. The Teachers of domestic economy conducted 
“seven courses in five centres, and the Teachers of Manual Work, 
“courses in seven centres. The Art Master of Clongowes Wood Col- 
“ lege was engaged to give instruction in Naas and Atliy, and success- 
“ ful courses of instruction were given, though hindered by the illness of 
“ the teacher. The centre established in Kildare was very successful, the 
“ instruction proving beneficial to the students. The courses of instruc- 
“ tion in Naas were somewhat hindered by having to change premises in 
“ the middle of the session. The attendance at the classes in Athy leave 
“ something to be desired. 

“ Kilkenny. — A Teacher of manual instruction and two Teachers of 
“domestic economy were appointed, and all have been doing excellent 
“ work. The courses of instruction in manual work (which have included 
“ industrial woodcarving) have been very successful. 

“ King's Go. — A Headmaster was appointed to conduct courses of in* 
“ struction in Birr and Tullamore, and such rural centres as was possible. 
“ The Committee was granted the use of the Memorial Hall in Birr at a 
“nominal rent, while three rooms in the Courthouse were placed at the 
“ disposal of the Committee. On the whole, a very good year’s work has 
“ been done, though it is hoped a better attendance may be secured at 
“ Tullamore. The work has included manual instruction, geometrical 
“ drawing, building construction, technical arithmetic, cookery, laun- 
“ dry- work, needlework. 

“ Longford . — Two schools have worked under the conditions of Appen- 
“ dix C, and a Manual Instructor was appointed, who has during the 
“year given courses of instruction in five centres, 161 students. were 
“ enrolled, and there was a very satisfactory average attendance in all 
“ classes. The Teacher of domestic economy gave instruction in cookery 
“ at six centres, while the Teacher of Carrickmacross lace gave courses 
“ of instruction at three centres. Under the scheme of scholarships for 
“ boys, six at £20, and two at £5, were awarded. The scheme has made 
“ excellent progress, and the instruction in manual work has been much 
“ appreciated. 

“ Louth. — A Headmaster, who also acts as organising secretary, was 
“ appointed to organise the work in the urban centres of Dundalk and 
“ Drogheda, and to organise courses of instruction in the rural districts 
“ of the county. Buildings were secured in Dundalk and Drogheda, and 
“ from 250 to 300 individual students were enrolled in each school. The 
“ progress made was of a highly satisfactory character. A Teacher was 
“ appointed to give instruction in art, and, in addition to courses of 
“ work in the two Urban Technical Schools, courses of instruction in 
“ design were given to lace classes in the county. ' The Itinerant In- 
“ structress of domestic economy appointed for the rural districts, eon- 
“ ducted courses at four centres, and 165 students were enrolled. Equip- 
“ ment grants have been given or promised to six Secondary Schools in 
“ the county ; three Technical Schools for girls work under the conditions 
“ of Appendix C. The operation of the scheme in the rural districts of 
“ the county is necessarily restricted, as the contribution from the county 
“ rate is only £100. 

“ Meath. — The scheme consisted of the awarding of twenty Scholar- 
“ ships to girls, tenable at the Convent of Mercy, Navan, a Residential 
‘‘ School of domestic economy. Instruction was given in household 
“ management ; also dairy-work and poultry-rearing. 
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“ Queen’s Go.— Fourteen courses of instruction were given by a Manual 
“ Instructor and an Instructress of domestic economy, in ten centres, 
“ and very good work has been done. The attendance was satisfactory, 
“ and the further development of this work is anticipated. Ten scholar- 
“ ships for boys, tenable at Secondary Schools, each of the value of £15, 
“ were awarded during the session, and fifteen scholarships for girls at 
“the Residential School a,t Stradbally, were also awarded. Grants in 
“ aid were made for five science laboratories and one manual instruction 
“ room. . . 

“ Westmeath. — The scheme included itinerant instruction m manual 
“ work and domestic economy, and one teacher of each subject was 
“ appointed. A Residential School of Domestic Economy was established 
“ at the Convent of Mercy, Moate, and the Committee awarded scholar- 
“ ships to thirteen girls. 

“ Wexford.— A Manual Instructor and an Instructress of Domestic 
“ Economy were appointed. Instruction has been given in Wexford, En- 
“niscorthy, New Ross, and in four temporary centres. Very satisfactory 
“ progress has been made. A very satisfactory point in this scheme is the 
“ successful co-operation between the County Authority and the Urban 
“ centres. Under an arrangement made, the Urban centres referred to 
“ avail themselves of the services of the County Teachers on satisfactory 

“ Wicklow. — Although the scheme was approved at the beginning of the 
“ session for this county, it has not been put into operation. This is 
“ much to be regretted, as valuable time has been lost ; but the Com- 
“ mittee have now advertised for a Headmaster under the terms of the 
“ scheme, and it is confidently expected that good progress will be made m 
“ the coming year.” 


Connaught County Schemes. 

“Owing in part to the difficulty of procuring qualified instructors, the 
“ Counties of Leitrim, Mayo, and Roscommon were late in putting their 
“ schemes into operation, while Galway and Sligo continued, with some 
“ modifications, the schemes which had been in operation m the previous 

^ Galway —Under the scheme for the past session, there have been 
“ appointed as Itinerant Instructors four Domestic Economy 
“ one Teacher of Manual Work, one Teacher of Drawing, and two leactier 
“ of Crochet ; one Teacher of Knitting was also appointed for 
“sloe. In addition to the courses of instruction conducted by these 
“Teachers, there have been separate district schemes for BaUinasio , 
“Gort, Loughrea, Tuam, and Portumna. .In most of these district 
“ schemes local Teachers were appointed, but instruction is also giv J 
“ the County Teachers. In Ballinasloe there is a Technical School Jor 
“boys, providing instruction in drawing, commercial aritlmetic, 
“book-keeping, and manual work, and a girls school • 

“ Convent of Mercy, where instruction m cookery ™d lanndy-work was 
“ given by the County Instructress. Instruction was .also given m shirt 
“ making^ and machine knitting, while classes were conducted l m ^ book- 
“ keeping and commercial arithmetic by local teachers In Gort. .courses 
“ of instruction were given, at the Convent of Mercy Technical S'&ool, 
“weaving, lacemaking, embroidery, machine knitting, dressmaking, 
“ and other subjects. Instruction was given at the Convent of Mercy, 
“Loughrea, in drawing, cookery, laundry-work, and crochet. 

“ manual instruction class for males was held m Loughrea, p 
“ very successful. The Residential School of Domestic Economy at the 
“ Convent of Mercy, Portumna, did excellent work, and fifteen girls held 
“ scholarships during the year. Technical Schools for gals were , con- 
“tinued at the Presentation and Mercy Convents, Taam ' the £ 01 ™ e ^ 

“provided instruction in home sewing embroidery, art neeRework, and 
“ laundry-work, by local teachers, and the latter instruction m lace, 
“ needlework, machine knitting, drawing and design, c^YXliColste 
“ work, by local teachers. Instruction was also given in both schools by 
“ the County Teachers. 
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“ Courses of instruction in domestic economy were given by the Itine- 
“ rant Teachers at Mountbellew, Ballygar, Menlough, Dromore, Moy- 
“ cullen, Astegar, Athenry, Monivea, Woodford, Ahascragh, and Car- 
“ gaily ; and in crochet work, at Mountbellow, Menlough, Oranmore, 
“ and Clarenbridge. The art master gave instruction at Tuam, Lough- 
“ rea, Gort, Clarenbridge, Oranmore, and Mountbellew. The County In- 
“ structor of manual work began work towards the end of January, and 
“ conducted classes at Loughrea, Ballinasloe, and Oranmore. On the 
“ whole, the work of the Itinerant Teachers was very satisfactory, though 
“ the object of the manual work does not seem to be fully appreciated ; 
“ and it appears that the instruction in drawing is of a kind not suited 
“ to the needs of the locality. 

“ Leitrim. — Under the scheme a Manual Instructor was appointed for 
“ the whole county, and one Domestic Economy Teacher for North Lei- 
“ trim and one for South Leitrim. On the whole, fair progress has been 
“ made during the past session. 

“Mayo. — It was not until March that the county was able to secure 
“ the services of an Itinerant Instructress in Domestic Economy, and little 
“ work has yet been accomplished. A second Instructress has been 
“ appointed, and the two Urban Districts of Castlebar and Westport are 
"now included in the scheme. The Convents of Mercy in each of these 
"centres have conducted courses under Appendix C. Provision is made 
“ in the scheme for aiding in the equipment of Day Secondary Schools. 
“ The Christian Brothers at Westport have built a new laboratory and a 
“ manual instruction room, to be equipped for use in the coming session. 

“ Roscommon. — Owing to the difficulty in procuring the services of 
“qualified Itinerant Teachers, no appointment was made until March, 
“when one Instructress in Domestic Economy was appointed, who con- 
" ducted classes at Roscommon and Castlerea. These were well attended, 
“ and as there is ample scope for such teaching in the county, rapid pro- 
" gress may now be looked for. Many boys and young men from the rural 
“districts of the county attended the classes in the Technical School at 
“ Atlilone, in consideration of which a sum of £20 was voted by the 
“ County Committee, in aid of the Athlone Urban Scheme. The scheme 
“ makes provision for an Instructor of Manual Work, and for a second 
“ Instructress in Domestic Economy. It also provides for capitation 
“ grants to Evening classes and to Girls’ Technical Schools, as well as for 
“ equipment grants to Day Secondary Schools. 

“ Sligo. — Under this scheme, which includes the Urban District of 
“ Sligo, two Instructresses of Domestic Economy were appointed. These 
“have taught in six Technical Schools for Girls, in which needlework, 
“ crochet, &c. , have also been taught. The only Evening school for boys 
“ is that at St. John’s, Sligo, where satisfactory work has been done in 
“manual training in woodwork. This class was conducted by one of 
“ the Marist Brothers. It is much to be desired that work of this char- 
“ acter should be extended in the county, and the appointment of a 
“ Manual Instructor, to be made in the coming session, will enable this to 
“ be done, as well as more advanced work for the artisans of Sligo. Equip- 
“ ment grants have been made to two Secondary Schools in the town of 
“ Sligo, and a grant will be claimed on account of a third. Residential 
“ scholarships in domestic economy have been held in the Convent of 
“ Mercy and the Ursuline Convent, and excellent progress made.” 

Leinster County Borough Scheme. 

“ County Borough of Dublin. — Satisfactory progress has been made at 
“ the Kevin-street Technical Schools. The premises extended during the 
“ session 1901-2, have been occupied, and the equipment of the engineer- 
ing workshop, chemical laboratories, and art rooms, &c., have been 
“ completed. The establishment of the mechanical engineering work- 
“ s hop meets a distinct need. Classes for plastering work and clay 
" modelling have been held, but there is need for considerable extension in 
“ technological teaching in the city. For such extension, however, addi- 
“ tional buildings will be required ; funds are available for such an exten- 
“ sion, and it is to be hoped that progress will be made in the near future.” 
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Leinster Urban Schemes.

“ment of a Technical School in Kingstown lias been well maintained. 

“ A new departure has been the establishment of penny public lectares on 
“ domestic economy ; these have been very successful. A new manual 
“ instruction workshop has been erected, and the work promises to 

“'ncwBoss.— ' T h?subjects taught here include manual work, “°ke r y. 
“elementary art, &c. The classes have been well attended, and goo 
“ progress has been made. f „ 

“ Pembroke.— The current session has seen the establishment ot 
“ branch school at Ballsbridge. The Committee secured a site, on wtac i 
“ was erected an excellent, well-designed, temporary building of corru- 
“ gated iron. This was opened in January, and instruction lias been g 
“in art, elementary mathematics, domestic economy, and commercial 
“ subjects. The classes have been well attended. The number of studQKits 
“ in attendance at the central school at Ringsend is satisfactory , but 
“ attendance is irregular, and improvement in this respect is much to oc 
“ desired. The subjects taught are practical, and excellent work has been 
“done in electrical and mechanical engineering. 

“ Bathmines. — The School of Commerce established m this townsni^ 
“ has met with marked success during this its first session. In Octobei 
“ there were 272 individual students, and the class entries amounted to 
“ 460. Classes were held in business methods, accountancy, economics, 
“book-keeping, shorthand, typewriting, and other commercial subjects, 
“ while special courses of lectures were delivered by experts m banlun 0 , 
“ &c. 
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“ Wexford. — During the session a suitable building has been secured in 
“ which to conduct the work of the Technical School, and the classes have 
u been removed from the building on the quay, which is now occupied by 
“the Straw-hat' Industry, the establishment of which has been aided 
“under the scheme. Now that the classes are satisfactorily housed, 

“ steady progress may be expected.” 

Conn aught Urban Schemes. 

“ Ballina. — This scheme consists of aid to the teaching of boot and 
“ shoe manufacture. A boot and shoe-making school has been estab- 
“ lished and equipped with modern machinery ; a co-operative society was 
“ formed to raise funds. These, supplemented by a loan from the 
“ Department, enabled the industry to be established. 

Galway. — Until March of the present year, certain of the classes were 
“ held in the Model School, but during that month they were removed to 
“ the school in Dominick-street, where fairly satisfactory accommodation 
“ is provided. Classes in science, art, technological, and commercial 
“ subjects, and domestic economy, are provided. Owing to the illness 
“ and consequent resignation of the Teacher of Domestic Economy, shortly 
“ after the opening of the session, and to the fact that there was a diffi- 
“ culty in providing a substitute, the session was far advanced before these 
“subjects were taught. While the commercial classes were well attended, 
“ the science classes were characterised by irregular and unsatisfactory 
“ attendance, and it would seem that there is more demand for instruction 
“ in technological subjects than in science. A teacher was appointed to 
“ give instruction in machine knitting, and the girls so taught work in 
“ connection with the hosiery factory which has been established in the 
“ city.” 

Mr. Dixon, in reporting on the schools in Ulster, says : — 

Ulster County Schemes. 

“ Of the nine counties in Ulster, only four had schemes of technical 
“ instruction in non-agricultural subjects in actual operation during the 
“year, viz., Cavan, Donegal, Fermanagh, and Monaghan. Down 
“ obtained sanction for a partial scheme, whereby grants were made to the 
“ Banbridge and Holy wood Technical Schools. Tyrone has formulated 
“ a scheme for establishing Technical Schools in the four towns of Cooks- 
“ town, Dungannon, Omagh, and Strabane, which will be put in operation 
“ in the coming session. 

“ Londonderry is at present preparing a scheme, which will probably 
“ be put in operation in the coming session. 

“ Armagh has decided not to adopt any scheme for the present, as it is 
“ considered that the needs of the county as regards technical instruction 
“ are already met by the Technical Schools in the towns, and by the scheme 
“ of instruction in agriculture, which has absorbed practically all their 
“ funds. 

“ The authorities of the other county are at present considering their 
“ requirements with a view to preparing schemes. 

“ Cavern. — The scheme provided for : — 

“ I. Equipment grants (a) towards fitting up Science laboratories 
“ in the two Secondary Schools in Cavan, (6) towards fitting up 
“ Domestic Economy rooms in Technical Schools for girls working 
“ under the scheme, (c) towards providing machinery for the Cavan 
“ Hosiery Industry. 

“ II. The employment of Itinerant Teachers — two in Domestic 
“ Economy, and one in Manual Instruction. 

“ III. Capitation grants to Technical Schools for girls working 
“ under Appendix C. 

“ The laboratories in the two Secondary Schools, St. Patrick’s College 
“ and the Royal School, have. been completed, and the grants paid. Two 
“ Convents, viz., St. Joseph’s Abbey, Cavan, and the Convent of Poor 
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“ Clares, Ballyjamesduff, have fitted up rooms for teaching, cookery, and 
“ two others will have completed their arrangements for this subject by 
“ next session. Sanction has been given for the payment of the grant 
“to the Hosiery Industry, which started towards the end of June, and is 
“being worked on co-operative lines. . 

“ Much interest has been taken in the classes m cookery and dress- 
“ making, held in the rural districts, and they have attracted a large 
“ number of pupils. 

“ Donegal . — The main provisions of the scheme were as follows: 

“ I. Itinerant classes in Domestic subjects and in Manual Instruc- 

“ II. Capitation grants to Evening classes for Science, Art, Tech- 
nological, Commercial, and Domestic subjects. 

“III. Capitation grants to Technical Schools for girls working 
“ under Appendix C. 

“ The scheme was only partially worked. The Domestic Economy In- 
“ structresses only were appointed, while only one class was registered for 
“ capitation grants. > . 

“ The classes in cookery and dressmaking, held m the rural districts, 

“ were very successful. _ , 

“ Fermanagh.— Under this scheme some thirteen teachers were employed 
“ to give instruction in lace, crochet, and home sewing, in eighteen 
“ centres. To meet the difficulty of providing proper accommodation for 
“ these classes, grants towards the purchase of furniture, &c., were made 
“ where suitable rooms could be obtained. 

“ With a view to assist the teachers and to improve the work of these 
“ classes, the teachers were brought in once a week to Enniskillen to 
“ receive instruction in drawing and elementary design from an expert 
“ teacher of the Department. 

“ The results so far have been satisfactory. 

“Classes in cookery, laundry-work, housewifery, and manual m- 
“ struction were also held in many parts of the county by means of itine- 
“ rant teachers. These classes were very well attended. 

“ Monaghan. — A scheme has been working during the year, and courses 
“ of instruction in domestic economy and manual work were held at 
“ Carrickm across, Castleblayney, Clones, and Monaghan, with much 
“ success.” 

Ulster County Borough Schemes. 

“ Belfast County Borough.— There has been an increase of upwards of 
“ 50 per cent, in the numbers attending the classes, and it speaks very 
“ highly for the organisation of the institute that notwithstanding the 
“ very large number of applicants for the classes it was not necessary to 
“ refuse admission to any. This increase was fairly spread over every 
“ department of the institute, and it is satisfactory to note that a large 
“ proportion of this increase occurred at the beginning of the session 
“ when the classes were being formed, and so, while severely taxing the 
“ resources of the Committee, did not interfere with the working of the 
“ classes, though some were delayed a little in getting into full working 
“ order. 

“ The additional rooms obtained on the ground floor in North-street 
“ were equipped for modelling, and as workshops for painters’ and deco- 
“ rat or s’ work, book-binding, wood-carving, enamelling, and stained 
“ glass work. Uood classes were formed in all these subjects, with the 
“ exception of the last-named, which was discontinued owing to the small 
“ number of pupils attending. 

“ The arrangement of placing these classes in direct touch with the 
“ School of Art is a wise one, and will, it is hoped, have the effect of 
“encouraging the pupils of these classes to avail themselves more freely 
“ of the other less specialised (though to them just as important) classes 
“ held in the school. 
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“ Of the other new classes opened by the Committee, those in cake 
“ ornamentation and hair dressing deserve special note. These are sub- 
“ jects of such a special nature that they demand but comparatively few 
“ operatives or artists, and are seldom touched in technical schools. The 
“ classes were very well attended, the instruction much appreciated, and 
“ good progress was made by jhe pupils. 

“ The work of the Art School has been very successfully carried on, 
“ and the steadily increasing attendance at the classes shows that the 
“ instruction given, which was decidedly good, is becoming more fully 
“ appreciated by the artisan classes. The classes on Saturdays, held 
“ specially for Secondary School teachers, were very successful, and should 
“ prove of much benefit to the teachers, many of whom come long dis- 
“ tances by train to the class. 

“ The opening of the class in practical elementary physics should do 
“ much to popularise this important subject, a sound knowledge of which 
“is fundamental to many of the other subjects taught in the institute. 
“ Attendance at this class should be made, if it were possible, compulsory, 
“ prior to admission to any of the other practical classes in science. 

“ The addition of the laboratory, equipped for practical work in 
“ mechanics, will be of much assistance in the teaching of applied 
“ mechanics, as, without practical work, it is very difficult for the pupils 
“ to obtain clear ideas of much of the matter dealt with in these classes, 
“while it will also enable them to carry out tests upon materials, 
“machines, &c., which would otherwise be impossible. 

“ The very large and attentive audiences at the lectures on commer- 
“ cial law and economics show that the importance of a commercial 
“education is now being fully recognised in Belfast, and it is suggested 
“ that some classes of a more elementary nature, on political economy, 
“machinery of business, or banking and currency, would be useful as 
“leading up to these lectures in future. 

“ The holding of examinations throughout the school for those not com- 
“ peting at the public examinations held by the Board of Education, City 
“ and Guilds of London Institute, &c., is noted with approval as useful 
“ to both the pupils and teachers as a means of showing them the progress 
“ made during the session. 

“ Londonderry County Borough. — With the exception of the appoint- 
“ment of a headmaster of the Science School, and the opening of some 
“ additional science classes, there has been no change in the scheme. 

“ The number of artisans attending the science classes is steadily in- 
“ creasing, and augurs well for the future. 

“ Owing to the difficulties about the site, the building of the new Tech- 
“ nical School has not yet been commenced. This is unfortunate, ag no 
“ development of the school can be effected till suitable class-rooms and 
“ laboratories are available.” 

Ulster Urban Schemes. 

“ Considerable progress has been made with the urban schemes in Ulster. 
“ The number of Technical Schools under the Local Authorities was 
“ increased from four in 1901-2 to eleven in 1902-3, and the number is 
“ still increasing. 

“ The attendance at these schools has been most satisfactory, and the 
“ increasing numbers of artisan pupils show that the instruction given is 
“ becoming more and more appreciated by the people for whom the schools 
“ are intended. 

“ A noticeable feature in the attendance this session is the increasing 
‘‘number of National School teachers. In some instances their attend- 
“ ance was so great as to demand the formation of special classes for 
“ them. 

“ The training of these teachers, though not the work of the Technical 
“ Instruction Committee, was readily undertaken by them, as they recog- 
“ nised the fact that until those teachers fully appreciated the require- 
>ents of artisans, the technical schools must still continue to give 
“ niuch elementary instruction, that ought to be given in the National 
‘ Schools, before they can provide sound instruction in any technical 
‘subject. 
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“ Armagh. — Owing to the difficulties experienced in obtaining suitable 
‘•'premises, the school was not opened till late in the session. Good 
“ classes, however, were then formed in building construction and draw- 
ing, carpentry and joinery, and cookery, and a useful beginning for 
“ future work lias been made. 

“ Ballymena. — During the session 1901-2, the attendance at the classes 
“showed that the school accommodation was quite inadequate for the 
“town. The Committee, therefore, at once set about obtaining larger 
“ premises, and were fortunate in securing a large substantial building 
“ of good appearance, and collected upwards of £300 locally to carry out 
“ necessary alterations. The new school when completed will provide 
“ good rooms for art, domestic economy, machine drawing, lectures, a 
“ science laboratory, and class-rooms and workshops, all of which were 
“ urgently required. 

“ Banbridge.—A useful beginning in the teaching of art, science, and 
“ domestic economy has been made. The Technical Instruction Com- 
“ niittee obtained, at an annual rent from the Libraries Committee, the 
“use of a large hall, which they furnished as a science laboratory, and 
“ also utilised it for classes in drawing and domestic economy. A large 
“ number of pupils were enrolled, and very fair progress was made. 

“ Next session it is intended to provide, if possible, more suitable 
“ accommodation for the classes in cookery, and also a workshop for 
“manual instruction. 

“Bangor. — A scheme was successfully put in operation this session. 
“Temporary school premises were obtained, and classes in drawing and 
“ commercial and domestic subjects were opened in November, which 
“ were well attended. 

“It is probable that the commercial classes will be the chief feature of 
“ this school in the future. 

“ Coleraine. — Steady progress has been made. The attendance at the 
“ science and art classes showed an increase of nearly 50 per cent, over 
“ that of the previous session. A class in painters’ and decorators’ work 
“was also opened this session, and it was much appreciated by the arti- 
“ sans in the town. 

“ The Committee are at present negotiating for a site, and are making 
“ arrangements for building a school which, it is hoped, will be ready for 
“ work towards the end of the year 1904. 

“ Dungcmnon. — A partial scheme was in operation during the session. 

“ The temporary use of a large hall was obtained, and classes were held in 
“ drawing, building construction, electricity, cookery, and shorthand. 

“A scheme for the County Tyrone has been formulated, and will be 
“ put in operation in the coming session. Dungannon has been incor- 
“ porated in this scheme, and will thereby be benefited by obtaining the 
“ services of better teachers than could be afforded when working alone. 

“ The Committee have also secured a large building with suitable rooms 
“ for school purposes. 

“ Ilolywood. — Most satisfactory arrangements were made with the 
“ governors of the Upper Sullivan School for the use of the school for 
“ Evening Classes, whereby both the Committee and the Governors were 
“ benefited. Classes were held in five science subjects, in drawing and 
“ clay modelling, cookery, dressmaking, and manual instruction, and a 
“ good session’s work has been completed. 

“ Larne. — The work begun in the previous session has been steadily 
“ carried on, and, in addition, new classes in science and drawing have 
“ been opened. 

“ .As yet the Committee have been unable to obtain suitable school prc- 
“ mises, and consequently have had to continue their arrangements with 
“ the Larne Grammar School and National Schools for the accommoda- 
“ tion of their classes. 

“ Lurgan. — The scheme prepared for the previous session, and which 
“ worked well, was adopted without change. Good classes were held in 

six science, two art, two technological, three commercial, and four 

domestic subjects, while two special classes in experimental science 
■' and drawing were held for National School and other teachers. The 
4 interest in the school awakened in the previous session remains un- 

abated, and satisfactory progress is reported. 
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“ Newry. — Though it was very late in the session when the scheme was 
“put in operation, a useful start has been made. A Principal was 
“ appointed, the old Town Hall obtained for school purposes, and intro- 
“ ductory classes in practical mathematics and elementary practical 
“physics were opened. 

“ The old Town Hall is a large stone building of handsome appearance, 

“ standing in a commanding position. When the alterations, at present 
“ in hand, are completed, Newry will possess a very fair school, containing 
“ both chemical and physical laboratories, lecture-room, art rooms, 

“ domestic economy room, manual instruction workshop, and class-rooms 
—all lofty and of good size. 

“There is every prospect of a good attendance next session, when the 
“ school will be completed and equipped. 

“ Portadown. — The Committee secured the old Fever Hospital as school 
“premises, which, though rather small, were in good. repair, and required 
“ no structural alterations for their immediate requirements. 

“ Classes were formed in the usual science, art, domestic, and com- 
“ mercial subjects, and also in electrical instrument-making and manual 
“ instruction, all of which were well attended. By the end of the session 
“ many of the class-rooms contained useful examples of the pupils’ work — - 
“ evidence of the practical nature of the instruction given— which was 
“ much appreciated. The success of the school is assured, and steady pro- 
“ gress may be expected. 

“ N cwtownoA'ds has formulated a scheme, appointed a Principal, and 
“ will start work next session. 

“ Coolcstoion, Omagh, and Strabane have joined with Dungannon, in a 
“ joint scheme, and will, it is expected, open Evening Classes next session. 

“ Armagh, Pglington, and Lurgan have classes working in connection 
“ with the Department, in addition to those directly under the urban 
“authorities, and it is satisfactory to note that the attendance in these 
“ classes has not been reduced by the other schools started in their neigh- 
“ bourhood.” 

Mr. Rich, reporting on the work in Munster, says : — 

Munster County Schemes. 

“ County schemes have been in operation over all Munster except 
“ County Kerry. 

“ Cork. — On account of its size and importance, Cork County requires 
“ special mention. The Technical Instruction Committee is a small one, 
“and it has accomplished an enormous mass of work, meeting weekly 
“ for a very long period. 

“ Evening Technical Schools have been established at Queenstown, 
“ Mallow, Midleton, Youghal, Skibbereen, Kinsale, Bandon, and Pas- 
“ sage, and in all classes promising beginnings have been made. Domestic 
“ economy classes have been held at ten centres, and itinerant manual 
“ classes in nine centres. Girls’ Technical Schools, working in accord- 
“ ance with Appendix C, have been in operation in Bantry, Kinsale, 
“ Queenstown, Macroom, Youghal, and Midleton, and, to improve lace 
“ design and work at these and other centres, an expert designer has paid 
“ visits lasting six weeks at a time. 

“A residential school of domestic economy has been established at 
“ Dunmanway, and an excellent course of work has been arranged under 
“ control of an expert teacher. Fourteen pupils (chiefly farmers’ daugh- 
“ ters) from various parts of the county were awarded scholarships after 
“ competitive examination, and they have now been at work for about 
“ six months. Should this school prove successful, it will greatly influ- 
“ ence female education in the country. 

“ North Tipperary. — The work has proceeded much on the same lines as 
“ before, but on a more extensive scale, as there have been two itinerant 
“teachers of manual instruction and two of domestic economy. The 
“ classes in experimental science and manual instruction at Roscrea con- 
“ tinue to do excellent work. A scholarship scheme for Secondary Schools 
“has worked well, 
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“ South Tipperary. — Itinerant instruction in manual work has proved 
“ only fairly successful at the six centres which have been visited. 
“ Domestic economy has created considerable interest at first, and large 
“ numbers have flocked to the classes, but attendance has not been as 
“ regular as could be desired. 

“ A basket-making school has been established at Carrick-on-Suir, and 
“ instruction has been given by a German teacher. The language diffi- 
“ culty lias much interfered with the progress of the work. 

“ Waterford. — Very successful classes in woodwork have been held in 
“ eight centres. Domestic economy has been only partially successful, as 
“ the teacher resigned in the spring, and the work has been in abeyance 
“ since. The Residential School of Domestic Economy at Dungarvan has 
“ gone on in a fairly satisfactory manner, but the programme of work 
“ followed is capable of improvement. 

“ Limerick. — The work in this county has been purely itinerant. One 
“ teacher in woodwork has worked four centres, and the two instructresses 
“ have visited eight towns. The attendance at' the manual work has been 
“ fairly good, and satisfactory progress made. In domestic economy 
“subjects, excellent attendances were secured. Cookery and laundry- 
“ work have been stopped by the resignation of the teacher after about 
“ three months work. 

“ Glare. — Appendix C classes have been carried on successfully at Kil- 
“rush and Ennis, particularly the former, and very good itinerant 
“ domestic economy classes have been held at Kilkee and Carrigaholt. 
“ Successful classes have also been held at Ennistymon and Newmarket. 
“ Manual instruction has made a fairly good start at Ennis in Day and 
“ Evening Clashes, and two rural centres have been visited also. The 
“ feature of the work this year is the extension of the benefits of the 
“ scheme to the rural districts.” 

Munster County Borough Schemes. 

“ Cork. — The work of the Committee and Principal has been mainly 
“ directed towards the establishment of complete courses of instruction in 
“mechanical engineering, science, and building trades subjects, and 
“ with that end in view, highly qualified whole-time teachers in the two 
“ first-named subjects have been appointed, and an excellent mechanical 
“ laboratory and small metal workshop have been equipped. Classes in 
“ carpentry, plumbing, painters’ work, cookery, and hosiery-making, 
“ have also been established. At all the practical classes, full attend- 
“ ances have been secured, and the artisans have supported the trades 
“ classes in a gratifying manner. This progress has been rendered pos- 
“ sible by the extra accommodation, which has been obtained by the 
“ acquirement of the Union Quay premises and a portion of the Model 
“ School. The scattering of classes is clearly undesirable, but under the 
“ circumstances no other course was open. 

“ The Art School continues much on the same lines as before, but a 
“ greater amount of advanced work has been done this year. 

“ Limerick. — Here also great progress is to be recorded. The scheme 
“ to which reference was made last year has been almost fully in opera- 
“ tion, and much good work has been done. The old premises at the 
“ Athenaeum have been kept specially for art work, and new classes in 
“ plumbing and carpentry. The chief technical work has been carried on 
“ at a large house, very centrally situated in George’s-street ; here physical 
“ and chemical laboratories, cookery kitchen, tailoring room, and several 
“ good class-rooms have been equipped. Better support than before has 
“ been accorded the classes, though a very marked falling off occurred in 
“nearly all classes towards the end of the session. The most successful 
“ classes were those in electrical work, taught by the Principal, and those 
“ in practical chemistry, wood-carving, tailoring, shorthand, and type- 
“ writing. The day art classes continue to be very poorly attended. 

“ An innovation has been the attempt to establish a day technical 
“ school. The idea is undoubtedly a sound one, but the beginning has 
“ been made under adverse circumstances, and if it is to succeed, many 
“ improvements will be necessary. A female technical school has been

"opened in excellent premises at Pery-square, under the charge of the 
"Sisters of Mercy. It was understood that this was to be a school of 
" domestic economy, but the main bulk of the work has so far been in 

“ hosiery and lace-making. . , , , . 

“ The organisation of so many new classes in different centres nas ln- 
“ volved an enormous amount of work, and it has been done most credit- 

& “Waterford.— Technical instruction remains very much at the same 
« level as before, and no great improvement may be expected until the 
“ central Technical School, which the Committee have decided to erect, 
“ is opened. The first step towards this has been taken by. the acquisition 
“ of an excellent site. Several causes have militated against the success 
“ of the Evening Technical Classes at Mount Sion, and they show a f all- 
“ ing off compared with last year. The School of Art has been slightly 
“ better attended, and somewhat higher work has been attempted, but 
“ there is a lack of life in the school. The provision of . an assistant 
“teacher, and better arrangements for lecture work on design and his- 
“ toric ornament, would undoubtedly improve the work. 

“ Domestic economy instruction is well provided for in the Female 
“ Technical School. The rooms are well suited for the work, and excel- 
" lently maintained, while instruction is of a high standard. Thanks to 
“ the exertions of the lady superintendent, several really poor girls have 
“had their condition in life raised, and a very considerable number of 
“pupils have secured employment direct from the school.” 

Munster Urban Schemes. 

“There are only three independent schemes in existence in Munster, 
“ namely, Clonmel, Tipperary, and Tralee ; the rest of the urban dis- 
tricts are included in County Schemes. 

“ Clonmel and Tralee have schemes which are, in most respects, lden- 
“ t'ical. In each case the Principal teaches the technological and science 
“ classes at a central school, where commercial work is also undertaken 
“ by local teachers. Domestic economy instruction is carried on at 
“ convents by teachers paid by the Technical Instruction Committees. At 
“ Clonmel an art teacher has also been employed, with success ; in fact, 
" a very good year’s work has been done in all branches. 

“ The building secured at Tralee is of a very temporary nature, but it 
“has been well equipped. A disappointing feature of the work has been 
“ the lack of interest taken by artisans connected with the building trades. 

“ The Tipperary scheme is a joint one between the urban and rural dis- 
tricts. The Evening Classes, which had proved unsuccessful the year 
“ before, attracted more attention this year, and were well attended. The 
“ establishment of scholarships for pupils in rural districts, to enable 
“ them to attend classes in agricultural chemistry on Saturdays, proved 
“ decidedly popular, and should lead to good results.” 


(3.)— The Training of Teachers. 


In all sections of technical instruction work the difficulty 
of obtaining a supply of efficient teachers has been very great ; 
and the difficulty in the case of each grade of school or class 
has had to be met in a special manner. It is advisable to 
report on the method of dealing with each separately. 


Owing to the quick and extensive development of the Tech- 
nical Instruction movement, to the formu- 
lation of some thirty Urban Technical 
Instruction schemes, independent of the 
county schemes, and to the establishment 
of Municipal Technical Schools in these urban districts, there 
was a considerable demand for experienced, as well as expert,

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instructors, and it was inevitable, in the circumstances, that 
the majority of these should have to be brought into Ireland. 
Iu the matter of selection, the local authorities have, as a rule, 
asked for the Department’s guidance. The Department have 
usually drawn up the advertisement , and from the applications 
received they have made a short list of candidates, who had 
the special expert qualifications necessary for the duties of the 
particular appointment. In general, the Department have 
endeavoured to put. on this list not so much expert teachers of 
science subjects as teachers who have had actual experience in 
the application of science to industrial processes. The candi- 
dates thus selected by the Department have been interviewed 
by the Technical Instruction Committee, and the final selection 
made by them ; the appointment being afterwards formally ap- 
proved by the Department. Such an arrangement has, on the 
whole worked very satisfactorily. While the immediate sup- 
ply has had to be met in this way, provision has however been 
made for the future. The Royal College of Science provides 
courses of instruction suitable for technological and for science 
teachers : the Metropolitan School of Art provides courses tor 
the training of both art and craft instructors ; and, m order to 
encourage able students to undertake a course of training to 
become teachers, Scholarships and Teacherships-in-Trainmg , 
tenable at the Royal College of Science and the Metropolitan 
School of Art respectively, are annually offered for competition. 
(See Dorms S 2 and S 33, at pp. 214 and 217.) 


The adoption of the Department’s Day Secondary School 
programme by 196 Secondary Schools 
Teachers : some large , requiring a staff of three 01 

Secondary Schools, four science and art teachers ; and some 
small and remote, requiring but a portion 
of the time of one teacher, who must, however, be qualified— 
led to a very large demand for teachers of science and art sub- 
jects, and this had to be met without disturbing the equilibrium 
of the existing educational system. 


There were, apparently, but two methods of procedure 
possible — 

(i.) To allow none but highly trained experts to teach 
Science and Art in Secondary Schools; and to wait at 
least a generation for the development of this system, and 
of its extension, so as to include, probably, half the num- 
ber of pupils now working through the Department s 
course of instruction. 

(ii.) The alternative method that was adopted by the 
Department. This was two-fold in idea : first, to secure 
a staff of qualified teachers to meet the emergency of an 
immediate and very wide extension of Science and Art; 
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secondly, to follow on more at leisure, through the help of 
Scholarships at the Eoyal College of Science and the 
Metropolitan School of Art, with the idea of the highly 
trained specialist. 


The first method would, possibly, not have been understood, 
and would certainly not have dealt with the existing situation ; 
and the indefinite postponement of the introduction of science 
teaching into all but a few’ Secondary Schools, would not have 
satisfied public opinion. The alternative method has met the 
difficulty. The main obstacle in the way of success of the 
second method was that, in the case of a fair proportion of the 
older teachers, their previous want of laboratory practice, and 
their work as teachers of literary or mathematical subjects, 
has led to a separation of hand and eye work from 
brain work, a serious difficulty to one endeavouring 
again to conjoin them. But, through much personal 
sacrifice and devotion to study on the part of the teachers, 
all but the insurmountable difficulties have been over- 
come, and from the 31st July, 1905, onwards, the Department 
will see a constant annual addition to the supply of permanently 
qualified and efficient teachers. The shortest course of instruc- 
tion for any one of these teachers will have been 500 hours — 
mainly in the laboratory — these 500 hours being spread over 
five summer courses of 100 hours each. A considerable pro- 
portion of the teachers will have had much more instruction 
than this minimum. Five hundred hours are equivalent to 
twenty hours’ instruction per week for a whole academic year 
of twenty-five weeks. In the interval between the summer 
courses the teachers obtain the best experience possible : they 
have to teach in their own schools the subjects which they 
have just studied. This practice may not, in the case of some 
schools , be altogether satisfactory for the students ; but the 
teaching will be as good, in most cases, as might be expected 
from a teacher with a pass degree in science ; and the practice 
in the school is excellent, from the point of view of training a 
permanent and efficient staff. With the experience of a ses- 
sion’s successes and failures the teachers return to further and 
higher courses year after year. 


The Summer Courses have now been fully organised. The 
Teachers- quality of the students, the class of 

Summer Course* teachers, and the kind of work, constitute 

these courses a system of instruction of 
a university standard. During the summer of 1903, 29 
teachers attended the course of instruction in the Preliminary 
Syllabus, First Tear, at the Eoyal College of Science. At the 
same institution 47 teachers attended the Special Third Year 
Course in Physics, 32 the Special Third Year Course in Chemis- 
try, 4 the Special Third Year Course in Botany, and 6 the 
Special Third Year Course in Mechanical Science. At Queen’s 
College, Belfast, 30 teachers attended the course in the First 
Year Preliminary syllabus, 36 the course in the Second Year 
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Preliminary syllabus. At the Christian Brothers’ Schools, 
Our Lady’s Mount, Cork, the course in the First Year syllabus 
was attended by 38 teachers, that in the Second Year syllabus 
by 19 teachers. Twenty teachers attended St. Andrew’s Col- 
lege, Dublin, for instruction in the Third Year Special Course 
in Chemistry, and 23 the Christian Brothers’ Schools, North 
Richmond-street, Dublin, for the course in the Second Year 
Preliminary syllabus. 

In addition to the courses at the public centres, the Depart- 
ment arranged for special courses of instruction in experi- 
mental science at Convent centres. These courses were 
attended by 134 nuns. 

The great number of students attending the Short Summer 
Courses necessitated the engagement of a very large staff of 
expert instructors. The staff for Experimental Science 
included Professor W. E. Barrett, F.R.s. ; Professor T.

The Professors in charge of each laboratory not only covered 
the ground sketched out in the Department s programme for 
day Secondary Schools, but aimed directly at bringing home 
to teachers the intentions of the Department as expressed m 
the prefatory note thereto. 

A provisional certificate of competency to teach the subject 
of the course in day Secondary Schools has been issued to those 
teachers who punctually and regularly attended the course of 
instruction, and successfully did the class work as testified by 
laboratory note-books and by the examinations— written, viva 
voce, and practical — which were held at the close of the courses. 

The number of teachers attending the science courses, and 
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the number of those who, as the result of attendance and pro- 
trress obtained the provisional qualifications to teach, are given

The short courses of art instruction were, with the exception 
of three courses in Convent centres , all organised at the Metro- 
politan School of Art, and the staff of instructors included — 
Mr. James Brenan, r.h.a., a.r.c.a. (Lond.) ; Messrs. George 
Atkinson, Hugh C. Chard, Daniel. Gould, Frederick Luke, 
a.r.c.a. (Lond.) ; W. M. A. Orpen ; Oliver Sheppard, r.h.a. ; 
and W. L. Whelan; and Misses Beatrice Elvery, Edith S. 
Emerson, Mary G. Houston, Alice Jacob, and Minnie Nagle. 

The courses of instruction in drawing was specially devoted 
to enabling the teachers to secure the Irish Secondary Teacher’s 
Drawing Certificate (see Circular 16, p. 240 of the Depart- 
ment’s Second Annual Beport ; but instruction of a more 
advanced character was offered to those teachers who were 
already qualified for this certificate, or who held higher cer- 
tificates.

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Teachers attending were informed that they must not regard 
attendance at these courses as sufficient qualification to give 
instruction in the Department’s programme of drawing, and 
that they should continue their studies throughout the winter, 
and present themselves for examination in the subjects included 
in the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Drawing Certificate at the. 
annual examinations of the Board of Education held in April, 
May, and June.

The provision of a supply of Manual Instructors for the 
purposes of Secondary Schools, and of 
Teachers: . itinerant County Classes, presented some 
Manual Instruction. p ecu p ar difficulties. No system of training 
teachers of manual instruction existed in Ireland ; and there 
was always a difference of educational opinion elsewheie as to 
the best mode of teaching this subject, whether by means of 
skilled artisans trained to become teachers, or by means of 
teachers specially trained in the use of tools. The Depart- 
ment resolved to try the plan of training skilled artisans to 
become teachers ; and with that end in view they have twice 
selected a number of young Irish artisans of good character 
and education, and have given them five months’ thorough 
preparation in the kind of work to teach, and in methods of 
teaching. Nineteen students selected by competitive exami- 
nation worked through the first course (1902), and eighteen 
similarly selected students worked through the second course 
(1903). Capable instructors were employed, and, at the close 
of each course, an examination was conducted by examiners 
fully acquainted with the standard of requirement elsewhere 
(Mr. J. C. Pearson, sometime Chief Instructor under the 
Liverpool School Board, and now Inspector of Schools under 
the Home Office; Mr) David Graham, Chief Instructor under 
the Edinburgh School Board; and Mr. W. Vickers Dixon, 
one of the Department’s Inspectors). The examiners reported 
that all the men who had worked through the course of train- 
ing were qualified to teach'. During the course of training the 
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Department paid each of the selected artisans 30s. per week as 
subsistence allowance, and in lieu of wages. In order to con- 
tinue the training of the Manual Instructors thus qualified, after 
they had had some experience of teaching, the Department 
arranged for short summer courses in woodcarving and model- 
ling, and in building construction, which were attended by 
thirty of these Instructors and by twelve other teachers in 
schools working under the Department. The courses were 
very successful. The staff of Instructors included — Messrs. 
Andreas Lang, John S. Seeds, Oliver Sheppard, b.h.a. ; 
3?. W. Sinclair, a.i.s.e. ; and George Thompson. 

The Department have also further extended the teaching in 
a new direction. The Chief Instructor, who had charge of the 
training classes, has been employed to visit the Manual In- 
structors at work during the Session 1903-4, and to discuss 
syllabuses of instruction, methods of teaching, and organisa- 
tion of courses, in such a way as to give as much constructive 
help as possible. The Chief Instructor continues his work in 
this way not as an inspector but as a teacher. 

A short summer course in manual instruction (woodwork) 
for teachers in Secondary Schools, similar to that held at the 
Christian Brothers.’ Schools, Tramore, last year, was orga- 
nised in July. The course was conducted by Mr. W. J. 
Hutchings at Tramore, and was attended by fifteen teachers. 

A provisional certificate of competency to teach the subject 
of the course in Day Secondary Schools has been issued to 
those who punctually and regularly attended and passed the 
examination in drawing and woodwork, held at the close of 
the course. The number of teachers who obtained this certifi- 
cate is shown in the following table : —

To carry on the teaching of domestic economy subjects- 
there was also an inadequate supply of 
Teachers: qualified teachers. The Kildare-street 

Bomestic Economy. School of Cookery had for some years been 

sending out annually a number of qualified 
teachers ; and the Department , in order to augment the sup- 
ply, have given, since April, 1901, twenty-seven scholarships, 
tenable at the Dublin School or at other approved Training 
Schools of Domestic Economy. 

The Department felt, however, that this was but a tem- 
porary expedient, and, with a view both to increasmg the 
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supply of trained teachers and of controlling the system of 
training, they have now become entirely responsible for the 
management of the Dublin School, which, it is hoped, has 
started on a new and more extensive career as the Irish Train- 
ing School of Domestic Economy (see Appendices, p. 251). 

The Department provided a summer course of instruction for 
teachers who already possess the Board of Education’s 
Diploma in Cookery. The course included lectures on phy- 
siology and hygiene, thrift, management, and cognate sub- 
jects. Twenty-eight teachers attended. The Instructors 
were • — Professor Anthony B,oche, m.R.c.p.i. , Messrs. J. A. 
Clarke, Denis McCarthy, James Meehan, _ Louis More 
O’ Farrell, F.R.c.s.i., O’Connell Sullivan ; and Miss O’Sullivan, 
B.A. 

In the autumn of 1900 the Department began to give direct 
aid to lace and crochet classes. Soon 
Teachers of Lace and afterwards, as a condition of aid, they in- 
Crochet Making sisted on a certain standard of qualifica- 

aml Design. tion on the part of the Instructor. They 

have endeavoured in other ways— by means 
of expert Inspectors, by competitions, by distribution of shapes 
and designs, by experiments in new combinations, and with 
new models, and so on, to improve the quality of the lace 
and crochet industry. Several conferences have been held 
at this office on the same subject. Her Excellency the 
Countess of Dudley has taken the greatest interest in the 
improvement of the lace and crochet industry, and has been 
present at the conferences , and in other ways has assisted with 
advice and with the loan of examples. . 

The importance of artistic arrangement and good design 
have been constantly .emphasised ; and to give further training 
to existing teachers the Department provided, in July, 1903, a 
short course of instruction at the Cork School of Art, a school 
which has long had an excellent reputation for lace and 
crochet making and design. Thirty-eight teachers attended. 
The Instructors were : — Mr. W. A. Mulligan, A.R.c.A. 
(Lond.) ; Mrs. Allen, and MisSes Mary Mahon, Ellen Ma-rron, 
Edith Percival, Jeanie Tobin, Amy Whitelegge, and Bella 
Whitelegge. . . , 

The object of the course was rather to improve existing kinds 
of work, than to introduce new forms of lace and crochet 
making. The instruction was confined to : — 

(a.) Limerick Lace, 
lb.) Clones Crochet, 

(c.) Raised Crochet, 

(cl.) Carrickmacross Lace. 

The lessons on each of these subjects involved instruction in 
technique, including the use of suitable materials; drawing, 
including the preparation of working tracings; and, in the 
case of those capable of profiting by such form of instruction, 
practice in design. 
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Certificates of proficiency were awarded at the close of the 
course to those who had attended regularly, worked well, and 
whose work was of a sufficiently high standard, as shown by 
the specimens produced during the class-lessons, and by tests 
of a written or practical character. 

The Board of National Education and the Department have 
arrived at an arrangement, by which the 
Training of National Department will approve of provision for 
School Teachers. the training of National School teachers to 
give instruction in elementary science 
being made part of a local scheme of technical instruction. 
The Department have also arranged for a system of inspection, 
examination, and certification of the teachers, who, by their 
attendance and progress, deserve recognition as qualified to 
give instruction in this subject in Primary Schools. (See 
Circular 27 (4), Appendices, p. 204.) 


(4.)— Centeal Institutions. 

Beference has been made in Part I. to the reorganization of 
the Boyal College of Science. The science and technological 
scholarships are mentioned on page 89. Pull details of these 
scholarships are given on the Department’s Porm S. 33, which 
is printed in the Appendices (see p. 217). 


Tile Metropolitan 
School of Art. 


The report of the Head Master of the Metropolitan School 
of Art will be found on page 406. The 
usefulness of the School has been greatly 
extended by the addition of craft classes 
in enamelling (and the art metal work in 
connection therewith), mosaic-work, and 
stained glass painting. By means of the scholarships offered 
for competition (see Porm S , 2 , page 214) , and of the summer 
courses for teachers, the School is now fulfilling a much wider 
purpose than it did some years ago ; and it is proposed at an 
early date to still further extend and widen its curriculum, 
chiefly in the direction of applied art. 


Hitherto the school in Ireland for the training of teachers 
in Domestic Economy was that known as 
The Irish Training the Ivildare-street , Dublin, School of 
School of Cookery, Laundry -work, and Dress- 

Domestic Economy, making. This school had been estab- 

lished, and was managed, by the Eoyal 
Irish Association for Promoting the Training and Employment 
of Women, and it was supported partly by a grant from the 
Department. The Department, with a view to inducing able 
students to undertake the course of training as teachers, have 
offered for competition as occasion appeared to require, during 
the last three years, scholarships tenable at the. School. In 
all, twenty-six scholarships were awarded during the first 
triennial period. For conditions see Form S. 89, page. 220, 
For some considerable time past the question of the training 
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of teachers of domestic economy has been under the Depart- 
ment’s consideration, and some time ago they arrived at the 
conclusion that it was desirable that they should have under 
their own control a school for this purpose — such work being 
too closely connected with the Department’s general scheme of 
instruction to entrust to the hands of any private or local 
Association, however well managed. The Board of Technical 
Instruction approved of the proposal, and as the Association, 
when the Department’s views were explained to them, met 
the Department in a very friendly and helpful spirit, the nego- 
tiations which were opened soon led to satisfactory proposals to 
transfer the management and property of the existing School 
to the Department. On the 1st August, 1903, the control of the 
School passed entirely into the Department’s hands. Since 
that date the curriculum and the conditions for obtaining a 
Teacher’s Diploma of the School have been completely re- 
vised. The internal appearance of the premises has been 
greatly improved, and extended provision has been made to 
meet the increased number of students to be admitted. The 
staff of the School has been very materially strengthened by 
the addition of four Instructresses, who hold first-class 
diplomas, and have had experience of the conditions under 
which instruction in the country must be given. Por the pur- 
poses of the elementary science teaching necessary to the 
proper understanding of the processes involved in cookery 
and laundry-work, and for the purposes of instruction in 
blackboard illustration of lessons, a special staff of experts has 
been engaged. This occasion should not pass without an 
acknowledgment of the excellent pioneer work done in con- 
nection with the School by the Royal Irish Association for 
Promoting the Training and Employment of Women. 


(6.) — Scholarships. 

The scheme of Scholarships, which is gradually being de- 
veloped, includes — ■ 

(1.) Scholarships from the Primary to the Secondary 
School, commonly called Junior Scholarships. 

(2.) Scholarships, commonly called Senior Scholarships, 
from the Secondary or Technical School to — 

(a.) The Royal College of Science ; and to 
(b.) The Metropolitan School of Art. 

(3.) Scholarships to residential schools of Domestic 
Economy. 

The Junior Scholarships have hitherto formed part of 
county schemes only, the County Com- 
Junlor Scholarships, mittee which aided in the establish- 
ment of laboratories and workshops in 
Secondary Schools being anxious that some of the able 
boys attending Primary Schools in remote districts should 
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be assisted to continue their education in schools where 
they would have the advantage of such practical provi- 
sion. As a rule, town boys have been excluded from the 
competition, the Secondary School being, to them, easy of 
access. In 1902-3 scholarship schemes were in operation in 
County Longford, Queen’s County, the North Biding of the 
County Tipperary, and in the Bural District of Tipperary, and 
they worked successfully. Carlow, Galway, Kilkenny, King’s, 
and Wexford counties have also incorporated scholarship 
schemes of this character in the schemes of Technical Instruc- 
tion for the Session 1903-4, but in the case of the four last- 
named the scholarships will not be awarded before June next. 
The scholarships are decided as the result of a competitive 
examination ; they vary in value from £1 to T15 , according to 
the remoteness of the district from a Secondary School ; they 
must be held at a Secondary School, and are renewable for a 
second and, in some cases, for a third or a fourth year, on a 
satisfactory report from the Department’s Inspector on the 
conduct and progress of the pupil. The Department conduct 
the competitive examination, and intimate the results to the 
Committees concerned. Bor general conditions see Galway 
County Scholarship Scheme (Appendices, page 262. 

The Boyal College of Science Scholarships are of the value 
of £50 per annum for three years, in addi- 

Senlor Scholarships, tion to free instruction at the College dur- 
ing the Associateship course, and third class 
railway fare for one journey each session, to and from Dublin. 

A Teachership-in-Training at the Boyal College of Science, 
Dublin, entitles the holder to free instruction at the College 
during the Associateship course (covering three years), a main- 
tenance allowance of 21s. per week for the session of about 
forty weeks each year, and third class railway fare for one 
journey each session to and from Dublin. (See Borm S. 33, 
Appendices, page 217). 

Bive Scholarships and five Teacherships-in-Training were 
offered for competition among students entering the Boyal 
College of Science in October, 1903. There were forty-eight 
competitors, as compared with thirty-one in 1902, and the 
average quality of the competitors has greatly improved in two 
years. The results of the competition show that excellent 
material is being attracted to the College. 

The Cork County Committee offered for competition two 
scholarships, value T60 per annum, tenable at the Boyal Col- 
lege of Science, the conditions of the competition being the 
same as for the scholarships offered by the Department, except, 
of course, that the competition was confined to candidates 
whose parents resided within the areas contributing to the 
Cork county scheme. 

The students being attracted to the Metropolitan School of 
Art are not yet of the same high average quality as those 
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attracted to the Royal College of Science. The Teacherships- 
in-Training at the School of Art entitle the holders to free 
admission to all the day and evening classes at the School ; to 
a maintenance allowance of 21s. per week during the session 
(about forty weeks), and to third-class railway fare for one 
journey to and from Dublin. 

The Cork County Committee offer to students from areas 
contributing to the scheme of Technical Instruction one 
Scholarship in Art, tenable, during the first year, at the Cork 
School of Art. The conditions of the competitive examination 
are the same as those for the Department’s Scholarships and 
the examination is held at the same time.

instruction. There are six residential schools in Leinster and 
Connaught at which such scholarships may be held ; three in 
Munster; but none in Ulster. In all, 133 residential scholar- 
ships were held during the Session 1902-3. 


(6.)— Drawing and Manual Instruction in Primary 
Schools. 

The Board of National Education is the usual channel of 
State-aid to Primary Schools. A small grant, however, in aid of 
drawing and manual instruction in Primary Schools not work- 
ing in connection with the National Board, formed part of the 
Science and Art Vote, the administration of which, in Ireland, 
was transferred to the Department on April 1st, 1901. Some 
ninety schools take advantage of the regulations for the dis- 
tribution of this grant ; and in this way the instruction in 
drawing of some 20 ,000 primary pupils comes directly within 
the Department’s control (see Appendices, p. 283). The 
Department’s Art Inspector, Mr. P. O’Sullivan, a.r.c.a., in 
reporting on the schools, says : — 

“ The general impression formed from the examination held in ninety- 
“ one schools is, that there is an improvement noticeable in freehand 
“ drawing, a slight improvement in scale and geometrical drawing, and 
“ that model drawing is poorly taught in most of the schools. It was 
“ found on inquiry that it is a common practice not to do any scale 
“ drawing or geometrical drawing for the first six months of the year, 
“ and it was suggested that freehand drawing or model drawing, and 
“geometrical drawing or scale drawing, should he taught at alternate 
“ lessons throughout the session. 

“ Visits of inspection without notice were paid to twenty-two schools 
“during the session.” 
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3 .— FISHERIES. 

The powers and duties of the Department in regard to the 
Irish fisheries continue to be exercised by the I lshe 
PSrinch whose Reports published this year (being Par| II. 
for 1901 and Part 1. for 1902) show in detail the state of the 
fisheries and give particulars of the operations carried on by 
fte Scb with a view to the present and future development 
of the industry. 

Sea Fisheries.

A considerable development took place m the lobster 

fisheries, owing to greater competition and the use of. foe in 

^The ^ D epartment continued to afford instruction in. the 
technical knowledge necessary to enable fishermen to under- 
take new classes of fishing. 

The system of telegraphic intelligence which has worked 
1 well in connection with the spring mac- 

Telegraphic Intelligence kerel, has . now been extended to the 
System. herring fisheries. As explained m the 

Department’s last Annual Report, it con- 
sists in the collection and distribution of information regarding 
the catch, weather, number of boats engaged, and general 
progress of the fishery. 

The experiments in oyster culture, commenced in 1901, were 
continued on a larger scale m 1902, at 
Oyster Culture. Burren, in County Clare, and at Ballyna- 
kill, in County Galway. The objects 
aimed at are the demonstration of the rate of growth of oysters 
on the western beds, and the relative value, for relaying pur- 
poses, of seed oysters derived from different sources, and dealt 
with in the case of each quality , by different methods of culture. 
A demonstration of the average mortality or loss from dinting 
is an important feature in the work, as is also the incidence 
of the spawning season in relation to physical conditions m 
successive years. With a view to eliminating the very con 
siderable loss which appears, from the earlier part of the ex- 
periments, to be inevitable in ordinary layings, an extension 
of the French caisse system has been tried. Ihe loss by 
drifting is eliminated, and the stock is handy for marketing, 
but it has yet to be ascertained -whether, under this system, 
oysters can be raised on our coasts to full marketable condition 
at a cost which will leave a fair margin of profit to the grower. 
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The results of all the experiments, so far as they have gone, 
are being tabulated for publication in the next issue of the 
Report on Scientific Investigations (Fisheries). A further 
experiment, dealing with the propagation and fattening of 
oysters in enclosed waters , has been commenced at Ardfry , in 
County Galway. 

Two licences to plant oyster beds were granted. 

The Department continued to respond to applications for 
loans to enable fishermen to equip them- 
Loans. selves and meet their various requirements. 

The amount advanced during the period 
under review was greater than that for the previous similar 
period. The repayments were most satisfactory. 

The Department’s steam cruiser “ Helga,” and, occasionally, 
the s.s. “ Granuaile,” exercised, as usual, 
Marine supervision over the fishing areas ; and 

Superintendence. their vigilance, combined with the effective 
legislative enactments now in force, has 
materially decreased encroachments by steam trawlers. Only 
one prosecution had to be instituted against the skipper of a 
vessel of this kind, and it resulted in the infliction of a fine 
of £25. . . . 

The ‘ ‘ Helga ’ ’ endeavoured to render assistance in an 
attempt to raise a fishing vessel which had sunk off Kilmichael 
Point, but the advent of very stormy weather compelled her to 
cease operations. 

Contributions towards the cost of erecting fishery piers , pro- 
viding landing accommodation for fisher- 
Fishery Piers. men, and works of that nature, have been 
offered by the Department to the extent of 
over £21,000 — on the usual condition that local aid be forth- 
coming. In some cases, however, the County Councils have 
not notified their acceptance or rejection of these offers. 

Inland Fisheries. 

The season of 1902 may be considered to have been a satis- 
factory one for the inland fisheries, and was noteworthy for 
the remarkable run of peal that took place in the majority of 
the rivers. The railway returns showed an increase of about 
30 per cent, in the amount of salmon and trout carried over 
their lines. 

The output from the salmon hatcheries was the largest on 
record in Ireland, and amounted to about 

Salmon Hatcheries. 6,000,000 fry. The Department erected 
a hatchery in the Lismore district on the 
Blackwater, and will subsidise it for a period of ten years. It 
is capable of turning out 2,000,000 fry, per annum. 
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Having regard to the relatively large public interests in the 
Waterford and Bandon districts, the De- 
protection : Salmon partment rendered the Boards of Con- 
Fisheries. servators financial aid in the work of 

preservation; and, in the Dublin district, 
offered a contribution on certain conditions which, up to the 
present time, have not been fulfilled. 


The scientific part of the Beport for the year 1901 was 
issued in April last, and deals with 
Scientific Research, many matters of economic and scien- 
tific interest. Amongst the former 
may be mentioned the exploration of the Porcupine 
Bank, which lies off the west coast ; a history of the 
Arklow oyster beds, with some important conclusions as 
.to the prospects of opening up a market, other than local, 
for oysters coming from that neighbourhood ; the results of 
the examination of Lough Neagh pollen, and the indications 
thereby furnished that the minimum size at which this fish 
reaches maturity is 8 inches (a limit recognised by the Legis- 
lature in the Pollen Act, which was passed in 1891). The 
records of salmon-marking experiments are very interesting. 
They would seem to point out, inter alia, that, in the case of 
lone river at least, some of the clean fish which run in 
the late autumn and winter remain in the fresh waters only 
for a very short time, and return to the sea without spawning. 


The Department endeavoured to obtain legislation having 
for its object the restriction of netting in 
Parliamentary f re sh waters ; the securing of control over 
Legislation. hatching operations in Ireland ; and the 
conferring of power on the Department to deal in a satisfactory 
manner with applications for change of close season. The 
measure met with opposition, with the result that it had 
to be dropped. 

The Department, however, were successful in obtaining 
substantial amelioration in the rates which the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board sought to impose on steam trawlers using the 
port. 

A Salmon Fisheries Bill, promoted by private members, 
having been referred to the Department for their observations, 
meetings of the Advisory Committee on fisheries and of repre- 
sentatives of the milling industry were held at the Depart- 
ment’s offices, and the provisions of the Bill thoroughly dis- 
cussed. As a result, it was considered that, in the event of 
legislation being undertaken, the existing law could be bene- 
ficially amended in a w'ay which would meet the views of both 
the milling and fishing interests, 
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Many public inquiries were held, some of which eventuated 
in the passing of by-laws. I 7 or instance, 
Departmental certain restrictions which were placed 

Legislation. on the taking of mussels in Belfast 

Lough were found to be no longer 
necessary,' and were removed. The area on the east coast 
which was protected from steam trawling was further con- 
siderably extended. The date of the opening of the herring 
fishing off the North Donegal coast was fixed at the 1st of May, 
so as to prevent injury to the main spring .fishing by the capture 
of early fish in poor condition. 

■ By-laws were also passed affecting the use of nets in the 
Maigue river and at the mouth of the Slaney. 

In many cases complaints were received from the occupiers 
of mills that the obligations imposed by 
Mills. the fishery laws operated harshly on them ; 

and bearing in mind the importance to 
the country of both industries, relief was very generally 
afforded by the exercise of the powers of exemption which are 
vested in the Department. 

4.— STATISTICS AND INTELLIGENCE. 

It will not be amiss to define briefly the scope of the work of 
this Branch. 

It is nowadays recognised that a Bureau of Statistics and 
Intelligence performs some of the most important functions 
which can be exercised by a State Department in regard to 
agriculture, industry, commerce, and education. The growing 
intensity of foreign competition and the centralisation of the 
markets of the world render it essential that the latest and 
fullest information on all matters pertaining to their industry 
should be at the disposal of our agriculturists and manufac- 
turers, while the publication of full and trustworthy trade 
statistics is of the first importance in connection with the 
administrative work of the Department. With the object of 
effectively fulfilling these purposes, the Department organised 
a Statistics and Intelligence Branch. The main functions of 
this Branch are : — 

1st. To co-ordinate and centralise the collection, prepara- 
tion, and publication of the more strictly economic statistics 
relating to Irish agriculture, fisheries, industries, and trade 
heretofore divided amongst four distinct Government Depart- 
ments in Ireland. 

2nd. To secure the collection, preparation, and publication 
of a fresh set of important statistics relating to imports and 
exports, technical education, rural industries, and allied 
matters not yet undertaken by any existing Irish Department. 

3rd. To serve as an Intelligence Bureau for the Department, 
with the duty of editing its publications, and keeping in direct 
touch with kindred State Departments in other countries and 
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the Colonies, so that Irish farmers and the industrial com- 
munity generally might be kept abreast of the causes and con- 
ditions of the progress and success of their competitors. 

4th To undertake the despatch-work of the Department, 
with the duty of issuing the Journal, the numerous Parliament 
tarv and other Reports, Bulletins, Leaflets', Schemes, Porms, 
and miscellaneous publications of the Department-. 

- Section 2 of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ire- 
land) Act, 1899, provides, inter aha y for 
i -Statistics. the transfer to the Department of “ the 
powers and duties of the Registrar- 
General for Ireland and the Irish Land Commission, with refer- 
ence to the collection and publication of statistics relating to 
agriculture, and of returns of average prices of agricultural 
produce.” The collection and publication of the banking, 
railway, and shipping statistics of Ireland (hitherto done m the 
Registrar-General’s Office) have also, since the creation ot the 
Department, been transferred to this Branch of the Depart- 
ment . In pursuance of these duties , the following Reports and

1 These Reports jointly represent about 700 octavo pages oi 
closely printed text and statistical tables. It : may be state d 
that over 30,000 of these publications were distributed by the 
Department. Efforts are being constantly made to render 
these returns more generally interesting and intelligible by the 
insertion of charts, diagrams, and maps, lUustratmg special 
features, and it is believed that some success has attended these 
efforts. It has been remembered, moreover, that a Depait 
nsent such as this must, in some degree, be guided, m its ad- 
ministrative action, by careful analysis of ; the- statistics at its 
command , and no pains have been spared to .secure accuracy 
and promptness of publication At the same tame, < : has been 
borne in mind that, apart from the intrinsic difficulty of 
seriously altering methods of collecting and tabffiating . statis- 
tical returns which have been employed for a great number 
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of years, there is the obvious danger, in adopting any such 
course, of breaking the continuity of a series of tables, and 
thus minimising their value for purposes of comparison. How- 
ever, improvements are being gradually introduced as they 
suggest themselves. A reference to the several reports above 
mentioned will show the nature of those improvements. 

Regarding the important question of trade statistics for 
Ireland, to which allusion was made in last year’s Report, it 
may be stated that this Branch undertook the work of collect- 
ing these statistics as from the 1st January, 1902, and that 
they have been regularly collected month by month since. 
The returns are obtained, in the case of the large majority of 
Irish ports, from the Port and Harbour authorities, and in the 
case of certain other ports from sources more or less official. 
Some of the smaller ports have been unable, as yet, 
to supply the statistics, but the Superintendent of Statistics 
and Intelligence Branch is in negotiation with the authorities 
of these ports, to see if the returns, or at least an estimate of 
the trade of the ports in question, cannot be obtained. 

■ The compilation of these statistics for the first time, involving 
as it does, the need of careful classification of the returns ; the 
ascertaining of values and weights of commodities exported and 
imported, where one or other of these is not given in the 
returns ; the making of an estimate of the actual weights or 
quantities described by such vague terms as “ bags,” “ sacks,” 
“ boxes,” “ packages,” &c., employed in the various branches 
of trade as technical terms, and often varying in quantity, 
weight, and measure, according to the contents, is, of course, 
a far more serious and troublesome thing than will be the 
preparation of subsequent returns. The Port and Harbour 
authorities who are now furnishing returns, are supplying 
full lists of imports and exports; the figures, given in their 
first returns, however, can only be regarded as affording a 
basis for estimating the particular quantities, and in most 
cases they are unable to provide the data necessary to deduce 
these figures — such as tares, net weights contained in boxes, 
barrels, &c. ; the separation of commodities grouped under 
general names, e.gr . , “groceries,” &e. It was accordingly 
found necessary to correspond direct with the traders, and this 
has proved a matter of considerable difficulty and delay as 
the Port and Harbour authorities were reluctant to disclose the 
names and addresses of the principal exporters and importers. 
Owing, therefore, to these difficulties in compilation it has 
been considered advisable to postpone the issue of a report on 
these statistics, until the figures for the year 1903 are available, 
and even then it is feared the returns will not be absolutely 
exhaustive, but every effort will be made to have them as 
trustworthy and full as possible, and their shortcomings will 
be carefully pointed out, so that the danger of drawing false 
inferences from them may be avoided. They will at least be 
of such a character as to permit of a fair insight into the course 
and character of Irish sea-borne trade. 
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In regard to the intelligence side of the work of this Branch 
it may be pointed out that a good deal of 
II.— Intelligence. such work is necessarily occupied in cor- 

respondence and enquiries intended for the 
use of the officials of the Department, and consequently that 
the actual published output of the Branch represents but a 
small portion of its labours. Since the Department’s last 
Annual Report was issued five numbers of the official 
Journal of the Department have been published, and 
the publication is growing in popularity. With a view 
to extending its sale amongst the class for whom it 
is primarily intended the price of the Journal has been 
reduced to 6 d . , which is a very low charge for a journal of the 
kind, considering the amount of matter contained in each 
issue (180-200 octavo pp.), and the manner in regard to illus- 
tration, type, &c. , in which it is presented. Each issue of the 
Journal continues to contain special articles on Agricultural, 
Industrial, and Technical matters, in addition to digests of 
returns, foreign returns, &c. , and an important series of statis- 
tical tables.

Many of the important articles in the J ournal are now re- 
issued and distributed gratis in the form of reprints ; for in- 
stance, the special articles, “ The Teaching of Boot and Snoe- 
making,” “ Sanitary and Mechanical Engineering, 
nical Education for Bakers and Confectioners,” The Manu- 
facture of Portland Cement,” “The Technical Education of 
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Printers,” and ‘‘ A School of Navigation,” were thus reprinted 
and distributed free to those- teachers and others particularly 
interested in the subject treated on. 

The dissemination of knowledge amongst farmers by means 
of leaflets and bulletins forms a very important part of the func- 
tions of this Branch. Seven new leaflets were issued during the 
period covered by this He port on the following subjects : G-apes 

in Poultry, Basic Slag, Dishorning Calves, Care and Treatment 
of Premium Bulls, Powl Cholera, Winter Battening of Cattle, 
Breeding and Deeding of Pigs. Bulletins on such subjects as 
“ The Annual Audit,” “ The Estimation of Fat in Milk and 
Cream,” and ‘‘ The Bacon-curing Industry in Denmark,” were 
also issued and several of the earlier leaflets were re-issued in a 
revised form. The despatch and distribution of these leaflets 
and bulletins (nearly a million were issued in the year under 
consideration) continues to be an important part of the duty of 
the Branch, as from 50,000 to 250,000 copies of each leaflet are 
now distributed, and the mailing list of the Department contains 
at present upwards of 9,000 individual names. To many of 
these persons large supplies of each leaflet are sent for distri- 
bution. The Branch must again acknowledge the valuable 
co-operation of the Press of Ireland in bringing home to those 
whom they may concern the lessons of the Department s 
publications. 

During the year a catalogue of the Departmental (Reference 
Library was prepared, and a very large number of British, 
Foreign, and Colonial Reports bearing on agriculture, 
tries, and allied subjects, were received and classified. In addi- 
tion, all the printed publications of the Department some of 
them in Irish — were seen through the Press by officials of this 
Branch — a duty involving an immense amount of labour m 
editing, proof-reading, and revision. 

Within the period covered by this Report the Department’s 
publication, ‘‘Ireland: Industrial and Agricultural,” was 
re-issued by this Branch. This work has been received with a 
remarkable unanimity of approval by the Press, and is having 
a very wide sale. It is hoped that by means of the information 
contained in the book the country will be enabled to realise the 
general character and bearing of the Department’s work. The 
second edition of “ Ireland : Industrial and Agricultural,” is 
practically a new book. No fewer than 250 pages of entirely fresh 
matter have been added ; quite a dozen of the original articles 
have been re-written, and considerably amplified, and every 
contribution has been revised and, as far as possible, brought 
up to date. In addition a full index has been appended. The 
new contributions include articles on the brewing and distilling 
industries, the bacon-curing industry, the milling industry, the 
leather and tanning industry, the Derry shirt-making industry, 
Irish canals, the Royal Agricultural Improvement Society of 
Ireland, and the North-West Agricultural Association. The 
book is still, no doubt, imperfect, if considered as a complete 
survey of Ireland’s economic resources ; but, within its neces- 
sary limits, it presents, perhaps, a fuller and a fairer statement 
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of the actual industrial position, of this country than is con- 
tained in any other single volume. It is interesting to note, 
that portions of the original Handbook were translated into 
French, German, and Modern Greek. 

The Department, partly in conjunction with the Executive 
Committee of the Cork Exhibition of 1902, took advantage of 
the holding of the Exhibition to organise conferences on 
various subjects. Thus, an Industrial Conference was held on 
October 22, 1902, and following days, and a series of papers by 
experts on such important subjects as “ The Utilisation of the 
Water-power of Ireland,” “ Transit Problems,” “ Irish Clay 
Working and Pottery Industry,” ‘‘The Milling Industry of 
Ireland,” “ Mine and Quarry Development in Ireland,” 
“ State-aid to Industry,” “ Bacon-curing,” “ Glass-making,^ 
“ The Utilisation of Peat,” “ The Boot and Shoe Industry, 
&c. , &c., were read, and were followed by valuable discussions-. 
The papers have been collected and published, and they form 
not only a helpful compendium for all interested in Irish indus- 
trial development, but also a useful supplement to Ireland : 
Industrial and Agricultural.” 

A Fruit Culture Conference, and an Inland Fisheries Con- 
ference were also held, and reports of their proceedings were 
issued as bulletins. 

5— VETERINARY. 

A detailed account of the work performed by the Depart- 
ment’s Veterinary Branch has already been given in the sepa- 
rate Report, which was issued earlier in the year, of Proceed- 
ings under the Diseases of Animals Acts for the year 190-. 
(Cd. 1583—1903). It is therefore unnecessary to go over the 
ground already covered by that Report, and very few obser- 
vations will suffice here. . 

The freedom of Irish cattle from any of the contagious 
maladies coming within the operation of the Diseases of 
Animals Acts, 1894 and 1896, and the Orders made m pur- 
suance thereof , was one of the features to which special promi- 
nence was- given in the separate Report above referred to. It 
is gratifying to be in a position to state that immunity from 
those cattle diseases still continues. 

Horses in Ireland have for a long time past enjoyed a high 
degree of freedom from serious contagious disease. There 
were only eight outbreaks of glanders among the horses m this 
country during the year 1902-3. Reference has already been 
made in the separate Report above mentioned, to the most 
important of these outbreaks, which occurred among a number 
of army remount horses, part of the stock bought in America 
towards the end of the South African war and diverted to desti- 
nations in the United Kingdom when it was found that hos- 
tilities had concluded. The strict and long-sustained pre- 
cautions which were taken by the Army authorities, in con- 
sultation with this Department, and which have been described 
in that Report have, it is hoped, averted the danger at hrst 
apprehended from the outbreak. 
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With regard to swine, strenuous efforts continue to be made 
for the suppression of swine fever. The Disease Returns show 
a still further decline in the number of confirmed outbreaks 
of this very insidious and infectious disease. The figures

In regard to sheep scab , which is still so widely prevalent 
both in Great Britain and in Ireland, a. Bill was introduced 
into Parliament in the present year to empower the Board ol 
Agriculture in Great Britain and this Department m Ireland 
to make Orders under Section 22 of the Diseases of Anima s 


Act, 1894 . 

Bor prescribing, regulating, and securing the periodical 
treatment of all sheep by effective dipping, or by the use 
of some other remedy for sheep scab. 


Provision is also made enabling local authorities to provide , 
fit up and maintain portable dipping tanks, or (with the sanc- 
tion of the central authority) dipping places, and to afford the 
use thereof and of all necessary appliances and materials m 
connection therewith to the public on such terms and con- 
ditions as the local authority may think fit. 

The Bill has now become law. 


In connection with this subject it may be mentioned that 
towards the end of April, 1903, the Board of Agriculture in 
Great Britain appointed a Departmental Committee to mve.-> i- 
gate experimentally and to inquire into and report upon . 

1. The composition and essential constituents of effi- 
cient dips and other preparations for the treatment and 
dressing of sheep, and their effect upon the animal tieate 
or dressed and upon the parasites and other organisms lor 
the destruction of which they are used. 


2. The methods in which such dips and other prepara- 
tions should be employed, and the appliances and facilities 
requisite for the purpose. 


3. The times and intervals at which sheep should be 
treated or dressed, regard being had — 

(a.) To the life-history and characteristics of the sheep- 
scab acarus and of the other parasites and organisms 
of sheep which require external treatment ; and 
( b .) To the practical conditions under which sheep-farm- 
ing is carried on ip various parts of the Dinted 
Kingdom. 
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On this Committee Ireland is represented by the Depart- 
ment’s Assistant Secretary in respect of Agriculture, the Chief 
Inspector of the Veterinary Branch, and Mr. Matthew Flana- 
gan, J.P., of Tomona, Tulsk, County Roscommon. 

The Committee have held several meetings, have taken the 
evidence of a number of witnesses, and are proceeding with 
the experimental investigation. 

6.— TRANSIT AND MARKETS. 

Under this head, as was explained in previous Reports, are 
grouped such matters as relate to the Department’s action in 
connection with — 

(1.) The supervision of the arrangements as prescribed 
under the Diseases of Animals Acts for the transit of live 
stock. 

(2.) The aiding and facilitating of the carriage and dis- 
tribution of produce. 

(3.) Railway rates. 

(4.) The enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs 
Acts as regards such articles of food as butter, margarine, 
and milk. 

(5.) The Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act, 1893. 

(6.) The Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 
1887 and 1891. 

A staff of Travelling Inspectors, consisting of one Superin- 
tending Inspector and three other Inspectors, are entirely 
occupied in the discharge of the inspection duties arising out 
of the subjects specified in the above subheads (1) to (4). 

(a.) Transit of Animals. 

In this section is comprised the inland conveyance of animals 
as well as the carriage of live stock coastwise by water — traffic 
which is to a very large extent conducted under statutory regu- 
lations. The arrangements made by the several carrying 
companies for dealing with the traffic are supervised by the 
Travelling Inspectors attached to the Veterinary Branch of 
the Department, particulars of whose work in this respect 
will be found in the Report already issued by the Department 
under the Diseases of Animals Acts for the year 1902 
(Cd. 1583 — 1903). It will, therefore, not be necessary to treat 
this subject at length here ; but it may, however, be of interest, 
to mention that during the year 1902 the numbers of animals, 
conveyed over the railways and by the steamships of the dif- 
ferent companies were much in excess of those carried the- 
previous year. 
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( b .) Teansit of Buttes. 

In pursuance of the powers vested in them under Sections 
5 and 30 of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Iie- 
land) Act, 1899, the Department have continued to collect in- 
formation as to the condition in which Irish butter is placed 
on the markets, and also in regard to the facilities which are 
provided by the carrying companies for the conveyance of 
consignments of this substance to their destinations m this 
country or in Great Britain. The Transit Inspection Staff 
observe carefully the provision made by the railway and ship- 
ping companies for dealing with the butter traffic, and report 
as to the manner in which the suggestions contained m the 
Circulars, issued by the Department to the Irish carrying com- 
panies, with respect to the preparation of butter for transit and 
the treatment of consignments of this substance, have been 
adopted. These Circulars are printed m the Appendices 
to the Department’s First Annual General Deport. It appears 
from the Inspectors’ reports that a steady improvement has 
taken place in the construction of the boxes used for the car- 
riage of Irish butter to the markets, and that consignors are 
more careful than formerly in seeing that the packages present 
a clean appearance. Still, it must be admitted that many ex 
porters do not as yet seem to realise fully the advantages which 
would undoubtedly accrue from despatching consignments in 
strongly constructed and neatly finished .boxes and firkins, and 
from having the consignments adequately protected from rain 
and from the heat of the sun when being conveyed to the rail- 
way and shipping premises. Many instances of the use ox 
boxes constructed of fragile material, of the employment of 
badly, fitting lids, and of the absence of covers of canvas or 
other suitable material to keep the packages m a clean condi- 
tion, have come under the notice of the Department s Inspec- 
tors, and in each case a communication in the matter has been 
sent to the traders concerned, together with a copy of the sug- 
gestions (issued by the Department to consignors of lnsn 
butter, and printed in the above-mentioned Deport) m regard 
to the preparation of packages of this produce for the market. 
The use of unseasoned wood in the manufacture of boxes lor 
the carriage of Irish butter is one of the factors which have 
affected detrimentally the butter industry of this country, the 
investigations of the Inspectors further indicate that an inferior 
description of parchment paper is not infrequently used to 
enclose the butter in the packages. It is represented tnai 
butter enclosed in such parchment paper, and conveyed m 
boxes constructed of unseasoned wood, is liable to become 
tainted and to lose its proper colour. Beneficial results have 
already followed the representations made by the Department 
to consignors in regard to the preparation of packages of butter 
for the markets of Great Britain, and there is room for hope 
that a continuance of the pressure applied in this direction will 
remove many of those obstacles which have hindered the lull 
developing at ef the Irish butter industry. Some doubt ywh 
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seem to exist regarding the necessity, or even the desirability, 
of employing canvas covers to prevent butter packages from 
being soiled during transit ; but the actual advantages gained 
when the package arrives at its destination in a clean condition 
more than counterbalance the cost involved in providing the 
cover. The boxes in which Canadian butter is largely imported 
into Great Britain are somewhat similar to those used for the 
conveyance of Irish butter, and are, it appears, usually encased 
in canvas. This precautionary measure of covering butter 
boxes with suitable material seems most desirable in instances 
where the packages are subjected to much handling during 
transit. 

Improved facilities have been afforded by Irish Carrying 
Companies during the year for the conveyance of consign- 
ments of butter. On two of the principal railway lines 
additional refrigerator vans have been made available for the 
carriage of butter, while on certain other lines specially con- 
structed waggons are used for this traffic. Ordinary wag- 
gons are, however, still solely utilised on some of the smaller 
lines for the transit of butter; but in these cases it would 
appear that precautions are as a rule taken to ensure that the 
vehicles are in a clean condition when employed for this 
purpose. The Department’s Inspectors are careful to report 
any instances which may come under their observation of the 
improper handling of consignments of butter, or of the loading 
of the butter into railway vehicles which are in any respect 
unsuitable for this traffic, or in which are placed articles 
likely to taint the butter. Such instances are invariably com- 
municated to the companies concerned, for suitable action. 
The Department are glad to state that the Irish Carrying and 
Cross-Channel Companies, speaking generally, pay due atten- 
tion to the Department’s representations, and appear to be 
most anxious that not only butter, but other perishable pro- 
duce, should be dealt with carefully and expeditiously while 
in their hands. 

A conference was held at the offices of the Department in 
February last, between representatives of the Department and 
of Bailway and Steamship Companies. Among other matters, 
the mode of packing and handling Irish butter was discussed, 
with a view to determine what improvement could be effected 
in the condition in which this article is placed on the English 
markets. Several suggestions in regard both to the packing of 
butter for the markets and to the conveyance of this produce 
by rail and steamer were made, and it is hoped that the discus- 
sion will be productive of good results. 

With a view of obtaining precise information in regard to 
the arrangements made by the English Carrying Companies for 
dealing with the Irish butter traffic in the year 1902 , two of the 
Department’s Transit Inspection Staff visited, in the months 
of July and August of that year, the principal ports and sta- 
tions on the routes by which Irish produce is forwarded to the 
British markets. The Inspectors, during their visit, took the 
opportunity of eliciting the views of buyers of Irish produce ia 
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the principal English centres with regard to the quality of 
Irish butter and to the condition in which this produce is now 
placed on the markets. Through the courtesy of the officers 
of the carrying companies the Department’s Inspectors were, 
on arrival at ports in Great Britain, permitted to board certain 
vessels engaged in the conveyance of agricultural produce from 
Irish ports. The holds of the vessels where the butter was 
stored are reported to have in every instance been cool, clean, 
and free from any odours which would be likely to affect in- 
juriously the produce. In all cases which came under the 
observation of the Inspectors the storage of the produce ap- 
peared to have been most carefully carried out, and no packages 
seemed to have received injuries in transit. While it is gratify- 
ing to be in a position to mention the special care which was 
exercised by the carrying companies in dealing with this class 
of Irish produce, the Department regret to have to observe 
that on the majority of the English lines of railway visited 
special vans do not appear to be employed for the conveyance 
of butter, and that on one of the lines over which large quan- 
tities of butter are carried, the produce is loaded in trucks used 
for the transit of cattle, and in certain instances in flat waggons 
provided with tarpaulin covers. It is. evident that butter 
carried for comparatively long distances in cattle trucks, espe- 
cially in warm weather, is liable to damage owing . to the 
odour which arises from these vehicles, notwithstanding the 
fact that they may have been cleaned after use for the con- 
veyance of animals, and it is only reasonable to expect that 
under the warm rays of the sun the temperature in trucks 
closely covered with tarpaulin is higher than that which is 
suitable for butter traffic. Difficulty is often experienced in 
the summer months in maintaining at a suitable temperature 
closed waggons in which butter is conveyed, and many English 
merchants who were consulted on the subject of the facilities 
for the butter traffic in Great Britain were unanimous in the 
opinion that much benefit would result to the Irish butter trade 
if English carrying companies provided an increased number 
of refrigerator vans for this large volume of traffic. 

Several extensive dealers in butter gave expression to the 
view that during the previous tw r elve months a marked im- 
provement had been effected in the manner in which Irish 
butter was marketed, boxes of a more substantial character 
being employed, canvas covers being more extensively used, 
and the butter itself being more carefully packed. The In- 
spectors also ascertained from various sources that butter pro- 
duced in creameries where ice was employed possessed superior 
keeping qualities to the article manufactured in creameries in 
which ice is not utilised, and stress was laid on the advisability 
of having cold storage provided for butter at the principal Irish 
ports. 

Inquiries as to the methods employed in the packing of 
foreign butter intended for the British market, and to the facili- 
ties for the conveyance of this produce to its destination, were 
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conducted in Great Britain by two members of the Inspector 
Staff towards the close of the period covered by this Beport. 
These Inspectors were afforded an opportunity of observing the 
arrangements for the carriage of butter from the Continent to 
one of the principal northern English ports, and of witnessing 
the actual unloading of the produce. One steamer, which carried 
a large quantity of Danish butter, was, it appears, fitted with 
refrigerating apparatus, and the butter, which was stowed in 
compartments where the temperature was stated to be 40° 
Fahr., was packed in every instance in clean white casks. 
The care exercised in handling the produce on being dis- 
charged from the ships was a very noticeable feature on this 
occasion. At Liverpool and Manchester the Inspectors were 
enabled to institute a comparison between the receptacles used 
respectively for the conveyance of Irish and foreign butter to 
the English markets. The foreign casks and boxes examined 
were constructed of well-seasoned white wood, and had a neat 
and inviting appearance. The absence of this neatness in 
the case of many packages of Irish butter gives foreign pro- 
duce a considerable advantage in commanding a ready sale 
in the markets, and Irish consignors should adopt adequate 
precautions to ensure that the packages reach their desti- 
nation in the best possible condition. Merchants in Man- 
chester who were consulted on this matter, concurred in the 
view that the uncleanly state of many packages of Irish butter 
on arrival at their destination largely contributes towards a 
reduction in the price of the article.- These merchants, while 
fully acknowledging the improvements recently effected in the 
marketing of Irish butter, recommended that, in order to 
enable butter made in Ireland to compete successfully with 
that of foreign origin, canvas covers should be more generally 
adopted, a better quality of vegetable parchment paper 
employed to wrap the butter, and harder and better seasoned 
white wood used in the construction of the boxes in which the 
butter is consigned. Most of these suggestions had already 
been brought under the notice of butter consignors by the 
Department, and every opportunity will continue to be taken 
to press these views on the attention of consignors. 

Having regard to the importance of Manchester as a market 
for the sale of Irish creamery butter, the Vice-President of the 
Department, accompanied by a member of the Transit Inspec- 
tion Staff, had a special interview in February last with the 
Produce Section of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce. 
The principal object of the interview was to ascertain "the posi- 
tion of Irish butter in the Manchester market as compared 
with the best qualities of foreign and colonial butter, and to 
learn what action it might be practicable to take with a 
view to secure a better standing in the market for this pro- 
duce. Suggestions of the nature already mentioned above 
were made with regard to the removal of defects which are 
reported to have prejudiced the status of Irish butter in the 
Manchester market. The need for filling each cask in such a 
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manner that no empty space should remain at the top was 
also referred to ; and an opinion was expressed that the practice 
which seems to obtain in certain instances of holding butter 
for an increase in the market price of this commodity was an 
undesirable proceeding. It was recommended that butter 
should be marketed according as the produce was prepared, 
and that the storage of butter for any length of time should 
be adopted only in exceptional cases. 

Attention was also drawn to the advantages which would 
accrue to Irish farmers from the introduction of the system of 
winter dairying. Under the present arrangements it was 
noticeable that the absence of a supply of Irish butter during 
the winter months caused many importers in England to limit 
their purchases in summer of butter made in this country, as 
they wished to continue in close touch with foreign traders 
who were in a position to supply them with butter throughout 
the entire year. The re-opening of the trade in Irish butter 
at the commencement of each summer could only be made by 
selling at a rate lower than the quality of the article justified, 
and in this way the Irish butter industry became less profit- 
able. Apart altogether from the benefits which would result 
from securing in the markets of Great Britain a steady sale, 
with, possibly, somewhat increased prices, the introduction 
of winter dairying on any large scale, necessitating, as it does, 
the growth of crops suitable for feeding cattle during that 
season, and the employment of a considerably increased num- 
ber of persons in the cultivation of the land producing these 
crops, would possibly assist in the solution of some of the 
economic problems with which the people of this country are 
confronted. One Co-operative Society has, it appears, by pay- 
ing an increased price for milk in the winter months , striven to 
induce farmers to maintain a winter supply of milk, and, it 
may be mentioned, the Department are taking all practicable 
steps to encourage the introduction of winter dairying in dis- 
tricts suitable for this industry. 

The treatment of consignments of produce while being trans- 
ferred to steamers at the Irish ports has received special atten- 
tion. A marked improvement has, it appears, taken place in 
the methods of handling consignments of butter, comparatively 
few cases of carelessness in the transfer of the packages having 
come under the notice of the Inspectors during the period. 
Some instances have, however, occurred of butter being placed 
in close proximity to foul-smelling articles while awaiting ship- 
ment, and in all such cases representations were made to the 
companies concerned. 

A few of the vessels engaged in this traffic possess refrigerat- 
ing plant. In other instances ice in tubs is used in the ship’s 
compartments, but in the large majority of cases no such means 
have been adopted for keeping the holds of the vessels at a 
suitable temperature. 

Several complaints as to unreasonable delay in the carriage 
of consignments of butter despatched to traders in England 
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were received by the Department. In each instance inquiries 
were instituted as to the cause, and if it transpired that the 
delay was due to unsuitable' arrangements for the conveyance 
of the produce or to negligence on the part of the servants 
of any of the carrying companies, the matter was brought 
under the special notice of the company concerned, with a view 
to obviate further similar cause of complaint. As the practice 
of sending consignments under mark is responsible for many 
of the delays in the delivery of the produce, it is very desirable 
that consignors should send their packages in all cases fully 
addressed. 

Much advantage to the Irish butter trade would result from 
the adoption of a standard thickness in the wood used in the 
construction of the casks and boxes utilised for the conveyance 
of butter, and the Department are at present making inquiries 
respecting this matter. The Department regret to learn that 
there has scarcely been any improvement in the class of box 
used by traders for carrying butter purchased in country mar- 
kets to the Irish merchants’ stores. Special attention was 
drawn by circular to the unsuitableness for the conveyance of 
butter of many of the boxes which were observed by the 
Inspectors at several railway stations in this country. 

(c.) Transit or Eggs. 

During the year the Department’s Transit Inspection Staff 
continued their observations in regard to the manner in which 
cases of eggs are prepared for transit to the markets, and also 
with respect to the methods adopted by the servants of the 
Carrying Companies in dealing with this traffic. The Inspec- 
tors, who have instructions to report all instances which come 
under their notice of improper packing or handling of the 
cases, were frequently present when consignments of eggs 
were being loaded into railway waggons or into steamers. 
Extracts from such reports are communicated to those con- 
cerned, and an opportunity is thus afforded for taking action 
with a view to prevent further instances of carelessness in the 
preparation of the cases for market or in the treatment of the 
consignments during transit. It vras observed that many 
traders persisted in employing for the purposes of the egg traffic 
cases made of such light material as to be unequal to the strain 
of ordinary transit, or so defectively constructed as to permit 
of the contents being pilfered. Much damage has been in- 
flicted on the Irish egg industry through the actio-n of 
exporters in despatching eggs in such cases, and after close 
investigation of the several causes which operate against 
the more marked success of this trade, the Department can 
only conclude that indifference in this important matter is, in 
a very large measure, responsible for the injuries sustained by 
packages in course of transit by rail or sea. Representations 
are made to the consignors of cases which are noted by 
the Inspectors as being carelessly packed, or in any respect 
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unsuitable for the conveyance of eggs. This action has had 
some beneficial influence on the advancement of the egg trade 
in this country; and the Department are not without hope 
that the continuance of the methods of procedure so far pur- 
sued will in time effect a more marked improvement in the 
marketing of eggs. Many egg consignors seem to be either 
unaware, or else take no heed, of the injurious results that 
spring from the use of damp straw or musty hay for the pack- 
ing of consignments. Eggs packed in such substances lose 
their proper flavour , and this deterioration in quality causes a 
considerable diminution in the market price of the article. In 
order that consignments of eggs may be placed on the market 
in a fresh condition, it is essential that the material in which 
the eggs are packed for transit should be in all respects suitable 
for the purpose, and after full inquiry into the matter the 
Department recommend the adoption of the practice, which 
experience has proved eminently successful, of packing eggs 
for the markets in new oaten straw or specially prepared wood- 
wool. Care should also be taken to ensure that the eggs are 
fully protected at the sides and ends of the packages from 
possible injury during transit ; and in this connection it may 
be remarked that the Inspectors have reported many instances 
which have come under their notice, of inattention on the 
part of packers to this precautionary measure. Packing in the 
open air in wet weather is also represented to be a frequent 
cause of deterioration in the value of eggs, and the practice 
of having frail and ricketty cases returned again and again to 
the consignor for re-filling, has also had a detrimental effect on 
the demand for Irish eggs, owing to the dirty and uninviting 
appearance which the cases present after much use, and to their 
being incapable of affording due protection to the produce in 
transit. 

At the conference which took place between the representa- 
tives of the Department and of the Bailway and Shipping Com- 
panies in February last, and of which mention has already 
been made, the principal subject for consideration was the 
question of taking concerted action for the purpose of having 
eggs prepared for transit in such a manner as should, with the 
exercise of proper care on the part of those handling the pro- 
duce, ensure the arrival Qf the consignments at their destina- 
tions in good condition. The representatives of the companies 
seemed to consider that the boxes usually used for this traffic 
were badly constructed, too unwieldy, and too varied in pattern 
— at least nine different kinds of case being employed by con- 
signors of Irish eggs. Stress was also laid on the need for an 
improvement in the methods of packing and on the extreme 
desirability of recommending suitable types of packing case to 
egg traders for adoption. Mention was made of the uncleanly 
condition in which eggs are not infrequently sent to the 
English markets, and of the absence in many instances of any 
general system of grading eggs before being so consigned. 
The Companies , it was stated , were prepared to take all feasible 
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action with the object of having Irish agricultural produce 
placed on the English markets in as good a condition as similar 
produce sent to Great Britain from continental countries. 

When in Great Britain upon different occasions in 1902 the 
Inspectors of the Department consulted several merchants as 
to the condition in which cases of Irish eggs reached the British 
markets during the year, and were given to understand by 
these traders that the cases were received in a better state than 
formerly. It appears that the cases were, on the whole, better 
packed, and that a better description of receptacle was now 
used by many consignors. The claims for damage to cases of 
eggs while in transit are understood, as regards at least two 
of the principal Carrying Companies, to have decreased very 
materially during the year 1902, a circumstance which, the 
Department think, may fairly be attributed in large measure 
to the efforts made by them to effect an improvement in the 
marketing of this produce. Members of the Inspection Staff, 
when in Great Britain, observed that the cases received from 
the Continent almost invariably contained twelve hundred 
(1,440) eggs, and were of the long flat description. The cases 
were firmly constructed, neatly finished, and were in some in- 
stances provided with openings at the sides so as to facilitate 
lifting, and thereby minimise the chance of breakages. Certain 
merchants in Great Britain , whose views on the Irish egg trade 
were elicited, favoured the more extensive use of the twelve 
hundred case , constructed on the plan of those employed for the 
conveyance of Continental eggs to Great Britain. These cases 
possess divisional boards in the centre, and when filled wdth 
eggs are capable of being sawn across, forming two half-cases, 
each containing six hundred eggs. The condition of the egg 
industry in Denmark formed one of the subjects of an inquiry 
which vs'as conducted in the early portion of the current year by 
a deputation appointed by the Department to visit that country . 
The deputation , in their report on the several more prominent 
features in the development of the agricultural industry in 
that country, have furnished much useful information in regard 
to the collection and distribution of Danish eggs. It appears 
that a considerable increase has taken place during the past 
ten years in the egg trade of Denmark, and hopes are enter- 
tained by the Danish people that further success can be 
achieved in making the egg industry still more profitable 
to their country. The increase in this trade is attributed 
to the system of mutual help which has attained such pro- 
portions in Denmark, and to the great care which is exercised 
in the several operations of sorting, grading, examining, and 
packing eggs for exportation. 

The information derived from the various sources above-men- 
tioned led directly to the conclusion that Irish eggs would 
secure a better sale in the British markets if the cases used 
for the carriage of the eggs were uniform both as to dimen- 
sions and construction ; and it was decided to recommend that 
the cases should be made so as to hold six hundred and twelve 
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hundred eggs respectively. A circular, in which were specified 
the dimensions of the cases suitable for the conveyance of these 
numbers of eggs, was accordingly prepared and issued in the 
month of June, 1903, to consignors. A copy of the circular,- 
which also contains a number of suggestions for the better 
packing and conveyance of the eggs, will be found in the 
Appendices (see p. 367). 

It is reported that in certain instances dealers adopt the 
practice of withholding eggs from a particular market in the 
hope of subsequently securing an increased price for their 
consignments, with the result that the eggs, when they reach 
the markets, are not fresh, and are often quite unsound. This 
short-sighted mode of procedure is one of the causes which 
have operated against the more pronounced success of the egg 
industry of this country. 

( d .) Transit of Fowl. 

Several reports have been received from the Transit Inspec- 
tion Staff as to the arrangements for the conveyance of live 
fowl to the markets in Great Britain. It appears from these 
reports that considerable room for improvement exists in regard 
to the construction of the crates used for this traffic, and that 
in many instances sufficient care is not exercised in packing 
them. The excessive height of the compartments and the 
absence of the requisite sub-divisions of the layers in many 
of the crates, are, it is understood, sources of much damage 
to the fowl, as these defects in construction cause the 
birds to crush each other whenever the crates are not kept 
in a horizontal position. Many instances have been observed 
where greater numbers of fowl have been placed in the 
crates than these receptacles could hold without injury to 
the birds, and one case has been brought under notice in which 
an exporter of fowl was convicted and heavily fined for the 
offence of overcrowding live fowl in crates despatched to the 
Dublin market. The adoption for this traffic of a uniform size 
of crate with a cubic capacity to contain a fixed number of 
birds would, it is considered, be of much advantage to the trade 
in live fowl, and the Department are at present collecting 
information as to the class of receptacle w T hich would prove 
most suitable for the purpose in view. 

It is understood that as a result of overcrowding in defec- 
tively constructed crates, birds have frequently been found 
dead on the arrival of the consignments at their destination. 
Bowl merchants in Great Britain, who have been interviewed 
by a Transit Inspector on the subject of this traffic, express the 
opinion that increased care is exercised by the servants of the 
carrying companies in handling consignments of live fowl. 

-(e.) Transit of Bruit. 

Visits were paid by the Transit Inspectors during the season 
to those stations from which fruit is despatched to the markets, 
and inquiries were conducted as to the arrangements made by 
the carrying companies for dealing with this traffic.

During the course of these visits the Inspectors learned that 
in certain areas, where fruit culture is rather extensively prac- 
tised, there had been a considerable decrease during the season 
in the traffic in plums and apples, owing to the yield being 
much under the average for these crops — a circumstance 
attributed to the unfavourable weather which was experi- 
enced in the early portion of the season. At one of the prin- 
cipal fruit-receiving stations in the Armagh district the rail- 
way company have provided increased accommodation in order 
to meet the demands of the fruit traffic, and they have made 
special vans available for the better conveyance of this produce. 
These vans run with passenger trains, and no complaints 
have, it appears, been made by growers with regard to 
delays or damage to the consignments in transit. It may 
be of interest to mention that considerable quantities of black- 
berries and other wild fruit were, during the season, despatched 
from different parts of Ireland to G-reat Britain. The black- 
berries were usually packed for transit in large watertight 
casks. 

(/.) Transit of Fish. 

During the first two years of their existence the Department , 
owing to the attention which the requirements of the butter 
and egg industries demanded, were unable to deal to any 
marked extent with the question of the manner in which fish 
is placed on the market by Irish consignors. The Inspectors 
have had under observation the methods of handling the con- 
signments when being placed in the railway waggons and 
steamships. 

It appears that the boxes used in certain instances for the 
conveyance of fish were put together rather insecurely, and 
were not furnished with rope handles, or provided with any 
arrangement which would facilitate the lifting of the con- 
signments in the course of transit. Bepresentations were, in 
one instance, made by the Department with regard to the 
difficulty necessarily experienced by the servants of Carrying 
Companies in dealing with consignments of fish despatched in 
boxes of this description , and it was recommended that with a 
view of preventing damage to the fish in transit, rope handles 
should be fitted to boxes employed for this traffic. 

During the year some of the Transit Inspectors visited 
Grimsby Docks and witnessed the methods of dealing with 
the fish traffic forwarded by rail from that great centre of the 
sea-fishing industry. The information thus acquired will, it 
is considered , be of much use to the Department in connection 
with the further inquiries which it is proposed to make in 
regard to the conveyance of fish by rail in this country. 

( g .) Transit of Cream. 

Department’s Inspectors, in the course of the year 
1902, observed that quantities of cream were despatched from 
some of the Irish ports to different centres in Great Britain. 
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The cream is generally forwarded in large cans, and is con- 
veyed to the ports by passenger trains. _ Owing to the circum- 
stance that cream sent to Great Britain is unavoidably sub- 
iected to considerable handling in transit, consignors should 
ensure that the cans in which the substance is despatched are 
strongly constructed and provided with close-fitting lids. 

( h .) Transit of Pork and Bacon. 

The Inspectors have in the course of the year procured much 
useful information with regard to the methods of packing pork 
and bacon for transit, and to the facilities afforded by the 
Carrying Companies for the conveyance of consignments of 
these articles. A very large proportion of Irish bacon is made 
un in bales for the markets— the American practice ot packing 
sides of bacon in boxes apparently not being ^favoured by 
consignors of bacon in this country. While m Great Britain, 
towards the close of the period to which this Report relates, 
the Department’s Inspectors had an opportunity of witnessing 
the unloading of consignments of bacon imported from Den- 
mark. The bacon was securely packed m canvas, practically 
in the same manner as Irish bacon, and thus the chances ol 
damage to the consignments during their transfer from the 
steamships to the vehicles of the Railway Companies appeared 
to be reduced to a minimum. 

( i .) Railway Rates. 

Many complaints of alleged unfair or excessive charges for 
the conveyance of agricultural produce were received dunn 0 
the course of the year, but in no instance were the circum 
stances found, on full investigation, to be such as called to 
the exercise of the powers vested in the Department' Linder 
Section 17 of the Agriculture and Technical Instructio: n ( 
land) Act, 1899, of appearing as complainant on behalf of any 
persons aggrieved in reference to any matter (other th n a 
matter affecting the Postmaster-General) which the Railway 
and Canal Commissioners have jurisdiction to hear and dete^ 
mine. In several cases the apparently unreasonable sums 
charged were, on inquiry, found to be due to t < e ac ; i 
consignors in despatching -the produce m quantities nut exp^ 
ing 3 cwt. , or in neglecting to avail themselves of thp facilities 
provided for the carriage of the consignments by goods tram, 
but in every instance in which the Department considered hat 
representations could properly be made to the compame 

cerned, the necessary action was taken. mterven- 

Some examples of the class of cases m which ^ “terven 
tion of the Department was followed by successful re ™lts, may 
be mentioned. A reduced rate was obtained for the con y 
of butter consigned from certain stations on the line of one oi 
the principal railway companies. A reduction was effected n 
the charge^ for the conveyance of maize from the port of 
to a number of stations on another leading company s line. 
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The scale of head rates in force on many of the lines of railway 
for the conveyance of cattle was put into operation over cer- 
tain other Irish lines. Reduced rates have been fixed for 
the carriage of horses between certain places, and for the con- 
veyance of potato barrels used in connection with the early 
otato-growing industry. Rebates have also been obtained in 
respect of charges made on consignments of different commodi- 
ties and the Department are in correspondence with the com- 
panies on the question of a reduction of the rates on several 
articles of produce. 

The Department have for -some time past been engaged in 
the wort of procuring information as to the through rates in 
force for the carriage of butter, eggs, and bacon from stations 
in Ireland to the principal markets for such produce in Great 
Britain. Lists of through rates which apply to the transport of 
produce from certain Continental ports to various centres in 
Great Britain and in this country, are also being obtained. _ 

It may be mentioned that resolutions have been received 
from local bodies expressing dissatisfaction with the charges 
for the carriage of Irish produce, and suggesting the institu- 
tion of an inquiry into the rates which apply respectively to 
the conveyance of Irish and Continental produce to the mar- 
kets. The investigations which are being made at the instance 
of the Department in regard to the charges for the carriage of 
Irish and Continental agricultural produce should go far to- 
wards meeting the wishes in this regard of the bodies who 
adopted the above-mentioned resolutions. 

(j.) Sale of Food and Dbtjgs Acts. 

The enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts in 
Ireland is primarily imposed upon the 
Local Authorities. Councils of the several boroughs and ad- 
ministrative counties. These local autho- 
rities are vested with very full and comprehensive powers 
in regard to the prevention of fraudulent transactions in 
connection with the sale of articles coming within the defini- 
tion of the terms “ food ” and “ drug,” and they are required 
under Section 3 of the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1899, to 
put these powers into force from time to time as occasion 
may require, to appoint a public analyst, and, in particular, 
to direct their officers to take samples for analysis. In pur- 
suance of the powers in question, the local authorities of the 
thirty-three administrative counties have entrusted the per- 
formance of the duties of Food Inspector to members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, of whom, as has been stated in the 
Department’s Report for the year 1901-2, more than 500 are 
employed in the work of securing that the provisions of the 
Statutes are duly observed. Considerable activity is displayed 
by these Inspectors in the prevention of fraudulent trans- 
actions in such substances as butter, margarine and milk. The 
copies of analysts’ reports which are received each quarter 
from the local authorities are of much advantage to the Depart- 
ment in connection with their supervisory functions under the

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Statutes by enabling them to determine the districts m which 
room would appear to exist for a more energetic working of the 
Acts. Whenever there is reason to believe that benefits would 
result from a more vigorous, enforcement of the provisions of 
the Act in any county, the Inspectors of the Department are 
instructed to discuss the matter with the officers of the local 
authority concerned, and also with the Constabulary authori- 
ties of the county, and in this way the Department have been 
instrumental in having larger numbers of samples taken for 
analysis in certain administrative areas. On comparing the 
returns supplied for the past year to the Department as respects 
the working of the Acts in the thirty-three administrative 
counties, with the figures which apply to the previous year, 
it is found that while in the year 1901 1,929 samples of 
butter, 65 samples of margarine, 190 samples of cheese, 26 
samples of margarine-cheese, and 4,497 samples of milk, were 
taken for submission to the Public Analysts, in the year 1902 
the number of specimens of butter obtained in those areas for 
analytical purposes stood at 2,916, of margarine at 78, of cheese 
at 316, of margarine cheese at 6, and of milk at 4,791. It will 
be observed that a reduced number of samples of margarine 
cheese was submitted during the year 1902 ; but the rather 
marked activity displayed as regards margarine cheese in the 
year 1901 may be accounted for by the circumstance that 
within the year the special attention of the local Inspectors was

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directed to a district in which transactions in this substance 
were believed to have been rather extensively effected without 
due observance of the labelling regulations. The table on 
pp. 114-115 gives, by counties, the particulars as to the number 
of samples taken for analysis, prosecutions instituted, convic- 
tions obtained, and penalties imposed during the year 1902. 

As regards the enforcement of the Act in the eleven boroughs, 
the local authorities of the boroughs of Belfast, Clonmel, 
Drogheda, Dublin, Kilkenny, and Londonderry, employ local 
officers in the capacity of Food Inspectors. In the boroughs 
of Cork, Sligo, and Wexford, the duty in question is assigned 
to members of the Boyal Irish Constabulary; while in the 
remaining boroughs, Limerick and Waterford, local officers, 
together with members of the Boyal Irish Constabulary, act 
as b Inspectors. The total numbers of samples of milk and 
butter submitted for analysis during the year 1902 differ but 
very slightly from the figures given in the return for the 
previous year. A reduction has taken place in the numbers of 
samples both of margarine and cheese analysed in the year 
1902, as compared with the year 1901, while no sample of mar- 
garine cheese was taken for analysis in these areas during the 
year 1902. The following statement gives detail as to samples 
taken, prosecutions instituted, and convictions obtained in the 
several boroughs during the year 1902

the Acts, have continued the employment 
of a special officer for the purpose of obtaining samples of butter 
and margarine for analysis. The appointment of such an 
officer was in the first instance prompted by the consideration 
that in many cases the taking of samples at certain places by a 
Departmental officer would assist the local authorities in pre- 
venting fraudulent transactions in butter and butter-like sub- 
stances, and the beneficial results which have followed from 
this course of action have more than justified the Department 
in the assignment of a special officer for the duty mentioned. 
The officer, during the portion of the year 1901 (April to 
December) in which he was employed in the taking of samples, 
obtained in 19 counties and 5 boroughs 302 specimens 
of butter and 16 specimens of margarine for analytical pur- 
poses. Twenty prosecutions were instituted, 18 convic- 
tions obtained, and penalties totalling T66 13s. 6 d. were im- 
posed The commission of offences in connection with the 
sale of 27 samples, out of the entire number purchased, 
would seem to indicate that much margarine was still 
sold in Ireland either as butter or in contravention of the label- 
ling clauses of the Margarine Act, 1887. A slight improve- 
ment, as respects the observance of the regulations govern- 
ing sales of margarine, would, however, seem to have taken 
place in the year 1902, when 690 samples of butter and 
32 samples of margarine were obtained by this officei for 
analysis, and offences reported to have been committed 
in connection with the sale of 45 of the articles purchased. 
Some of these samples of butter were purchased in open 
markets from farmers, but in all these cases the butter on 
analysis was found to be genuine. The local authorities, to 
whom the results of the analyses of the several samples were 
communicated, undertook prosecutions in .33 cases, 24 con- 
victions were secured, and penalties amounting to *30 0s. 10 d. 
inflicted. The samples were obtained in 37 administrative 
areas — 33 counties and 4 boroughs.

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In accordance with the provisions of Section 9 of the Mar- 
garine Act, 1887, as amended by Sections 
Registration of 5 and 7 of the Sale of Food and Drugs 

Premises. Act, 1899, every manufactory of margarine 

or margarine cheese and every premises 
wherein the business of wholesale dealer in margarine or mar- 
garine cheese is carried on must be registered by the owner or 
occupier thereof with the local authority from time to time in 
such manner as the Local Government Board may direct. 
The local authority is required to notify forthwith to the 
Department the registration of a manufactory or of any pre- 
mises utilised for the purpose of wholesale transactions in mar- 
garine or margarine cheese. 

The officer who is charged by the Department with the duty 
of taking samples has from time to time reported cases in 
which traders who appeared to conduct wholesale transactions 
in margarine had not registered the premises so utilised. Cases 
of this kind are also brought under the notice of the Depart- 
ment by members of the Transit Inspection Staff, together 
with instances in which traders have ceased to utilise the regis- 
tered premises for wholesale dealings in margarine. Com- 
munications with regard to all such matters are addressed by 
the Department to the local authorities concerned, with the 
result that a certificate of registration is issued, or an existing 
certificate cancelled, according as the circumstances of each 
case may demand. Premises are registered with twenty- 
two authorities for the manufacture of, or wholesale trans- 
actions in, margarine and margarine cheese. The number of 
manufactories, particulars of the registration of which have 
been supplied, stands at the figures as given in last year’s 
Eeport, viz., 7 manufactories of margarine, and 2 manufac- 
tories of margarine cheese ; while the number of premises 
registered as being utilised for wholesale dealings in margarine 
has been reduced from 148 to 137. The following table 
indicates the administrative areas in which registrations have 
been effected, and specifies the number of manufactories or 
premises of wholesale dealers in each area : — ______

Under Sections 7 and 24 of the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 
1899, every occupier of a manufactory of 
Register: Inspection margarine or margarine cheese, and every 
by Department’s wholesale dealer in such substances, is re- 
Officers. quired to keep a register showing the quan- 

tity and destination of each consignment 
of such substances sent out from his manufactory or place of 
business, and this register must be open to the inspection of 
any officer of the Department. Inspectors are accordingly in- 
structed to make periodical visits to the premises of wholesale 
dealers and manufacturers with the object of ascertaining 
whether the statutory requirements in regard to the Register 
are duly observed. Any irregularities which come under the 
notice of the Inspectors relative to the keeping of the prescribed 
register are reported to the Department, who in all cases repre- 
sent to the traders at fault the necessity for carefully complying 
with the requirements of Section 7 of the Act in this matter, 
it may be mentioned that comparatively few instances of 
failure on the part of dealers to keep the register in the proper 
manner have come under the notice of the Inspectors during 
the year. 

In accordance with the Margarine Act, 1887, the word Mar- 
garine includes all substances, whether compounds or other- 
wise, prepared in imitation of butter, and whether mixed with 
butter or not , and no such substance can be lawfully sold except 
under the name of Margarine, and under the conditions set 
forth in that Act. The Department’s Inspectors, however, 
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report that substances prepared in imitation of butter continue 
in certain instances to be placed on the market under a deno- 
mination other than that of margarine, but measures have been 
adopted with a view to ensure that retail and wholesale dealers 
in the substances in question fully conform to the regulations 
which apply to retail and wholesale transactions in margarine. 

(;&.) Fertilisebs and Feeding Stupes Act, 1893. 

The machinery which this Statute provides for the preven- 
tion of fraudulent sales of articles used for fertilising the soil 
or as food for cattle does not seem to have been utilised during 
the year to any considerable extent by agriculturists in this 
country. While many reasons have been offered in explanation 
of the apparent unwillingness of farmers to seek the protection 
of the Statute, the formalities prescribed in the taking and 
submitting of samples for analysis to the District Analyst, and, 
possibly, the fact that a fee has to be paid for the analysis, 
would appear to constitute the principal barriers, so far as indi- 
vidual farmers are concerned, against the effective working of 
this enactment. Few agriculturists are, it seems, prepared to 
study carefully the regulations for procuring a sample of a fer- 
tiliser or feeding stuff for submission to the analyst, and repre- 
sentations have been made to the Department as to the advisa- 
bility of the adoption of measures with a view to simplify the 
work of taking samples. The regulations for this purpose are 
the same both in Great Britain and in this country , and must 
necessarily be somewhat elaborate in view of the substances 
involved, and of the fact that regard must be had to the inte- 
rests of the seller as well as of the purchaser. 

Suggestions for the amendment of the Act in certain respects 
have also been made. The Act, however, applies to the United 
Kingdom, and any question as to its amendment is one in 
which the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries of Great Britain 
are concerned as well as this Department. The entire subject 
is at present under the consideration of that Board and of the 
Department. 

During the course of the year it was brought under the 
notice of the Department that vendors of fertilisers and feed- 
ing stuffs neglected in many cases to supply purchasers ot 
these articles with the invoice required by the Statute. It 
would appear that some sellers were not fully aware of the 
obligations imposed upon them as regards the giving of the 
invoice, and with a view of removing any misconception that 
existed on this head, the Department in January last issued a 
circular to vendors of fertilisers and feeding stuffs, pointing 
out the nature of the invoice required in the case of the sale i oi 
a fertiliser or a feeding stuff coming within the scope ot the 
Statute, and indicating the offences the commission ot which 
by the trader rendered him liable to certain specified P ena ™®®' 
A copy of this circular is printed in the Appendices (see p. abb). 
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The quarterly reports which are received from the analysts 
showing the results of the analyses made 
Reports by by them during such periods in pursuance 
Analysts. of the Act, indicate that samples were 

submitted from only eighteen out of the 
forty-four administrative areas (thirty-three counties and eleven 
boroughs) in this country. The circumstance that the Act was 
during the year inoperative in twenty-six areas, while much to 
be regretted , cannot be ascribed to any want of information on 
the part of agriculturists as to the facilities which the Statute 
affords for obtaining analyses of fertilisers and feeding stuffs. 
The Department have circulated extensively the leaflet which 
was in the year 1901 prepared for the purpose of giving details 
in regard to the procedure in taking advantage of the provisions 
of the -Act, and the Itinerant Instructors in Agriculture have 
repeatedly urged upon farmers the desirability of having 
samples of artificial manures taken for analysis. In the year 
1901, seventy-two samples of fertilisers and thirty-nine samples 
of feeding stuffs were taken and submitted to the District 
Analysts, and in the following year a slight increase took place 
in the numbers of specimens of fertilisers and of feeding stuffs 
analysed under the Act, which stood at seventy-eight and forty- 
four respectively. The subjoined statement shows the admi- 
nistrative areas in which these samples were taken, together 
with the number of samples submitted from each : —

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It was suggested in the circular letter which was issued by 
the Department in October, 1901, to the 
Local Bodies. Secretary of each County Council, that a 
definite system of sampling fertilisers and 
feeding stuffs should be established in each county , and that 
the duty of obtaining samples of these articles for analysis 
should be assigned to the Secretary of the County Committee 
of Agriculture. Action on the lines of this proposal was taken 
in a few counties, and in the case of one of these counties much 
activity has been displayed in procuring samples of fertilisers 
and feeding stuffs for analysis. 

The Councils of certain of the boroughs, at the suggestion 
of the Department, decided to appoint an officer for the pur 
pose of sampling fertilisers and feeding stuffs. It is, however, 
open to the County Committees of the counties which lie ad- 
jacent to the boroughs, to arrange for the purchase of ferti- 
lisers and feeding stuffs at the premises o f dealers in the urban 
areas, a course which has been adopted with satisfactory results 
by one Committee. 

Prosecutions for offences under the Act may be instituted by 
the person aggrieved or by the Council of a county or borough 
or by any body or association authorised in that behalf by the 
Department. No proceedings can, however, in the case of 
an offence under Section 3 of the Statute, be taken by the 
person aggrieved, or by any body or association, except on a 
certificate by the Department that there is reasonable ground 
for the prosecution. Only one County Committee applied for 
such authority so far, and after due inquiry the necessary cer- 
tificates were issued for the prosecution of certain traders for 
offences committed against Section 3 of the Statute in con- 
nection with the sale of fertilisers to the Secretary, of the 
Committee. The vendor was fined in each case in which pro- 
ceedings were instituted. 

A County or Borough Council does not, the Department 
understand, require a certificate under Section 7 of the Statute 
to enable such a body to undertake a prosecution for an in- 
fringement of Section 3 of the Act, and according to a decision 
which was, in the month of March, 1903, delivered in the Court 
of King’s Bench, England, it is not a condition precedent to a 
prosecution by a County or Borough Council for an offence 
under the Act that samples should be taken and an analysis 
made, in accordance with Section 5 of the Statute. . The occa- 
sion of this decision was a case stated by the magistrate who 
heard the charge brought by the West Sussex County Council 
against the managing director of a firm of manure manu- 
facturers for causing or permitting an invoice or description of 
a quantity of fertiliser— phosphate powder— sold by the firm, 
to be false in a material particular to the prejudice of the 
purchaser. The powder, of which samples were taken for 
analysis, was described in the invoice as containing from 38 
to 45 per cent, of total phosphates ; but it would appear from 
the report of the analyst to whom the samples were submitted 
that the total phosphates in any specimen did not exceed 31 To 
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ner cent. The sampling was not, it seems, carried out in ac- 
cordance with the regulations made by the Board of Agricul- 
ture under the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act, nor were 
the analyses conducted by the District Analyst. 

The magistrate before whom the case was brought found 
that the description in the invoice as to the percentage of total 
phosphates in the powder was false, and convicted and fined 
the defendant. The matter was brought, on a case stated by 
the magistrate, before the King’s Bench Division, where the 
decision above-mentioned was given. In the case, however, 
of a prosecution ‘ ‘ by the person aggrieved or by any body or 
association,” it would appear that, in order to have the pro- 
ceedings come within the scope of the Act, the regulations as 
to the taking and submitting of samples should still be observed. 

Under the provisions of Section 17 (1) of the Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, 
Basic Slag. the Department are empowered to take 
such steps as they think proper for insti- 
tuting prosecutions under Section 7 of the Fertilisers and Feed- 
ing Stuffs Act, 1893. Towards the close of autumn an occa- 
sion arose in which it was considered that advantage would 
result from the exercise of these powers. A case was brought 
under notice as to the purchase of a quantity of basic slag 
which, on being subjected to analysis, was found to contain a 
considerably smaller percentage of phosphates than the pro- 
portion mentioned by the vendors in their quotation. Pro- 
ceedings were instituted against the sellers for offences against 
Section 3 of the Act, but the magistrates held. that a reasonable 
excuse existed for not giving the invoice required by the Act, 
and that there was no evidence of fraud on the part of the 
vendors. It was stated during the hearing of the case that 
the manure in question was portion of a quantity of imported 
foreign basic slag of inferior quality. The importation into 
this country of basic slag of foreign manufacture and of com- 
paratively little value as a fertiliser had already been reported 
to the Department, and inquiries were at the time in progress 
for the purpose of obtaining particulars in regard to the actual 
quantities received at Irish ports, together with the destination 
of the consignments. It was ascertained that certain cargoes 
of slag of foreign manufacture had, during the Autumn, been 
discharged at certain Irish ports, and arrangements were made 
with a view to procure for submission to the District Analyst 
samples of slag from the consignees of this inferior article. 
In each instance it was, however, found, on- analysis, that the 
proportion of phosphate of lime contained in the sample ap- 
proximated closely to the figures given in the invoice with 
regard to this constituent. The measures taken by the Depart- 
ment in tracing these consignments of slag were also instru- 
mental in enabling information to be gained as to the extent 
to which the requirements of the Act are observed by certain 
traders. Much attention would seem to have been given 
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recently by agriculturists in many parts of this country to the 
question of the utilisation of slag as a manure, and during the 
autumn of 1902 many inquiries were received by the Depart- 
ment with regard to the uses and value of this product. With 
a view to supply such information in regard to basic slag as 
would be of advantage to the practical farmer, the Department 
prepared, in December last, and distributed widely, a leaflet 
which contained particulars relative to the price of this fer- 
tiliser, and to the results of its application to certain classes 
of soils. Farmers who buy slag would do well to insist on 
being supplied in regard to each purchase with an invoice 
showing the percentage of phosphate of lime in the article. 


(;.) Markets and Fairs (Weighing oe Cattle) Acts, 1887 
and 1891. 

The operations of these Acts are limited to those fairs and 
markets in which tolls are, for the time being, authorised to 
be taken, and actually are taken, in respect of cattle by any 
company, corporation, or person, and to marts at which cattle 
are habitually or periodically sold by auction. The term 
“ cattle,” as used in these Acts, includes sheep and swine. 

In or near to every market or fair, where such tolls are taken, 
the market authority, i.e., the company, corporation, or person 
taking tolls, is required to provide and maintain sufficient and 
proper buildings or places for weighing cattle brought for sale 
within the market or fair, and is, furthermore, required to 
keep therein or near thereto weighing machines and weights 
for the purpose of weighing cattle. The market authority 
must also appoint proper persons to take charge of the machine 
and weights, and to afford the use of the machine and weights 
to the public for weighing cattle as may be from time to time 
required. The Department are charged with the duty of de- 
ciding as to the sufficiency and suitability of the accommoda- 
tion for weighing cattle in each case, and they are empowered 
to exempt, by the issue of an Order, the market authority of 
any market or fair from the provisions of the Statutes, on 
the ground that the sale of cattle at such market or fair is, or 
is likely to be, so small as to render it inexpedient to 
enforce the provision and maintenance of a place for weigh- 
ing cattle and a weighing machine. The period during 
which the market authority may, by the making of such an 
Exemption Order, be relieved from the obligation of providing 
weighing facilities must not exceed three years, and it is 
within the discretion of the Department to rescind partially or 
wholly, alter, or extend any such Order. The market autho- 
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ritv are, in addition, required to have the accuracy of the 
weighing machines and weights tested at least twice in every 
year by the local Inspector of Weights and Measures. Failure 
on the part of the market authority to comply with the pro- 
visions as regards weighing accommodation renders it unlawful 
for them to demand, receive, or recover any tpll whatever, in 
respect of any cattle brought to the market or fair for sale so 
long as such failure continues. 

The buyer or seller of cattle in a market or fair provided 
with weighing accommodation is entitled to have such cattle 
weighed, and the market authority may demand and receive a 
sum not exceeding twopence for every head of cattle weighed 
other than sheep or swine, and a sum not exceeding one 
penny for the weighing of every five or less number of sheep 
or swine. The person appointed by the market authority to 
weigh cattle sold at a market or fair should deliver to the seller 
or buyer, as the case may be, a ticket specifying the true 
weight of the cattle weighed. 

Weighing facilities similar to those required in the case of 
cattle sold at a market or fair where tolls are taken must be 
provided at an auction mart where cattle are habitually or 
periodically sold unless the auctioneer using the mart is ex- 
empted from this obligation by an Order of the Department. 

Many inspections of the facilities available for weighing 
animals at fairs where tolls are levied have been made during 
the year by the Department’s Inspectors, and improved accom- 
modation for weighing cattle has been provided in two in- 
stances, as a result of representations made by the Department 
to the market authorities concerned. Communications have 
. also been addressed by the Department to the market authori- 
ties as to the inadequacy of the existing arrangements for 
weighing animals at some other important places. It may be 
mentioned, however, that the reports which have been received 
by the Department with regard to weighing accommodation 
would seem to show that the present facilities for weighing 
animals are not largely utilised, except, possibly, at a few of 
the leading centres, and that no particular indication exists as 
to the growth of a desire on the part of the majority of stock 
owners or cattle dealers to depart from the practice which has 
hitherto generally prevailed of estimating, without reference 
to actual weight, the value of live stock. 

Applications were, during the year, received from various 
market authorities for exemption from the provisions of the 
Acts, as regards weighing accommodation. Inquiry was made 
in each case as to the extent of the sales effected in cattle at 
the fair or market, and, as a result, Orders, of which nearly 
all were renewals of Exemption Orders previously made, were 
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issued to the market authorities of the following fairs and 
markets : —

INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 


SCHEME FOR ENCOURAGING IMPROVEMENT IN THE 
POULTRY KEEPING INDUSTRY. 


1. The Department are prepared, provided a suitable Instructor in 
noultry keeping can be obtained, to approve of the appointment of at 
least one such person for each County in Ireland. 

2. The Department will, as far as possible, assist the County Com- 
mittee in obtaining an Instructor, by supplying the names of persons 
qualified for the post. 

3. It will be the duty of the Instructor to deliver courses of lectures 
on poultry keeping, including the selection of breeds, the hatching and 
rearing of chickens, the feeding and housing of poultry generally, and 
the marketing of the produce ; to visit poultry runs and give such prac- 
tical advice as desired by poultry-keepers, to inspect poultry farms referred 
to in clause 11, and generally to give his or her whole time towards pro- 
moting improvement in poultry keeping in the county. . 

4. For this purpose the county should be divided into circuits, each 
comprising not less than five centres. The Instructor should work for at 
least four weeks in each circuit, and deliver one lecture per week at each 
centre during that time. 

5. It will be the duty of the County Committee to select centres at 
which the lectures will be given, and to appoint an hon. local secretary 
and a local committee at each centre who should select the school and 
arrange for the hiring, lighting, and warming of the room in which the 
lectures will be delivered. 

6. It will also be the duty of the County Committee to undertake the 
responsibility of seeing that the Instructor’s time is fully and usefully 
employed. 

7. To avoid expense, these lectures should be arranged, as far as pos- 
sible, to be given in schoolrooms, and should be held in rural centres. 
Unless in exceptional circumstances, no lecture should be arranged for in 
a large village or town. 

8. The remuneration of the Instructor shall not exceed £3 per week 
in addition to expenses of locomotion, which include second class railway 
fare, carhire when necessary, or a bicycle allowance of 2d. per mile in 
lieu thereof. 

9. The appointment of the Instructor shall be determinable at any time 
by four weeks notice in writing on either side. 

10. These lectures may be given at any time during the year, but it is 
desirable that they should commence early in autumn, and be continued 
until the end of the hatching season. 

Distribution of Settings of Eggs of Pure Breeds of Fowl. 

11. In counties where instruction in poultry keeping has been provided, 
the Department are prepared to sanction a limited number of premiums 
of £5 each (which under exceptional circumstances may be increased), 
being awarded to persons who are prepared to comply with the following 
conditions, viz. : — 

(a.) To keep one pure breed of poultry only. In exceptional cases 
the Department may approve of more than one pure breed being kept, 
provided they are satisfied that the selected person, houses, runs, 
birds, &c., are suitable, but only one premium will be given to each 
selected applicant. 
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(J) ) To sell or destroy any existing fowl of which the Instructor 
or the Department’s Inspector may disapprove, and not to bring on 
the farm fowl of any description without the approval of the In- 
structor or of the Department’s Inspector. 

(c.) To keep not less than two dozen hens of the selected pure 
breed or breeds, and not less than one cockerel for each dozen birds 
kept. In the case of certain breeds one cockerel must be provided 
for each eight birds. „ . , ' 

(d.) To provide proper housing for the poultry where such does 
not already exist. . , . , 

/ e .) To feed and care for the birds m such a manner and m such 
a way as the Instructor and the Department’s Inspector may require. 

(/.) To supply settings of eggs from these birds to any person in 
the county at Is. per dozen, and to replace infertile eggs that are 
returned within one month from the date on which they were sent out. 

In special cases the Department may sanction an increase in the 
price of eggs, provided the County Committee show sufficient reasons 
for so doing. t 

(, g .) To stamp all eggs given out with a stamp provided for the 
purpose by the County Committee. 

(/(,.) To keep in a special book provided by the County Committee 
an accurate account of all eggs distributed. This book must be sent 
to the Secretary of the County Committee or to the Department when 
asked for by either of these bodies. These books should be returned 
to the Secretary of the County Committee at the end of the hatching 
season. 

( i . ) Any infringement of the above rules may entail the cancella- 
tion of the premium. 

An additional grant of £2 may be made to the selected persons who 
provide themselves with portable wooden fowl houses approved by the 
Department. 

The pure breeds of fowl to be kept may be decided by the County Com- 
mittee, or by the representative or representatives of. the district to be 
served, but not more than three or four pure breeds should be selected for 
the county. 

12. As soon as the Instructor has been appointed and the number of 
premiums proposed to be awarded has been approved of by the Depart- 
ment, the County Committee shall invite applications from persons in 
the county who already possess pens of pure-bred fowl, or who are willing 
to purchase pure-bred fowl, and who are prepared to comply with the 
above conditions. When these applications have been received, the County 
Instructor in poultry keeping will, as soon as possible, inspect and report 
to the County Committee as to the number of suitable applicants. The 
selection, with full particulars as to breeds, number of birds, and hous- 
ing, should be then submitted for the approval of the Department, who 
may thereupon further inspect the selected farms, and submit a list of 
those of which they approve to the County Committee for their final 
selection. 

13. The Department will not consider applications from a county in 
respect of these premiums later than 1st February, 1903. 

On account of the difficulty of procuring stock of pure breeds late in 
the season, it is recommended that County Committees who intend to 
adopt this scheme should, if possible, have all arrangements Completed 
prior to the 1st January, 1903. 

14. (1.) Not earlier than 1st May and not later than 31st May the 
selected applicants for premiums should forward to the Secretary of the 
County Committee the record books referred to in Clause 11 (h), accom- 
panied by a statutory declaration certifying that the entries in these books 
are correct, and that all the conditions of this scheme have been complied 
with.

INSTRUCTION IN BUTTER-MAKING. 


1. The Department are prepared, provided qualified Instructors can 

be obtained, to approve of the appointment of an Instructor in Butter- 
making in each county. . ~ 

2. The Department will, as far as possible, assist the County Com- 
mittee in obtaining an Instructor, by supplying the names ol persons 
qualified for the post. 

3. It will be the duty of the County Committee to select suitable 
centres at which classes will be held, and to appoint at each centre an 
honorary secretary and a committee, who will be responsible for the local 
arrangements necessary for the proper carrying out of the work, and who 
will be required to comply with the annexed conditions. 

It will also be the duty of the County Committee to undertake the 
responsibility of seeing that the Instructor’s time is fully and usefully 
employed. , . . 

4 The instruction will take the form of daily lessons on dairying, 
accompanied by practical instruction in butter-making. Each course 
should extend for a period of not less than two and not more than four 
weeks. 'Not more than twelve pupils should be admitted to each class. 
Pupils must undertake to attend regularly. 

5. On the first day of visiting each centre the Instructor should give a 

public lecture and demonstration, and during the remainder of the course 
at that centre should conduct a class daily in which pupils only will take 
part, but which shall be open to the public. . 

6. To avoid expense these classes should be held, as far as possible, in 
schoolrooms or other suitable buildings in rural centres. Unless in excep- 
tional circumstances no class should be held in a large village or town. 

7. The remuneration of the Instructor shall not exceed £3 per week, 

in addition to expenses of locomotion, which include second class railway 
fare, car-hire when necessary, or a bicycle allowance of 2d. per mile in 
lieu thereof. . . . ■ , . 

8. The appointment of the Instructor shall be determinable at any time 

by four weeks’ notice in writing on either side. . 

9. The Department are prepared to pay 50 per cent, of the actual cost 
of this scheme, provided (1) that they can approve of. the estimated total 
expenditure ; (2) that the scheme is carried out to their satisfaction ; and 
(3) that they are furnished by the Secretary of the County Committee 
with a separate account of the cost of each class.

CONDITIONS REQUIRED OF LOCAL COMMITTEES. 

I To secure premises suitable for a working dairy, if possible not less 
than 25 feet by 18 feet, or other dimensions affording similar floor space. 
Either a public room, schoolroom, or barn, with good floor, would be suit- 
able for the purpose. 

II. To secure a sufficient supply of water. 

III. To provide on the premises means of heating at least fifteen 
gallons of water at one time, for use in cleaning utensils, &c. 

IV. To provide sufficient milk or cream for use in the school, the Com- 
mittee taking responsibility of sale of butter. 

After the opening day at each centre about three gallons of milk 
and six gallons of cream will be required for each day’s work. 
Arrangements should be made to have the milk and the cream deli- 
vered in the morning. 

Y. To guarantee not less than six and not more than twelve pupils to 
attend on each of the days over which the course of instruction extends. 

YI. To arrange for the carriage of utensils from one centre to another. 
The weight of the utensils is usually from 25 to 30 cwt., and they are 
somewhat bulky.

SCHEME OF INSTRUCTION IN AGRICULTURE. 

1. The Department are prepared, provided a suitable Instructor in 
Agriculture can be obtained, to approve of the appointment of at least 
one such person for each County in Ireland. _ 

2 The Department will, as far as possible, assist the County Com- 
mittee in obtaining an Instructor, by supplying the names of persons 
qualified for the post. 

3. It will be the duty of the Instructor to deliver courses ot lectures on 
agricultural subjects, such as soils, manures, seeds, pastures, crops and 
their cultivation, breeding, feeding, and management of live stock; to 
visit farms and give such practical advice as the circumstances of the case 
may suggest ; to conduct such experiments and demonstrations in spring 
and summer as may be approved by the Department ; to select suitable 
land for this purpose ; to supervise the sowing of the seeds and manures 
and the keeping of the plots free from weeds ; to weigh the produce, tabu- 
late the figures, and prepare a report on the results ; to reply to letters 
from farmers seeking information ; to advise farmers how they may avail 
themselves of the Department’s Live Stock Schemes and of the Depart- 
ment’s Seed-Testing Station ; to make known the provisions of the Ferti- 
lizers and Feeding Stuffs Act ; to advise farmers how they can best avail 
themselves of all schemes which may be adopted by the County Com- 
mittee and by the Department ; and generally to give his whole time to the 
work and do all in his power to further the interests of agriculture m the 

4. For the purposes of this scheme the county should be divided into 
circuits, each comprising not less than five centres. The Instructor should 
work for at least four weeks in each circuit, and deliver one lecture per 
week at each centre during that time. 

5. It will be the duty of the County Committee to select centres at 
which the lectures will be given, and to appoint an honorary local secre- 
tary and a local committee at each centre who should select the school and 
arrange for the hiring, lighting, and warming of the room in which the 
lectures will be delivered. 

6. It will also be the duty of the County Committee to undertake the 

responsibility of seeing that the Instructor’s time is fully and usefully 
employed. , 

7. The lectures should commence early m autumn, and be continued 
until the end of the first week in March. 

8. To avoid expense these lectures should be arranged as far as possible 
to be given in school-rooms, and should be held in rural centres. Unless 
in exceptional circumstances no lectures should be arranged for in a large 
village or town. 

9. The remuneration of the Instructor shall not, except in special cases, 
exceed £200 per annum, inclusive of maintenance and hotel expenses, in 
addition to expenses of locomotion, which include second-class railway 
fare, car-hire when necessary, or a bicycle allowance of 2 d. per mile in 
lieu thereof. 

10. The appointment of the Instructor shall be determinable at any 
time by three months’ notice in writing on either side. 

11. The Department, provided (1) that they can approve of the esti- 
mated total expenditure, (2) that the scheme is carried out to their satis- 
faction, (3) that a separate account of all expenditure under this scheme 
is kept and furnished by the Secretary of the County Committee, and (4) 
that the County Committee agree to pay out of the rates the actual neces- 
sary expenses of locomotion in the county of the Instructor, are prepared 
to pay the whole salary of the Instructor, together with 50 per cent, of all 
other authorised expenditure under this scheme. 
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12. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the County Committee^ to 
ensure that no action shall be taken by the Committee towards putting 
this scheme, or any part thereof, into operation until the sanction of the 
Department has been obtained in writing.

IMPROVEMENT OF FLAX-GROWING INDUSTRY, 1902-3. 


In view of the reduction which has taken place in the area under flax 
in Ireland, within the past two decades, those interested in the industry 
are now asking the question — Can flax -growing be saved from complete 
extinction? 'Hie answer given to this question by those who have 
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thoroughly studied the issues involved is to the effect that the increased 
cost of labour in Ireland has made it no longer possible for the Irish 
farmer to compete in the production of second class flax, and that, m one 
way, and in one way only, can the industry be saved The Irish farmer 
must give up competing with Continental growers of second class flax, 
and enter into competition with producers of the highest class article only, 
of whom the number on the Continent is still limited. 

It is unlikely that flax growing m the North of Ireland will in the 
future be as extensive as formerly ; it can, however, become intensive, and 
this it must become if it is to be retained, under existing economic condi- 
tions What, then, can be done to improve the quality of Irish flax to a 
standard which will place it out of reach of the present competition with 
Russia, where in 1895 about 5,500,000 acres were under this crop? For- 
tunately, Irish soil and climate produce fibre which m itself is unrivalled. 
What is wanted, therefore, is a general improvement m every stage of the 
work connected with flax production. This all-round improvement is 

vital to the industry. ...... T i j 

Custom dominates the methods of the agriculturist in Ireland as m 
other countries. Each operation in the cultivation of flax is performed 
once a year, and any change is, therefore, hard to introduce The creation 
of an intense interest in the work, kept alive by constant discussion and 
competition amongst the farmers, appears to be the only way to effect a 
permanent change Experience goes to show that a general improvement 
in methods is sure to follow where the persons engaged m any industry 
form a co-operative - society for the object of its development. And as 
improved methods are more quickly introduced through such societies and 
as many of the best methods are beyond the reach of the individual, but are 
only possible to an association, the Department strongly uige flax- 
growers to adopt this necessary course in the purchase of their manures 
and seeds as well as in scutching. . , T 

The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction foi Iieland, 
since it was established, have sought to discover by what means interest 
in flax ^rowing in Ireland could be most effectively aroused and kept alive. 
In this” the Department have the assistance of an advisory committee, 
which was formed in June, 1900, and which meets from time to time. 
Enquiries have shown that, considering its age and importance, compara- 
tively little definite information is available regarding the manuring of 
this crop. It appears to have been neglected by those who, during the last 
half century, have successfully established and taught the rules foi the 
manuring of grass, cereals, and root crops. It was early decided, there- 
fore, that preliminary measures should be taken to mitigate sjratemati- 
eally the principles underlying the manuring of flax With this object in 
view, a number of experiments were undertaken both with manures and 
with seeds in 1901, and a report of the results has been published by the 
Department and circulated amongst flax growers. The work thus begun 
will be carried on under expert supervision, and the enquiry will extend 
to a variety of problems, other than manuring which await solution 

The Department, acting on the advice of the Committee above leferred 
to, and with the concurrence of the Agricultural Board, have adopted a 
programme for the year 1902-3, which they hope will receive the hearty 
co-operation of the respective local authorities, who will be asked to ^under- 
take the management of the Scheme of Prizes mentioned hereafter. Ihe 
expenses in connection with the other sections of the programm 
defrayed entirely out of the Department s funds. 

The programme is as follows : — 

1 The continuation of field experiments, with seeds and manures now 
in progress. These will not be completed until the crop grown on the 
selected plots has been scutched and sold. Preparation will also be made 
for experimental work of a similar character during season 1903. 

2. Further Experiments, viz;. : — 

(1.) To ascertain whether a profit can be made by, saving the seed 
by rippling the flax, and whether the flax so treated is m any way 
affected by that operation ; 
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(2.) Drying of flax straw (a small quantity to be tried annually 
for a number of years) in order to ascertain with, what regularity this 
can be accomplished ; 

(3.) Sending some good Irish straw to be retted at Courtrai, so as 
to compare the results with those obtained from the same straw 
handled in the usual manner at home. 

It is also hoped eventually to institute some comparative tests in ret- 
ting by the establishment of an experimental rettery. 

3. Distribution of Leaflets o-n the results of the 1901 flax experiments. 

4. Visit to the Continent. In order to enable those engaged in the flax 
industry to acquire a knowledge of the conditions and methods adopted 
by their Continental rivals, it is proposed to arrange for a visit to the 
Continent of a limited number of flax growers. Only those will be sent 
who, in the. opinion of the Department, are able to provide a useful report 
for the benefit of flax growers and scutchers. 

5. An exhibit at shoivs and fairs illustrating the Continental system of 
handling flax. As it is impossible to send a large number of scutchers 
to Courtrai, it was considered that a demonstration at the principal shows 
and fairs by a Belgian expert would afford Irish scutchers some idea of 
the methods adopted in that country, without the necessity and expense 
of making an actual visit. Unfortunately, it is impossible to exhibit a 
power mill. Instead, a small portable mill is employed. It is explained, 
at each show and fair where an exhibition is given, that there is no inten- 
tion of advising farmers to adopt a mill similar to that shown, which is 
one used by the cottagers in their spare time. The blades of the mill are, 
however, similar to those employed by all scutchers in Courtrai, and serve 
as well as a power mill to show the character of the work done in that 
country. 

6. Collection of Statistics. Last year a number of sheets were given to 
a few scutch mill owners, on which they noted as many particulars as 
possible regarding the cultivation and handling of flax in their parti- 
cular districts. These sheets have proved of some value, and it is in- 
tended, this year, that a number of scutch mill owners will again be asked 
to undertake similar work. 

7. Distribution of seed. Last year the Department purchased a number 
of bags of two brands of seed, which appeared to be of specially good 
quality. The seed was sold in small quantities, at cost price, to a number 
of farmers, who undertook to test it in the same field with the brands of 
flax which they are accustomed to sow. It is proposed to purchase and 
distribute next spring a further. quantity of the best seed procurable. 

8. Scutching tests. Last season the Department made several tests of 
the work done by Irish and Courtrai scutch mills. For this purpose a 
Courtrai mill, worked by scutchers from Courtrai, was erected at Carthall, 
near Coleraine. 

A report of these tests has been published and circulated. During the 
season 1902-3 it is proposed to continue the trials with a modification of 
the Courtrai mill. 

9. Flax Shows. The Flax Shows which were held last season created 
a great amount of interest and healthy competition among flax-growers 
and scutchers. It is proposed to again encourage shows of a similar 
character in 1902-3. Considerable change, however, will be made in the 
methods adopted last year. The Department will approve of the adoption 
of this portion of the Flax Scheme by a County Committee of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction, only on the condition that such Com- 
mittee shall appoint a special Sub-Committee for flax, which must be 
restricted to six members, each of whom shall be experienced growers or 
scutchers of flax ; and, further, that this Sub-Committee shall be given 
full authority to carry out the scheme of prizes for the county when sanc- 
tioned in writing by the Department. On strict compliance with these 
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conditions the Department will be prepared to refund to each of the 
County Committees 50 per cent, of the actual authorised expenditure, 
provided the following regulations are observed . 

X. The Sub-Committee must undertake full responsibility for 
organising and making all arrangements in connection with the shows. 
Before the shows are advertised a complete schedule of prizes, with 
conditions as provided in Clause V., must be submitted to the Depart- 
ment, and their sanction obtained in writing. The scheme must then 
be considered as final for the year. 

II. All prizes shall be paid in flaxseed, which will be procured by 
the Department and sold to the County Committee at cost price. 

III. At each show prizes shall be offered to — 

(a.) Growers. 

(b.) All scutchers employed in the mills where the prize lots were 

(c.) Other employees such as streakers, roller hands, &c., employed 
in the mills where the prize lots were scutched. 

(d.) If the County Committee so decide, prizes may also be offered 
to the owners of the mills in which the prize lots were scutched. 

IV. The Secretary of the County Committee shall keep a separate 
account of all expenditure in connection with these shows. 

V. Not later than the 20th September, 1902, and not less than six 
weeks before the date of the first show, each County Committee must 
submit for the approval of the Department, on the form provided for 
the purpose, a complete statement showing — 

(a.) The classes to be provided at each show. 

(b. ) The quantity of flax to be exhibited in each class, which m no 
case should be less than 24 stones. 

(c. ) The number and value of the prizes to be offered m accordance 
with Clause III. 

(d ) The place, suggested date, and hour of each show. 

(N.B.— Two or more alternative dates should be suggested for 
each show.) 

(c ) The instructions to exhibitors, together with such conditions of 
award, in addition to the compulsory provisions in the follow- 
ing clauses, as the Committee may consider desirable. 

VI. Competitions shall be confined to btma fide farmers. A bona 
fide farmer is to be understood to mean a person who derives his 
main and ostensible means of subsistence from his farm, who lives on 
his farm, and works it himself. 

VII. No farmer shall be paid more than one prize during the 


VIII. Not later than six days after the holding of each show the 
Secretary of the County Committee shall submit to the Department 
for approval, on a form to be provided for the purpose, a statement 
showing the name and address of each of the prize winners. The 
awards will not be final until the sanction of the Department has been 
conveyed in writing to the Secretary of the Committee. . 

IX. The Judge or Judges shall be appointed by the Department. 

X. If in the opinion of the Judge the flax exhibited is not of suffi- 
ciently high standard, the prizes must be withheld. 

XI If it be discovered that any fraud, deception, or dishonest 
practice has been committed either in the preparation or ownership 
of the flax, or in any representation concerning exhibits which may 
have affected or have been intended to affect the decision of the Judge 
or Judges, the offending persons shall be disqualified and prohibited 
from exhibiting at any future Shows, and their names published H 
deemed expedient.

LIVE STOCK SCHEMES. 

Sir, — I have to transmit herewith, for the information of the County 
Committee of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, a copy of the 
Department’s Live Stock Schemes for 1903. A further supply, for dis- 
tribution, will be sent you in a few days. 

As stated in the prefatory note, while the main features of the 1902 
Horse and Cattle Schemes have been adhered to, three important modifi- 
cations have been made : — 

(1.) In the Horse Scheme a stallion will be registered only for the 
district in which he is to serve, and if the animal is removed to any 
other district, the question of registration must be reconsidered. 

(2.) In the Cattle Scheme, subject to compliance with certain con- 
ditions, the value of a premium for a suitable two-year-old bull has 
been made equal to that for a yearling, viz., £15. 

(3.) With regard to prizes for live stock, the Department have 
decided not to continue the scheme which was in operation in 1902, 
but to issue at an early date proposals whereby, under certain condi- 
tions, the County Committee and the Department may subsidise 
approved shows of live stock, of poultry, of industries, &c., in the 
county. 

The Department suggest that these schemes should be considered by 
your Committee at their next meeting. It is desirable that the recom- 
mendations of the Committee may be communicated to these offices at an 
early date, in order that, when approved by the Department, the provi- 
sions of the County Live Stock Scheme may be promptly published 
throughout the county by means of posters and advertisements.

LIVE STOCK SCHEMES, 1903. 


PREFATORY NOTE. 

The purpose kept in view in the present schemes is stated in the follow- 
ing words in the first clauses of the schemes themselves : — 

Horse Scheme. The main objects of this scheme are to encourage the 
improvement of Horse Breeding in Ireland, by inducing stal- 
lion owners to procure suitable and sound sires of a high degree 
of excellence, and by inducing farmers to retain their best 
young mares for breeding purposes. When arranging the 
details of this scheme to suit local requirements, each County 
Committee is requested to secure to small farmers as large a 
share of the resulting benefits as is practicable. 
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Cattle Scheme. The main objects of this scheme are to improve the 
dairy and store cattle in Ireland by encouraging the breeding 
or introduction of pure-bred bulls of a high degree of excel- 
■ fence and by inducing associations of farmers, or persons of 
mean’s, to purchase high-class bulls for the use of small farmers. 

The principal features of last year’s schemes have been adhered to in 
the present schemes, viz., the registration of stallions, the nominations of 
mares, premiums to bulls and boars. T , , , 

A few modifications have, however, been made in details. It lias bean 
decided that a stallion will be registered only for the district m which he 
is to serve and that if the animal is removed to any other district, the 
question of registration must be re-considered Any farmer, therefore 
who may propose to purchase a registered stallion should be careful not 
to complete the purchase until lie. has been informed in writing by the 
Department that the sire in question will be registered for the new dis- 
trict in which it is intended to locate the animal for service. . 

In the Cattle Scheme, while preference must, as heretofore, be given to 
yearling bulls in the selection for premiums the value of a premium for

They shall not be empowered 
to recognise applications from any purchasers appearing at the shows or 
sales whose names are not on the list supplied by the Secretary as having 
been duly selected for a premium.

SCHEME FOR ENCOURAGING IMPROVEMENT IN THE 
BREEDS OF SWINE. 

1903. 


Clauses 1 to 7, both inclusive, of the Department’s Horse and Cattle 
Schemes, 1903, shall, with the necessary modifications, apply to this 
scheme; 

- SWINE. 

1. The joint fund available under this scheme for encouraging improve- 
ment in the breeds of swine shall be applied solely in providing premiums 
for selected pure-bred boars, the money available for Prizes being dealt 
with separately under the Department’s Scheme for aiding Shows. 

2. Under exceptional circumstances the Department may provide for a 
«ounty, as far as funds will permit, and under certain conditions to be 
prescribed by them, by granting a loan for a short period to enable a 
representative, appointed by the County Committee, and an Inspector of 
the Department to import suitable boars into the county on behalf of 
approved applicants. 

3. Subject to the approval of the Department, premiums may be 
restricted to any one or more pure breeds of swine. 

4. Only boars eligible for entry in the Register of Pigs of the Royal 
Dublin Society shall be selected for premiums* The owner of a boar 
selected for a premium must have tire animal entered in said Register. 

5. Boars belonging to any Society or to any Association of Farmers 
shall be eligible, if pure-bred, to compete for premiums. 

6; The value of a county premium shall be £5, tenable for one year. 

7. A boar which was awarded a county premium in a previous year 
shall not be eligible for a premium under this scheme. 

A boar which may be awarded this year a premium out of funds 
administered by any other body shall not be eligible for a premium under 
this scheme. 

8. The County Committee may if they think fit appoint a judge (who 
must be non-resident in the county) to select boars for premiums along 
with the Department’s Inspector, and the selection of the judge and tne 
Department’s Inspector shall be final.

LOANS FOR THE PURCHASE OF STALLIONS. 
YEAR 1903. 


Under Clause 9 (1) of the Department’s General Scheme for encourag- 
ing improvement in the breeds of Horses, it is provided that, for the 
purchase of Stallions, loans may be made to individuals or to associations. 
The Department are prepared to consider applications on the following 
conditions : — 

1. No application for a loan for the purchase of a Stallion will be 
considered if coming from a locality in which, in the opinion of the 
Department, there is already a sufficient number of registered Stallions 
for the purpose of their scheme. 

2. The individual or association applying for a loan must be 
approved of by the Department. 

3. No loans will be made save for Stallions passed by the Depart- 
ment’s Inspectors as eligible for registration in 1903. 

4. The purchase price of the Stallion must be approved of by the 
Department. 

5. Before the loan is granted the Stallion must he insured by the 
purchaser in, an approved Live Stock Insurance Office for the full 
amount of his purchase price, and the payment of the annual pre- 
miums on this insurance must be secured under conditions similar to 
those provided for the repayment of principal and interest. (See 7 and 
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8.) The receipt and renewal receipts for the annual premiums payable 
in respect of such policy must, immediately on the same being obtained, 
be deposited with the Department. 

6. Approved applicants for a loan must lodge with the Department 
the policy of insurance, together with one-third of the purchase price of 
the Stallion, to be paid by receivable order, which will be issued for the 
purpose by the Department. 

7. As soon thereafter as possible the individual or association to 
whom the loan is granted, shall enter into a bond to repay the Depart- 
ment the amount which will be advanced by them — viz., two-thirds of 
the purchase money — in five equal annual instalments, at the end of 
one, two, three, four, and five years, respectively, from the date of pay- 
ment of the full purchase price to the vendor by the Department, to- 
gether with interest at the rate of 2-J> per cent, on the outstanding 
balance. 

8. In the case of an individual four solvent sureties, approved of by 
the Department, in addition to the purchaser, must guarantee repay- 
ment. In the case of an association repayment must be guaranteed by 
the Committee of the association, or in such other manner as the 
Department may require. 

9. On receipt by the Department of (1) the policy of insurance, (2) 
one-third of the agreed on purchase money, (3) the bond duly completed, 
and (4) the necessary stamp duty, the Department will pay to the 
vendor the full amount of the agreed on purchase price, and intimate to 
him that possession of the Stallion may be given up to the borrower. 

10. If the vendor, before being paid by the Department, gives up 
possession of the Stallion, the Department will hold themselves free of 
any liability to the vendor. 

11. The individual or association must offer the Stallion each year 
for registration, and must undertake to conform at all times to the 
regulations of the Department’s schemes for encouraging improvement 
in the breeds of horses. 

12. Nominated Mares, the property of the members of an association 
purchasing a Stallion under these conditions, shall not take priority of 
service over nominated mares owned by non-members. 

As soon as the number of nominated Mares required by the scheme 
may have been served, the services of the Stallion may be retained 
exclusively for the use of the members of such association. 

13. The individual or association in whose favour the loan is being 
granted must provide suitable accommodation for the Stallion, procure 
all necessary veterinary attendance, and care for the animal in a proper 
manner, to the satisfaction of the Department’s Inspectors. 

14. The Department shall have the right to inspect the Stallion at 
any time, and to remove him at any time, if it is found, in the opinion 
of the Department’s Inspectors, that he is not being properly cared for, 
or if an instalment of the principal and interest is in arrear for more 
than four weeks. 

15. The Stallion shall remain the property of the Department until 
all instalments or arrears of principal and interest are paid off. 

16. Should the Stallion be awarded a premium, such premium shall 
not be paid to the individual or association in possession of the Stal- 
lion, but shall be credited, after the close of the season, towards the 
repayment of the loan ; but this application of the premium shall not 
affect the payment of the annual instalments, which shall, notwith- 
standing such application, be payable in the manner and to the amount 
provided for until the entire loan (after all credits have been given) has 
been repaid. 

17. The Department reserve the right to refuse any application for a 
loan without assigning any reason for such refusal. 

18. The decision of the Department in all matters relating to these 
loans shall be final.

LOANS FOR THE PURCHASE OF BULLS. 
YEAR 1903. 


Under Clause 9 (1) of the Department’s general scheme for encouraging 
improvement in the breeds of Cattle, it is provided that for the purchase 
of suitable Bulls loans may be granted to approved applicants of small 
means. The Department are prepared to consider applications on the 
following conditions : — 

1. Loans will not be granted for the purchase of bulls which have 
received a premium other than that granted under the Department’s 
scheme. 

2. No application for a loan for the purchase of a Bull will be con- 
sidered if coming from a locality in which, in the opinion of the 
Department, there is already a sufficient number of pure bred Bulls for 
the purpose of their scheme. 

3. The applicant for a loan must satisfy the Department as to the 
necessity for obtaining a loan. 

4. No loan will be made save for the purchase of a pure bred year- 
ling Bull,^ passed by the Department’s Inspector as suitable for a pre- 
mium. The Bull must be of a breed approved by the County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. 

5*^ The purchase price of the Bull must be approved of by the Depart- 

6. Before the purchase is made the Bull must be passed by the 
Department’s Inspector as suitable for a premium, but such inspection 
will not imply any special claim thereto. For a premium the Bull 
must compete on equal terms with other Bulls. 

7. A person applying for a loan under this scheme must purchase at 
one of the Spring Shows or Sales recognised under Clause 18 of the 
Department’s cattle scheme, and at which the Department’s Inspector 
is m attendance. Only in very exceptional cases will a loan be granted 
for yearling Bulls purchased elsewhere than at such Spring Shows or 
Sales. 

8. Applications for loans for the purchase of Bulls must be made 
direct to the Department at least four weeks before the date fixed for 
the Spring Show or Sale. 

9. Before taking possession of the Bull the applicant must pay to 
the Department’s representative at the Sale or Show where the purchase 
is made, (1) one-third of the approved purchase price, (2) the stamp 
duty, and (3) the charge for insurance (see Clause 14). Further, he 
must sign a form of undertaking to have the necessary form of guar- 
antee for repayment duly signed and completed. 

10. As soon thereafter as possible, the approved applicant and two 
approved solvent sureties shall sign a form of guarantee to repay to the 
Department the amount which will be advanced by them — viz., two- 
thirds of the purchase price — in two equal annual instalments, at the 
end of one and two years respectively, from the date of payment of the 
full purchase price to the vendor by the Department, together with 
interest at the rate of 2£ per cent, on the outstanding balance. 

. l- n kh e case °f an association the person in whose charge the Bull 
is to be placed must, with two other approved members of the associa- 
tion m their capacity of private individuals, guarantee repayment of 
the loan. 

12. Should the Bull be awarded a county premium (1) the person in 
whose favour the loan is being granted must conform to the regulations 
of the Department’s scheme for the improvement of the breeds of cattle. 
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or any modifications therein made, with the approval of the Depart- 
ment by the County Committee of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion • and (2) the amount of such premium shall not be paid to the 
individual in possession of the Bull, but shall, after the provisions of 
Clauses 26 and 33 of the general scheme have been complied with be 
credited towards the repayment of the loan, but this application of the 
premium shall not affect the payment of the annual instalments, which 
shall, notwithstanding such application, be payable in the mannei and 
to the amount hereinbefore provided for until the entire loan (after all 
credits have been given) has been repaid. 

13 Each Bull purchased under this scheme must be msuied by the 
applicant for a loan for the full amount of the purchase price.

16. If the Bull dies in the second year, provided the first instalment

17. The individual in whose favour the loan is being granted must 
observe the following conditions: — 

(1) He must give notice in writing to the Department within twelve 
hours of the commencement of any illness or lameness of the Bull.

You should fill in particulars of the selected and reserved mares on 
these forms, retaining LS/13 for your own information, and transmitting 
to these offices forms LS/14 and LS/15, duly signed hy the Judge, the 
Veterinary Surgeon, and yourself. , ,, ...

Correspondence and delay would be avoided if your Committee would 
authorise you by resolution to issue a nomination for a “ reserved ” mare 
when such a course becomes necessary, without your having to bring each 
case formally before a meeting. 

Nomination Tickets. 

On receipt in these offices of forms LS/14 and LS/15, a supply of 
Nomination Tickets, equivalent to the numbers of the mares entered on 
LS/14, will be issued to you. Immediately on receipt of these you should 
fill in (1) the selection docket, (2) the first service ticket, and (3) the cer- 
tificate of service, from the information entered on form LS/13. 

The Nomination Tickets must then he returned to these offices , where 
they will be checked, and, if found correct, sent back to you. 

The tickets so returned will bear the stamp of the Department, which 
will be evidence that the description of the mare on each set of tickets 
corresponds with the description on the list certified by the Judge and the. 
Veterinary Surgeon. , 

The selection docket should then be issued by you to the owner of each 
of the mares, accompanied by a copy of the Register of Stallions, with 
which will be printed a copy of the Horse-breeding Scheme for 1903. It 
would he advisable if a stamped addressed envelope were also sent to the 
owner of each mare for the return of the selection docket. 

"When the “ selection docket ” has been returned to you by the owner 
of the mare, you will fill in, on the “ first service ticket,” the name of the 
stallion selected, and then send the “selection docket” to the stallion 
owner and the “first service ticket” with the “certificate of service to 
the owner of the mare. 

Cancelled Tickets. 

Your particular attention is directed to Clause 32 (1), which provides 
that where any erasure or alteration appears on either the selection docket 
or the service ticket, no payment shall be made in respect of the nomina- 
tion. 

With a view to avoiding correspondence with the Department and the 
stallion owners after the close of the season, you should be. most careful 
to return to the Department for cancellation all tickets in which you 
observe any erasure or alteration.

SUBSIDIES TO AGRICULTURAL SHOWS, 1903, IN CONNECTION 
WITH APPROVED COUNTY SCHEMES- 


1. In 1903 County Committees of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion may, subject to the approval of the Department, make grants in aid 
of established Agricultural Poultry, Horticultural, and Farm Produce 
Shows, held under the auspices of an Agricultural Society, which has duly 
furnished to the Department the following particulars in respect of each 
Show held by the Society in 1902, viz. : — 

(1.) An audited balance, sheet, setting forth in detail the financial 
position of the Society after all liabilities have been discharged. 
(2.) A list, certified by the Secretary of the Show Society, setting 
forth the amounts actually collected in 1902 from private indi- 
viduals in local subscriptions. 

Any Society which fails to furnish these particulars or any further 
information which the Department may require, will not be eligible to 
receive a subsidy in 1903. 
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2 In approving of the amount to be granted to any particular Show 
the Department will be guided by — 

(o ) The amount actually collected in 1902 from private individuals 
^ ' in local subscriptions. 

(h ) The total value of prizes offered in 1902, and the manner in 
^ ' which the prize-money was allocated among the several classes, 
(c.) The efficiency with which the Show was conducted in 1902. 

3 It is also made a condition of these subsidies that the Prize Schedule 
fnr 1903 in which should appear an acknowledgment of the joint grant 
frnm the County Committee and the Department, must be submitted 
JLou<di the County Committee to the Department, for approval in writ- 

prior to publication. The Department will not consider any Schedule 
unless it has received the approval of the County Committee. A grant 
piven to a Society under this scheme will be subject to the further condi- 
tion that the Society shall afford every reasonable facility for the inspec- 
tion of their books by the Department, if ^ required, and that they shall 
admit the Department’s Inspectors to the judges’ ring during all adjudi- 
cations. 

NEW SOCIETIES— LOCAL EXHIBITIONS. 

4. Only in exceptional circumstances will new Societies, or local Exhi- 
bitions organised by County Committees, be eligible for a grant in 1903, 
and in no case will such new Society or local Exhibition be approved 
where there are already established Show Societies performing the work 
satisfactorily. In regard to local Exhibitions, no action shall be taken 
by a County Committee until such time as they have submitted their 
detailed proposals, and received the sanction of the Department thereto 
in writing. 

CONGESTED DISTRICTS. 

5 As in accordance with Section 18 of the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, no portion of the Department’s funds can 
be applied in, or in relation to, a congested district, the joint grant from 
the Department and from a County Committee to any Show Society must 
be offered in special classes to be confined to exhibitors from non-con- 
gested districts. 

PAYMENT OE GRANT. 

6. Immediately after the Show the Secretary of the Soci^y shall fur- 
nish to the Department, through the Secretary of the County Committee, 
a certificate as to the amount awarded in prizes thereat, and the depart- 
ment may then instruct the Secretary of the County Committee to lodge 
to the credit of the Show Society the amount of the grant already

CKEAMERY SCHEME. 

. SiR,— In view of the increasing importance of the Dairying Industry 
in Ireland, the Department have prepared the- accompanying Scheme the 
object of which is to promote improvement in the management of 
creameries. If the Scheme is thoroughly availed of by those whom it 
mostly concerns— the Managers, Committees, and Owners of Creameries— 
it is felt that the result ought to be valuable to Irish Dairying. It should 
help to enhance the reputation of Irish creameries and their produce in 
the markets, and to increase the efficiency and welfare of those employed 
m the industry. r J 

Scheme chiefly deals with the training and work of the Creamery 
Managers, and if it is to be of real advantage the Managers, with the 
concurrence of their employers, must support it by entering ■ their 
creameries for registration, by preparing themselves for the Department’s 
certificate, and by entering their butter for the Surprise Competitions. 

It : will be observed that in the examination for the Certificate a very 
high standard has been set up, but the Department wish it to be under- 
stood that m the case of existing Managers who have not had the oppor- 
tunity now provided of acquiring special knowledge of technical dairying, 
but who have shown by practical results that they are capable Managers, 
a very high degree of proficiency will not be expected in the purely scien- 
tific or technical part of the examination. 
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To assist Managers in preparing themselves to pass the examination 
for the Managers Certificate, the Department are preparing a list of books 
in which the subjects in the syllabus are treated. 

It has been decided for the current year to extend the time for entering 
the creameries for the Butter Surprise Competitions until the 30th April.

(1.) To establish a register of well-managed creameries in Ireland. / 
(2.) To make provision during the winter session at the Albert Agri- 
cultural College, Glasnevin, for courses of dairy technology, 
with special reference to creamery management. 

(3.) To award a certificate of competency to creamery managers 
under prescribed conditions. 

(4.) To institute a series of surprise butter competitions. 


I.— REGISTRATION OF CREAMERIES. 

The Department are prepared to consider applications (on Form A/ 136) 
for the registration of creameries* from managers who desire to^have 
their creamery and management recognised by the Department as efficient, 
or who are in a position to train one or more pupils. • 

Applications from apprentices or pupils for admission to the ex ™*“ a - 
tion for the Department’s creamery manager s certificate will be considered 
only in the case of those coming from registered creameries, (bee, how- 
ever, page 5, III. (&.)•) . 

The conditions under which registration will be granted are : 

(1.) That the manager is capable. 

2.) That strict cleanliness and order are manifest eyerywhere- 
around the creamery, in the creamery, and in the persons of 
manager, employes, and pupils.

(3.) That apprentices and pupils receive efficient training and in- 
struction. 

(4.) That there is a proper system of book-keeping and business 
methods. 

(5.) That the equipment is sufficient. 

(6. ) That premises and methods are at all times open to inspection by 
the Department. 

(7.) That defects indicated by the Department’s Inspector be reme- 
died. 

(8.) That the creamery is entered for the Department’s surprise 
butter competitions. 

In considering applications for registration the Department will assign 
much more, weight to cleanliness and order, and the consequent produc- 
tion of a high-class butter and an easy working of the creamery than to 
elaborate and expensive equipment, the provision of which is not always 
within the manager’s power. At the same time, due weight will be given 
to the provision of a complete modern equipment. 

All creameries in Ireland, whether co-operative, joint-stock, or private 
are eligible for registration. 

Applications will be dealt with as speedily as possible ; but the Depart- 
ment do not guarantee decision before the close of 1903. 

The register will be subject to annual revision, and will be published 
annually by the Department. 

The. Department may, without assigning any reason, refuse to inspect or 
to register any creamery, and in all cases of dispute their decision shall 
be final. 

II* — WINTER COURSES OF INSTRUCTION AT THE ALBERT 
AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, GLASNEVIN. 

. At the winter session at the Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, a 
limited number of creamery managers, apprentices or pupils in 
creameries, or other young men over twenty years of age at the commence- 
ment of the session, . will be admitted to a course of instruction in the 
subjects of examination for the creamery manager’s certificate. Persons 
who wish to attend this course must make application on the usual form, 
and will be subject to the conditions of entrance to the College, as set 
forth in the prospectus. 

The winter session commences in October of each year, and ends in 
March. 

III.— CREAMERY MANAGER’S CERTIFICATE. 

It is proposed to hold annually in March an examination for this cer- 
tificate. The subjects of the examination are given below. The first 
examination will take place in 1904. Due notice of time and place will 
be given in the agricultural press. 

To these examinations will be admitted: — 

(a.) Persons who during the season preceding the examination have 
managed a registered creamery to the satisfaction of the 
Department. 

(b.) Apprentices and pupils who for one whole season have worked 
in a registered creamery, and who furnish a satisfactory certi- 
ficate from the manager. 

[A season’s work in any creamery will be recognised in the 
case of apprentices . and pupils attending the examination in 
March, 1904. This concession will not extend to future 
years.] 

(c. ) Students who have attended the full winter course for creamery 
managers at the Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, and 
have there acquitted themselves satisfactorily. 

To the successful candidates of Class (a) will be granted a full certifi- 
cate, while to those of the other classes will be granted a provisional certi- 
ncate, which will be exchanged for a full one after the holder has, to the 
satisfaction of the Department, managed a registered creamery for at 
least one whole season. ' . 9 - - 1 
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The certificate may be withdrawn if, in the opinion of the Department, 
the holder, at any subsequent period, fails in any respect to maintain a 
satisfactory standard of excellence in the management of the creamery 
under his care. 

Candidates must be at least twenty years of age on the first day of 
October previous to the examination. 

Applications for admission to the examination must be made not later 
than 31st December on Form A/ 137, to be obtained from the Depart- 
ment and must be accompanied by a deposit of £1, which will be returned 
if the candidate presents himself for examination.

IV.— SURPRISE BUTTER COMPETITIONS. 

The Department of Agriculture have decided to hold annually a 
number of surprise butter competitions. They do so at the request of 
the Irish Dairy Association, who have hitherto organised these competi- 
tions. 
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The object of these competitions is to induce creamery managers and 
others engaged in butter-making to give increased attention to every 
detail in the making and packing of butter, and particularly to cleanli- 
ness in anti around the dairy. The reputation of Irish butter must 
depend on the degree in which these two qualities, viz., cleanliness and 
attention to details, are possessed by Irish buttermakers. But unless 
interest in the work can be increased and sustained, and unless those 
engaged in the industry bring into the work a certain amount of enthu- 
siasm accompanied by a desire and a determination to excel, the qualities 
which mark the successful buttermaker will not be perpetuated, and the 
possibilities of Ireland as a butter producer cannot be realised to the full. 
Fortunately, butter-making is an occupation which becomes engrossingly 
interesting to those who have studied the numerous scientific problems 
which it presents to the thinking mind. The course of instruction pro- 
vided for creamery managers at the Albert Agricultural College, Glasne- 
vin is instrumental in arousing interest in the scientific side of dairying, 
and* it is hoped that these competitions may serve the further useful pur- 
pose of stimulating many creamery managers to greater sustained prac- 
tical efficiency. They certainly should set up a standard of comparison 
by means of which butter makers will be able to measure their progress 
towards perfection. 

The following is the procedure which the Department intend to adopt. 

On not more than eight and not less than five occasions each season the 
Department will forward to each person who enters for the competition a 
telegram requesting the recipient to send to an address in Dublin a box 
or kiel of butter made on that day. The butter will be judged on one or 
more occasions by one or more competent and independent persons 
appointed by the Department. 

On the basis of the highest total number of points, and provided that 
the judges consider the exhibits show sufficient merit, the following prizes 
will be given in each competition, viz. : — 

Prizes for first class, ...... £2 each. 

Prizes for second class, £1 ,, 

Until further notice the following scale of points will be adopted in 
judging:— 

Flavour, 50 points. 

Texture, 30 ,, 

Colour, ........ 5 ,, 

Packing and finish, 15 ,, 

Total, 100 „ 

The following special prizes are offered to exhibitors, provided that all 
the conditions of the competition are strictly adhered to, and that the 
total number of points obtained is not less than 90 per cent, of the maxi- 
mum number obtainable during the season : — 

To the exhibitor obtaining the highest number of points, £10 
To the exhibitor obtaining the second highest number of 

points, £6 

To the exhibitor obtaining the third highest number of 
points, £4 

In the event of two or more exhibitors obtaining the same total number 
of points during the season, the Department reserve the right to allocate 
this sum of £20 in such manner as they may think fit. 

All prizes will be paid at the end of the season. 

CONDITIONS OF COMPETITION. 

1. These competitions are open to butter made in any creamery in Ire- 
land, whether co-operative, joint stock, or private, as well as to butter 
•made in private dairies. 

2. A form of application, which may be had from the Department, 
Upper Merrion-street, Dublin, must be accurately filled in by intending 
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competitors and forwarded so as to reach the offices of the Department 
on or before the last day of March, accompanied by a fee of £1, which 
will admit to all the competitions in one year. 

After 1903 registered creameries will be exempt from the payment of 
any fee. 

3. The quantity of butter in each exhibit must be either 56 lbs. or 
112 lbs., packed in a box or kiel similar to that in regular use by the 
competitor. 

4. The butter must be made and sent by passenger train, carriage paid, 
on the day on which the telegram is despatched by the Department. 

5. On the day the exhibit is forwarded the carrying Company’s receipt 
must be transmitted to the Department by post. 

6. The butter sent in for competition will be paid for by the Depart- 
ment at the end of the season. The price given will be at the rate of two 
shillings per cwt. under the current quotations for the various classes of 
butter in the Dublin market, which shall be determined by the judges. 

Any butter which reaches the Department in a state indicating careless 
packing will not be paid for, but will be returned to the competitor at his 
own risk. 

7. No butter containing more than 16 per cent, of water, or more than 
3 per cent, of salt, will be eligible for a prize. 

8. Excepting the direction label supplied by the Department, there 
must be no mark or label in or on the package of butter, which might 
indicate its origin. 

9. Any departure from these rules will disqualify the competitor. 

10. The Department may, without, assigning any reason, refuse to 
accept for competition butter from any creamery or private dairy, and in 
all cases of dispute their decision shall be final.

INSTRUCTION IN FRUIT GROWING AND GENERAL 
GARDENING. 


A number of County Committees of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion require the services of Itinerant Instructors in Fruit Growing and 
General Gardening. The remuneration offered is from £2 to £3 per 
week, according to qualifications, together with expenses of locomotion. 
With a view to securing suitable Instructors for these posts, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland invite appli-

SCHOLARSHIPS FOR STUDENTS IN AGRICULTURE.

KEEPING.

QUALIFICATIONS OF TEACHEBS OF EXPERIMENTAL 
SCIENCE IN DAY SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

Sir or Madam, 

In view of the recent issue of the completed Programme of Experi- 
mental Science, Drawing, Manual Instruction, and Domestic Economy 
for Day Secondary Schools, and in view of the decision which managers 
and teachers must at an early date make with regard to the Special course 
of their schools, the Department think it advisable to explain their inten- 
tions in regard to the qualifications to be expected of teachers seeking to 
be recognised as qualified to give instruction in one or more of the sub- 
jects of Experimental Science. I have accordingly to inform you, in the 
first place, that, having regard to the special efforts which are being made 
by Secondary teachers to meet the Department’s requirements, as well as 
in the interests of educational efficiency, they have resolved to fix the 31st 
July, 1908, as the date after which recognition of qualification to teach 
the syllabuses of any year of the Preliminary, or, of a Special Course, m 
Experimental Science, will be withheld from all teachers who do not 
possess the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Science Certificate, or some approved 
equivalent. This date has been decided on after consultation with the 
representatives of the teachers, and the Department feel confident, _ in 
fixing it, that teachers and managers will agree that they are not making 
too large a demand upon them, nor postponing too long the operation of 
a factor essential to the success of the scheme of Science instruction. 

In this connection I have to point out that the Department attach the 
utmost importance to a high standard of qualification of teachers. They 
have endeavoured by means of Summer Courses to meet the urgent need 
created by the general adoption of the Day Secondary School regulations, 
and they have from time to time issued provisional certificates of com- 
petency to teach certain subjects. They have no doubt that it is fully 
realised that these means - of qualification are but temporary and excep- 
tional at the best ; and that Summer Courses could not be regarded as 
more than a temporary institution for the training of qualified teachers. 
It should be understood that Summer Courses, as a means of training 
Science teachers, will be discontinued as soon as it appears that more 
regular means of training have had time to operate. For the present, 
however, the Department will continue to organise these Courses, and 
until the 31st July, 1908, .they will issue provisional certificates in the 
case of the various subjects of the Preliminary, and of the Special, 
Courses. These provisional certificates will be recognised as evidence of 
qualification to teach that syllabus of the scheme of Experimental Science 
named in the certificate. A provisional certificate to teach a fourth year 
syllabus will not, however, be issued to any teacher who does not possess 
a similar certificate for the third year syllabus in the same subject, or 
some approved equivalent, such, for example, as a pass in the Depart- 
ment’s Special Examination for Teachers’ Qualifications in Experimental 
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Science, usually held about the end of May ; nor will a provisional certi- 
ficate for a third year syllabus be issued to any teacher who has not satis- 
factorily attended a Summer Course in both subjects of the two years’ Pre- 
liminary Course of the Programme, or who does not hold some approved 
equivalent, such, for example, as “ passes ” in the special examinations 
referred to above. 

After the 31st July, 1908, certificates of satisfactory attendance only — 
for the purposes described in paragraph I., 2, on page 5 of this Circular — 
will be issued as the result of work done at the Summer Courses. 

A statement, showing the several methods by which recognition of 
qualification to teach any of the subjects of Experimental Science may, 
as a rule, be obtained, is given underneath. 

I. 

The Irish Secondary Teachers’ Science Certificate. 

1. One of the main functions of the Royal College of Science for Ireland 
is to train teachers for Secondary and Technical Schools ; and a limited 
number of scholarships are annually open for competition amongst 
students who are entering the College for the first time, and who propose 
to take up a complete three years’ course (see the College Programme, and 
also Form S. 33). 

Students, who pass the entrance examination, and take up, in the 
order, and under the conditions prescribed, in the College Programme, 
a complete course of instruction, extending over three years, in the 
special group of subjects for Science teachers, and who attend punctually 
and regularly throughout the three years, and pass the College examina- 
tions in all subjects of the group, and the further examination referred 
to in the next paragraph, will be awarded the Irish Secondary Teachers’ 
Science Certificate, and will be recognised as qualified to teach any sub- 
ject of Experimental Science in a Day Secondary School. The subjects 
of the third year’s course of study at the College will be specially men- 
tioned on the certificate ; and for this subject alone will the holder of the 
certificate be recognised as qualified for the teaching of Experimental 
Science of a grade higher than that of a Day Secondary School, e.g., to 
classes of teachers. 

Towards the close of the College Session 1905-6, and thereafter until 
further notice, candidates for the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Science Cer- 
tificate will be required to pass an examination in the Principles, 
Methods, and History of Education, with special reference to Science 
teaching. P articulars of this examination will be issued at an early date. 
Inis examination may, until further notice, be taken at a date subse- 
quent to the completion of the College course ; but the certificate will not 
be issued until the candidate has passed the examination, and has also 
undergone six months’, probation of actual service in a Secondary School 
on the Department’s list. The six months’ probation should follow the 
complete course at the College ; but periods of not less than one month’s 
probation in the interval between two academic sessions may be counted 
towards the. completion of the whole period of six months. 

An Associate of the Royal College of Science who in 1906 or after has 
taken his diploma in the Special Teachers’ Group of Science subjects will, 
until further notice, be provisionally recognised for two academic years of 
service, but not longer, pending the passing of the examination in the 
I nn ci pies, Methods, and History of Education. 

Until further notice the Department are prepared to issue the Irish 
secondary Teachers’ Science Certificate to those teachers who have, for 
iree years before the date of application for the certificate, been in the 
ah| V1 + 6 a ^ econ ^ ai T School on the Department’s list ; and who are 
n e t° produce evidence of having satisfactorily attended five Summer 
ourses conducted by the Department since the 1st of April, 1901. The 
ummer Courses must have covered the full four years’ course, whole or 
part of which the candidate for qualification proposes to teach ; the fifth 
ummer Course may be devoted to repetition of either the third or fourth 
7 ars work at the candidate’s discretion. Attendance at a Summer 

Q 2 
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Course will not be regarded as satisfactory in those cases in which provi- 
sional recognition was issued for one session only. A pass in the Special 
Examinations for Teachers’ Qualifications in Experimental Science, held 
by the Department in May or June of any year, will be recognised in lieu 
of satisfactory attendance at any Summer Course for the same subject. 

II. 

Approved Equivalents. 

1. The Irish Secondary Teachers’ Science Certificate may be dispensed 
with in the case of a teacher who is a graduate of any University oi the 
United Kingdom, or has received a Diploma of an approved Technical or 
University College, provided that the subject he proposes to teach was 
one of the subjects of the final examination for the Degree or Diploma 
Course. 

For this purpose Mathematical Science will not be counted as covering 
Experimental Science. A Technical or University College, for whose 
diploma a course of instruction extending over only two academic years 
is sufficient, will not be approved for the purposes of this certificate. In 
the case of teachers whose degree or diploma is obtained after the 1st 
of January, 1906, the Department will require the candidate, who is seek- 
ing recognition of qualification to teach, to pass an examination in the 
Principles, Methods, and History of Education, with special reference 
to Science teaching. The pass in this examination may be obtained 
subsequent to the date of passing the final examination for the degree or 
diploma, but the certificate of recognition will not be issued until the 
candidate has passed this examination, and has also undergone six 
months’ probation by actual service in a Secondary School on the 
Department’s list. The six months’ probation should follow the complete 
course at the University or College ; but periods of .not less than one 
month’s probation in the interval between two academic sessions may be 
counted towards the completion of the full six months. Holders of an 
approved degree or diploma, obtained after the 1st of January, 1906, will, 
until further notice, be provisionally recognised for two academic years 
of service, pending the passing of the examination in the Principles, 
Methods, and History of Education. 

2. Until further notice, the Department are prepared to recognise (in 
the case of teachers actually in the service of a Day Secondary School) 
as the equivalent of the Irish Secondary School Teachers’ Science Certifi- 
cate, the successes specified in one of the following groups, provided that 
they have been obtained since the 1st January, 1893 ; and provided that 
the applicant in all cases has worked through a practical course in a 
laboratory. This laboratory course must include at least 250 hours prac- 
tice at the subjects of the Advanced Stage. The subjects and stages 
referred to are those of the Board of Education’s examinations (see Sup- 
plementary Regulations issued by the Board). Candidates who propose 
to qualify in this manner must personally secure in writing the Depart- 
ment’s approval of the laboratory in which it is proposed to obtain the 
250 hours’ laboratory practice, before that ‘practice is entered upon. 

Group A. (Physics). 

(1.) Mathematics (Stage 2: First Class), or Practical Mathematics 
(Advanced Stage: First Class). 

(2.) Mechanics of Solids (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(3.) Mechanics of Fluids (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

f4.) Inorganic Chemistry, Theoretical (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(5.) Inorganic Chemistry, Practical (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(6.) A First Class success in the Advanced Stage of any two of the 
subjects of Sound, Light, Heat, and Magnetism and Electricity ; 
and a P ass in the Advanced Stage of the other two. 

Holders of the certificates mentioned in this group will be recognised 
as qualified to teach Experimental Science of the Preliminary Course and 
of the Special (Physics) Course of the Day Secondary School Programme. 
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Group B. ( Chemistry ). 

(1.) Mathematics (Stage 2 : First Class), or Practical Mathematics 
(Advanced Stage : First Class). 

(2.) Mechanics of Solids (Elementary Stage : First Class). 

(3.) Mechanics of Fluids (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(4.) Sound, Light and Heat (Elementary Stage : First Class). 

(5.) Magnetism and Electricity (Elementary Stage : First Class). 

(6.) A First Class success in the Advanced Stage of any two, and a 
Pass in the same stage of the other two of the subjects — Inor- 
ganic Chemistry (Theoretical and Practical), and Organic 
Chemistry (Theoretical and Practical), provided that one of the 
First Class successes is in the Advanced Stage of a Theoretical 
subject. 

Holders of the certificates in this group will be recognised as qualified 
to teach Experimental Science of tlie Preliminary Course and of the 
Special (Chemistry) Course of the Day Secondary School Programme. 

Group C. ( Mechanical Science). 

(1.) Mathematics (Stage 2 : First Class), or Practical Mathematics 
(Advanced Stage : First Class). 

(2.) Sound Light and Heat (Elementary Stage : First Class). 

(3.) Magnetism and Electricity (Elementary Stage : First Class). 

(4.) Inorganic Chemistry, Theoretical (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(5.) Inorganic Chemistry, Practical (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(6.) A First Class success in the Advanced Stage of one of the subjects 
— Mechanics of Solids, Mechanics of Fluids and Applied 
Mechanics ; and a Pass in each of the other two. 

Holders of the certificates in this group will be recognised as qualified 
to teach Experimental Science of the Preliminary Course, and of the 
Special (Mechanical Science) Course of the Day Secondary School Pro- 
gramme. 

Group D. ( Natural Science). 

(1.) General Biology (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(2.) Inorganic Chemistry, Theoretical (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(3.) Inorganic Chemistry, Practical (Elementary Stage: First Class). 

(4.) A First Class success in the Advanced Stage of Botany, Physiology, 
or Hygiene, and a Pass in the Advanced Stage of each of the 
other two. 

Holders of the certificates of this group will be recognised as qualified 
to teach Experimental Science of tlie Preliminary Course, and of the 
Special (Natural Science) Course of the Day Secondary School Pro- 
gramme, with the exception of Geology. In order to be recognised as 
qualified to teach Geology, a teacher must have secured a First Class 
success in the Advanced Stage of that subject. This success would be 
counted as one of those enumerated in 4, above ; but only for the pur- 
poses of teaching Geology. 

In lieu of (1) of Groups A, B, and C, a Pass in the Senior Grade Ex- 
amination in Mathematics of the Intermediate Education Board, pro- 
vided that this Pass includes the three subjects of Algebra and Arith- 
metic, Geometry, and Trigonometry ; a Pass in Mathematics in the First 
m- VeiS ity Examination of the Loyal University of Ireland ; or a Pass 
(Michaelmas Examination) of the Junior Freshman Year of Dublin 
University, will until further notice be accepted. 

In lira of (2), (3), (4), (5) of Groups A, B, C, and of (2), (3) of 
tiroup D, the Department’s Secondary School (Science) Certificate (pro- 
vided that the applicant’s Special Course was in Chemistry for A and D ; 
£uysics for B ; in Physics and Chemistry for C) ; a Pass in Experimental 
■yiysics and Chemistry at the Second University Examination in Arts 
oi the Royal University of Ireland; and a Pass in the Experimental 
science Course (Experimental Physics and Chemistry) of the Junior 
fcophister year (Michaelmas Term Examination) of the Dublin Univer- 
sity, will, until further notice, be accepted. 
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In lieu of (6) of Group A, or (6) of Group B, Honours in Experimental 
Physics and Chemistry in the Second University Examination of the 
Royal University of Ireland will also be accepted. 

A Pass in the Advanced or Honours Stage (Board of Education Ex- 
amination) of a subject will be accepted in lieu of a First Class success 
in the Elementary Stage. 

III. 

Specially qualified persons will always be exceptionally recognised ; but 
such exceptional recognition will be granted only when the applicant for 
recognition has satisfied the Department that he is specially qualified. 
Applications for special recognition should be accompanied by a complete 
detailed statement of the applicant’s course of study and work; and 
should be supported, as far as possible, by certificates from Professors or 
employers. In order to determine finally whether a teacher has sufficient 
technical knowledge of the subject which he seeks to teach, the Depart 4 
ment may request him to undergo a special examination. Such special 
examination will, as a rule, be held in Dublin ; and the applicant will 
have to bear his own travelling and personal expenses in connection 
therewith. 

IV. 

A Pass in the Department’s examination in the Principles, Methods, 
and History of Education will be dispensed with in the case of candi- 
dates who have obtained the certificate of Dublin University in the Theory 
and History of Education; and a Pass and the “six months’ probation 
of actual service in a Secondary School” will be dispensed with in the 
case of those candidates who have obtained the Diploma of Dublin Uni- 
versity in the Theory, History, and Practice of Education, or the Dip- 
loma in teaching of the Royal University of Ireland. 

Y. 

Notwithstanding any statement in this Circular, certificates issued at 
the close of the Summer Courses in Introductory Physics in 1901 and 1902 
will be recognised without reservation as qualifications to teach the sylla- 
bus of the first year of the Preliminary Courses.

TRAINING OF NATIONAL SCHOOL TEACHERS TO GIVE 
INSTRUCTION IN ELEMENTARY SCIENCE IN NATIONAL 
SCHOOLS. 

Sir, — The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction have 
been in communication with the Commissioners of National Education 
on the subject of the Training of National School Teachers to give in- 
struction in Elementary Science in National Schools, and an agreement 
lias been arrived at whereby, in accordance with the conditions set forth 
in the appendix overleaf, the Department are prepared to approve ol 
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provision being made for the purposes of such training as part of local 
schemes of Technical Instruction, and to issue certificates of satisfactory 
attendance at the courses of instruction. On the same conditions the 
Commissioners of National Education are prepared to recognise the cer- 
tificates referred to as qualifying to teach Elementary Science in a 
National School. 

The Department will be glad if, when bringing this matter before your 
Committee, you will direct their special attention to paragraph 16 of the 
Appendix, from which it will be seen that the qualifications of the In- 
structors who are to undertake this work must be submitted to and 
approved by the Department before the arrangements for the course of 
instruction are completed. It should be fully understood that unless this 
condition is strictly complied with, the Department will not approve of 
the course nor issue certificates.

Appendix. 

1. The subject of instruction to be called Elementary Science (Teachers). 

2. The syllabuses of the Course to be those of the Preliminary Course 
in Experimental Science, as set out in the Department’s Programme for 
Day Secondary Schools. 

3. The class to meet under the instruction of a qualified teacher and 
be registered on at least twenty-eight days in one academic year. 

4. The class lessons to be of at least two and a half hours’ duration ; at 
least one and a half hours being devoted to practical work. Such lessons 
(of two and a half hours each) not to be registered on more than two days 
in any one week. 

5. In other respects the instruction to be conducted in accordance with 
the conditions of the Science and Art Directory. 

6. Should the conditions mentioned in this Appendix be complied with, 
the Department will approve of the Course as an Elementary Stage 
(Theoretical and Practical) of a Science subject ; and the usual Directory 
grants (as well as the special privileges to Teachers’ classes) will be avail- 
able. Grants will be payable for two years in the case of any one teacher- 
student ; but only once for attendance at the Course of the first year, and 
only once for attendance at the Course of the second year. 

7. The classes will not be permitted to exceed twenty teacher-students 
on the roll for one qualified instructor, nor to exceed thirty for two quali- 
fied instructors. 

8. Complete sets of apparatus will be required, as set out in the lists on 
page 7 et seq. of the Preliminary Course of the Day Secondary School 
Programme. 

9. Every teacher-student will be required to perform all the practical 
exercises prescribed in the course of instruction and to produce fair 
written notes of the instructor’s demonstrations and of his own practical 
work. 

10. These notes must be examined at regular intervals by the instructor. 

11. The instructor will be required to devote special attention to the 
educational purposes of the work ; and to the means of overcoming the 
difficulties that the inexperienced teacher is sure to meet. 
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12. The instructor will, as occasion requires, be expected to make brief 
suggestions as to the treatment of simple object lessons. 

13. Regularity and punctuality of attendance will be regarded as essen- 
tial. The certificate referred to underneath will not be issued to teacher- 
students who have not been registered as present at, at least, seventy-five 
per cent, of the total number of class lessons given at any approved Course. 

14. At the close of each Session the Department will issue certificates 
of satisfactory attendance to all teacher-students who have — 

(a) , made the required number of attendances ; 

(b) worked satisfactorily through the prescribed course ; and 

(c) been present at the special inspection, and have attained a suffi- 

cient standard in any practical, viva voce , or written exami- 
nation which it may be considered desirable to hold. 

15. These certificates will be recognised by the Commissioners of 
National Education as qualifying to teach Elementary Science in a 
National School. 

16. The qualifications of the instructors must be submitted to anil 
approved by the Department before the arrangements for the Course of 
instruction are completed. 

17. Applications for approval to conduct classes in Elementary Science 
(Teachers) must be made on Form S. 147.

QUALIFICATIONS OF TEACHERS OF EXPERIMENTAL 
SCIENCE IN DAY SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

Sir (or Madam), 

I have to direct your attention to the undernoted clause extracted from 
the Regulations for the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Science Certificate 
(Circular 23). 

“ A pass in the Special Examination for Teachers’ Qualifications 
in Experimental Science, held by the Department in May or June 
of any year, will be recognised in lieu of satisfactory attendance at 
any Summer Course for the same subject.” 

In accordance with this regulation, the Department will hold a special 
written examination in Experimental Science on Saturday, the 7th May, 
1904. The subjects of the Special Examination will be: — 

(1) First Year Syllabus of the Preliminary Course. 

(2) Second Year Syllabus of the Preliminary Course. 

(3) Physics (Third Year Syllabus of the Programme). 

(4) Chemistry (Third Year Syllabus of the Programme). 

(5) Mechanical Science (Third Year Syllabus of the Programme). 

(6) Botany (Third Year Syllabus of the Programme). 

(7) Physiology and Hygiene. 

The examination in any subject will be open only to those teachers in 
Secondary Schools who have received at least 100 hours’ practical instruc- 
tion in that subject in an approved laboratory and under conditions which 
have previously been approved of by the Department (see Appendix), pro- 
vided that such instruction was given within two calendar years previous 
to the date of the present examination. 
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Teachers who have made satisfactory attendance at the Short Summer 
Courses of Instruction conducted by the Department in 1902 and 1903, 
and who, as a result of the examination at the conclusion thereof, failed 
to secure a certificate or obtained recognition to teach for one year only, 
will be admitted to the Special Examination in that subject without 
having to satisfy the Department as to attendance at further courses of 
instruction. 

Candidates will not be permitted to sit for examination in more than 
one subject in any one year. 

Candidates who qualify at the written examination on the 7tli May, 
will be admitted to a special practical examination, and certificates, 
which will be accepted provisionally as evidence of qualification to give 
instruction in the First, Second, or Third Year Syllabuses of the Depart- 
ment’s Programme of Experimental Science for Day Secondary Schools, 
will be issued to those candidates who succeed in reaching a satisfactory 
standard in the practical examination. • 

Should a sufficient number of applications for examination be received, 
the Department will arrange to hold the written examination at Dublin, 
Belfast, Cork, Londonderry, Limerick, Waterford, and Galway, and, in 
very exceptional circumstances, other centres might be arranged for, pro- 
vided that special application is made by School Managers before the 
29th February, 1904. Candidates taking any subject of the Third Year 
Syllabuses will, unless exceptional arrangements are made, be asked to 
attend at Dublin for the practical examination. 

Application for admission to the examination must be made before the 
29th February, 1904, on Form S 118, copies of which may be had upon 
application.

Appendix, 

Regulations respecting Special Courses oe Instruction in Experi- 
mental Science for Teachers in Day Secondary Schools. 

The Instructor in charge of classes for Teachers must be specially quali- 
fied, and his qualifications must be approved of by the Department for 
the purposes of the Special Course of instruction. 

The Laboratory must also be approved of by the Department for the 
purposes of the Special Course of instruction. 

Special classes conducted during the winter may be registered as Science 
classes, and grants earned according to the regulations and scale of pay- 
ment set out in the Science and Art Directory of 1901. For this purpose 
the Department would permit the First Year Syllabus of the Preliminary 
Course to be registered as Section I. of the Elementary Stage of Physio- 
graphy (Science Subject XXIII.) ; the Second Year Syllabus of the Pre- 
liminary Course, and Chemistry (Third Year Syllabus) as the Elemen- 
jary Stage of Inorganic Chemistry (Science Subjects X. and Xp.) ; Physics 
(Ihird Year Syllabus) as the Elementary Stage of Sound, Light, and 
Deat (Science Subject VIII.) ; Mechanical Science (Third Year Syllabus) 
as the Elementary Stage of Theoretical Mechanics, Solids (Science Subject 
Via.) ; Botany (Third Year Syllabus) as the Elementary Stage of Botany 
(Science Subject XVII.), and Physiology and Hygiene as the Elementary 
Stage of Hygiene (Subject XXV.). 

It is important to note that in order to qualify for grants it is neces- 
sary that the course of instruction should begin before the 1st December ; 
that grants may not be claimed upon account of students joining after 
that date ; and that in order to qualify for the higher rates allowed for 
practical work, it is necessary that at least twenty-eight lessons in the 
theory of the subject be given during the Session, each such lesson to be of 
hot less than one hour’s duration. 
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Attendance at theoretical instruction may not be taken into account 
when computing the 100 hours’ practical instruction referred to in the 
third paragraph of this Circular. 

Application for the recognition of special classes for Teachers must be 
made by letter, accompanied by detailed proposals upon Form S. 43. 
Attendance at lessons previous to the receipt of the written approval of 
the arrangements by the Department may not be reckoned as part of the 
100 hours’ practical instruction.

SHORT SUMMER COURSES OF INSTRUCTION TO 
TEACHERS, 1903. 

The Department^ will, during the month of July, conduct Summer 
Courses for Teachers as under: — 

(1.) Courses in Experimental Science and in Drawing for Teachers 
in Day Secondary Schools and in Day and Evening Science 
and Art Classes. 

(2.) A Course in Manual Training (Woodwork) for teachers of that 
subject in Day Secondary Schools. 

(3.) Courses, for Manual Instructors, in Woodcarving and Model- 
ling, in Building Construction, and in Metal Work.^ 

(4.) A Course in Lace and Crochet' Making and Design for Teachers 
of Lace and Crochet Making. 

These Courses will begin on the 7th July and close on the 31st July, 
and will be held in Dublin, Belfast, Cork, and Tramore. 

Should the applications exceed the accommodation, those applicants 
will be selected whose admission would appear to be most likely to prove 
beneficial. Applications from Teachers who have attended Short Courses 
of Instruction in previous years, and who have been giving instruction in 
the subjects of those Courses during the present session, will have priority 
of claim for admission to advanced Courses. 

It is important that Teachers should not apply unless they know that 
they will be able to attend, for great difficulties, as well as injustice to 
others, may be entailed by applicants failing to take advantage of admis- 
sion which may be granted. Failure to attend the course after the invita- 
tion has been accepted, will, except in the case of illness, be regarded as 
an abuse of the privilege ; and any Teacher failing in this respect will be 
debarred from attending any future course. 

Teachers who are selected for, and who attend the courses of instruction 
regularly and punctually at the specified hours, from the beginning to 
the end of the course, will be allowed a sum of £3 10s. towards their 
expenses while living at the centre ; and those who travel more than 
twenty miles to the centre of instruction will be allowed, in addition, 
Third Class Railway Fare for one journey to and fro between the Railway 
Station nearest their School and Dublin, Belfast, Cork, or Tramore, as 
the case may be ; no car fares, or other travelling expenses will, however, 
be allowed. These allowances will in no case be made until after the 
conclusion of the courses. 

The hours of attendance will be from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. daily (with an 
interval of one hour for lunch), except on Saturdays, when the hours 
will be from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. In addition, Teachers will be required 
in the evenings to write out notes, &c. 
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The Department also propose to arrange for a short course of Lectures 
to fully qualified Instructresses of Domestic Economy subjects. Full 
information respecting the scope of these lectures, and of the travelling 
and maintenance allowances which will be made, are given on Form S 141, 
copies of which may be had upon application. 

Teachers desiring to take advantage of these courses must fill up and

N.B. — These Courses are open only to Teachers who are over eighteen

DETAILS OF THE COURSES. 

I. (a.) Experimental Science. 

There may be eight courses of instruction in Experimental Science. 

Subjects : — First and Second Years of the Preliminary Course; and 
Physics, Chemistry, Mechanical Science, Botany, Geo- 
logy, and Physiology and Hygiene. 

These courses will cover not only the ground sketched out in the Courses 
of the Department’s programme for Day Secondary Schools, but will aim 
directly at bringing home to Teachers the intentions of the Department 
as expressed in the prefatory note thereto. 

A provisional certificate of competency to teach the subject of the 
course will be issued to those Teachers who have punctually and regularly 
attended and successfully done the class work, as testified by laboratory 
note-books, and by any examination — written, viva voce, or practical — • 
which it may be desirable to hold. 

Application for admission to these courses must be made on Form S 42. 

I. (&.) — Drawing. 

The course of instruction in Drawing will be specially devoted to enab- 
ling the Teachers to secure the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Drawing Certifi- 
cate ( see Circular Letter No. 16) ; but instruction of a more advanced 
character will be afforded to those Teachers who are already qualified for 
this certificate, or who hold higher certificates. 

Teachers must not regard attendance at these courses as sufficient quali- 
fication to give instruction in the Department’s Programme of Drawing. 
They should continue their studies throughout the winter, and present 
themselves for examination in the subjects included in the Irish Secon- 
dary Teachers’ Drawing Certificate, at the annual examinations of the 
Board of Education held in April, May, and June. The Regulations for 
the admission of External Candidates to these examinations are given on 
Form S. 100, copies of which may be obtained on application. 

Application for admission to this course must be made on Form S 42. 

II. — Manual Instruction. 

The course of Manual work will include, in addition to practical in- 
struction in the use of Woodworking tools, instruction in Practical Plane 
and Solid Geometry, and will provide for the further training of Teachers 
■who at present teach this subject in Day Secondary Schools, or who will 
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be acting as instructors during the forthcoming session. An examination 
will be held at the conclusion of the course, and Teachers who succeed in 
passing that examination will, for the present, be accepted as qualified 
to give instruction in the subject under the Department’s Regulations for 
Day Secondary Schools. Teachers who do not pass the examination, but 
who obtain a sufficiently high percentage of marks, will also be accepted 
as Manual Instructors in Day Secondary Schools, but for the Session 
1903-4 only. 

Application for admission to this course must be made on Form S 42. 

III. — Wood-carving and Modelling ; Building Construction ; 

Metal Work. 

These courses are intended primarily for the further training of Manual 
Instructors who are at present under engagement to Local Committees of 
Technical Instruction. A certificate of satisfactory attendance and pro- 
gress will be issued to those who are favourably reported upon by the In- 
structors in charge ; but it is not the intention of the Department to issue 
Teachers’ Certificates upon the results of the courses. 

Application for admission to this course must be made on Form S 42. 

IY. — Lace and Crochet Making and Design. 

The object of the present course is to improve existing kinds of work, 
and not to introduce new forms of Lace or Crochet-making. The instruc- 
tion will be confined to — 

A. Limerick Lace. C. Raised Crochet. 

B. Clones Crochet. D. Carrickmacross Lace. 

The lessons on each of these subjects will include instruction in Tech- 
nique, including the use of suitable materials; Drawing including the 
preparation of working tracings ; and, in the case of those capable of 
profiting by such form of instruction, practice in Design. 

Certificates of proficiency will be awarded at the close of the Course to 
those who have attended regularly, worked well, and whose work is of a 
sufficiently high standard, as shown by the specimens produced during 
the class-lessons, and by any tests of a written or practical character 
which it may be considered advisable to apply. 

Teachers attending this course will be required to bring their usual 
working material with them, as well as pencils, india-rubber, compasses, 
a twelve-inch ruler, two set squares (one of 45° and the other of 60°), 
and a medium-sized drawing book. Teachers of crochet-making should 
also provide themselves with sets of such details as they are accustomed 
to work for the trade, as for example, the “ Scroll,” “ Lily,” “ Hawthorn,” 
“Shamrock,” “Stem,” “Branch,” &c., &c. 

Application for admission to this course must be made on Form S 140. 

Y. — Lectures to Domestic Economy Instructresses. 

The Course will include lectures on Physiology and Hygiene, Thrift, 
Management, and cognate subjects. A certificate of satisfactory attend- 
ance will be issued to those who are favourably reported on by the in- 
structors at the close of the course.

Training School of Domestic Economy, Kildare-street, Dublin. 

The Scholarship will entitle the holder to free admission to the full 
course of training as Teacher of Domestic Economy subjects. The School 
is not residential, and no subsistence allowance is given. The Scholar- 
ships will be awarded as the result of a competitive examination, partly 
written, partly viva voce. No Scholarship, however, will be awarded to 
any candidate who does not show in the course of the examination that 
she is likely to make full use of the instruction provided at the Training 
School, and, in particular, candidates with pliysical defects of voice, 
sight, or hearing will not be regarded as eligible. 

The examination will be held in Dublin, Lelfast, Cork, and Galway, on 
Tuesday, the 15th September, 1903, beginning at 10 a.m. 

The award will be made on the following conditions : — 

1. Candidates must be not less than nineteen and not more than thirty

2. Successful candidates must provide a recent medical certificate of

LOCAL EXAMINATIONS, 1903. 

Sir, or Madam, 

I have to inform you that the Local Examinations in subjects of 
Science and Art conducted by the Department on behalf of the Board of 
Education (South Kensington), will begin on Friday, 1st May, 1903, 
and I have to direct your attention to the Regulations contained in the 
Appendix to this Circular. These Regulations for the conduct of such 
examinations in Ireland supersede those contained in Sections III. to 
XI Y. of the Supplementary Regulations of the Board of Education for 
1902-3. 

I have to direct your special attention to Paragraph 3 of the Regula- 
tions contained in the Appendix, and to state that, while candidates will 
be admitted to the examinations of the Elementary Stage on the condi- 
tions therein stated, presentation at these examinations will not be a 
condition of the award of grant in that stage, nor will the results of 
examination affect the rate of grant to be allowed. 

The Department will hold special examinations in Introductory Physics 
and Introductory Chemistry, on Saturday, the 30th May, 1903. The 
examinations will be open only to those teachers in Secondary Schools 
who have received 100 hours’ instruction in either subject in an approved 
laboratory, and under conditions which have previously been approved of 
by the Department. Those candidates who are successful at the written 
examination on the 30th May will be admitted to a practical examina- 
tion, and certificates, which will be accepted as evidence of qualification 
lo give instruction in the first or second year’s course of the Department’s 
Programme of Experimental Science for Day Secondary Schools, will be 
issued to those candidates who are successful at the latter examination. 

Form S 118 upon which to make application for admission to these 
examinations may be had upon application. This form will not be 
accepted after the 31si March. 

Candidates for the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Drawing Certificate who 
desire to present themselves for the special examination in Elementary 
Modelling in June, 1903, must make application for admission to these 
examinations upon Form S 119, copies of which may be had upon appli- 
cation. This form will not be received after the 31 st March. 

Successes at the examinations in Drawing on the Blackboard, which 
will be conducted by Inspectors of the Department on behalf of the Board 
of Education, South Kensington, during the months of May and June, 
1903, will be accepted towards the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Drawing 
Certificate.

HvruLATioNS fob the conduct of the Local Examinations in subjects 
" of Science and Aet conducted by the Depabtment of Ageicul- 
tuee and Technical Insteuction foe Ieeland on behalf of the 
Boaed of Education (South Kensington). 

1 The examinations are held in the evenings in May, and in the day- 
time in June. The students of a school must, as a rule, be all examined 
at the evening, or all at the day examinations. No candidate can be 
examined in the same subject at the evening examinations and at the day- 
examinations in the same year. 'No candidate may be examined m more 
than one stage of any subject in the same year except in (a) Mathematics, 
in which subject he may take either one stage in each of the two groups 
of stages into which the examination in this subject is divided, or 
Honours in Division I. and Division II. of Mathematics ; (6) Hygiene, 
in which subject he may take the examinations in both the Introductory 
Stage and the Elementary Stage ; and (c) Agricultural Science and Burai 
Economy, in which subiect he may take the examinations in both Divi- 
sion I. and Division il. As the Elementary Stage of Subject VIII. 
(Sound Light, and Heat) is common to the three sub-divisions into 
which the subject is divided for the Advanced Stage and Honours, candi- 
dates who take the Elementary Stage are not eligiDie to take, in the same 
year the Advanced Stage or Honours of any of the three sub-divisions, of . 
the subject. When examinations are held in several subjects of Science 
on the same evening, no candidate may take more than one of such sub- 
jects. 

2. Examinations in Drawing with Chalk on the Blackboard will be 
held by Inspectors of the Department during the months of May and 
June at approved centres. Applications for these examinations from 
Schools of Art and Art Classes must be forwarded to the Department, on 
Form S 135, on or before the 28 th February. 

3. Applications for examinations in the Elementary Stage of Science 
Subjects, in Stage 1 of Mathematics (Subject V.), and in the Elementary 
Stage of Design (Art Subject 23c.) cannot be considered unless such 
application is accompanied by a sum of Is. 6 d. for each paper asked for. 
For papers in the Elementary Stage of Practical Chemistry or Practical 
Metallurgy, the fee will be 2s. 6 cl. per paper. No fee is exigible in 
respect ol examinations in subjects of Art other than that in the Elemen- 
tary Stage of Design, but students who are receiving instruction in 
Group I. only, will not, as a rule, be regarded as qualified for personal 
examinations. 

The number of papers requisitioned cannot be subsequently varied, and 
no part of the remittance is returnable. 

The remittance of the fee for papers in the Elementary Stage must be 
made by Bank Draft, Cheque, or Postal Order, made payable to “ The 
Accountant, Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for 
Ireland.” Stamps cannot be accepted. 

4. Managers of Art Schools and Classes can be supplied with casts 
instead of diagrams for the examination in Freehand Drawing of Orna- 
ment in Outline, upon the condition that they make application on 
Form 119/, on or before the 1st December, for the number of casts 
required, and at the same time transmit to the Department 6 d. for each 
cast applied for. The number of casts cannot be subsequently varied, 
and no part of the remittance is returnable. 

5. Managers of Schools who wish to present candidates for these exami- 
nations must provide accommodation, and propose to the Department 
arrangements for the examination of their students. The Department, 
however, reserve to themselves the right to revise the proposed arrange- 
ments, and to amalgamate the examinations in any district should they 
think it expedient. 

6. External candidates (i.e., candidates who are not students of any 
school or class) must apply to the Department not later than the 24 th 
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February for Form S 101, upon which to make application for exami- 
day examinations. The special regulations respecting the admission of 
external candidates to these examinations are printed separately upon 
nation, and must then state whether they wish to take the evening or the 
Form S 100, copies of which may be had upon application. Students of 
schools or classes must apply for examination through their Managers. 

7. The Department will assign to external candidates a centre for 
examination, and managers of schools at which examinations in a given 
subject are being conducted must admit such candidates to examination 
in that subject on the authorisation of the Department, in such numbers 
as the Department, having regard to the available accommodation, may 
deem reasonable. Due regard will be had to the nature of the institution 
at which the examination is to be held when assigning external candi- 
dates to any centre. 

8. Where managers have two or more classes in the same subject under 
their control they must arrange, where possible, for a conjoint examina- 
tion of these classes in such manner that no unnecessary number of rooms 
may be in use. 

9. A separate examination will not, as a rule, be held where the 
number of candidates to be presented in any one subject is less than four, 
but the Department will be prepared, when in such cases the school from 
which the candidates come is distant from any larger centre, to consider 
proposals for holding a separate examination at the school. 

10. The accommodation provided should be as follows : — 

(a.) For examinations in all subjects of Science and in all subjects 
of Art, except those mentioned in (&), the accommodation should be 
such as to allow of the candidates being seated not less than five feet 
apart from centre to centre. For examinations in subjects of Science 
it is desirable that rooms with level floors and without galleries should 
be provided. 

(6.) At examinations in the following subjects of Art: — Freehand 
Drawing of Ornament in Outline, Model Drawing, Drawing in Light 
and Shade, Drawing and Modelling from the Antique, Drawing and 
Modelling from Life, Modelling the Head from Life, and Painting 
from Still Life, candidates may be placed so as to be not less than 
two feet six inches apart from centre to centre. 

11. Managers or their representatives must provide (for use in the 
examination in those subjects in which they are respectively required), 
i nk , pens, ruled foolscap paper, pins or paper fasteners, tracing paper, 
and the necessary materials, such as stands, nails, &c., required for 
hanging up the casts for examination purposes in Drawing in .bight and 
Shade and Modelling from the Antique, and in Freehand Drawing of 
Ornament in Outline when casts have been applied for for the examina- 
tion in this subject. 

12. Managers of Schools presenting students for examination -must 
apply to the Department not later than the 24t7i February for Form S 102 
upon which to make a return showing the number of papers required for 
each subject, and such other particulars as the Department may deem 
necessary.

day examinations. Eorm S 101 must be returned to the department, in 
respect of evening examinations, before the 28 th February ; and in respect 
of day examinations, before tile 28th April. 

Students of schools or classes must apply for examination through 
their Managers. 

(3 ) Applications for examination in the Elementary Stage of Science 
Subjects m Stage 1 of Mathematics (Subject V.), and in the Elementary 
Stave of Design (Art Subject 23c), cannot be considered unless such 
application is accompanied by a sum of Is. 6d. for each paper asked for. 
For papers in the Elementary Stage of Practical Chemistry or Practical 
Metallurgy, the fee will be 2s. 6d. per paper. The number of papers 
requisitioned cannot be subsequently varied, and no part of the remit- 
tance is returnable. No fee other than this will, as a rule, be payable 
by external candidates, but the Department reserve to themselves the 
right to charge a further fee in special cases where an examination is 
being held solely for the benefit of external candidates, or for any other 
reason.

(4.) The Department cannot undertake, unless in exceptional cases, 
to hold an examination in any subject for external candidates except at 
places where an examination in the same subject is being held.

(a.) Travelling Expenses. — Actual expenses of locomotion from centre

Railway fare — Second class ; 

Bicycle — 2d. per mile ; 

Car hire — Usual rates : when a car is frequently employed, a con- 
tract should be made with the car owner. 

(b.) Subsistence Allowance. — On special occasions, when it is impos- 
sible for an Instructor to return to his (or her) headquarters for the time 
being, a subsistence allowance of 6s. 8 d. per night may be made. The 
greatest care should, however, be exercised on the part of the Committee to 
assist Instructors in finding suitable headquarters at each centre. Other- 
wise a comparatively Jarge share of the funds available for Instruction 
wrl be absorbed in incidental expenses. 

(c.) Removal Expenses. — The Department are not prepared to approve 
of expenses of this nature being allowed when an Instructor first takes 
up duty ; but they are prepared to consider applications for approval of 
expenses, on change of headquarters within the area administered bv the 
Local Authority. 

III. — Conditions op Employment. 


Instructors should be “wholetime” Officers. “Wholetime” may he 
understood to mean two lessons of two hours each per dav, of five days each 
week (or an equivalent amount of actual teaching), in addition ‘to the 
of preparation incidental _ to all lessons. As a rule, Instructors 
should be expected to devote thirty hours per week to the work of the 
Committee. Private teaching on the part of the Instructors should not 
be permitted. The holidavs allowed during anv one calendar year should 
not exceed six weeks in all.

Applications for Aid towards Fittings, Apparatus, Examples, &c. 

I. — A grant towards the purchase of School fittings of special con- 
struction, of apparatus, diagrams, examples, &c., and of single copies of 
some of the more expensive Science and Art Books of reference, not 
exceeding half of their cost, may be made to the Managers of a Science 
or Art School or Class, or of a Secondary School which has adopted the 
Department’s programme of Experimental Science, Drawing, and Manual 
Instruction.: provided that — 

a. The remainder of the 'purchase-money is supplied by the Managers 

from funds other than students ’ fees or payments by teachers, 

b. The laboratories are devoted to Science Instruction , and the tenure 

of the rooms is such that the Managers are not liable to be 
ejected. 

c. The School or Class is a public institution , or is in connection 

therewith. 

d. The subject, for the illustration of instruction in which the appa- 

ratus is adapted, is taught in the school, and that the apparatus 
will be used by a teacher recognised by the Department. 

e. The net cost of the apparatus, or of the examples or of the fittings, 

towards the purchase of which the Department grant aid, 
amounts to a total of at least fifty shillings (50s.) in each appli- 
cation, and to at least 5s. net on each item.* The last restriction 
does not apply in the case of equipment for Manual Instruction. 

f. The fittings, apparatus, examples, etc., are permanently kept on 

the School premises, and that application is made to the Depart- 
ment and approved of before the fittings, apparatus, etc., are 
ordered. 

g. The Managers accept the liability to discharge the Department’s 

lien, as stated below. 

h. The grant on fittings will not be made unless there is a sufficient 

guarantee of permanency in the School or Glass, and will not 
exceed one-third of the cost of the fittings, except in the case of 
fittings for Manual Instruction. 

II. — The Department has a lien on all objects purchased with its aid, 
and they cannot be sold ; one-fifth of the lien will determine with each 
year of actual use of the objects, as shewn by the Time Table of the School 
or Class. After five years of actual use they become the property of the 
Managers. 

If the School or Class be discontinued before the end of five years, 
or if the teaching of the subject for the illustration of which the 
objects were obtained remains in abeyance for more than one ses- 
sion, the fittings, apparatus, or examples must be purchased by 
the Managers ; or in the case of apparatus and examples, be — 

(а) transferred, with the sanction of the Department, to the Managers 

of another School or Class in Ireland which is willing to accept 
them on the usual conditions, and which teaches the subject 
for which the apparatus or examples were obtained ; or 

(б) handed over to the Department. 


* When several pieces compose an apparatus, they may collectively be considered by 
the Department aB one item. 
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In order to purchase the fittings, apparatus, or examples, the Man- 
agers must repay the aid given by the Department, less -one-fifth for each 
year they have been in use. If apparatus or examples be handed over to 
the Department, they must be delivered at its offices, free of all charges 
for packing, carriage, &c. 

The Grants to a School or Class will be so restricted that the lien of the 
Department on fittings, apparatus, and examples, shall at no time exceed 
£300, or that on apparatus and examples £200. 

III. Apparatus grants are confined to articles of a permanent and 
illustrative character, which are riot readily destructible. No aid is 
given towards the purchase of objects easily broken, such as retorts,, test 
tubes, &c. ; or of duplicates, except under special circumstances ; or of 
articles required for subjects of Technology. 

(a.) -No aid will be given towards the purchase of fittings, apparatus, 
or examples, to an Endowed School where the endowment is 
large, and when the .School may reasonably be expected to 
provide its own requirements. 

(6.) Where the endowment is small and so appropriated by the 
Scheme that but little, of it can be applied to the purchase of 
fittings, apparatus, or examples, ,aid may be granted to supple- 
ment local contributions. 

(c.) In no case can moriey from ari endowriierit be accepted as local 
contribution. This must be provided entirely from subscrip- 
tions of living persons and not from Trust Funds. 

IY. — The Secretary to the Managers will be informed if the applica- 
tion is entertained ; and when the fittings, apparatus, examples, etc., aro 
obtained, or the work has been completed and favourably reported on by 
an Inspector of the Department, application for payment of the Depart- 
ment’s grant must be made on Form S. 6. This form must be filled .up, 
certified, and returned accompanied by receipted detailed accounts. 

It is necessary that the grant should be claimed within the financial year 
-(ending 31st March) in which the application was made.

EXPLANATORY CIRCULAR TO MANAGERS AND PRINCIPALS' 
OF DAY SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

Department of Agriculture and 

Technical Instruction for Ireland, 

Upper Merrion-street, 
Dublin, April, 1903. 

Sir or Madam, -.7. 

Under Section 2 (1) (e) of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
(Ireland) Act, 1899, the administration of the grant for Science and Art 
in Ireland was transferred to this Department on the 1st April, 1901. 

This grant is, as you are doubtless aware, a sum of money voted 
annually by Parliament for instruction in Science and Art ; and is quite 
distinct from the funds placed at the disposal of the Department for the 
purposes of Technical Instruction, in accordance with the provisions of 
Section 15 of the Act and from the grant in aid of Technical Instruction 
[Section 2 (1) (/)], commonly called the Equivalent Grant. _ 

The object of the Science and Art grant is to aid in securing and main-, 
taining an efficient system of instruction in Science and Art subjects in 
day and evening schools ; and the aid, which includes provision for assist- 
ance towards the cost of equipment, is conditional upon the attendance 
and proficiency of pupils ; the qualifications of teachers ; approved accom- 
modation, equipment,' organisation, and curriculum ; and generally upon 
the efficiency of the instruction. 

In taking over the administration of this grant in 1901, the Depart- 
ment felt that the method of assessing it, so far as Day Secondary Schools 
were concerned, might with advantage be changed forthwith, in order to 
render it more directly applicable to existing educational needs in Ire- 
land. They, accordingly, prepared new regulations for the administra- 
tion and distribution of grants for Experimental Science, Drawing, 
Manual Instruction, and Domestic Economy in Day Secondary Schools ; 
and these regulations, setting forth a scheme of payments for a four years’ 
programme of instruction, together with a suggested syllabus of work for 
the first two years, were issued early in April, 1901. 

At that time the Department did not consider it advisable to issue 
, detailed syllabuses of study for the full four years of the programme. 
They desired to await the results of at least one year’s experience. The 
regulations have, however, now been in operation for almost two academic 
years ; and it has at length become necessary to issue the syllabuses for 
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the third and fourth years. The Department feel that the manner in 
which the regulations have been taken advantage of would justify them 
in issuing the syllabuses of the higher courses, with the regulations almost 
unchanged. They have, however, taken advantage of the opportunity 
offered by the issue of the more advanced syllabuses to modify, to a con- 
siderable extent, the form of the regulations ; but there are only two 
alterations in substance, one of which experience has shown to be neces- 
sary and the other advisable. A study of the regulations, as now issued, 
will bring out first that, while a claim for grants for instruction in Draw- 
ing remains a condition of claim for grants for Experimental Science, 
and vice versa, in the Preliminary Course, that restriction has been re- 
moved in the Special Courses. Secondly, it will be seen that the Depart- 
ment have arranged to pay grants for instruction in the fourth year’s 
course of Experimental Science at a higher rate than was at first pro- 
posed. 

As the number of hours per week to be devoted to the work of the 
Special Courses will vary considerably, a certain latitude will on that 
account be permitted in the amount of work to be done by a School. Fur- 
ther, the Special Courses will at first, as was the case with the subjects 
of the Preliminary Course, be treated as tentative ; and the work on them 
for the first year at least will be regarded as an experiment. Moreover, 
so long as the general character of a syllabus is adhered to, Managers will 
be allowed considerable discretion in modification of details. 

The efficiency of the instruction will be tested by inspection ; as a rule, 
without notice. Towards the close of the school year, however, notice 
will be given of a visit of Special Inspection for that year. At such 
visits, but especially on the visit of Special Inspection, it will be within 
the discretion of the Inspector to test any or all of the classes by practical 
exercises in the laboratory, or by viva voce examination of classes, or of 
individuals, or by written examinations, or by a combination of these 
methods. 

It should be observed that the rates of payment may be increased by 
one-tenth or reduced by one or more tenths, as the Department, on receipt 
of the Inspector’s report, may determine. Reduction by more tenths 
than one will be exceptional. In cases in which such exceptional treat- 
ment is necessary, the Department will, in all probability, adopt the 
alternative of giving a reasonable warning, and, unless marked improve- 
ment follows, will remove such a school from the list of those aided by 
the proposed system of grants. 

As a rule one laboratory will be sufficient. Laboratories must be 
approved, and in cases in which application is to be made for a grant for 
fittings, or for apparatus, the plans of the laboratory and the details 
of the apparatus should be submitted to the Department for ap- 
proval before the laboratory is built or equipped, and before the appa- 
ratus is purchased. This rule was somewhat relaxed during the first year 
of operation of the revised regulations ; no exception is now made. 

The Department regard the question of qualification of teachers as of 
the utmost importance. They have endeavoured by means of Summer 
Courses to meet the urgent need created by the general adoption of the 
Day Secondary School regulations ; and they have from time to time 
issued provisional certificates of competency to teach certain subjects. 
For the present, they will continue to issue these provisional certificates 
in the case of the various subjects of the preliminary and of the special 
courses ; but it should be clearly understood that these means of qualifica- 
tion are but temporary and exceptional at the best ; and that Summer 
Courses could not be regarded as more than a temporary institution for 
the training of qualified . teachers. The temporary arrangements will 
therefore cease at the earliest possible moment ; and in no case will they 
be continued beyond the 31st July, 1908. Until that date certificates 
of permanent recognition will be issued in lieu of a given number of 
provisional certificates as set out in Circular 23. It is hoped that, after- 
wards, more regular and less exceptional means of training teachers will 
have had time to operate ; and that Summer Courses may be devoted to 
their proper function of “ Post Graduate” Courses on special subjects for 
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those already qualified. The conditions under which recognition of 
qualification to teach any of the syllabuses of Experimental Science and 
Drawing may be obtained are fully set out in Circulars 16 and 23 ; the 
conditions of qualification to teach Manual Instruction or Domestic 
Economy are set out in Circulars 24 and 25. 

For the academic year, beginning 1st August, 1908, and thereafter, 
until further notice, the Department will not recognise as qualified to 
teach a syllabus of Drawing of any year, either of the preliminary, or of 
the special course, in a Day Secondary School, a teacher who does not 
possess the Irish Secondary Teachers’ Drawing Certificate or some 
approved equivalent ; and they will not recognise as qualified to teach 
any syllabus either of the preliminary, or of a special, course of Experi- 
mental Science, a teacher who does not possess the Irish Secondary 
Teachers’ Science .Certificate (full particulars of which are given in Cir- 
cular 23), or some approved equivalent. Specially qualified persons may 
always be exceptionally recognised ; but such exceptional recognition will 
be granted only when the applicant for recognition has satisfied the 
Department that he is specially qualified. Applications for such special 
recognition should be accompanied by a complete statement of the appli- 
cant’s course of study and work ; and should be supported as far as pos- 
sible by certificates from professors or employers. In order to determine 
finally whether a teacher has sufficient technical knowledge of the subject 
which he seeks to teach, the Department may request him to undergo a 
special examination. 

The Department reserve the right to withdraw recognition of a teacher’s 
qualifications should circumstances occur to render such a course either 
desirable or inevitable. 

The Managers of Schools proposing to adopt the Day Secondary Schools 
Regulations must submit annually, at least a fortnight before the pro- 
posed opening of the School, on Form S 44, a preliminary statement of 
the conditions under which the classes will be conducted during the year. 
The time-table (Flyleaf to Form S. 44) must be furnished within a fort- 
night after the first meeting of the classes. 

It is not necessary that either the Preliminary, or a Special, course of 
instruction should be taken by all the pupils within the prescribed limits 
of age in any one school ; but the Department hope that some schools 
will, after careful consideration, select one or other of the special courses 
and become characterised by their reputation for efficiency in that direc- 
tion. 

The Programme (which includes the Regulations) now issued, will, 
after the 31st July, 1903, replace that issued in April, 1901 ; and will 
continue in force until further notice. 

Arrangements have been made with the Intermediate Education Board 
for Ireland whereby the Board have adopted the Department’s Syllabuses 
in Experimental Science, Drawing, and Domestic Economy. The details 
of the arrangement by which schools and pupils may obtain recognition 
under the regulations of the Intermediate Education Board for proficiency 
in Experimental Science, Drawing, and Domestic Economy are published 
in the rules of that Board. The “conditions prescribed” for a “Pass,” 
in Rule 9 (6) of the Intermediate Education Board’s Rules for Examina- 
tions for 1904, are, except in so far as they are extended by Rules 9 (e) 
and (/), those set out in this Programme.

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REGULATIONS FOR THE ADMINISTRATION AND DISTRIBU- 
TION OF GRANTS FOR EXPERIMENTAL SCIENCE, DRAW- 
ING, MANUAL INSTRUCTION, AND DOMESTIC ECONOMY 
IN DAY SECONDARY SCHOOLS IN IRELAND. 

I. 

Grants in respect of courses of instruction in Experimental Science, 
Drawing, Manual Instruction, and Domestic Economy, may be made, 
in accordance with the following regulations, to Day Secondary Schools in 
■ which sufficient provision is made for instruction in the other main 
branches of a general education : : — 

1. Grants shall be payable in respect of attendances made by those 
students only who are twelve years of age (on. or before the 31st day 
of May in the calendar year in which the course is entered upon), and 
Who have completed an education which would entitle them to be 
placed in the Sixth Class of a school under the Board of National 
Education in Ireland. 

2. Grants shall bo payable in respect of attendances made by the 
pupils of those schools only which have been approved by the. Depart- 
ment. 

3. Grants will be made on the average- attendance of duly qualified 
pupils for each hour per week of instruction throughout the school 
year, according to the following scale : — 

Experimental Science. — 10s. for the first year of the course ; 12s. 6d. 
for the second year of the course ; 15s. for the third year of the 
course; and 20s. for the fourth year of the course. 

Drawing. — 5s. for the first year of the course ; 6s. for the second 
year of the course ; 7s. for the third or fourth year of the 
course. 

Manual' Instruction and Domestic Economy. — 6s. for the first year of 
the course ; 7s. for the second year of the course ; 8s. for the 
third or fourth year of the course. 

The syllabuses of instruction “first year” and “second year” of 
the Preliminary, and “third year” and “fourth year” of the 
Special, Courses correspond with the “ first year,” “ second year,” 
&c., rates of payment ; but the claims paid oil behalf of any pupil’s 
attendance will in the first instance, be at first year rates; in the 
second instance, at second year rates ; and so on. 

4. The numbers on which grants for each Subject are to be calcu- 
lated, at the foregoing rates, shall be determined by adding together 
the total number of hours of attendance made by each pupil in that 
subject (at the approved time-table hours), and dividing by forty, 
the normal school year being regarded as of forty weeks. 

II. 

1. Experimental Science shall mean such 'a system of instruction in 
Physical and Natural Science as will involve ‘the greater part of the work 
being done by the pupils themselves in an approved laboratory. 

2. Drawing shall include Freehand, and may include Mechanical 
Drawing (with Practical Geometry) and Modelling. 

3. Manual Instruction shall include instruction in the use of tools 
employed in Wood or Metal-working, and drawing in connection there- 
with. 

4. Domestic Economy shall include Cookery, and may include Laundry- 
work, Dressmaking, and any other form of practical instruction in house- 
hold management of which the Department may approve. 
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TIL 

The Courses of Instruction include — 

1. A Preliminary" (two years’) course, which is obligatory for all pupils, 
and on all schools claiming grants under these regulations. 

2. Special courses, which are optional. 

3. The Preliminary (two years’) course may vary according to the char- 
acter of the school ; but it shall include. Experimental Science and Draw- 
ing ; and not less than three hours per week shall be devoted to Experi- 
mental Science, and not less than one hour per week to Drawing. In 
schools claiming grants for more than six hours’ instruction in any week, 
Manual Instruction or Domestic Economy must form part of the preli- 
minary course ; and, in such cases, at least one and a-half hour’s instruc- 
tion per week must be devoted to one of those subjects. In schools also 
which do not provide instruction in one of the Special courses, or whose 
Special course has not been recognised by the Department for attendance 
grants, Manual Instruction or Domestic Economy, with Experimental 
Science and Drawing, shall constitute the Preliminary course ; and in 

•order that Preliminary courses in. such schools may be recognised, the 
time-table must show that at least six hours’ instruction per week are 
devoted to those three subjects. 

4. A Special course must include one, but may not include more than 
three, of the undermentioned subjects, to which Manual Instruction or 
•Domestic Economy may be added. Managers will be allowed much lati- 
tude in selecting the subject or subjects most suitable to their own schools. 
Managers, desiring to have the special courses of their schools recognised, 
will be required to show that a fair proportion of the pupils who ha,Ve 
worked through the Preliminary course are prepared to attend the Special 
course ; that not less than three hours per week, and not more than six 
hours per week, are to be devoted to each subject of the Special course ; 
that at least one-third of that time is to be assigned to theoretical' in- 
struction ; and that the syllabuses of the subject or subjects chosen will 
be followed in the prescribed order. In schools claiming grants for more 
than six hours’ instruction in any week, Manual Instruction or Domestic 
Economy must form part of the Special course ; and, in such cases, at 
least one and a-half hour’s instruction per week must be devoted to one 
of those subjects. 

5. Claims for attendance grants may be preferred on behalf of those 
students only who 'have punctually and regularly attended instruction in 
all the obligatory subjects of the Preliminary or of a Special course, and 
have been registered as in attendance at instruction in each of the subjects 
on or before the 15 th of October in any academic year. 

6. The minimum time per week recognised for grants on behalf of 
attendances at Manual Instruction or Domestic Economy is one and 
a-half hour. 

7. The prescribed order of the syllabuses is that as printed in the Pro- 
gramme. 

8. The subjects of the Special courses are: — 

(1.) Physics : Third year — Heat, Light, and Sound ; fourth year— 
Magnetism and Electricity. 

(2.) Chemistry: Third year — Inorganic Chemistry* (A); fourth 

year — Inorganic Chemistry, with some Elementary Organic 
Chemistry. 

(3.) [Mechanical Science: Third year — Sections I. -IV., inclusive; 
fourth year — Sections Y. — VII. , inclusive.

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(4.) Natural Science : — • 

(a.) Botany: — Third year, Division I. ; fourth year, Division II.

(c.) Geology: — A fourth year subject. 

Each of these divisions of Natural Science will count as one sub- 
ject in the manner indicated. 

(5.) Drawing : — Third year (for boys and girls), I. and IT. ; fourth 
year (for boys), I. and III. ; for girls, I. and II. 

9. Grants will not be payable in respect of the attendances of any one 
pupil for more than four years in all — two in the Preliminary, and two 
in a Special course ; but it is not obligatory that the separate claims 
should be made in consecutive academic years. 

10. Grants will not be payable in respect of attendances at Manual 
Instruction or Domestic Economy, except in the case of pupils whose 
attendances at instruction in Experimental Science and Drawing of the 
Preliminary, or at one of the subject of a Special course, are eligible for 
payments. 

11. Grants will not be payable in respect of the attendances of pupils 
of any school which, after working for one academic year in accordance 
with the Department’s regulations, has not the full two years’ Preliminary 
course in operation. 

12. Grants will not be payable in respect of the attendances of a pupil 
at instruction in a subject of the fourth year, which was not the subject 
in respect of which a claim was made on behalf of the same pupil in the 
third year ; except in the cases of 4 (&), Physiology and Hygiene, and 
4 (c), Geology. 

IY. 

1. No scheme will -be approved unless the Department are satisfied that 
due provision is made for the instruction ,of the pupils in the other mam 
branches of a general education. 

2. No grant will be made If or instruction unless due provision is made 
for experimental work in Science, on the part of the pupils, in properly 
equipped and approved laboratories. 

3. Not more than forty pupils shall be taken at a time by one teacher 
for Theoretical Instruction, nor more than twenty for Practical Instruc- 
tion in any subject, unless an assistant, recognised by the Department, 
is provided. In that case the number may be increased to thirty. In- 
struction in Drawing may, for this purpose, be regarded as theoretical 
instruction. 

4. Practical instruction must be given in lessons of at least eighty 
minutes’ duration. 

5. The time-table of the school must be so arranged as to leave sufficient 
time to the Science teacher for preparation of laboratory work. 

6. The qualifications of the teachers and the time-table of the school 
must be approved by the Department. 

7. The grant to be made in respect of any subject of any year in accord- 
ance with the foregoing regulations, may, in exceptional cases, be in- 
creased by one-tenth when the Inspector of the Department is of opinion 
that the work is of conspicuous merit. It may also be reduced by one or 
more tenths on the ground of unsatisfactory work, or for defects of equip- 
ment, or of organisation, or for any other cause which may tend to lessen 
the efficiency of the work done. 


* In certain circumstances, and when previous approval has been obtained, claims for 
attendances at instruction for two years in succession will be allowed in the case of 
subjeo's marked A. In other words, these syllabuses would in such circumstances count 
S3 third and fourth year's syllabuses. 
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8. It shall be a condition of grants being made, that, except in the 
case of teachers who give their services gratuitously, a fixed salary shall 
be paid to the teachers of the classes, either in respect of these classes or 
of their work in the school as a whole ; that a reasonable sum of money 
shall be provided for the upkeep of the premises ; and that the grants 
obtained shall be paid into the school account and be used for improving 
the efficiency of the school. 

Y. 

Grants will be made only upon a satisfactory report by an Inspector of 
the Department. The Inspector will satisfy himself not only that the 
attendances on which the claim is based have actually been made, but also 
that the instruction is of a class superior to that given in Elementary 
Schools. 

YI. 

1. The courses of instruction should begin in August or September of any 
year (for latest date see III. 5), and must be continuous through-out 
the school year. The hours per week devoted to the course must be fairly 
distributed throughout the week. In exceptional circumstances, where 
previous application has been made, the Department may sanction another 
arrangement. Deviations from the approved time-table, unless previously 
sanctioned, will be regarded as a serious irregularity. 

2. Lessons of less than forty minutes’ duration will not be considered 
in computing the “ total number of hours of attendance.” 

3. Attendance registers will be supplied by the Department upon receipt 
of the form of application for recognition of the classes (Form S. 44) ; 
attendances not registered in the manner indicated on the official registers, 
or registered before the receipt of Form S. 44, will be disregarded. A 
class may not be said to have begun until attendances are so registered. 

4. That portion of the income of a school which is derived from grants 
in accordance with these regulations must be applied to such purposes as 
shall be approved by the Department. If at any time it appears that the 
application of the income is unsatisfactory, the assistance of the Depart- 
ment may be withdrawn. An account of the receipts and. expenditure of 
each school in respect of these grants must be furnished to the Depart- 
men annually, on a form to be had from the Secretary. 

5. The Department reserve the right to withhold grants under these 
regulations from any school conducted for private profit in which the 
fees are, in the Department’s opinion, excessive, or which is situated in a 
locality already sufficiently supplied with public institutions. 

6. The decision of the Department in all questions arising in connection 
with the payment of grants under this programme must be final. 

SECONDARY SCHOOL CERTIFICATE (SCIENCE OR DRAWING). 

At the close of the Academic year, 1904-5, and until further notice, the 
Department will, on the application of School Managers, give Secondary 
School Certificates in Science or Drawing to all pupils on whose behalf it 
can be shown that they have satisfactorily attended, in schools recognised 
by the Department, at least two hundred hours’ instruction in Experi- 
mental Science and Drawing of the Preliminary Course ; and at least 
two hundred hours’ instruction at one or more subjects of the Special 
Course ; and that they have obtained “ Honours ” (Intermediate Educa- 
tion Board Examinations) in the subject or subjects of their “ fourth 
year.” 

The names of the subjects will be inscribed on the Certificate; and 
Manual Instruction and Domestic Economy will, on the recommendation 
of the Department’s Inspector, be added.

Objects of the College. 

The College is an institution for supplying an advanced course of in- 
struction in Science as applied to Agriculture and the Industrial Arts ; 
for training teachers for Technical Schools, and for Secondary and Inter- 
mediate Schools in which Science is taught ; and for carrying out scien. 
tific research. 

Faculties. 

The College embraces three Faculties — 

Agriculture, 

Applied Chemistry. 

Engineering. 


Courses. 

Students will, as a rule, be expected to take up a complete course. 
Students may, however, be admitted to parts of a course, provided there 
is room in the College, and that their preliminary knowledge satisfies the 
Professor whose laboratory or lectures they desire to attend. 

Students, on entering the College, are enrolled as Associates or Non- 
Associates. Associate students are those who pass the entrance exami- 
nation, and take up in the order, and under the conditions given in the 
programme of the College, a complete course of instruction, extending 
over three years, in one or other of the above faculties or in the special 
group for Science teachers. 

Students who are not taking out a complete course of study, but who 
are allowed to attend for single subjects, for occasional lectures, or for 
special laboratory work, are Non-Associates. 

Students qualified to carry out research may be allowed to devote their 
whole time to work in the laboratories, under the direction of a Professor. 

College Diploma. 

The course of instruction for students desiring to obtain a Diploma of 
Associateship of the Royal College of Science extends over three years. 
In the first year the instruction is general; in the following years it is 
specialised according to the faculty or group selected. 

The Diploma of Associateship — A.R.S.Sc.I. — is given to students who, 
having passed the entrance examination, have attended regularly 
throughout the three years, and have passed the College examinations 
in all subjects in the group in which they are seeking a diploma. 

Students admitted to the first year course will not be allowed to attend 
the second year course unless they have attended regularly, _ worked well, 
a nd passed all the College examinations satisfactorily during their first 
year. 
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A student who, after receiving the Diploma of Associateship, continues 
his studies for another year in the College, and subsequently submits, 
for the approval of Examiners appointed by the Department, a thesis or 
dissertation, embodying the results of his own original research or in- 
vestigation, or treating critically some special subject of the group in 
which his diploma has been obtained, may be awarded the further Dip- 
loma of Fellowship — F.R.C.Sc.I. To the theses or dissertation must be 
attached a declaration that it is his own genuine work, and that it was 
written or first published within three years of the date at which it is 
presented. 

The candidate may be required by the Examiners to present himself for 
examination on the subject of his dissertation or in defence of his thesis. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

An Entrance Examination (which all Associate Students-- Scholars and 
Exhibitioners excepted — must pass) is held before the beginning of each 
session.

For English, one other language, and Mathematics, the Syllabuses of 
the Senior Grade for the Intermediate Board’s Examination of 1904. _ 

For Experimental Science, the Third Year’s Syllabuses of the Special 
Courses in Experimental Science of the Department’s Programme for 
Day Secondary Schools. For Drawing, the First and Second Syllabus of 
the Programme for Day Secondary Schools. , 

In Experimental Science the candidate will be allowed the choice of 
one of the following subjects : — Physics, Chemistry, Mechanical Science, 
Botany, and Physiology and Hygiene. 

A pass in English, one other language (Greek, Latin, Irish, French or 
German), or Mathematics, in the Senior Grade _ of the Intermediate 
Board’s Examinations, in the First Arts Examination of the Royal Uni- 
versity, or an equivalent of these, will be recognised as satisfying the 
conditions of the entrance examination in that subject. 

The Entrance Examination in Experimental Science and Drawing 
will be dispensed with in the case of an applicant who is able to satisty 
the Department that he has received, in a school . approved of by the 
Department, at least two hundred hours instruction in Eixperimenta 
Science and Drawing of the Preliminary Course of the Programme for 
Day Secondary Schools, and at least one hundred hours instruction m one 
of the Special Courses in Experimental Science (Third Year Syllabuses). 

A pass in Freehand Drawing and a First Class in the Elementary 
Stage of Practical Plain and Solid Geometry, at the Board of Educa- 
tion’s Examinations will be accepted in lieu of the Entrance Examina- 
tion in Drawing. 
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The Entrance Examinations will be held about the 1st July, 1904, and 
will extend over three days. Application for admission to the Entrance 
Examination must be made, not later than the 30th April, 1904, upon a 
special form of application (S. 157), copies of which may be obtained, 
after the 1st J anuary, 1904, from the Registrar. 

NOTE— Text Books, other than those referred to in the Syllabuses, are not prescribed for 
the Entrance Examinations ; the standard required will be equivalent to that for a Pass 
in the Senior Grade of the Intermediate Board’s Examinations. 

Term and Sessional Examinations. 

The last lesson of each term, and the last week of each session, will be 
devoted to the examinations of the Associateship course. 

An Associate student of any year who fails in the sessional examina- 
tions of that year in one or more subjects may, in special circumstances, 
be permitted to complete such year’s course by passing a supplemental 
examination in the October following in the subjects in which he failed 
at the sessional examinations (a fee of £1 will be charged for examina- 
tion in each subject). He may also re-enter the College in the following 
session for the purposes of repeating the course of that year, and of pass- 
ing the College examinations in those subjects in which he failed. In 
such case the fees will be half those for the Associate course. 

An Associate Student thus allowed to complete his First Collegiate 
Year, is ineligible for the Medal or Royal Scholarship offered for com- 
petition on the completion of the First Collegiate Year. 'Such Student 
is, however, eligible for prizes awarded upon the results of the Sessional 
Examination in any subject which he re-attends. But any student who 
has failed in the first year and pays for and takes the full first year’s 
course again is eligible for the Medal and Royal Scholarship. 

Scholarships. — Medal. — Prizes. 

A limited number of Scholarships — (a) Agricultural, (6) in Science 
and Technology — are annually open for competition. See Forms 
and S 33, pages and 


Royal Scholarships. 

Four Royal Scholarships, each of the value of £50 yearly, with free 
admission to lectures and laboratories, are attached to the College. Two 
are offered for competition each year among Associate students who are 
completing their first year course, who are not holders of Royal Exhibi- 
tions, National, Whitworth, Agricultural, or Science and Technological 
Scholarships. The Royal Scholarships are awarded on the results of the 
Terminal and Sessional Examinations of the first year Associate course ; 
but, in order to qualify for them, a student must have attended regularly 
the lectures and demonstrations, and have passed in all the subjects of 
the first year. In at least two subjects the student must obtain, as a 
minimum, 75 per cent, of the total marks. Holders of the Scholarships 
are required to attend with strict regularity all the courses in the second 
and third years, and to pass all the College examinations in the faculty 
or group in which they are seeking a diploma. 

A silver medal is awarded annually at the end of the first year to the 
Associate student who gains the highest number of marks at the examina- 
tions of the Associate course. 

Any Scholarship or Medal may be withheld should none of the candi- 
dates have attained a sufficiently high standard of merit at the examina- 
tion. 

Prizes of the value of £2 and £1 may be awarded in the several sub- 
jects of examination to approved candidates upon the results of the Term 
and Sessional Examinations in each year. 

No prize will be awarded for a lower percentage than 75, and only one 
prize of £2 for any subject for which not more than five students, present 
themselves for examination. These prizes are open to both Associate end 
Non-associate Students.

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I. — Objects oe the School. 

The Irish Training School of Domestic Economy is an institution 
maintained by the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
for the purpose of training teachers of Domestic Economy. The course 
of training involves practice for the . students in manipulation and in 
teaching, and for this purpose the institution will provide high-class in- 
struction in such parts of the subject as Cookery, .Laundry-work, Dress- 
making, and Housewifery for students other than those under training. 

II. — Subjects of the Course. 

The subjects of the course of instruction will include Elementary 
Physics, Elementary Chemistry, Elementary Physiology and Hygiene 
Drawing with Chalk on the Blackboard, Cookery, Launclry-work, Dress- 
making (including Home Sewing), Housewifery (including household 
accounts), Theory and. Practice of Teaching. 

III. — Duration of the Course. 

The course of instruction for students desiring to obtain the Depart- 
ment’s Diploma will extend over two complete years. For a time the 
Department may, owing to the pressing demand for qualified teachers 
award Diplomas at the end of one year's training ; but such Diplomas 
will be provisional only, and their recognition as qualification to teach 
may be withdrawn as soon as the supply of teachers has met the demand. 

Students will be required to enter lor the complete two years’ course. 

In order to satisfy the Department as to their general education 
students will -be required to pass an Entrance Examination in Arith- 
metic, English, and Reading aloud. No candidate will be admitted to 
the School who does not show in the course of the Entrance Examination 
that she is capable of taking full advantage of the instruction provided 
and, in particular, candidates with physical defects of voice, sight, or 
hearing, will not be regarded as eligible for admission. 

Should the number of applicants for admission to the Domestic Eco- 
nomy Training School exceed the accommodation, the places remaining 
after Scholarship holders have been admitted will be offered successively 
to those standing highest on the Entrance Examination list. 

Students will be required to take up the subjects of instruction in the 
order arranged for them by the Domestic Economy Training School. In 
order to secure the Diploma they must also attend regularly and punc- 
tually, conform to all the rules of the School, and pass all the examina- 
tions of the course. 

IY. — Diplomas. 

Diplomas (First Class or Second Class) will be awarded to those 
students who, having satisfactorily passed the Entrance Examination 
and the “ trial lessons,” have- attended regularly and punctually through^ 
out the whole Diploma course, and have passed all the examinations 
under the conditions specified in Section VII. (2), page 

The Diplomas will be recognised as qualification to teach Domestic 
Economy in Schools and Classes aided by the Department. The Depart- 
ment do not, however, undertake to employ teachers, nor to find employ- 
ment for them, at the close of the period of training. 

Y. — School Terms.

VI. — Admission and Attendance. 

Application for admission to the School must be made, net later than 
the 2Uth September, 1903, upon Form S. 143, copies of which may be had 
upon application. 

Candidates for admission must be not less than 19 years of age on the 
1st September, 1903. 

Candidates must furnish a recent medical certificate of health, an 
authenticated copy of certificate of birth, and testimonials of good char- 
acter from not less than two responsible persons. 

Students intending to leave the School before completing their course* 
must give due notice of their intention. 

The hours of attendance are from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m., and from 2.30 to 
5 p.m., and at any other hours which may reasonably be required. 

Students must strictly conform to the rules of the School. 

Students must communicate in writing to the Secretary of the School 
the reason for any absence from the School, and if compelled to leave the 
School during the regular hours of instruction, they must first communi- 
cate with and obtain the Secretary’s leave. 

Admission will, in the first instance, be provisional. Students thus 
provisionally admitted will have to take twenty trial lessons in Cookery ; 
and if the results of these trial lessons are unsatisfactory, students may 
be advised and, if necessary, required to discontinue their attendance. 


VII. — Examinations. 

(1.) Entrance Examination. 

Session 1903-4. 

Arithmetic (general) and English Composition. There is no detailed 
programme of tde syllabuses of these subjects. At some time, during the 
progress of the examination, the candidate will be asked to read aloud a 
passage of English prose of not more than ordinary difficulty. 

Session 1904-5. 

Arithmetic, English, and Reading aloud. The standard required for a 
pass will be approximately the same as that, required for a pass m the 
Middle Grade of the Intermediate Education Board’s Examinations. 
Questions will not, however, be set from any prescribed text-books. 


Session 1905-6. 

English, one other language, Arithmetic, and Reading aloud. The 
standard required for a pass will be approximately the same as that 
required for a pass in the Middle Grade of the Intermediate Education 
Board’s Examinations. Questions will not, however, be set from any 
prescribed text-books. 


(2.) Examinations during the Course. 

At the close of instruction in each subject an examination, theoretical 
and practical, will be held in that subject. Fifty marks will be assigned 
as the maximum for each part of the examination. In certain" subjects 
marks will also be assigned for class teaching of that subject. _ 

Students will be informed of the marks they earn m the principal sub- 
jectS'. Students who do not secure half the possible marks ; during the 
Session 1903-4 will not be awarded a Diploma, and will not be admitted 
to the second year’s course in 1904-5. 
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Students who fail to secure 25 per cent, of the marks in more than one 
subject of the course during any Session, will be considered to have failed 
in that Session’s course. 

(3.) Scholarship Examinations. 

Particulars of the examination for Domestic Economy Training 
Scholarships for 1904-5 will be issued in January, 1904. 

VIII.— Fees. 

For all students in training, not being Scholarship holders, the fee will 
be ten guineas per Session. 

This fee will cover all the subjects of the course of instruction for 
training as teachers. 

The fee must be paid in advance immediately after the result of the 
trial lessons is known, and is not returnable. 

A fee of one guinea must be paid by all students on the first day of 
the Session (1st October, 1903). This fee is not returnable to any 
student, but will be allowed for in the case of students who are permitted 
to remain in the School as the result of the “ trial lessons.”

In this case the duration of the course will 
be three months, half the time in each week being devoted to 
one centre and half to the other. The same rule will m general 
apply to the courses in Manual Instruction. 

Teaching of Crochet will, in general, consist of a course of in- 
struction extending over three months. 

The Itinerant Teacher of Drawing shall conduct courses of in- 
struction in Applied Drawing in accordance with a time-table 
and syllabus of work to be approved by the Department. 

The Itinerant Teacher of Commercial subjects shall be required 
to conduct courses of instruction in selected centres m accord- 
ance with a time-table and syllabus of work to be approved by 
the Department. The subjects of instruction may include 
Business Methods, Office Routine, Shorthand, Typewriting, 
Commercial Arithmetic, Commercial Geography.

(g.) Students are not at the same time attending instruction in the 
same subject under the Regulations of the National Board at 
evening continuation schools. 

( h .) The subjects are suitable to the locality, and the equipment and 
instruction are satisfactory.

Fifteen Scholarships of the value of £15 each are, under this scheme,

YI . — Day Secondary Schools — Scholarships for Boys. 

The main object of these Scholarships is to aid promising boys to 
attend, at an approved Secondary School, instruction in Experimenta 
Science and Drawing, in order that they may be fit+ed. to enter upon an 
industrial career or to take advantage of further technical training. 

General Conditions Begulating the Award of Scholarships. 

(1.) There will be three classes of Scholarships : — 

Class A . — Scholarships of £5 each, tenable according to the general con- 
ditions set out (in No. 3) below. 

Class B. — Scholarships of £10 each, tenable only by boys whose homes 
are outside a circle drawn with a radius of four miles from any recognised

(2.) The Scholarships will be tenable only by boys : — 

(a.) Who are over twelve and under fifteen years of age on or before 
the 31st May, 1904, and who are not already in attendance at 
a Secondary School. 

<b.) Whose parents or guardians have been resident in the county for 
at least one year immediately preceding the 31st May, 19U4. 

(, Successful candidates will be required to forward certificates of birth 
for the inspection of the Technical Instruction Committee . ) 

(3.) The Scholarships will be awarded on the result of an examination 
conducted by the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. 
This examination will be held on me 30th June, 1904, at centres which 
will be iixed when all the applications have been received. The subjects 
of the examination will be : — 

Arithmetic.— (Up to and including Vulgar and Decimal Fractions). 
English. — (Including Composition). A passage for Composition will 
be twice read out, and candidates will be expected to 
reproduce the substance of it in fair English in their 
own words. This exercise will also be regarded as a test 
of spelling. 

Freehand Drawing. 

One hundred marks will be assigned for Arithmetic j one hundred for 
English, and fifty for Freehand Drawing. . , 

Application for admission to the examination will not be entertained 
unless made upon the appropriate form and received by the Secretary to 
the Committee at the Court-house, Galway, not later than the 16th J une, 
1904. 

(4.) The name of the school at which a successful candidate proposes to 
hold a Scholarship must be submitted, not later than the 15th August, for 
the approval of the County Committee and of the Department. lhe 
approved Secondary School need not necessarily be situated in the county 
oi Galway. . . , . , , ,, 

(5.) Successful candidates will be required to begin attendance at tne 
approved school as soon after the summer holidays as possible, but in no 
case later than the 1st October. 

(6.) The amount of the Scholarship will be paid to the parents or guar- 
dians of the Scholar in instalments payable on or about the 15th October, 
the 15th January, 15th April, 15th July. The second and further instal- 
ments will in each case be paid after satisfactory reports of attendance 
and progress have been received from the Principal of the school. 

(7.) The Scholarships are tenable for one year, but may be renewed for 
a second year on satisfactory reports being received from the Depart- 
ment’s Inspector as to attendance and progress of the candidates. Under 
special circumstances the Scholarships may be renewed for a third and 
even for a fourth year. , , , 

(8.) The Technical Instruction Committee may refuse to award the full 
number of Scholarships should a sufficient number of qualified candidates 
not show sufficient merit ; and they reserve the right at any time to deter- 
mine any Scholarship, without notice, upon being satisfied that its con- 
tinuance is for any reason undesirable. 

(9.) In the case of difficulties arising in connection with the holding or 
awarding of these Scholarships, the matter will be referred to the Depart- 
ment, whose decision shall be final. 

VII.— Equipment Grants to Day Secondary Schools. 

Grants in aid of provision of fittings and apparatus may be made to 
Day Secondary Schools taking the Department’s Programme of hxpen- 
mental Science and Drawing, approved by the Technical Instruction 
Committee and the Department. 
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The grants to each school will be computed as follows : — 

From the actual expenditure (as shown by the receipted bills) on fit- 
tings and apparatus purchased with the approval of the Department, the 
grant obtained from the Department under the conditions of Form S. 4 
will be deducted ; the Technical Instruction Committee will pay two- 
thirds of the remainder of the cost, provided that in no case the amount 
payable by the Committee shall exceed a sum to be determined by the 
Department after consideration of the educational needs of those schools 
whose applications for aid shall have received the approval of the Com- 
mittee and of the Department, provided that each school gives a written 
guarantee to the Committee that Experimental Science and Drawing will 
form an integral part of the curriculum for at least five years. 

VIII. — General. — The Scheme requires : — 

1. (a.) That schools or classes aided under the scheme should be at all 
times open to the Department’s Inspectors, who will, from time to time, 
visit and report on the condition and suitability of the school buildings 
or class-rooms ; the character and quality of the instruction, and its suit- 
ability to the needs of the locality ; the efficiency of the teaching staff for 
the number of students under instruction ; the progress of the students, 
which they may ascertain in such a manner as may be necessary; the 
method of registration ; and, generally, the carrying out of the scheme in 
accordance with the Department’s regulations., 

(6.) That accurate returns of such particulars as are required by the 
Department are to be made by managers at the specified times. 

(c. ) That attendance registers are to be carefully, regularly, and punc- 
tually marked. 

2. The scheme is to be tentative for a year ; at the close of the year the 
scheme will be modified as advisable. 

3. No money will be spent under this scheme in an urban district unless 
the urban district contributes annually a rate of Id. in the £ or its equiva- 
lent. 

4. Local Committees of management should be formed in each centre 
where classes are held. 

The duties of these Committees would be : — 

(1.) To visit the classes from time to time, and to check and sign the 
registers. 

(2.) To assist in securing regular and punctual attendance of suitable 
students. 

(3.) To make arrangements as to the hours of meeting of the various 
classes. 

(4.) To make recommendations to the County Committee as to local 
requirements in connection with the classes. 

5. The scheme is not intended to apply to scholars in attendance at 
National Schools, but such scholars who are over fourteen years of age 
and are in the Sixth Class of a National School (or, in the case of other 
schools, its equivalent), may be admitted to classes meeting after 4 p.m. 
Under no circumstances may scholars on the roll of a National School 
attend classes under this scheme meeting diiring school hours. 

6. That the Committee should furnish full particulars of the qualifica- 
tions and experience of any teacher they propose to engage, and should 
obtain the Department’s- approval of the appointment in writing before 
the appointment is actually made. 

If the conditions laid down are not fulfilled, or if, in the opinion of the 
Department, the reports of their inspectors indicate that the instruction 
throughout the county is inefficient, the Department may reduce the 
annual contribution to the scheme. 
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When a grant for equipment is made out of Technical Instruction 
funds to a school other than a Secondary School, the County Council shall 
retain a lien on the conditions set forth below : — 

(a.) One-fifth of the lien will determine with each year of the actual 
use of the objects as shown by the time-table of the school or 
class. After five years of actual use they become the property 
of the managers. 

(&.) If the school or class be discontinued before the end of five years, 
or if the teaching of the subject for the illustration of which 
the objects were obtained remain in abeyance for more than one 
session, the fittings, apparatus, or examples must (1) be pur- 
chased by the managers, or (2) in the case of apparatus and 
examples, be transferred to the managers of another school or 
class, which is willing to accept them on the usual conditions, 
and to teach the subject for which the apparatus and examples 
were obtained ; or (3) be handed over to the Committee. 

(c.) In order to purchase the fittings, apparatus, or examples, the 
managers must repay all aid given by the Technical Instruc- 
tion Committee, less one-fifth for each year they have been in 
use. If apparatus or examples be handed over to the Technical 
Instruction Committee, they must be delivered free of charge 
for packing, carriage, &c. 


APPENDIX II. 


Scholarships in Residential Schools of Domestic Training. 

(1.) The object of these Scholarships is to enable suitable girls to obtain 
& regular course of instruction and training such as will cultivate intelli- 
gence and resourcefulness, and render them more practical in the perform- 
ance of home duties of all kinds. .. . 

The teaching will include practical instruction in Cookery, Needlework 
(including Repairing and Dressmaking), Laundry-work, Management of 
a House, Hygiene, and Sick Nursing. 

(2.) The value of the Scholarships will be £15 each. 

(3.) The Scholarships will be tenable at the Convent of Mercy, Por- 
tumna, in such other residential schools of Domestic Training as may be 
selected by the Committee and approved by the Department, such approval 
to be obtained in writing. 

(4.) The Scholarships will be tenable for one year. Candidates must 
enter into an undertaking to remain in training for a full year. 

(5.) Selected candidates will pay in advance an inclusive fee of £2 to 
the managers of the school on or before the date of entrance. This and 
the Scholarship will entitle the candidate to board, residence, and educa- 
tion for one year, exclusive of such holidays as may be approved by the 
Committee and the Department. 

(6.) The value ol the Scholarships will be paid to the schools in which 
they are held in two half-yearly instalments : one on the 31st January, 
the other at the close of the school year on receipt of satisfactory reports 
from the Inspectors of the Department. 

(7.) Candidates must not he less than sixteen years old on the last day 
of June preceding, and should have an education such as would lit them 
for entrance to the Sixth Class • of the National Board. No candidate 
will be selected whose parents have not resided in the County for at least 
twelve months previously. 
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(8.) The method of selection will be as follows : — 

(a.) The Secretary shall advertise the scheme, and receive applica- 
tions on a Form to be supplied. The application must be sup- 
ported by testimonials from the local clergy or County or Dis- 
trict Councillors. 

(&.) The final selection shall be made by the Technical Instruction 
Committee. 

(c.) Selected candidates shall enter the school for a fortnight on pro- 
bation. If any should be found unsuitable to undergo the 
course of training, their places shall be filled by candidates 
next in the order of selection. 

In the event of a candidate proving unsuitable she shall, on leaving the 
school at the end of the fortnight’s probation, be entitled to the return of 
her fee of £2. 

(9.) All Scholarships shall terminate on the last day of July, 1904. 

(10.) The managers of schools at which these Scholarships are tenable, 
must forward the complete time-table of the school on a Form to be sup- 
plied by the Department, as soon as possible after the scholars have 
entered, but in no case later than 1st October. 

(11.) Residential Schools of Domestic Economy shall be at all times 
open to the Department’s Inspectors. 

(12.) In the case of any difficulty arising in connection with the award- 
ing or retention of these Scholarships, the matter will be referred to the 
Department, whose decision shall be final. 


COUNTY TYRONE. 

TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION SCHEME, 1st August, 1903, 
to 31st J uly , 1904. 

I . — Object of the Scheme. 

The object of the scheme of Technical Instruction outlined below is 
twofold, namely : — 

(a.) To establish and provide with teachers Technical Schools in the 
Urban Districts of Omagh, Strabane, Cookstown, and Dun- 
gannon. 

(6.) To provide, by means of a scheme of itinerant teaching, instruc- 
tion suitable to the smaller towns and rural districts of the 
county. 

These ends may be accomplished by a joint scheme, from which both the 
Urban and Rural Districts would derive mutual benefit.

The administration of the scheme to be vested in a Technical Instruc- 
tion Committee, the constitution of which will be found set forth in the 
accompanying memorandum.

1. One Organising Head Teacher at a salary of £250 per annum, whose 
duties shall be — 

(a) To act as secretary to the Technical Instruction Committee. 

(b) To organise Technical Schools in the four towns referred to, and 

arrange for the giving of courses of instruction in such other 
centres as the Technical Instruction Committee may from time 
to time decide ; and generally to carry out the provisions of 
the scheme in accordance with the instructions of the Com- 
mittee acting in conjunction with the Department of Agricul- 
ture and Technical Instruction. 

(c) To teach and supervise the work in each of the four Urban Centres. 

2. The appointment of an Art Teacher at a salary of £130 per annum, 

whose services shall be available in the four Urban Centres and such 
other centres as might from time to time be arranged. 

3. The appointment of an Itinerant Manual Instructor at a salary of 

£120 per annum, whose services would be available in the four Urban 
and such other centres as should be arranged. 

4. The appointment of two Itinerant Instructresses in Domestic Economy 

at a salary of £80 per annum each. 

y. Arrangements for Instruction in Urban Districts. 

The administration of the scheme in each Urban Centre will be in ihe 
hands of a local Committee appointed by the Urban District Council. 
These Committees will work in connection with the Technical Instruction 
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Committee of the County (Section II)). They will secure (at such rent as 
the County Technical Instruction Committee may approve) and equip, out 
of an equipment fund to be allocated to each Committee, in accordance 
with its needs, suitable premises in which instruction may be given. They 
will arrange to advertise the classes, periodically visit them when formed, 
and, as far as may be, secure the regular attendance of pupils. 

The teaching will for the most part be accomplished by the itinerant 
teachers referred to ; and it will be possible by this means to secure for 
each of the four towns four nights’ instruction in each week during the 
session, which may be taken to extend from September until the end of 
the April following. Any subjects not provided for by these teachers 
might be taught by local teachers, whose qualifications would need to be 
approved by the Department. For the remuneration of these a sum not 
exceeding the full amount of the penny rate in each Urban District may 
be allocated under this scheme. 


VI. — Arrangements for Instruction in Bural Districts. 

The services of the teachers referred to in Section IV. will also be avail- 
able, as far as may be, in other centres in the County selected by the Tech- 
nical Instruction Committee. The instruction most likely to be of value 
in such districts is, in general, that which would be imparted by the 
Manual Instructor and Teachers of Domestic Economy. In regard to the 
latter, the whole of the services of one Instructress would be available else- 
where than in the Urban Districts ; and the services of the other Instruc- 
tress and teachers at such times and in such a manner as may be arranged. 

For work in Rural Districts the itinerant teachers would be provided 
with equipment out of the grant devoted to this purpose. 

The courses of instruction in Rural Districts extend generally over six 
weeks, but where two centres can be worked concurrently the course is 
extended over three months : three days in each week being spent in one 
centre, the remaining three days in the other. In either case, it is pos- 
sible to secure at least thirty lessons in each course. 

VII. — General. 

I. The Scheme requires 

(1.) That schools and classes aided under the scheme should be at all 
times open to the Department’s Inspectors, who will from time to time 
visit and report on their efficiency and condition ; the suitability of the 
subjects of instruction to the locality ; the character and quality of the 
instruction ; the efficiency of the teaching staff for the number of 
student's under instruction, the progress of the students, which they 
may ascertain in such a manner as may be necessary ; the method of 
registration ; and, generally, the carrying out of the scheme in accord- 
ance with the Department’s regulations. 

(2.) That the Managers should make accurate returns of such parti- 
culars as are asked for by the Department, and at the specified times. 

(3.) That attendance registers should be carefully, regularly, and 
punctually marked. 

(4.) That the Committee should furnish full particulars of the quali- 
fications and experience of any teacher they propose to engage, and. 
should obtain the Department’s approval of the appointment in writing 
before the appointment is actually made. 

(5.) That within a week of any meeting of Committee, a copy of the 
minutes of proceedings of that meeting, as entered up in the minute 
book, should be furnished to the Department. The minutes are for the 
information of the Department ; and it is not to be understood that if a 
question is not raised on the minutes, the Department’s sanction has 
been thereby obtained. When the Department’s approval is required, it 
should be specifically asked for in a separate communication . 
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(6.) That expenditure, not covered by this scheme, be not incurred 
without the previous written approval of the Department. Such ap- 
proval will not be given unless the proposals involving the expenditure 
have been submitted for the Department’s sanction before any liability 
is incurred. 

II. The scheme is to be tentative for a year ; at the close of the year the 
scheme will be modified as advisable. 

III. No money will be expended under this scheme in an Urban Dis- 
trict unless the Urban District contributes annually a rate of Id. in the £ 
or its equivalent. 

IV. If the conditions laid down are not fulfilled, or if in the opinion of 
the Department the reports of their Inspectors indicate that the instruc- 
tion throughout the county given is inefficient, the Department may reduce 
the annual contribution to the scheme. 

Memorandum on Technical Instruction Committee eor County 
Tyrone. 

There are five local authorities within the geographical area of County 
Tyrone. These are the County Council and the Urban District Councils 
of Omagh, Strabane, Cookstown, Dungannon. 

It is obvious that economy and efficiency of administration of Tech- 
nical Instruction funds for that area would be secured by a scheme involv- 
ing the co-operation of these authorities rather than by the operation of 
separate and independent schemes for each. 

The scheme for the geographical area of the County of Tyrone has been 
drawn up on this principle of co-operation of the local authorities. The 
scheme involves an annual expenditure of about £1,275. 

There has been established under Section 14 (2) of the Agricultural and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899. a Technical Instruction Com- 
mittee consisting of (a) County, and (6) Urban representatives, the num- 
ber of each contributing authority being proportional to the total funds 
which would be available for an independent scheme under each authority. 
The “ total funds available” is here understood to mean the ioint fund of 
local and Departmental contributions.

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Status of Committee . 

The Department are advised that this Committee is a statutory Com- 
mittee within the meaning of the Act of 1899 ; but that, owing to its joint 
character, its tenure of office determines on each occasion with that of 
any of the Jocal authorities who are represented upon it. 

The effect of this view is that the Committee must be reappointed after 
the re-election of any of the four Urban District Councils in January of 
any year, and after the re-election of the County Council in June of every 
third year.

The Department are of opinion that the Committee may be entrusted 
with any powers exercisable by the local authorities under the Technical 
Instruction Acts, 1889-1899, in respect of Technical Instruction, except 
the power of raising a rate or of borrowing money, and they agree to con- 
tribute to the scheme in accordance with the foregoing provisions.

FERTILISERS AND FEEDING STUFFS ACT, 1893. 

Sir, — The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for 
Ireland have reason to believe that considerable misconception exists as 
regards the obligations imposed upon vendors of substances used for ferti- 
lising the soil or as food for cattle, with reference to the warranty which 
is implied on each transaction effected in such articles, and accordingly 
they deem it desirable to direct special attention to the requirements of 
the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act, 1893, in relation to this matter. 

Section 1 of that Act provides that : — 

“ Every person who sells for use as a fertiliser of the soil any 
article manufactured in the United Kingdom or imported from 
abroad shall give to the purchaser an invoice stating the name of 
the article, and whether it is an artificially compounded article or 
not, and what is at least the percentage of the nitrogen, soluble and 
insoluble phosphates, and potash, if any, contained in the article, 
and this invoice shall have effect as a warranty by the seller of the 
statements contained therein.” 

The requirements of this section do not apply to articles which have not 
been subjected to any artificial process, or to sales where the whole amount 
sold at the same time weighs less than half a hundred weight. 

Section 2 of the Act requires that : — 

“ Every person who sells for use as food for cattle any article which 
has been artificially prepared shall give to the purchaser an invoice 
stating the name of the article and whether it has been prepared from 
one substance or seed, or from more than one substance or seed, and 
this invoice shall have effect as a warranty by the seller of the state- 
ments contained therein.” 

Furthermore, it is enacted by the same Section that “ on the sale of any 
article for use as food for cattle there shall be implied a warranty by the 
seller that the article is suitable for feeding purposes ” ; and any state- 
ment made by the vendor in an invoice of, or in any circular or advertise- 
ment descriptive of such article, in regard to “ the percentages of nutri- 
tive or other ingredients contained ” in the substance, shall have the effect 
of a warranty. 

Section 3 of the Act specifies the several offences, the commission of any 
one of which by a seller of a fertiliser or feeding stuff renders him liable, 
on summary conviction, for a first offence to a fine not exceeding £20, 
and for any subsequent offence to a fine not exceeding £50. These offences 
are as follows : — 

(a.) Failing without reasonable excuse to give, on or before or as 
soon as possible after the delivery of the article, the invoice required 
by the Act ; 

(&.) Causing or permitting any invoice or description of the article 
sold by him to be false in any material particular to the prejudice of 
the purchaser ; 
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(c.) Selling for use as food for cattle any article which contains 
any ingredient deleterious to cattle, or to which has been added any 
ingredient worthless for feeding purposes and not disclosed at the 
time of the sale. 

The Department trust that sellers of fertilisers or feeding stuffs will 
be careful to see that an invoice containing the requisite particulars is 
given in every instance in which a sale of any substance coming within 
the scope of the Act is effected at their premises. 

A copy of a Leaflet* containing the full text of the Fertilisers and Feed- 
ing Stuffs Act of 1893, a summary of its more important provisions, and 
the text of Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Regulations, 1899, is enclosed 
herewith.

CIRCULAR TO CONSIGNORS OF EGGS IN IRELAND.

TRANSIT OF EGGS. 

Sir, — The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for 
Ireland have had under consideration numerous reports submitted to them 
from time to time in regard to the unsatisfactory condition in which Irish 
eggs are placed on the markets in Ireland and Great Britain, and also in 
respect of the manner in which this class of perishable produce is pre- 
pared for transit to the markets. 

It appears from these reports : — 

That the eggs on arrival at the markets are sometimes found to be 
stale and in a very uncleanly condition ; 

That the eggs are often carelessly packed, and that they are not 
sufficiently protected by the packing material from injury; 

That the packing material used is frequently unsuitable for the 
purpose and is calculated to depreciate the produce ; 

That in many instances the cases in which the eggs are packed are 
constructed of very fragile material, are insecurely put together, and 
are not capable of bearing the strain of ordinary transit ; 

That in the construction of the cases apertures are frequently left 
through which the eggs may be broken or even removed ; 

That many of the cases are of such large dimensions as to be un- 
wieldly, and are consequently exposed, during transit, to rougher 
handling than might otherwise occur.

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In the interest of the Irish egg trade it is most important that the 
produce should be placed on the markets in the best possible condition, 
and the Department, therefore, invite special attention to the following 
suggestions : — 

1. Fresh eggs should be kept in a dry cool place, free from any 
odour which would be capable of impairing their flavour. 

The practice which is reported to be largely followed of holding 
over eggs for an increase in market prices is to be deprecated, as eggs 
if long kept usually become stale and unsound. 

2. The eggs placed in each case should be fresh and clean, and, as 
far as practicable, uniform in size. 

3. The layers of eggs in each case should be formed with great care, 
and no egg the shell of which is in any way broken, should be allowed 
to remain in the case. 

4. Eggs should not, in any circumstances, be packed under rain. 

5. Packing should be so carried out as to afford sufficient protec- 
tion to all the eggs placed in the case. 

6. New oaten straw and specially-prepared wood-wool (fibre), if 
thoroughly clean and dry and free from any objectionable odour, are 
suitable substances for use in packing eggs for transit. If wood- 
wool be used a layer of clean dry straw, might in addition be placed 
on the bottom and top of the case to assist in preventing injury from 
concussion. 

Considerable qr^ntities of eggs brought from various countries m 
Europe are packed Wood-wool, and large numbers of eggs from 
Canada arrive in cases containing layers of compartments, formed of 
strong paper, in each of which compartments an egg is held in 
position. 

7. The boards and other wooden parts forming the cases should be 
substantial, and securely - and neatly put . together. 

In view of the increasing competition in the egg trade, especially 
in Great Britain, owing, in large measure, to the good condition in 
which foreign eggs are placed on the markets, it is of great impor- 
tance that there should be uniformity in the construction and dimen- 
sions of the cases used for the conveyance of Irish eggs. From 
inquiries made in Great Britain and elsewhere it is considered that 
the cases should be limited to those suitable only for consignments 
of twelve hundred and six hundred eggs respectively. The use of 
such cases would greatly facilitate the handling and transit of the 
traffic, and would lessen the chances of breakage. Larger cases than 
these cannot be recommended. The dimensions and scantlings of the 
cases should be as follows : — 

For twelve hundred eggs, each case to be made with a centre divi- 
sion of two parts of the same dimensions as the ends, so that the case 
may be sawn asunder and the consignment divided by the consignee. 

Length 80 ins., width 24 ins., depth 10 ins., namely: — 

2 ends, each . . 24 ins. x 10 ins. x 1 in. 

2 sides, each . . 80 ins. x 10 ins. x § in. 

top, 3 pieces, each . 80 ins. x 8 ins. x § in. 
bottom, 3 pieces, each 80 ins. x 8 ins. x § in. 

It may be necessary to increase the length to 82 ins. to admit of the 
division. 

For six hundred eggs the dimensions would be: — 

Length 42 ins., width 24 ins., depth 10 ins., namely: — 

2 ends, each . . 24 ins. x 10 ins. x 1 in. 

2 sides, each . . 42 ins. x 10 ins. x § in. 

top, 3 pieces, each . 42 ins. x 8 ins. x § in. 

bottom, 3 pieces, each 42 ins. x 8 ins. x § in. 

with a single partition in the centre § in. thick. 
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For small eggs it may be deemed desirable to reduce the sizes of the 
cases to the following dimensions: — 

For twelve hundred eggs: — 

Length 76 ins., width 22 ins., depth 9 ins. 

For six hundred eggs: — 

Length 40 ins., width 22 ins., depth 9 ins. 

8. The cases should be so constructed as not to leave any aperture 
which would admit of injury to, or extraction of, the eggs. 

9. It is an advantage to have slits at the lower parts of the sides 
close to each end, or to have some other suitable arrangement made m 
order to facilitate the lifting of the cases. 

10. The use of unnecessarily large and cumbrous boxes should be 
discouraged as a means of conveying eggs to market. 

11 When eggs are being conveyed to the railway stations or to the 
steamships, the cases should be most carefully handled, and should 
be adequately protected from adverse conditions of weather. -Uue 
care should be exercised when cases are being loaded on, or unloaded 
from carts to avoid, as far as possible, up-ending the cases. They 
should not be placed on their sides or ends, but should be moved, as 
far as practicable, in a level position with the lids uppermost, and 
not be dragged along the ground. 


The Department desire to impress upon consignors of eggs the impor- 
tance of giving effect to these suggestions, as on their cordial co-operation 
depends the success of the efforts that are being made to bring about a 
material and permanent improvement in the method of dealing with Irish 
produce of this nature intended for transit to the markets in this country 
and in Great Britain.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 

OF THE 

DUBLIN INSTITUTIONS OF SCIENCE AND ART 

FOR THE YEAR, 1902-3. 


To the Secretary of the Department o-f Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland. 

Dublin, April 1st, 1903. 

Sib — I have the honour to submit the following report for 
the twelve months from April 1st, 1902, to March 31st, 1903 : • 

Attendance of the Public. — The number of visitors to the 
Museum, during the twelve months, has been less than for some 
years past, and this is, I believe, due to the large number of 
persons who last summer visited Cork to see the Exhibition, 
instead of coming to Dublin. At the Royal Botanic Gaidens 
there has been a small increase in the number of visitors. 

The exact number of visitors either to the Museum or to the 
Gardens during the year does not seem to me a matter of great 
importance. It is, no doubt, desirable that as many as possible 
of the Public who support these National Institutions shomd 
visit them, but I look upon the presence of a moderate number 
of persons who come to get information as of far more conse- 
quence than that of crowds of holiday-makers. 

In the Museum, it is satisfactory to see that a great many 
persons carefully look at some part of the collections, often with 
the Guide in their hands, or, as is frequently the ease, take notes 
and sketches of objects ; and, as regards the Botanic Gardens, it 
is of far more importance that they should be visited by the 
comparatively small number of persons, who come to acquire 
information and to get a good object lesson on some definite 
points — 1 refer to such persons as gardeners and employers of 
gardeners, and also schoolmasters and others who are interested 
in the promotion of cottage gardening and the improved culti- 
vation of vegetables and dowers ; the visits of a few persons, 
such as these -are, in my opinion, of far greater importance than 
those of the many thousands who walk through the Gardens on 
a Sunday or public holiday. 9 
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Staff. — Mr. Alabaster was temporarily removed from the 
Museum for employment in connection with the Cork Exhibition, 
from 1st February, 1902, until July 1st, and was then absent 
on sick leave until January 19th, 1903; Mr. Carpenter was 
appointed to take the Courses of Zoology at the Royal College 
of Science, the Chair of that Science being vacant, until the end 
of the Session 1901-2, and he has been appointed to do the same 
work for the current Session ; this withdraws him to some extent 
from Museum duties, though he has given to the latter as much 
of his spare time as possible. 

In the Metropolitan School of Art, Mr. Sheppard took up the 
appointment of Instructor in Modelling, from April 1st, 1902. 

The administration of the College of Science was separated 
. from that of the Museum and other institutions on September 
23rd, 1902, but Mr. White carried on secretarial duties in connec- 
tion with the College for two months longer, and has remained 
in charge of the accounts of the College until the present time, 
when the separation becomes complete. 

Technical and Professional Assistance in the Museum.— 
Mr. Aubrey Toppin was employed as a temporary assistant in 
the Museum until April 12th, 1902, when he was transferred for 
work at the Cork Exhibition, returning to duty in the Museum 
on February 7th, 1903. Mr. Alfred Toppin has been employed 
as a temporary assistant in the Natural History Section from 
April 1st, 1902, to the present time, and has been chiefly em- 
ployed in the arrangement and mounting of insects. 

Miss Knowles has been temporarily employed in the Botanical 
'Division from June 2nd, 1902, until the present time, arranging 
the Teaching Collections in Room I., and also the Economic Col- 
lections in Room II., as well as the Irish Herbarium, and is now 
working at the De Tabley Collection, which Professor Johnson 
proposes to make the basis of a British Collection. 

Miss M'Nab has been employed the whole year arranging speci- 
mens and labelling, mounting and registering them in the Natural 
History Collection. 

Mr. Westropp has been employed from December 8th, 1902, in 
writing that part of the Guide which relates to the Goldsmith’s 
and Silversmith’s work. 

Office Work. — There were 1,190 files of correspondence 
registered, containing on an average about eight papers each, 
making a total of about 9,520 papers dealt with during the 
year ; there were also 2,230 official letters written and despatched 
during the same period, and about double that number of semi- 
official communications. 

The number of letters written and received gives, however, 
little idea of the work to he got through by the clerical staff in 
carrying on this correspondence on an immense variety of sub- 
jects, and in different languages, which necessitates constant 
searching for information from various sources. In addition 
to the accounts and administration of the Museum, the work- 
shops, the School of Art, National Library, and the Botanic 
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Gardens, the accounts for the College of Science have been kept in 
this office up to the close of the year reported upon, as stated above. 

The Council of the Itoyal College of Science held nine meet- 
ings which were attended by the Chief Clerk, acting as secre- 
tary,’ between April 1st and September 22nd, 1902, on which 
date the College passed from under my administration. 

The Board of Visitors of the Museum and Botanic Gardens 
met on eleven occasions, and the Council of Trustees of the 
National Library on seventeen occasions during the year. 

The minute books of the Council of Trustees and of the Board 
of Visitors have also been kept by Mr. H. B. White (the Chief 
Clerk) in his capacity of Secretary to the Boards. 

Travelling. — I was in London for ten days in May to attend 
some of the principal sales at Christies’, and also to arrange for 
loans to the Department of examples of enamels, leather work, 
mosaics and architectural ornament. I went to Lismore to see 
the Crozier and other objects, and to the Cork Exhibition, and on 
returning from Cork went again to London to make final arrange- 
ments with the Instructors engaged to teach the classes in mosaics 
and in rug-making at the Exhibition, and also to get some samples 
of modern enamels, to attend the Bardini Sale at Christies’, at 
which a few very important objects were acquired for the 
Museum, and to visit other dealers. In September I proceeded to 
Turin to see the Exhibition of Modern Decorative Art, on which 
I wrote a special report, and afterwards visited St. Gemignano, 
Siena , Rome, Perugia, Florence, Ravenna, Milan, and Pavia, and 
made arrangements for obtaining a large number of casts, chiefly 
of ornament in Romanesque and Byzantine styles, and of carved 
wood and furniture, and also metal-work and decoration in 
terra-cotta or moulded brick-work. I also made preliminary ar- 
rangements for taking moulds of some very interesting works of 
decorative art which have not hitherto been copied. 

Mr. Brenan accompanied me in the greater part of my Italian 
tour and we' obtained a large amount of information from the 
inspection of the Schools of Decorative Ait in Rome and Florence, 
as well as from the inspection of the various fine works of art in 
the districts through which we passed, and also obtained some 
casts of good examples used in the schools, and copies of fine 
drawings prepared for the School of Decorative Art at Florence. 

Mr. Moore, Keeper of the Botanic Gardens, visited London on 
September 11th, for a period of ten days, and made arrange- 
ments for the acquisition of many specimens by purchase and 

presentation. . _ . , 

Mr. Lyster, Librarian of the National Library, visited Oxtord 
and Birmingham between September 21st and October 12th, 
and attended the Centenary of the Bodleian Libraiy as Repre- 
sentative of the National Library of Ireland, and also the 
Library Association’s Meeting in Birmingham. 

Mr. White, Chief Clerk and Second Officer, visited Cork 
between September 13th and 15th for the purpose of arranging 
for the return of the specimens, &c., lent by the Museum for the 
Exhibition. 
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Mr. Luke, Second Master of the School of Art, and Miss Jacob, 
Teacher of Design and Ornament, visited London between 
August 2nd and 14th for the purpose of inspecting the Exhibi- 
tion of National Competition Drawings at South Kensington. 

Mr. Halbert, one of the staff in the Natural History Section, 
was sent to London from December 4th to December 10th for 
the purpose of selecting specimens from the duplicates, which the 
Trustees of the British Museum kindly placed at our disposal. 

Publications. — The.23rd edition of the Halfpenny Guide to the 
Museum is now on sale, and 15,268 copies of this Guide have been 
sold during the last twelve months. Its value would be greatly in- 
creased were more parts of the General Guide, to which reference 
is made in it, available, but as I mentioned last year, it is seldom 
possible for any of the Museum staff to do anything towards 
carrying out this very important work. Two parts have, how- 
ever, been written and put on sale during the year, one — the 
Guide to the Enamels, written by the Director, and the other, the 
Guide to the Egyptian Antiquities, by Miss M. A. Murray, who 
arranged the Collections. 

The Guide to Mediaeval Sculpture and Decoration is com- 
menced, and also one chapter out of probably a dozen of the 
Guide to Pottery and Porcelain ; but I fear it will be a long time 
before these can be completed, and still longer before the parts 
which will deal with Oriental Collections, the Musical Instru- 
ments, the Vestments and Costumes, Chinese Collections, Japanese 
Objects, Coins and Medals, Jewellery and Watches, Miniatures, 
Fans, Gems and Cameos, Arms and Armour, Glass, and other 
branches of applied art, as well as the many Guides required to 
illustrate the Ethnographical Collections, can be put in hand. 

Museum Lectures. — The seventh series of Demonstrations or 
informal lectures delivered in the Museum on various portions 
of the Collections has been completed. The following list shows

Workshops —Some progress lias been made in the alteration

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various purposes at the Exhibition ; also the making of fittings 
for the cubicles or recesses in which the various Craft Classes 
worked at the Exhibition, as well as in the preparation and 
fitting up of the Metropolitan School of Art exhibit. 

The foreman, the storekeeper, four carpenters, and four 
labourers were sent to Cork in April, and continuously employed 
there for about seven weeks in connection with the fitting up 
of the Department’s section of the Exhibition ; and again in 
November, the foreman and storekeeper, with a staff of four 
carpenters and four labourers, were sent to Cork to remove and 
pack the exhibits. The Department sanctioned the employment 
of temporary artisans and labourers in their place. 

Protection. — I have previously pointed out that the protec- 
tion of the Collections by police and attendants is inadequate, 
and' the loss of an object (fortunately a photograph of small 
value) from the Musical Instruments room seems to confirm 
this. 

Art Collections. 

During r.he twelve months the principal additions made to the 
collections are casts procured in Italy of architectural details 
and ornament. Preparations for adding to our stock of casts of 
Irish architecture by moulding interesting examples at Cashel 
and Holy Cross have also been made. 

Taking the several branches of this section in the same order 
as heretofore, the following are the additions and changes which 
have been made : — 

Irish Architecture. — At the Rock of Cashel the north 
doorway of Cormac’s Chapel and some examples of the beautiful 
threading which decorate the interior have been moulded, and 
casts of these will now be made and shown in the Museum as 
soon as there is space to exhibit them. 

As above stated I propose to place them in a building to be 
erected over the Boiler House, the doorway of Cormac’s Chapel 
especially being so large that it would be impossible to find room 
for it elsewhere' in the Museum. 

Gothic Architecture — Some interesting details have also 
been moulded in the Abbey at Holy Cross. 

Egyptian Antiquities.— A small collection of flint imple- 
ments and pottery from Abydos has been sent by the Egypt 
Exploration Fund Committee. I have noticed that many more 
visitors take an interest in it since the objects were re-arranged 
and labelled by Miss Murray. It is quite possible now for a 
beginner, with the help of this small but well-arranged collection, 
and the excellent Guide which Miss Murray wrote, to study 
Egyptian Archaeology profitably in Dublin. 

Greek and Roman Antiquities.— Copies in terra-cotta have 
been obtained of a small Roman altar, two cinerary urns and 
panels from a sarcophagus, all from the Vatican Collection ; the 
last-named is a very good example of' decoration, A copy of a 
very interesting marble chair in the Villa del Principe Corsini at 
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Rome, has also been obtained, It is very desirable to extend this 
iVnnortant branch of the collections, and, as I mentioned last 
P i n obtain some good copies of the celebrated works which 
other Museums, but nothing has been 

done in this way during the year. 

Indian and other Oriental Art.— No additions have been 
made. .

In this country, where the 
public generally have few opportunities of seeing fane decoiativ 
work, nothing is more useful than these copies of works by great 
decorative sculptors of the best periods.

Jewellery.— A very interesting gift has been made to the 
Museum bv His Royal Highness Field Marshal the Duke of 
Connaught^ K.a, who has presented to the Museum a Broocn 
which was made for Queen Victoria on the l oc ” 

Majesty’s visit to Trinity College Dublin, m IS- M». Tins * acow 
of an ancient Irish Fibula in gold ornamented with a Lough Esk 
pearl. It has been placed in a small case on the wall under tne 
Gallery near the main staircase, and His Royal Highness s 
which accompanied the gift, is shown m the case. , . 

An English 18th century watch has been bought, chiefly on 
account of the back, which is decorated with h ue and white 
enamel Copies have been obtained of several of the best objects 
in the Royal P Collections of the Green Vaults at Dresden to sho w 
this style of jewellery ornamented with enamels, which is so 
characteristic of the 17th century. 

Musical Instruments.— A Harpsichord, made by Bother, of 
Dublin, is the only addition during the year. 

Furniture-Two copies of 16th century Chairs have been 
obtained from Florence. 

Arms and Armour. — No additions. 

Pottery, Porcelain, and Glass.-Two very interesting 
Oriental Vases, decorated in Persian style. A large numoer 
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of Dutch, and Spanish Tiles of 17th and 18th centuries. Some 
modern Bavarian Lustre ware, and two basket-work Bowls with 
Covers of Bow Porcelain have been obtained. A specimen of 
early 18th century .Newcastle Class, an unusual specimen of 
17th centuiy Spanish Class, and a few more examples of 
ancient glass from Palestine have been acquired. 

Our collection is still deficient in specimens of the best kinds 
of Peasant Pottery, such as Venetian, Roman, Florentine, and 
Verona ware. 

Stained Glass. — Four examples of Dutch work of the 16th 
and 17th centuries have been added, and also a few water-colour 
copies of English and Italian. 

Enamels. — Two specimens of Venetian Enamel of 15th cen- 
tury have been obtained, and though not very important pieces, 
they are a valuable addition, as we had previously no example 
of Venetian .Enamel in the Museum. A small series of Vases to 
Bhow the .different stages of Cloisonne Enamelling has also 
been obtained. Now that a class for teaching this beautiful 
Art is established in the School of Art, it is very desirable to 
show as complete a series as possible of good examples of 
various styles and periods. 

Bronze and Brass. — Two very good examples of the Mosul 
work of the 15th century have been added, one is a situla with 
very handsome handle, and the other a figure in Venetian 
Costume of the period, kneeling on one knee, which is, so far 
as I can ascertain, unique. A. few examples of Door Furni- 
niture in Bronze, were bought in Siena, also a Venetian Bell 
from the Bardini Sale, and an interesting Pax, given by J. H. 
FitzHenry, Esq, Two very fine brass fire-dogs, in the Louis 
Quatorze style, were obtained at the Verner Sale ; casts have 
been obtained of two Candelabra in the Certosa at Pavia, and 
one, the work of Giovanni da Bologna, at the National Museum 
at Florence; also a cast of a Bronze Crucifix from the Certosa 
at Pavia, and also two Brass Lamps, one with three, and one 
with four lights. Lord Powerscourt has presented to the 
Museum two Statuettes in Bronze by I. Hughes. 

Iron- work. — A nice specimen of the wrought iron Grilles 
of about the 16th century was obtained in Siena, and also a 
Flagstaff Ring in the style of the 16th centuiy, and a pair of 
iron fire-dogs. 

Pewter.— Three small articles have been added to the Col- 
lection. 

Silver and Plated Ware.— A silver Fruit Dish of unusual 
pattern., a skeleton Dish-ring, or Bowl-stand, which shows well 
the object for which these articles were made, and a Sauce 
Boat, were obtained at tie Yerner’s sale. An Irisi pierced

Architectural Photographs.— One-half of the space in the 
cabinets intended for this series is nearly filled ; but it has been 
impossible to find time to go on with the series. 

Japanese Art. — N o additions of importance. 

Chinese Art.— A Jui or floral staff, said to be an emblem of 
friendship, was given by Major Dobbin. 

Burmese Art.— N o additions. 

Lace and Embroidery.— A Mitre, worked by the nuns of the 
Convent of Poor Clares at Kenmare, has been bought. ibis 
is contrary to our usual practice of not buying the work of 
living artists, but in this instance the Mitre is such an excep- 
tionally fine specimen of Needlework, both as regards design 
and execution, that it waB considered that an exception should 
be made, and that this example should be placed in the 
Museum to show what a very high class of work was Fenced 
at all events by one designer m an Irish Convent at the 
beginning of the 20th century. Three good pieces of old 

Limerick lace have also been added. 

Scandinavian Art.— Two casts of carved doors, and some 
sculptured stone-work, and a few objects m wood from the 
Scandinavian countries have been brought together to form a 
small court in one corner of the Gallery, so that visitors can 
now see better the characteristics of the style and compare l 
with the very similar style which prevailed for some centuries 
in Ireland. 

Romanesque and BvzANTiNE.-Adj oining the Scandinavian 
Court a space in the Gallery has been allotted for architectural 
ornament of the various styles of Romanesque, and also for the 
copies of the important examples of Byzantine 
have lately been acquired. Among these are part of the Screen 
in the Church of St. Michael at Hildesheim, the head of the 
Lion of St. Mark at Venice, some well-heads, vases, , and capitals 
from Venice and Ravenna, and a door from Santa Mans am 
Capitol, Cologne, also a copy of the Palla d Oro or altar front 
from Aix la Cliapelle. 

Ethnographical Collections.— As I mentioned last year, 
it is still qufte impossible to find time to continue the work of 
arranging^ the Collections. A dug-out canoe from Sierr 
LeoS been given by Mrs. Egerton, and a CoUeetion of 
Canadian Indian Dress, &c , has been given by Mi. B. J. Dsshe .

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Tlie Regalia of tlie Corporation of Skinner’s Alley, lent by Dr. 
W. B. B. Scriven, a collection of old silver, chiefly Irish, and 
some Sheffield plate, lent by Roger C. Jones, Esq. 

Erom the South Kensington Museum have been lent- several 
interesting and important collections ; one shows the applica- 
tion of wood-carving to doors, screens, newels, and other archi- 
tectural work, and four cases of objects which were sent to the 
Cork Exhibition, and afterwards lent to this Museum, contain 
the following : — Specimens of old and modern metal repousse 
work, some good examples of Church Plate, a Silver Mace 
which formerly belonged to the Cork Guilds, and copies of 
other Irish Silver ; a few specimens of Irish Book-binding, and 
two trays of Medals, Modern Glass, Pottery, Enamels of dif- 
ferent kinds, including examples of some schools which are not 
represented in our Museum ; a series of coloured drawings of 
Mosaics, and two facsimile reproductions, with two actual 
specimens of old work. A series of drawings of Dublin House 
decoration in the Adams style, executed by Mr. Whelan, has 
also been lent, and a set of water-colour copies of fine examples 
of Stained Glass windows, and the Cartoons for Stained Glass 
drawn by Eorde Madox Brown, and known as the Twelve 
W orthies, which are particularly useful now that Stained Glass 
and Mosaic working are taught in the Metropolitan School of 
Art. A few small examples of old Stained Glass of good 
periods have also been lent. 

Mr. Longfield and Mr. Buckley have again had very heavy 
work, for, as above-mentioned, Mr. Alabaster has been absent 
for nearly the whole year, and the temporary extra assistant, 
Mr. Aubrey Toppin, has only worked for a short time in the 
Museum. 

Modern Exhibits. 

As regards the question of forming a small exhibition of 
the works of modern artists and craftsmen, no decision has as 
yet been come to by the Department. 

Industrial Collections. 

There are many valuable and instructive exhibits in the In- 
dustrial Section in Annexe Room I., including very interesting 
models of machinery recently transferred from the Royal Col- 
lege of Science ; but owing to want of space it is impossible 
to display them in even a tolerable manner. A set of apparatus 
and chemicals, as recommended by the Department for the use 
of chemical classes in secondary schools, has been supplied by 
Messrs. Harris, of Dublin. 

Irish Antiquities. 

Considerable progress has been made in the arrangement of 
the Collections illustrating the Bronze and Early Iron Ages, but an 
immense amount of work remains for Mr. Coffey to accomplish 
before this room can be fairly complete, and till this is finished 
he can do little towards the compilation of the much-needed 
Guides. The classification of the Sepulchral Hrns, which is 
now complete, is a satisfactory step in the great work in hand. 
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I fully concur in Mr. Coffey’s opinion that lie should have 
some skilled assistance in order that he may make more rapid 

P Th7daggers, spears, and swords of bronze, as now arranged 
make 6 a finet and instructive display, in some respects superior 
to the corresponding collections m any other Museum. ™ 

The clay moulds for bronze swords given by Mr. Thomas 
Plunkett, of Enniskillen, and the objects from Craigyw 
crannog and tlie Kish caves are interesting. 

Natural History Collections. 

The re-arrangement of the Bird Cases on the Lower Gallery, 
TTooer Blow is still in progress, but will hardly be completed 
dS the next year. Dr.* Scharfi has made large additions 
to the stock of Bones and of Invertebrates during the p. 
year bu^he smallness of the staff makes keep

Imperial Institute in London. 
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Geological Survey Collections. 

Mr. Lamplugh, in charge of the Geological Survey in 
Ireland, proposes a new system of shelving in the cases which 
is better than any plan for exhibiting Geological Specimens 
which I have hitherto seen. One case, which had never been 
properly shelved, has been fitted up on this system, hut to 
change the shelving of the whole Gallery would cost a con- 
siderable sum, and there are at present many parts of the 
Museum in which the need of new fittings is greater than in 
this Gallery. 

METROPOLITAN SCHOOL OE ART. 

The total number of students attending the School during 
the Session 1901 — 1902 was 539, an increase of 23 on the previous 
Session. Of these 278 attended the day classes and 201 the 
evening classes. 

The Design class having still further increased in numbers, 
more space has been allotted to it, and a large number of de- 
signs, chiefly for lace and embroidery, have been executed in 
this class. The classes for Artistic Handicrafts have now 
been fairly started. Instructors were engaged by the Depart- 
ment to teach students in courts open to visitors in the 
Cork Exhibition, and since then during the current Session, 
which has not yet terminated, classes under these Instructors 
have been established in the School. 

Mr. Brophy has a class of eight for Enamelling, and more 
could be admitted if space were available. The students in 
this class are also being given lessons in Metal-work as re- 
quired for Enamels by Mr. Miller. 

Mr. Porter has a class of four students for Mosaic work. 
The Stained Glass Class worked regularly through the Session 
under the tuition of Mr. Child. 

It is satisfactory to note the considerable number of successes 
gained by students of this School when designs are called for 
in various competitions, as, for instance, in the Art Industries 
Exhibition of the Royal Dublin Society, held at the time of 
the Horse Show last August ; our students gained on this 
occasion nineteen prizes, of which twelve were first prizes. 
It is also highly satisfactory to read that Miss Beatrice Moss 
Elvery has for the third year in succession won the Taylor Art 
Scholarship for a figure modelled from the life. 

The decoration of the Cubicle allotted to the School in the 
Cork Exhibition was, I believe, generally very highly com- 
mended, the work being executed by Miss Emerson, Miss 
Elvery, Miss G. Herbert, Mr. W. Whelan, Miss Martin, Miss 
Rooke, and other students, under the superintendence of Mi'. 
Brenan. 

The Summer class for teachers from Intermediate Schools 
has again been well and successfully worked, and there can 
he no doubt that these teachers, who come from all parts of 
the country, must, in most instances, be far better fitted for 
giving instruction in Drawing when they return to their own 
schools, after the instruction given them under Mr. Brenan.

Perhaps as regards the Botanic Gardens, the principal lesson 
to be remembered is that trees should not be placed sufficiently 
near to inTure.any conservatories or houses if unfortunately 

fe ifis\ yt be e mgretted that owing to want of funds Mr. Moore’s 
journeys to visit other Gardens had to be curtailed last summer. 
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I think Mr. Moore’s suggestion that a stock of Microscopes 
should he obtained specially for use in the Garden laboratory 
is a very good one, and hope that the Professor of Botany may 
be able to arrange this instead of having instruments carried 
backwards and forwards from the College of Science. 

I have long advocated the provision of a proper Refreshment 
Room near the entrance to the Gardens, and hope that the 
Board of Works will be able to provide this in the recently 
acquired cottage as has been already proposed. When this is 
done there will be no difficulty in providing close to the refresh- 
ment room a place to store visitors’ bicycles, and also children’s 
perambulators. As regards the latter, I think that the present 
system of granting passes to bring perambulators into the 
Gardens to all persons who have hitherto used this privilege, 
but to issue no new ones, is the only plan which can be adopted, 
for the increase of small houses at Glasnevin is proceeding so 
rapidly that it will be quite impossible to restrict within 
reasonable numbers the perambulators and children’s carts if 
they are all allowed to enter, as it would be impossible to admit 
some and exclude others. Under the system now adopted 
they will in a few years be excluded without causing hardship 
by taking away from any individuals the privileges to which 
they have been accustomed ; whilst, if a refreshment room and 
bicycle shed are provided, it will always be possible for a 
family arriving with a perambulator, and unaware of the rules, 
to deposit it in a safe place whilst visiting the Gardens. 

The water supply is a matter of the very greatest importance ; 
but the Board of Works having now agreed to place a hydraulic 
ram in the river, and to provide a large tank to be erected 
by the Palm House, I hope that in a short time - an ample 
supply will be available. 

The work of the Keeper of the Gardens is becoming much 
more onerous owing to the increasing use made of them by those 
interested in the many branches of work which they are intended 
to assist, and the collection and distribution of seeds, and the 
giving of information to inquirers take a great deal of time. 

NATIONAL LIBRARY. 

A new doorway having been made from the ladies’ Reading 
Room to the temporary gallery leading to the new room in the 
unfinished wing of the Library this room has now been brought 
into use, and books on architecture, sculpture, and other arts, 
have been transferred to it. 

The demands on the Electric Light plant which has to supply 
the Library asVell as the Museum, School of Art, and rooms of 
the Royal Lublin Society are such, as frequently to overtax the 
power available.

APPENDIX II. TO THE REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR. 

Report of the Keeper of Irish Antiquities Collection. 

During the past year considerable progress has been made with the 
chronological classification of the Bronze Age Collections. The plan of a 
division of periods by bays formed by cases projecting from the walls has 
enabled a more systematic arrangement to be made, and has greatly added 
to the interest of the collections. 

The Sepulchral Pottery has been classified and labelled, and is now 
fully exhibited and available for study. I may mention that the Hon. 
John Abercromby, of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland, devoted 
some days last summer to this collection, in connection with a work on 
the Sepulchral Pottery of Great Britain and Ireland on which he is 
engaged, and that it was possible to place the whole of the collection in 
his hands for study. 

The daggers, spears, and swords have also been arranged and are fully 
exhibited. A feature lias been made of the development of the spear from 
the dagger. Ireland is particularly rich in transitional types illustrating 
the development of the spear. I do not think any other Museum possesses 
so complete a series, or that it would be possible elsewhere to illustrate in 
so complete a manner this interesting point. 

The principal additions during the year were: — 

Two sword-shaped blades of stone, fouijd on the shore of Lough Mask 
Co. Mayo, given by Mr. H. J. Knox, m.r.i.a. 

Copies in gilt-bronze, of the gold ornaments from the “ great Clare find,” 
1854, made by Messrs. E. J ohnson, from a set in Lady Stokes’ possession, 
formerly belonging to Miss Margaret Stokes. 

An electrotype reproduction of the Cross known as the “ Clogher Cross.” 
Original in the Diocesan Museum, Monaghan. 

A Crucifix bronze, medieval, ornamented with interlaced work ; found 
Rt Trim, Co. Meath, ' ' 7 
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Fragments of clay moulds for bronze swords, given by Mr. Thomas Plun- 
kett, m.r.i.a., Enniskillen. 

A collection of objects of stone, bronze, iron, and leather, from Craigy- 
warren crannog, Co. Antrim, excavated by Mr. W. J. Knowles, m.r.i.a., 
and myself, in September, 1902. A large collection of animal remains 
found in this crannog has been handed over to the Natural History Depart- 
ment. 

A collection of objects, including bone pins, a bone comb, and an iron 
saw, from the caves of Kesli, Co. Sligo, excavated by a committee 
appointed by the British Association in 1901. 

The national collection of Irish Antiquities has not been arranged since 
Sir William Wilde’s classification in 1861. Since that date the science 
of pre-historic archaeology has become almost a new subject, and the chrono- 
logy of the pre-historic periods in Europe has at length been approximately 
fixed. No attempt had been made in the interval since Wilde’s catalogue 
to bring the classification abreast of recent knowledge. My work must, 
for some time to come, be chiefly devoted to the reclassification of our 
great collection. For the proper reclassification of the collection, a large 
amount of original work is necessary, as a great part of the collection is 
unpublished.

The principal additions by purchase during the period from 1st April,

work of the 15th century ; a silver candlestick, by Ebenezer Coker, with 1 
the London Hall-mark of 1767 ; a large collection of casts in plaster and 
terra-cotta, from specimens of sculpture and metal-work at Aix-la- 
Chapelle, Cologne, Florence, Genoa, Hildesheim, Lucca, Milan, Pavia, 
Ravello, Ravenna, Rimini, Rome, and Siena ; interesting specimens of 
Venetian enamelled copper- ware of the 16th century, and copies of Renais- 
sance enamelled-gold pendants, in the Hertford House and Dresden (Grime 
Gewolbe) collections ; Old English clock, with marquetry case, and a 
carved and gilt picture-frame surrounding a flower-piece, by J. B. Mon- 
noyer.

APPENDIX VI. TO DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Report op Custodian of Geological and Mineralogical Section. 

The principal addition to this division has been the collection of fossils 
stratigraphically arranged, which is now so far completed and displayed 
as to be useful to the student. While the Museum was unsuccessful in its 
attempt to secure the meteorite which fell in Co. Antrim in September, 
1902, the Trustees of the British Museum have presented an accurately 
pamted model of the stone, together with a copy of the description by 
Mr. L. Fletcher, F.R.S This model forms one of the most conspicuous 
features m the case illustrating the characters of meteorites A renre 
sentative portion of the meteorite that fell at Biurbole, Finland, was also 
added, by an exchange made with the Geological Survey of Finland. 

The historic Griffith Collection of Irish Palaeozoic fossils is being trans- 
ferred to new and more suitable cases ; it is frequently referred fo by those 
engaged in research Adequate space, however, cannot be found for the 
collection of Irish building and ornamental stones, which remains of a 
merely tentative and suggestive nature.

APPENDIX VII. TO DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Report on the Collections of Rocks and Fossils belonging to the Geo- 
logical Survey, exhibited in the Museum of Science and Art, Dublin. 

Under the existing arrangement of the Irish Rock Collections in the 
wall-cases of the gallery, it has been found impossible to make some neces- 
sary additions to the exhibits, owing to the difficulty in utilising the 
available space without unduly crowding the specimens. It has, there- 
fore, been thought desirable to undertake the rearrangement of these cases 
with a view to the improvement in the educational value of the collections, 
by displaying them with geological maps of the areas from which they 
have been obtained, and with photographs and sketches showing the mode 
of occurrence of the rock-masses in the field. 

Mr. H. J. Seymour, of the Geological Survey, has been instructed to 
carry out this work as opportunity may be found, and has already been 
able to devote a few weeks to the duty. As an experiment, he has arranged 
one of the cases, twenty-four feet in length, a.t the north end of the 
gallery, to illustrate the recent work of the Survey on the superficial 
deposits of the districts around Dublin and Belfast. 
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Iii order to make better use of the available space, Mr. Seymour found 
it necessary to design a new system of shelving, by which each specimen 
is shown on 'a separate movable wooden block, adjustable on a continuous 
wooden slope. By this method the lighting of the cases is much improved, 
the specimens are displayed to advantage and without confusion in greatly 
increased numbers, and room is found in the same cases for the maps, 
photographs, &c., required to complete the object-lesson afforded by the 
specimens. 

It is hoped that means may be found to extend the same system of 
arrangement to the whole of the wall-cases in the gallery.

APPENDIX VIII. TO DIRECTOR’S REPORT. 

Report oe the Keeper, Royal Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin. 

Herewith I beg to submit my report on the condition of the Royal 
Botanic Gardens, during the twelve months ending 31st March, 1903. 

Attendance of Visitors. 

There has been a small increase in the number of visitors to the Gardens 
compared with preceding twelve months. 

There were increases in the number of visitors in May, July, August, 
September, November, January, and Mhrch ; and decreases in April, 
June, October, December, and February. The aggregate increase in these 
months was 26,450 ; the aggregate decrease, 25,918. The greatest increases 
were in May, 7,645 ; August, 3,966 ; September, 2,044 ; November, 5,653. 
The greatest decreases in June, 18,321 ; December, 4,173. The large de- 
crease in June is attributable to the fact that there was rain on every 
Sunday in that month.

The Conservatories are all in fairly good condition, and such repairs and 
alterations as are required have been requisitioned for in the annual Esti- 
mates. It is strong testimony to the excellence of design and work in these 
houses that the hurricane of February 26tli did but little damage to them, 
only a few panes of glass being broken. 

Fern House. — The attack made by a weevil on the Ferns, mentioned in 
last year’s report, may now be said to be fairly mastered. Experts have 
determined this weevil to be a new species, Syagrius intrudens, O. O. Wat., 
hitherto unknown to science. It was most destructive, and caused great 
losses in the collection of Ferns, besides injuring those which were saved. 
By steeping the plants at regular intervals, by hand-picking, and by fumi- 
gating with cyanide of potassium at night, the pest was got under, and 
now but few are found, and the Ferns are recovering.

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a splended specimen of the Mount Parnassus Fir (Abies cephalonica), a 
noble tree, some fifty feet in height, which stood in the middle of the fern 
rockwork. 

The boundary wall round the new field has been completed, so that this 
part of the Garden is now completely enclosed. A new entrance has been 
made into the Garden, communicating through this field, with the main 
road, and much of the heavy traffic may now be diverted from the front 
entrance gate. 

Parts which had been well tilled, cleaned, and manured, have now been 
utilised as nursery ground. The collection of species and varieties of 
Helleborus was transferred to this from the enclosed garden, and another 
portion is being used as a nursery ground for bulbs. Many of the strong 
growing herbaceous plants have also been brought here. The entire collec- 
tion of species and varieties of Narcissus was lifted and planted where the 
Hellebores formerly grew, this being necessary, as the ground in which 
they were was quite exhausted. It has now been well trenched and 
manured, and is being cropped with early potatoes to clean and sweeten it. 

Extensive changes have been carried out in the agricultural and economic 
classes. The plots in culinary department next the walk have been appro- 
priated for these classes, all the Clovers, Vetches, and other fodder plants, 
have been moved, and the more important economic grasses have been 
moved from an out-of-the-way comer in which they were, to where the 
Clovers grew, so that now all these plants are in continuous groups, and 
form an invaluable teaching ground for agricultural students. 

Further quantities of gravel were taken up from places on the hill where 
the soil was shallowest, and good clay carted in to fill the holes. Several 
walks were re-made and repaired with the gravel so obtained. 


Arboretum. 

Only one tree was taken down, a large, and partially decayed, Ash-tree, 
which stood where the new entrance gate has been made, and which over- 
hung the stable. Fresh soil was given to several Conifers which were fail- 
ing, both as surface dressing, and in trenches opened where the young roots 
were. Sixty-eight trees and shrubs were moved from the nursery border 
to the grounds, and tree classes. All the remaining stock of young trees 
and shrubs, both in the enclosed garden and on the nursery border, were 
lifted and the ground was manured and trenched. 

Some seventy young trees were also moved to the new nursery ground 
established in the new field. All this work had been completed, and 
arrangements were made at once to cope with the ordinary and pressing 
work of the Garden, which had accumulated, and was much in arrears, 
when, on the night of Thursday, February 26th, came the most disastrous 
cale which has ever visited Glasnevin. It commenced about 7.30 p.m., 
and reached a climax at 3 a.m., when many trees fell, almost simul- 
taneously. It is impossible to convey an idea of the destruction to trees 
and shrubs wrought by this gale. On counting them next morning it was 
found that seventy-two trees were down, and in this count shrubs of five 
to ten feet are not included. Unfortunately the best and rarest trees 
suffered most. Amongst the serious losses may be enumerated, JElmus 
americama, Quercus Turneri , Finns Laricio, splendid specimens ; Finns 
Fallasiana , the finest specimen in Ireland, over 90 feet high ; Finns 
Sabiniana fine specimen ; Finns Hamiltoni , a rare and fine plant ; Finns 
sylvestris, the large specimen on hill ; Abies nobilis, the large plant on 
hill; Abies cephalonica, grand specimen in rockwork ; Cupressus macro- 
carpa, Sequioa sempervirens, Cedrus atlantica, all three fine specimens , 
the largest Ash tree in the Garden ; the fine elm on river bank— a noble 
specimen ; six large Hornbeams ; three of the fine Yews which line the 
path known as “Addison’s Walk”; four plants of Arbutus, one a fine 
specimen ; and Fyrus Sorlus, the Service tree, the best specimen known 
in Ireland. From the sluice gates to the waterfall eleven large trees are 
across the river ; in the new arboretum, two Poplars are m the . river, an 
in the lower field, two Willows. Should heavy rain come great injury will 

be done to the banks of the river.

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It is hopeless to try to clear away the wreckage for a long time, so I am 
giving all the attention to clearing away the heads of the trees, and open- 
ing up the walks. Fortunately, little injury was done to the Conserva- 
tories and permanent buildings. 


Purchase of Plants and Seeds. 

As I only visited plant nurseries about London last year, purchases of 
plants and seeds had chiefly to be made by catalogue marking, and through 
correspondence. Although this is an unsatisfactory way compared with 
selecting plants and hunting them up in the nurseries and gardens, I man- 
aged to get a good many rare and interesting plants. Amongst these may 
be mentioned Angrcecum Eichlerianum, Anasctochilus Edwardi, Asplenium 
madagascanensis, Bismarchia nobilis, Calamus subcmgulatus, Camellia 
magnolimfiora Carpmus Yeddcensis, Catasetum Bodigasianum, Colchi- 
cum Argon, Cyathca Gardnem, Cypripcdmm insigne var.

J ourneys. 

On 11th September I went to London and was away for ten days. I 
visited Kew Gardens, the principal plant nurseries ; also some of the 
fruit-growing centres, to examine the mode of cultivation adopted on the 
modern and progressive fruit farms. 


General. 

Laboratory. 

The usual classes were held in the Laboratory, both day and evening 
classes. The gas fittings and arrangements were overhauled and altered, 
and some additional fittings supplied. New material was also purchased. 
I would recommend that a dozen good working microscopes, and a dozen 
dissecting microscopes, should be purchased for the Garden Laboratory. 
At present microscopes have to be carried to and from the College of 
Science ag required, which process cannot be said -to improve the instru- 
ments, 


Befreshment Booms. 

I have again to report that no provision has been made for erecting a 
respectable refreshment room in proximity to the Garden. 

Shelter for Bicycles and Perambulators. 

Regulations now in force restricting the admission of perambulators ts> 
the Garden, render it desirable that a suitable place should be provided 
in which they could be left, while parents and nurses walk about. These 
remarks apply with even more force to bicycles, as no bicycles are admitted, 
and many bicycle riders come to the Garden. There is a bicycle store at 
Kew Gardens. 


Water Supply. 

Although last season was one in which a large supply of water was not 
required out of doors, much inconvenience was constantly experienced, at 
not being able to get water when required. When the roads are being 
watered, or the conservatories sprayed with a hose, no water can be had 
out-of-doors. Both indoors and outdoors from 5 to 6 p.m. is the hour in 
which water is most required, an hour which is arbitrarily fixed by the

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requirements of plant life, and outdoors water has to be drawn from the 
river, or no watering could be done, there being no pressure in the pipes, 
even the drinking fountains being often without water. I again urge the 
importance of providing an independent supply of water for outdoor work. 

Foremen's Houses. 

The two foremen’s houses were painted and papered.

In competition for the Taylor Scholarship and prizes, the Scholarship 
of £50 was again awarded to Beatrice Moss Elvery, and a prize of £10 
was awarded to Miss Gwendoline Herbert. 

In October, Mr. John Hughes, r.h.a., resigned his post as teacher of 
the Modelling Class, to the great regret of all connected with the School. 
His place was temporarily filled during the winter by Mr. Portsmouth, of 
the Royal College of Art, South Kensington. In April, Mr. Oliver 
Sheppard, r.h.a., was appointed to the post of Modelling Instructor. 

Three teachers in training, who receive a 'maintenance allowance, were 
appointed in October last. They are Miss Devonport, Galway ; Mr. C. 
Keogh, Waterford ; and Miss Pinkerton, Belfast. The latter has resigned 
her position owing to ill health. 

Two cubicles in the Cork Exhibition were allotted to the School as space 
for the exhibition of students’ works. The students decided that they 
would decorate the frieze and background of the cubicles. The painted 
portion of the frieze was designed and executed by Miss Emerson. The 
modelled panels were designed and modelled by Miss B. Elvery, Miss G. 
Herbert, and Mr. W. Whelan. Miss Martin, Miss Rooke and other 
students stencilled the background. Miss Jacob gave most material assis- 
. tance throughout. Great credit is due to Mr. De Sales, the foreman of 
the workshops, and his workmen, for the admirable manner in which they 
put up the decorations of the cubicles, and hung the works therein. 

The Design Class has been very hard at work throughout the session, and 
has increased considerably in numbers, so that we have been obliged to 
appropriate more room for its requirements. Miss Effie Luke gained the 
prize offered by the Department for a design for a certificate for flax- 
growing competitions. She also made a series of water-colour drawings 
from Persian tiles in the Museum for the Victoria and Albert Museum. 
Many lace and embroidery designs were made for various centres, and we 
have had to make designs for people in England and Wales, who have 
applied to us for such. Some of the students made the designs for the 
embroidery on Lady Aberdeen’s Coronation robes. Miss Simpson made a 
coloured drawing of the cover of the Shrine of St. Patrick’s bell, for the 
purposes of reproduction by Messrs. Cassell and Co. They wrote as fol- 
lows : — “ The painting is quite satisfactory, and we are proceeding to make 
our plate of the subject. We thank you very much for the trouble and 
care you have taken in this work.” 

A class for Stained-glass painting has been in operation since November, 
1901, under the care of Mr. A. E. Child. Two scholars receiving a main- 
tenance allowance were appointed by the Department: — Wm.

SCIENCE AND ART MUSEUM 

The Visitors repeat with pleasure the expression of satisfac- 
tion conveyed in former Reports as to the condition of the 
Museum of Science and Art, which is highly creditable to those 
who have charge of it. At a time when the value to a country 
of scientific and technical instruction is becoming better appre- 
ciated, they express a hope that the claims of this Institution, 
and the work tliat it is doing, will receive due recognition from 
the State and adequate support. 

The Visitors notice that of the very small staff on whom the 
Director must rely for the multifarious duties connected wit i 
the Museum Collections, two (Mr. Carpenter and Mr. Alabaster) 
were taken away for other duties for a considerable portion of 
the vear, and they would urge upon His Majesty s Government 
tha/only very strong reasons would seem to render it desirab e 
to interrupt the very important work of classifying and cata- 
loguing the Museum Collections, by taking away men who have 
been socially trained for these duties to push on rite. : ™k 
which may seem for a time more urgent, or to facilitate the 
working of other institutions. 

Thev note with pleasure the great success which has attended 
the introduction of the “ Halfpenny Guide,” a boon to the ord> 
narv visitor which is not, so far as is known, to be met with m 
pnyother Museum in the world; the Visitors much regret tha 
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owing to the very limited staff and means at the disposal of the 
Director so little progress has been made with the preparation 
of the General Guide in penny parts or chapters. 

The Visitors believe that the parts already published on 
Egyptian Antiquities, Furniture, and Enamels, are of great 
value, not merely as guides to the Museum, but as assisting 
students in their study of the different subjects illustrated by 
the Collections, and they hope that the Department will give 
the Director as much extra assistance as will be needed to com- 
plete this important task within a reasonable time. In con- 
nection with these guides they note with satisfaction the assist- 
ance given to students by the printed lists of books procurable 
in the National Library, dealing with the special subjects. 

The Visitors are glad to see that the Museum lectures are 
being continued. It is probable that far more permanent good 
is effected by these lectures, in the presence of the objects 
spoken about to small groups of persons who, as the Visitors are 
informed, are most attentive and eager to acquire information, 
and who, after the lecture, are able to ask questions on points 
which they have not fully understood, than by many more 
ambitious schemes. They hope that every possible encourage- 
ment will be given to the continuation annually of these 
Demonstrations. 

The V isitors noticed about a dozen cases of objects, which 
have been arranged by the Director with the hope that a scheme 
may be adopted for circulating them to schools in different 
parts of the country; they comprise a petrol motor dissected, 
and labelled, to show the use of the various parts, and small 
collections to illustrate the joints used in carpentry and joinery, 
the process of artistic enamelling, different kinds of pottery 
and porcelain, flax and its uses, insects injurious to crops or to 
domestic animals, and so on. The Visitors understand that, if 
sanctioned, many other cases could be arranged, with the object 
of diffusing useful practical knowledge of Natural History and 
of mechanical and artistic processes, and they are strongly of 
opinion that the circulation of such examples to schools would 
be of very great advantage to the country. 

The Visitors, by a resolution of 6th December, 1901, asked 
that they might be allowed to see the plans for the new College 
of Science and other buildings contemplated, and to this request 
they received a reply that it would be kept in view. They have 
not since received any further communication on the subject, 
though they believe that the plans have been exhibited to 
members of the House of Commons. The rebuilding of the 
temporary annexe is urgently required, and it is most important 
that the provision of additional space for the Museum collec- 
tions, now so greatly overcrowded, should be taken into con- 
sideration before the plans for the adjacent buildings are 
decided upon in order that nothing may be done to interfere 
with the ample, space and light on which the adequacy of the 
Museum extension must depend. 
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They also hope that arrangements will be made as soon as 
possible to remove the workshops to a site where an accidental 
lire would not cause imminent risk of the destruction or the 

Museum. , . ,, • 

The Visitors are glad to see that more has been done than in 
previous years in the way of visiting places where monuments 
of some of the great periods of decorative art abound,, and 
that the collections have been enriched by the addition ot so 
many good casts and copies. This appears to be a matter oi 
special importance, in Ireland, where the peop e generally 
have so little opportunity of seeing any fine models oi applied 
art in any branch. 

Aet Collections 

The collection of architectural ornament in terra cotta 
brought from Lombardy is very interesting, and should be 
useful to all who study the improvement of our street archi- 

te< The e 'additions to the Greek and Roman Antiquities, though 
small, are interesting. It is important that the pub lie should 
be able to see in Dublin a fairly representative collection or 

classic art and antiquities. ,. 

The casts of works by great Italian sculptors and the chimney 
piece from the Bardini sale, should stimulate young architects 
and sculptors by showing them what fine decorative work was 
done by some of the greatest masters of the art. 

They notice the addition of two copies of fine specimens of 
carved Florentine chairs of the 16th century, which might be 
studied with advantage by those who are interested m tbe 
development of wood carving in this country. 

The Visitors fully endorse the Director’s recommendation to 
increase the examples of those arts which the Department is 
endeavouring to introduce or revive m this country, such as 
pottery of the simple kinds, enamels of any kind not yet repre- 
sented, brass and bronze, wrought iron work, pewter, silver, and 

^ The segregation of the examples of Scandinavian art to form 
a separate collection, and the formation of a small court of 
Romanesque and Byzantine ornament seem based upon the 
sound principle that, as far as possible, the work of each school 
or period should be shown together, though exigencies of space 
and light will always probably render it impossible to carry 
out this principle generally in the arrangement of the collec- 
tions It is satisfactory to know that casts of the more impoi- 
tant portions of that fine example of Irish Romanesque, Cor- 
mac’s Chapel, will shortly be ready for exhibition 

It is also particularly interesting to see examples from other 
countries of different- developments of the interlaced or strap 
work ornament which characterised the Irish work of a certain 

Per Two statuettes, given by Lord Powerscourt, are interesting 
examples of the work of Mr. John Hughes, who seems likely 
to rise soon to the highest rank among Irish sculptors. 

The loan collections from South Kensington seem well ealeu- 
lated to assist students in several branches of artistic work. 
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Industrial Collection. 

This portion of the collection is, in its present state, of very 
little practical nse, and it is regrettable that it should longer 
remain so, more especially in view of the attention that has 
recently been given to technical education and the possibilities 
of development of industries in Ireland. 

It consists for the most part of very beautifully made and 
costly models of machinery and factory plant, most of them 
quite out of date, and interesting only from an historical point 
of view. 

This is the more to be regretted, as a most admirable system 
of labelling has been adopted which would greatly add to the 
usefulness of such a collection, if only the exhibits themselves 
represented modern types worth studying. 

The majority of Museum visitors very seldom take the trouble 
to consult a catalogue or search up a reference number or letter 
on a long descriptive card ; but in the system here adopted 
every individual part of the machinery of any importance has 
its own label, specifying its name and the function for which 
it is required, and if this system were carried out on really use- 
ful models of modern types this collection would be most valu- 
able. 

A few really up-to-date models, which need not be made with 
the perfection of detail of the present costly examples, should 
be obtained, and such models ought to be periodically examined 
by competent experts and brought up-to-date in any particulars 
required. 

It is evident that little can be done in improving this part 
of the collection till more room is available. At present some 
of the avenues between the cases are so confined that two per- 
sons cannot pass each other; the question, therefore, of pro- 
viding additional space for this part of the collection is one of 
paramount importance, and should not be further delayed. 

Collection of Irish Antiquities 

Boom No. I. remains appropriated as an office. This is an 
unsatisfactory arrangement; but it seems difficult to devise 
a remedy. The Visitors have already reported as to the expe- 
diency of providing a more suitable office for the Keeper. 

A series of photographs of Celtic crosses scattered throughout 
Ireland, the result of a systematic survey, is being collected and 
presented by Mr. W. S. Crawford, with a convenient index on 
maps of each province. The set for Leinster is completed, and 
consists of thirty-two cards, each showing four full-plate photo- 
graphs, with labels specifying the locality of each cross (as 
shown on the index-map), with its height, from which other 
dimensions may be inferred. This will form a very valuable 
and important collection if completed, especiallv if references 
be added to other published representations of these crosses 

The corner room, known as No. II., is now in a satisfactory 
state. The skulls and other objects from the Phcenix Park 
tumulus are at last well displayed in a case in the centre of the

room. A score of otter skulls found in Ireland are ranged in 
a wall case, and retain labels referring to the records of the 
Royal Irish Academy’s collections. 

Xhe long room (No. III.) is still in process of re-arrangement, 
and several important objects await labels. Good progress has, 
however, been made in exhibiting, according to their presumed 
age, the fine collection of bronze swords, daggers, and spear- 
heads, for which new cases have been provided, as also for the 
axes. ' As yet these are not attached to their shelves ; but all 
bear" reference marks. A few portions of the original wooden 
handles are shown — one undoubtedly of oak. 

The earthenware sepulchral vessels, urns, &c., are well dis- 
played in a suitable case, and are now supplied with printed 

la A cast of a remarkable sculptured stone, procured by Mr. 
Coffey from Castle-Strange, Co. Roscommon, mid as yet un- 
described, adds a most ancient novelty to this room. It is 
nearly oval in form, and about three feet long by two feet broad. 
Its curious convoluted sculptured surface shows an early form 
of the trumpet pattern. . 

The “ Pavilion ” Room, No. IV., is now m good order, and 
very attractive. The interesting collection of Irish coins is 
well arranged, and furnished with M.S. labels, as are also the 
seals in an adjoining case; but much remains to be done m 
identifying and describing both, and in procuring desirable 

additions. . . 

The rooms appropriated to the Antiquarian Collections are 
much in need of painting, and the glass roof of the long room 

requires cleaning. , . 

The gallery of the central court has received attention ; but 
the specimens of silversmiths’ work are insufficient, though 
aided by loans. Some casts of antiquities m the Isle of Man 
supply welcome illustrations of Celtic design, showing Scandi- 
navian influence. . . . 

The Visitors have already called attention to the inadequacy 
of the provision made for the care and management of the Anti- 
quarian collection. The Keeper, Mr. Coffey, is overweighted 
with work, and it is not reasonable to expect that one officer 
could do justice to tliis branch, of the Museum, dhe labelling, 
the registration, and the provision of suitable guides or hand- 
books require that the Keeper should be provided with an 
assistant-, who, under his training, would become gradually 
acquainted with the very special class of exhibits m this branch 
of the Museum, and capable of describing them. Considering 
that the Museum was formed by the Koyal Irish Academy and 
taken over from that body, it is not too much to expect that 
the Government shall provide a second official to aid m its 
proper management. 

Natural History Collections 
The principal additions during the year have been an Indian 
elephant and two groups of animals on heather and in snow , to 
show their adaptability to summer and winter surroundings ; 
also a large quantity of bones obtained from various caves m 
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Ireland, which have been explored principally by means of a 
grant from the British Association, and which have been de- 
posited m tiie Dublin Museum.

Mineralogical Collection 

It must always be remembered that the Museum, at least in 
he portions of it which have relation to Science, fulfils a two- 
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fold function : first, it offers a representation of the natural pro- 
ducts of Ireland, regarded as industrial resources; ana, 
secondly, it supplies the student of general Science with col- 
lections duly classified and arranged, to assist him m his work. 
There must thus always be going on processes of improvement 
along both these different lines, or, at least, along one or other 
of them. This is well seen in the Mineralogicai Department. 

On the one hand there is already a good collection of Irish 
minerals according to counties, and also of the fine marbles 
and variegated limestones and granites, so valuable for build- 
ing or for ornament. And, on the other hand, there is at pre- 
sent in progress a collection illustrating the history of inverte- 
brate life on the earth, the specimens being arranged m strati- 
graphical order, from the Cambrian to the Pleistocene forma- 
tion, which will be most valuable for teaching illustrating for 
the student the statements and descriptions which he finds m 
the Geological text-books. There is now on exhibition a col- 
lection lent by Mr. R. Maguire, of specimens of coal and of 
metallic ores from the Kiangsi Province of China. 

The space available for Mineralogy and Petrology might with 
advantage be increased. 

BOTANIC GARDENS 

The Yisitors inspected the Gardens on the 27th March, 1903. 
There are several matters to which they wish to call the 
special attention of the Department, most of which are alluded 
to in the Director’s Report, and which they consider to be of 

im The refreshment room, which has been asked for in iormer 
Reports, is very much needed. It would add materially to the 
utility of the gardens, by enabling visitors to devote more time 
to the study of the collection of plants. Pliibsborough is the 
nearest place at which refreshments can be obtained and it is 
so distant that much time would be lost m going there and 
returning to the Gardens. There is no difficulty respecting the 
site for the room, and arrangements could easily be made wnh 
a caterer to rent the room and to provide refreshments. 

A shed for bicycles and perambulators is also urgently needed. 
The Director has explained in his Report the reasons why ft u 
desirable to have a shed for perambulators, and the desirability 
of a shelter for bicycles is so obvious that nothing need be said 

111 The^Visitors consider that it is necessary that a young assis- 
tant should be appointed to aid Mr. Moore m his correspondence 
and in the collection and distribution of seeds. _ About 3,500 
packets of seeds are made up each year, and sent in exchange to 
Botanic Gardens in every part of the world This involves 
considerable labour; but it is most' desirable that the system 
of exchanges of seed should be continued m a thoroughly effi- 
cient manner. The seeds have to be collected and cleaned; a 
catalogue is then prepared, which is distributed among the 
gardens on the exchange list, and on the return of the catalogue 
with the seeds required marked, the packets are made up and 
despatched The labelling of the seed packets received m ex- 
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change also takes up much time. At present the preparation 
of the seed packets is done by the foreman and another gardener 
ihe collection of the seeds, and the preparation of the packets’ 
could be well done by an intelligent learner, and the foreman 
would be more usefully employed in looking after the men and 
directing them. Moreover, many valuable seeds are now lost 
not being collected at the proper time, owing to the press of 
other work m the gardens. Mr. Moore is overworked in super- 
vising the men and in attending to a large correspondence, and 
would be relieved of much of this work if an assistant were ap- 
pointed to look after the seeds and to help in the correspondence. 
An adequate supply of microscopes and of dissecting micro- 
scopes is required in the laboratory. The present plan of carry- 
mg the microscopes backwards and forwards from the College 
of Science is inconvenient, and is injurious to the instruments 
A number of important minor improvements might be 
effected at a small cost. _ It is most desirable that the passage 
_iom the potting house m the stable range should be covered 
m, both for the sake of the men and the plants. Potting is 
generally done on wet and wild days, and a covered passage 
would obviate the necessity for the men leaving cover and ex- 
posmg delicate plants when carrying them from the potting 
shed to the houses. _ The staging in the corridor of the curvi- 
linear range is unsuitable, because the plants remote from the 
glass are screened by those in front, and because there is no 
arrangement for preventing evaporation from the pots. The 
fern-case containing the Killamey fern should be enlarged by 
simply shifting the partition next the passage. The new gate

As Chairman of the Council of Trustees I have the honour 
to submit the following Deport of that body for the twelve 
months ended 31st March, 1903. 

During this period the Library was open on 297 days, the 
twelve months having included two days of the Easter recess of 
1902. 

The attendances of readers for the 297 days on which the 
Library was open numbered 174,786, a record exceeding tha 
of 1901-2 (291 days) by 24,006 : —

The daily average of the attendances of the year 1901 was 
518-14; of the year 1900, o06 -5; of the year 1899, 528 9. 

During the year ending March, 1903 the number of volumes 
catalogued, and made accessible to readers has been 3,635 of 
these 532 are folio, 459 are quarto, and 2,644 aie octavo and 
smaller sizes. A classification of these books by their genera 
topics is given in the Appendix, No. I., where also will be 
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found the usual statistics as to the binding of the books of the 
Library, as well as to the borrowing by members of the Eoyal 
Dublin Society, and by certain officers of the Science and Art 
Institutions. 

The following are some of the more noteworthy gifts received 
during the year : — 

Miss Gore Kelly, proprietor of the Ballinrobe Chronicle, 
m June, 1902, presented the issue for eleven years, 1891-1901, 
of the Ballinrobe Chronicle. Again, later in the year, Miss 
Kelly presented the eleven years, 1880-1890, of the same 
paper. 


The Librarian of Cornell University, Ithaca, New York, in' 
July, 1902, presented the Catalogue of the Dante Collection 
presented by Willard FisJce, compiled by T. W. Koch. This 
is one of tne most valuable single monographs on the bib- 
liography of Dante in existence. 


Miss Constance Adams, in July, 1902, presented an album, 
m which are attached a complete series of the articles on the 
Castles of Ireland, which, have been contributed during some 
years past to the Weekly Irish Times' by Miss Adams. 


Mr. John Scott, Koslevan, Ennis, in July, 1902, presented 
the Clare J ournal [Ennis], the fourteen years complete, 1886 
to 1899, and a very large number of parts of other Clare news- 
papers, the Clare Record, the Clare Independent, the Clare 
Examiner, &c., which will be preserved to supplement future 
acquisitions. 

The Board of Education, South Kensington, presented, 
besides the usual publications' of the Board, a noble volume, 
entitled, Reproductions of Drawings by Old Masters in the 
Collection of the Duke of Devonshire at Chatsworth. 


Mr. E. It. M'Clintock Dix, beginning in October, 1902, 
presented to the Library the following Irish newspapers of 
the past: — Constitution or Morning Post [Cork], June-Dee., 
1822, ^ ^ year 1824 ; Constitution or Cork Advertiser, years 
1827, 1829, and issues from Sept., 1832, to Dec., 1834; Cork

Advertiser and Morning Intelligencer, year 1823;' Cork 
Constitution and Dublin Evening Mail, year 1831 ;’ Corice 
Evening Post, November, 1757, to October, 1758, and year 
1773 ; Cork Gazette, year 1796; \CorH\ Hibernian Chronicle, 
year If 77; Cork Mercantile Chronicle, year 1805, and the 
four years from November, 1810, to November, 1813 ; Cork 
Morning Intelligencer, years 1815 and 1816 ; Gore’s and Cork 
General Advertiser, years 1803 and 1804; Southern Reporter 
and Cork Commercial Courier, January, 1826, to February 
1827, and March to May, 1832; Clare Journal, years 1807 
1S08, 1809 ; Ennis Chronicle, year 1794. 
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Mons. P. Mirabaud, 56, Rue de Provence, Paris, in August, 
1902, presented a handsome volume, The Post-stamps of 
Switzerland , by P. Mirabaud and A. de Reuter shiold, 1899, 
copy No. 70 of the English edition of 150. 

His Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught, in September, 
1902, and in January, 1903, presented a large number of books 
and documents, chiefly military Regulations, Orders, Acts, 
Treatises, Army Lists, and Irish Directories, all of which fill 
blanks in old sets in the Library. 

His Excellency, Lord Oadogan, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
in September, 1902, presented the issues of about twenty 
different years of the Dublin Gazette, all eighteenth century. 

Erom the Trustees of the British Museum, in April, 1902, 
was received a large special gift of books and pamphlets. 
Some were duplicates from the general collections of the 
Library of Printed Books, some were volumes from the Ashbee 
Bequest to the Museum, not needed there. Later, this gift 
was supplemented, when the Board of Trinity College pre- 
sented to the National Library of Ireland, with the concur- 
rence of the Trustees of the British Museum, a number of 
books which had been sent to Trinity College from the British 
Museum. These were chiefly Ashbee Bequest books. Over 
2,000 titles have been thus added to this Library, the more 
valuable volumes being additions to its French, Italian, and 
Spanish bibliography and literature. 

In March, 1903, the library received another very valuable 
gift. The Rev. Rowland Scriven, of Balbriggan, presented 
1,180 volumes. A large number of these are standard works 
in theology and ecclesiastical history. They include the 
Library of Anglo-Catholic Theology. Biblical studies, 
philosophy, French literature, and history, are well repre- 
sented. 

The Trustees regret that the staff of the Library during the 
past year has been increased only by the appointment of two 
temporary boy-attendants. The staff now consists of a 
Librarian, two assistant Librarians, twelve attendants (two of 
whom are boys), and two temporary boy-attendants. The Trus- 
tees can only repeat the statement of last year’s Report that 
the long delay in granting an increase of staff is seriously im- 
peding the public service of the National Library. Cata- 
loguing, classification, impression of the library stamp on the 
books, book-labelling, book collation, shelf labelling, the posting 
of catalogue entries in the desk ledger, the preparation for the 
binder of multitudinous pamphlets and serial parts, and many 
other tasks — in fine, the innumerable details upon which the 
efficient working of a great library depends, are unavoidably 
lapsing more and more into arrear. In their Reports of late 
years the Trustees have several times given particular explana- 
tion of the condition and needs of the Library, and to these 
Reports they beg to call the particular attention of the Depart- 
ment. This is the close of the twenty-fifth year of the Library s

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existence as the National Library of Ireland ; its attendances 
have grown in number from 27,452 in 1878 to 174,786 in 
ti t ’ ac , cess i ons during that time, in volumes made avail- 
able for public use, number nearly 60,000, to say nothing of 
thousands of uncatalogued boohs. The Trustees would urge 
as in former years, that the title “ National Library of Ireland,” 
conferred by Parliament, implies important functions, wide 
scope of action, and great responsibilities, and they earnestly 
pi ess the importance of no longer delaying the provision of 
such an equipment of the institution as may justify its title. 

i cJS re fP onse to a statement made by the Trustees in December, 
1898, the Treasury granted £200 per annum for four years to 
pay for the writing of titles for a catalogue of the older part of 
f iiT' 1 “ rar y acc l n i red before 1878. The fourth year of the work 
of the two cataloguers came to an end on March 31, 1903. The 
number of volumes for which titles were written during the 
year was 8,467. The titles made are very numerous and exact, 
much bibliographical research being required for many of 
them. Subject references were written, as in the preceding 
three years. The Trustees, on November 14, 1902, adopted a 
resolution, stating that in order to complete this special work, 
arrangements should be made for employing the temporary cata- 
loguers for another year, and, further, that their services should 
f° r th® execution of certain other necessary work, 
ihe Treasury has agreed provisionally to retain the cataloguers 
for another year. ° 

The completion of the Library building continues an urgent 
necessity. The Trustees would again press the fact that no 
proper provision has ever been made for a Newspaper Depart- 
ment, that essential feature in a National Library, nor for a Map 
Department, nor for a Patents Department, while there is no 
fire-proof room for Manuscripts, &c., no room for the unpack- 
ing of new large consignments of books, with shelves and tables 
and space for the proper temporary reception and sorting of 
such masses of books before they are catalogued and drafted 
qnoil P e ™ a f ellt P lace 1* the book-stores.

bound 3,600 volumes for. the National Library. This number 
has been raised by 25 per cent., the Controller having agreed to 
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bind 4,500 volumes every year in future, in consequence of 
representations which laid stress on the greater wear and 
tear involved by the larger attendances of readers, and also on 
the more numerous accessions, in late years, of books in an 
unbound condition. 

The Trustees have pleasure in reperting that means of ap- 
proach to the new room for large books has been made, which, 
as a temporary expedient, will be of use pending the completion 
of the east wing. A door has been made by breaking through 
the wall of tiie Ladies’ Reading Room. Part of the corridor 
not used for passage to the Book Room has been partitioned 
off as a cloak-room for the Library attendants. Into the new 
Book Room thus made available have been transferred the col- 
lections of books relating to Architecture, Sculpture, Wood- 
carving, Ivory-carving, Seals, and Gems. The Board of Works 
has been requested to furnish for this room large dust-proof 
drawer-cases, for the lodgment of certain volumes too large to 
stand upright with safety. It is also desirable that book-cases 
reaching to the ceiling should be added, and that a light gallery 
should run round the room at the top of the book-cases at pre- 
sent there. 

The Librarian was authorised to attend the annual meeting 
of the Library Association, held at Birmingham, in September, 
1902. The Trustees have more than once affirmed their con- 
viction of the usefulness of the Librarian’s attendance at these 
meetings. 

The Yice-Chancellor of the University of Oxford invited the 
Librarian to the Commemoration of the Tercentenary of the 
Bodleian Library, held at Oxford on October 8 and 9, i902. 
The Librarian attended this celebration, and as delegate of the 
Council of Trustees of the National Library of Ireland, pre- 
sented, on their behalf, an address to the authorities of the 
Bodleian Library. See Appendix IY. 

The Trustees have pleasure in noting the fact that additional 
shelving has been placed on the walls of the book-stores during 
the past year. The Board of Works has found it impossible to 
add to the number of lamps in the book-store, because the 
dynamos which supply the Institutions of Science and Art and 
the Royal Dublin Society are taxed to the uttermost. The 
Trustees, however, repeat their statement that a further in- 
crease of lamps on various floors is required, because the light 
needed to insure order, and promptness of public service cannot, 
in many places, be supplied by the lamps now in position. The 
J oly Collection is badly lighted, while the basement is entirely 
without electric lamps. 

In last year’s Report, the Trustees urged that the present 
system of lighting the Reading Room is unsatisfactory, and 
expressed the hope that “ during the ensuing year it might be 
possible to effect improvement.” Nothing has yet been done.

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In last year’s Report, tlie Trustees stated tliat “ in ^con- 
sequence of the great increase in the number of readers the 
present Reading Room is not large enough, “ and additional 
accommodation will soon become urgent.” The over-crowding 
of the Reading Room during the past year has at times been 
very great, and the Trustees again draw the attention of the 
Department to this important subject. Study is hampered by 
the conditions under which, not infrequently, it must be pursued 
in our Reading Room. 

The Trustees desire to append a copy of the Librarian’s 
Annual Report on the affairs of the Library (see Appendix Y.).

Statement furnished to Department, 12th December, 1902, giving reasons 
for the continuance of the extra grant of £300 yearly for purchase of 
Books in the National Library of Ireland. ■ 1 p n se ot 

History of the Books Grant 

1. The annual grant for purchase of books was fixed in 1878 at £1 000

In 1898-9, £300 additional was allowed for five years. The Trustees had 

asked for a permanent increase, for reasons fully set forth in a statement 
prepared by them in 1896, and printed at the close of the report feS 

Increase of Demand for Books 

2. During the period since 1878 the number of readers in the Library 

has increased more than five-fold-from 27,000 to 155,000-and the demand 
for books of all kinds lias increased proportionately not only in quantity 
but m variety of subject and scope. 7 9 uantlt y, 

Increase of Books Published 

3. During the same period the output of important books has greatly 
increased, and the number of books necessary for the study of each sui 
ject is constantly increasing. 

Irish Books 

4. As regards books relating to Ireland, the Trustees hold that the col- 
lection ought to be, as far as possible, complete, which is unattainable 
with the funds at present at tlieir disposal. 


Costly Serial Works 

5. The Trustees during the last four years have entered on the sub- 
scription for some much-needed, but costly, serial works, which would 
become a considerable burden were the extra grant withdrawn. 

Functions and Obligations of the library 

6. As pointed out in the Trustees’ statement in 1896 — “The title 

-National Library of Ireland,’ implies the acknowledgment by Parlia- 
ment of certain facts, as well as a large function, wide scope, and great 
responsibilities for the only ‘ State-supported Public Library in Ireland ’ ” 
A sum of £1,000 yearly is not nearly sufficient to allow the Library to 
meet the obligations which its title and functions entail. The book pur- 
chases last year for the Science Library at South Kensington amounted 
oo rfr ’ and for the National Art Library to £1,930, making in all 
£2,753 for only two branches of literature. 

Necessity for the permanence of the increased grant in order to keep pace 
with the times 

7. A grant of £300, in addition to the £1,000 of the year 1878 is not 
more than would be required to maintain an efficiency correspondino- with 
that of a time when readers were comparatively few, and the demand for 
purchase of books was much smaller than it is at the present day. The 
studies of these readers bring to light many gaps in the past accessions 
to fiu Llbrary > wluch xt 1S the duty of the Trustees as far as possible 

Spread of University and Technical Instruction 

8. Finally, the extension of University, and especially of Technical 
E ducation in Ireland of late years, increases the demands upon the 

Library, and a larger increase in these demands is anticipated in the near 
uture, owing to the remarkable intellectual, commercial, and industrial 
movement in the country. 
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APPENDIX III. 

THE LIBRARY BUILDING 

Statement forwarded to Department relative to the need for the com- 
pletion of the Library Building, 23rd January, 1903. 

In the Report of the Tnistees for the year ending March 31, 1902, their 
latest report, the following passages occur: — 

1. “ No less pressing is the need of the completion of the Library 
building. No proper provision has ever been made for a Newspaper 
Department (that essential feature in a National Library), for a 
Map Department, for a Patents Consultation Department. There is 
no fire-proof Manuscript Room, no Cataloguers’ Room in the 
Library ; nor is there any delivery room for the unpacking of new 
large consignments of books (a room shelved for the temporary recep- 
tion and sorting of these books). The Trustees would, however, refer 
to their report for the year 1899, which sets out at some length the 
reasons which, in their opinion, render completion of the Library 
building imperatively necessary.” 

2. “ The Smithsonian Institution presented a set of the publications 
of the Congress of the United States of America from the year 1867 
to the present date. This gift included all publications of the 
Government of the United States during the period, not only Parlia- 
mentary documents, but the reports of the several executive Depart- 
ments and Bureaus. Thus a great number of valuable books on the 
history and ethnology and geology of the United States of America, 
on education, on agriculture and fisheries, on commerce and manu- 
factures, on labour and capital, and on other subjects of State in- 
vestigation, have been added to the Library.” 

An additional reason for haste in completing the Library building is 
furnished by the acquisition of the above publications of the American 
Government. Their value is very great, but there is no proper place any- 
where in the building where they can be safely unpacked, checked, 
stamped, classified, and catalogued. At present this valuable collection, 
occupying eighty-six large packing cases, encumbers and disfigures the 
entrance hall of the Library, and with existing library accommodation 
there is no immediate possibility of the unsightly obstruction being 
removed. The unpacking of the books in the hall would be unsafe, if not 
impossible. Suitable accommodation for library treatment of works of 
this character and number is imperatively required. The Trustees feel 
compelled to invite the attention of the Vice-President of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction once more before the close 
of the financial year to this subject, and again would refer to their 
reports, in particular to that for 1899. 


APPENDIX IV. 

TERCENTENARY OF THE BODLEIAN LIBRARY 

The following address was presented by Mr. Lyster, the Librarian, at 
the Tercentenary of the Bodleian Library, on behalf of the Trustees : — 
We, the Trustees of the National Library of Ireland, with the concur- 
rence of the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for 
Ireland, have appointed its Librarian, Mr. T. W. Lyster, m.a., of the 
University of Dublin, as our delegate to the Tercentenary Commemora- 
tion of the Bodleian Library, to convey to its authorities our hearty con- 
gratulations on the completion of the third century of the life of that 
noble institution, of which the University of Oxford is justly proud. 
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The Library with which we are officially connected stands on a lower 
plane. Its function is not so much to supply to original research the 
necessary historical and other materials — though this in a measure is 
included among its aims — as to aid in diffusing culture through the mass 
of the community. But we recognise with gratitude the services which 
the Bodleian has rendered to the latter object by the liberality with which 
it has placed its literary treasures at the disposal of scholars, through 
whom their contents have been transmitted to others, so as to become a 
portion of the intellectual wealth of society at large. It is our earnest 
wish that it may long continue, by, means of the vast and ever-increasing 
stores which it administers so well, to assist the labours of the learned 
and foster the intellectual life of the nation.

APPENDIX Y. 

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 

National Library oe Ireland 
May 8, 1903 

To the Council of Trustees of the National IAbrary of Ireland 
Gentlemen 

This is the fourth of the new series of annual reports from, the 
Librarian on matters of interest in the internal progress of the National 
Library, or on some of its individual characteristics not too trivial for 
formal statement, nor unsuitable for publicity. 

Insertion of subject-headings in the newly -begun Desk Subject Cata- 
logue, and rearrangement of author headings in the Desk Author Cata- 
logue, are very important tasks which we have been forced to intermit for 
two years because of the pressure of the daily service of the Library, 
which includes not only the supply of books to readers, the restoration of 
these books to the shelves, and the assistance of many readers in refer- 
ence, but the checking, preservation, cataloguing, stamping, arrangement, 
and shelving of the large heterogeneous mass of books, pamphlets, ma,ps, 
patent specifications, serial parts, transactions, and periodicals (daily, 
weekly, monthly, quarterly, and annual), which enter the Library in a 
never-ending stream, as well by donation as by purchase. 

The effort has been maintained to typewrite on cards a copy of the sub- 
ject references written from day to day in cataloguing for press, thus to 
provide an alphabetical subject-index to the latest acquisitions. During 
the past year, the great increase of readers’ attendances has, however, 
caused frequent and long interruption of this task. Yet the cards which 
have been done have been of considerable practical service. 

During the fortnight in August, 1902, when the Library was closed for 
dusting and arrangement, a minute classification of the section “ English 
Poetry” into periods was carried out, and a useful working index made. 
A very careful revision of the larger part of the section “ Zoology ” was 
also made. The monographs, nearly 100 in number, which deal with the 
results of the Challenger Expedition, have been bound and arranged in an 
order determined by the subject of each monograph. This is a very great 
improvement in the reference worth of this section, particularly because 
each volume joins monographs taken from many other series, such as the 
publications of the Ray Society and the Paheontographical Society, the 
volumes issued under the general title, Fauna und Flora des Golfes von 
Neapd, and the Prince of Monaco’s scientific publications, these mono- 
graphs being likewise placed in an order determined solely by the 
subject of which they treat. 

During the whole of the year, at intervals, opportunities of rearrangement 
and revision of shelf-labelling have been seized. When the books on 
Architecture and on Sculpture were removed to the new room, some mis- 
takes were observed and corrected, and some improvements made. The 
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sections Geology, Agriculture, Archaeology, and Biography are now in 
much better order than they exhibited a year ago, and many new labels 
have been affixed to mark this order. The removal of the books on Archi- 
tecture and Sculpture made improvement of this kind possible in the col- 
lections dealing with the other Fine Arts, especially in the arrangement 
of books on Painting, Drawing, and the Arts of Decoration and Design. 
But much has still to be done ; only brief intervals, frequently broken by 
interruption, are in general available for these truly indispensable efforts 
to order and organise the collections. 

The volumes which compose the Joly Collection, about 23,500 in 
number, have not yet been classified. It is really impossible to do this 
properly, not only because the Library staff is so small, but because the 
cramped arrangement of the collection cannot be improved until there is 
more room for the newspaper collection of the Library, which at present 
occupies space to be allotted in future to the Joly books. 

Nevertheless in one important task an advance lias been made during 
the year. A large mass of hitherto unarranged tracts or pamphlets 
which passed into the Library along with Dr. Joly’s books, has been 
roughly classified, and the pamphlets have been placed in some hundreds 
of carton boxes with labels marking the general arrangement. Number- 
ing perhaps 10,000 in all, several thousands are old book-auction lists 
of London and Dublin ; but the more valuable, about 5,000 in number, are 
ordinary tracts or pamphlets dealing with a great variety of topics. 

In their reports of recent years the Trustees have noted the regrettable 
delay in cataloguing, which is caused by the smallness of the staff. It 
is not possible to add anything of importance to what the Trustees have 
said, except that each new year of delay increases much the difficulties 
of the future. 

By capable execution of the various technical tasks already frequently 
explained in the Trustees’ reports, the Library would become a much 
greater power, not only for diffusing general culture and education, and 
for aiding original research, but also for furthering industry, commerce, 
and all those practical activities of the community which are dependent 
upon a free and rapid supply of information. Except for the most press- 
ing reasons, a Library should not be closed for any considerable time. 
Yet, in order to accomplish these necessary tasks, it may become neces- 
sary. in the public interest , if adequate increase of the staff cannot be 
obtained, to close the National Library annually for two whole summer 
months— July and August — when readers are least numerous. 

The sections of the Library on which the special cataloguers were em- 
ployed were : — Mathematics, Astronomy, Physics, Chemistry, Geology, 
Palaeontology, Biology, Ethnology, Botany, Zoology, Medicine, Agricul- 
ture, Engineering, and the useful arts. 

Only one addition of importance to the MSS. has been made. In June, 
1902, the Library acquired three volumes, lettered externally, “ Ware : 
Irish Documents The contents are original legal documents relating 
to the family history of the Wares of Ireland, and the disposal of their 
property during the 17th and 18th centuries. The volumes contain the 
book-plate of Samuel Hibbert Ware, antiquarian and genealogist, who 
died m 1848. They were acquired from a descendant of the Ware family 
resident m Manchester. 

A fine transformation of potential into actual wealth of books was 
achieved during the year by the collation and binding of a large number 
of old maps, chiefly Irish, of various dates. Often maps purchased at 
second hand, or acquisitions by gift of recent years, were found to match 
and supplement old maps which had been in the Library for a long time. 

An analogous increase of the riches of the Library came through the 
bmclmg of a large mass of scientific proceedings, transactions, periodicals, 
and tracts, which, were presented to the Library a few years ago bv the 
Executors authorized to dispose of the books of the Natural History 
Society of Dublin. J

Thirty-fourth Annual Report of the Dean and Council 
foe the Session 1901-1902. 


To the Secretary, Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland. 

10 th February, 1903. 


Sir, — I have the honour to submit to you herewith the 
Thirty-fourth Annual Report of the Council of the Royal Col- 
lege of Science for the session 1901-1902. 

Pour Royal Scholars and five Royal Exhibitioners received 
free instruction. 

The free students entered by the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for a three years’ course of study 
were four Science Scholars and fifteen Agricultural students. 

Towards the close of the session 1901-1902 the Council were 
informed by a statement received from the Vice-President, of 
the nature of the scheme for re-organising the College, pro- 
posed by the Department. 

The work of the College was henceforth to be divided into 
three faculties, namely : — 

Applied Chemistry ; 

Agriculture ; and 

Engineering. 

The reports furnished to the Dean and Council by the re- 
spective Professors and Lecturers of the work done in each 
Division here follow.

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Division : — Chemistry : 

Professor W. N. Hartley, d.Sc., f.r.s. 

The course of instruction for the session 1901-1902 was modi- 
fied by an increase in the amount of laboratory work for stu- 
dents of the first year. 

This entailed a remodelling of the course of practical work 
which had been followed during the previous year, after the 
session had commenced. It became necessary to appoint a 
temporary assistant in the Chemical Laboratory, and Mr. 
D. S.. Jardin, Associate of the Koval College of Science and 
Associate of the Institute of Chemistry, was appointed to assist 
in instructing the junior students. 

The following systematic courses of instruction were given : 

(1.) General Chemistry, including Chemical Philosophy. 

A course of forty-five lectures, extending from October to 
February , was delivered to students of the first year, and to 
occasional students, by the Professor. 

(2.) An advanced course of Chemistry, consisting of 42 lec- 
tures, on 

Part I.^The Chemistry of Carbon Compounds, or Or- 
ganic Chemistry. 

Part II. — On the connection between the chemical con- 
stitution and physical properties of organic 
substances, was delivered to students of the 
second and third years and to occasional 
students by the Professor. 

Tutorial classes for the instruction of students of the first 
year were held in the Chemistry lecture room, and about 
twenty demonstrations on methods of chemical manipulation 
were given during the first term by Mr. J. Holmes Pollok, 
B.sc., the Assistant Chemist. 

The Assaying Laboratory was overcrowded, and students had 
to wait until vacancies occurred before they could enter. Two 
practical examinations were held, one in March, and the other 
in June. The candidates could not all be examined together 
on either occasion, because the insufficient accommodation 
prevented the occupation of the laboratory by more than 
four students at a time. Seventeen students were examined, 
of whom twelve received certificates of having passed the 
examination, and eight of these passed with credit. The work 
of the laboratory was in charge of Mr. A. E. B. Manders, 
Demonstrator of Chemistry and Assaying. 

The students of the second year passed through a course of 
laboratory work which was confined almost entirely to the 
quantitative analysis of minerals. 

The practical work of students of the third year was the 
preparation of pure organic substances and their analyses, and 
the examination of their physical properties for purposes of 
identification and research. 
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The examination in Practical Chemistry for students of 
the first year was held by permission of the Senate in the 
Chemical laboratory of the Royal University, it being impos- 
sible to submit all the candidates to a fair and satisfactory 
examination at one time in the Royal College of Science, 
there being neither sufficient space nor proper accommodation.

As the Chairman of the Committee of the British Association 
appointed to investigate the relation between the Absorption 
Spectra and Chemical Constitution of Organic Substances, 
Professor Hartley was engaged with Professor Dobbie and 
Mr. Lauder on an investigation of the curves of Molecular 
vibrations of quinal paranitrosophenol and similarly derived 
substances, a subject intimately connected with theories of the 
origin of colour in dyes and other definite chemical compounds. 

Mr. J. A. Cunningham, B. A., b.tj. I., andB.A. (Cantab.), who 
was awarded the Diploma in the Paculty of Engineering in 
1898, and in the Faculty of Manufactures in 1899, has been 
appointed Professor of Physics in the University of Calcutta. 

Division : — Physics : Professor W. F. Babbett, e.b.s. 

The instruction in this division for the session 1901-1902 
consisted of : — • 

(1.) A course of 46 lectures on Physics, delivered by the 
Professor to students in their first year, extending from the 
first week in February to the early part of June. These lec- 
tures were attended by 41 students, of whom 30 students 
entered for the Associateship course — 6. of these were teachers 
in training, and 11 were non-associates. 

A course of 15 tutorial classes, with monthly examinations, 
given to the same students, over the same period, by Mr. W. 
Brown, b.sc. 

A course of 146 hours’ laboratory instruction in Practical 
Physics, given to the same students, over the same period, 
under the direction of the Professor and Mr. Brown, assisted 
by Mr. R. S. Allen. 

j'2 
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(2.) A course of 46 lectures in Physics, delivered by the Pro- 
fessor to students in their second year, extending from the 
first week in October to the end of January. These lectures 
were attended by 11 students, of whom 10 were continuing the 
Associateship course. 

A course of 15 tutorial classes given by Mr. W. Brown, B.sc., 
to the same students. 

A course of advanced instruction in Practical Physics to the 
same students under the direction of the Professor and Mr. 
Brown, extending throughout the first term. 

In the Physics Faculty there were five second year students 
and one third year student. The former, in addition to the 
usual second year course of lectures, received 200 hours’ ad- 
vanced instruction in Practical Physics; the latter 264 hours, 
and also 28 tutorial .classes taken by Mr. Brown, B.sc. At the 
final examination this student, Mr. Edmonds, obtained his 
diploma in Physics, and was recommended by the Council for 
a Research Bursary, under the 1851 Exhibition Commissioners. 
This he obtained, and elected to work in the Physical labora- 
tory of this College, where he is now engaged in the determina- 
tion of the Thermal conductivity of the alloys of iron, under 
the general superintendence of the Professor. 

In ‘addition to the foregoing, special courses of instruction 
in Practical Physics were given to 20 other individuals, who 
attended the laboratory for periods varying from one month to 
four months. 

The total number of individuals receiving instruction in 
Physics during the session was 71 ; all but eight of these 
attended both lectures and laboratory classes. 

Research Worh. 

A paper “ On the increase of electrical resistivity, caused by 
alloying iron with various elements, and the relationship of 
the specific heat of those elements to this increased resistivity,” 
was read by Professor Barrett before the Royal Society, in 
February, 1902, and published in the proceedings of the 
Society. 

A joint paper by Professor Barrett, Mr. W. Brown, and 
Mr. R. A. Hadfield, entitled, “Researches on the Electrical 
Conductivity and Magnetic Properties of upwards of one 
hundred different Alloys of Iron,” was read by Professor 
Barrett before the Institute of Electrical Engineers, in 
London, in February, 1902. This paper was a summary of 
the lengthy investigations conducted by Professor Barrett and 
Mr.- Brown in the Physical laboratory of this College, and is 
published in the proceedings of the Institute, Yol. 31. 

Division : — Engineering : Professor J. Lyon, m.a. 

The number of students in the Engineering Schools filled 
them to overflowing, and some students had to work in the 
lecture room. 
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Mr. Pollock, a fourth year student, finished his work on the 
six-horse petrol motor, which he constructed with the Pro- 
fessor’s assistance, and made some experiments with it. 

The want of suitable workshops and laboratories was felt 
more than ever, and the students have evinced great desire for 
this training. 

The Professor of Engineering gave several lectures on Tech- 
nical Education for Engineers and Builders in different towns 
in Ireland, at the request of the Department. All the College 
lectures were delivered by the Professor, excepting those given 
by Mr. Taylor during his necessary absence. 

Division : — Botany : Professor T. Johnson, d.sc., m.e.i.a. 

The following courses were given during the session : — 

38 lectures attended by 10 students ; 

44 lessons in laboratory instruction attended by 10 stu- 
dents. 

42 practical lessons attended by 3 students. 

Research Work. 

In addition to acting as Director of the Department’s Seed- 
testing Station, the Professor of Botany has been engaged in 
inquiries into the diseases of flax, potatoes, barley, willows, 
and other plants. The following papers have been pub- 
lished : — 

1. Diseases of the potato and other plants in Ireland 
( Journal , Dept. III., No. I.). 

2. Report of the work of the Department’s Seed-testing 
Station (op. oit.). 

Division : — Geology and Mineealogy : Professor Grenville 
A. J. Cole, e.g.s., m.e.i.a. 

The second year’s course in Mineralogy was attended by 
twenty-three students, twelve of whom were scholars appointed 
by the Department for courses in Agriculture and Technical 
subjects. The practical work had, in consequence, to be 
carried on in the Botanical laboratory, the Geological labora- 
tory being far too small. 

The Agricultural scholars also attended, in their second 
year, the Geological course given to third year’s engineering 
students. 

Mr. T. Crook, a.b.c.sc.i., acted throughout the session as 
temporary assistant, and considerable progress was made with 
the arrangement of the teaching collections. In the second 
term, by arrangement with Mr. Houston, the Professor and 
Mr. Crook accompanied the field excursions of the Agricultural 
class, the areas examined being selected on account of their 
joint botanical and geological interest. Samples of soils for 
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mechanical examination were cohered during those excur- 
sions. Miss M. K. Andrews presented specimens and micro- 
scopic sections of certain rare Irish rocks, and Mr. B. Welch 
f r V ' it a T ® er * es g c °l°gical views of English scenery; Miss 

M. K. Knowles gave specimens collected by herself in Egypt. 

Among the most important purchases for the teaching col- 
lections were four of Prof. Duparc’s models illustrating moun- 
tain-folds, and a collection of the rocks of the chain of Mont 
Plane, for comparison with those of western Ireland. 

• ^ nconvell i enc e arising from the limited accommodation 
m the College is increasingly felt in the division of Mineralogy 
and Creology, and causes the rooms used, and the collections to 
lie remote from one another in various portions of the buildings. 

Research Work. 

The Professor, in addition to being engaged on the usual 
smaller economic enquiries, accompanied Mr. Jos. Burton, 
A.B.c.sc.l. , on a survey for the Department of certain districts 
where clays suitable for pottery might occur. He also accom- 
panied, in the vacation, Mr. Chas. Spackman, F.o.s., on an 
inquiry into the areas where Portland cement might be manu- 
factured. In conjunction with Mr. T. Crook, a.b.c.sc.i., he 
prepared a report on the stones dredged from considerable 
depths oft the west coast of Ireland during the fishing survey 
of the Department. This paper is now in the press. The 
Professor also contributed two papers on Irish Geology to the 
meeting of the British Association in Belfast, in September, 
1902 , and the following : —

Mechanics ; 36 lectures in Differential and Integral Calculus 
and Differential Equations were also given to more advanced 
students ; as m former session, his work in this respect was 
increased, owing to the impracticability of arranging the time 
table so that advanced first year students could attend the 
second year class.

To a number of advanced second and third year students 11 
lectures were given on the Dynamics of a Rigid Body. 

The following lectures were given by Dr. Johnston : — 

To first year students, 77 in Mathematics. 

To third year students, 70 in Mathematical Physics, and 31 
in Mechanism. 

The usual exercise classes for second and third year students 
were also held. 


Division: — Zoology : G-bobge H. Carpenter, b.sc. , 
Temporary Lecturer. 

The Zoological course of the session 1901-2 was carried on 
throughout the second term. The students did fifty full days 
laboratory work, illustrated by thirty lectures and demonstra- 
tions. Twelve students attended the classes — ten being agri- 
cultural instructors in the second year of their associate course, 
and two being lady students of the Royal University. The 
time allotted to the course allowed instruction to be given on 
all. the leading classes of the animal kingdom, while those 
groups of especial importance to the agricultural students— 
such as the Mammalia, Insecta, Annelida, Nematoda, and 
Platyhelmia, were studied in some detail. 


During the first three weeks of the course, through the kind- 
ness of Professor Cole, I was assisted in the laboratory by Mr. 
T. Crook, a.b.c.sc.i., who voluntarily acted as demonstrator, 
and rendered most valuable and welcome help. On February 
20th Mr. W. P. Lanchester, M.A., took up the post of tempo- 
rary Demonstrator in Zoology, to which he had been appointed 
by the Department. He proved himself a thorough and 
enthusiastic teacher. In addition to his teaching work he 
sorted and classified a large number of miscellaneous zoological 
specimens stored in the Professor’s room. 


I think it right to take this opportunity of calling attention 
to the inadequate accommodation provided for the zoological 
collections of the College. This became specially marked 
towards the end of the session, when space had to be found 
for a large acquisition of apparatus for Bacteriological teach- 
ing, and many valuable zoological specimens were turned out 
of their cases to be placed on open shelves, m the very incon- 
veniently situated Professor’s room, or in the preparation 
room. The cases in the corridor adjoining the Biological labo- 
ratory, with their poorly fitting doors, readily admitting dust, 
are ill-suited to preserve zoological objects.
